C H A R L E S Y. 

C HARLES the fifth, fon of Philips king of Cajiile^ and Charlo 
"Jane^ daughter and heirefs of Eetdinand the Catholic^ was Y. his 
born at Ghent in Flanders ; and palled the greateft part 
of hw infancy at Mechlin^ under the care ot* his aunt Mar-- 
garetyYi^hw of Philbert duke of Savoy^ and governefs of the 
Low Countries^ and with Mar^ret of Tork^ widow of Charles 
duke of Burgundy. Anthe^ raecq^ a Sptiniardy who was cn- 
trufied with the care of bis education, being dead, when he 
W^s but feven years of age, Margaret employed as his pre- 
ceptor Adrian FloriJJin of Utrecht^ profefibr in ^the univerfity 
jof Louvain^ who was afterwards ele^ed pope. He began to edueat^on: 
"^employ the young prince in the ftudy of the belles lettres ; ^ 

but his governor, tVilliam df Croy^ lord of Archot^ turned 
his ^ole attention to military exercifes^. At the age of 
^15^ Charles loft hh father at fifteen bis grandfather

Prefents the fequcl. At length, after the death of the emperor 
himjtlf as imilian^ Charles preiented himfelf as a cand'dotP for the im- 
acandf peiial throne. His competitor was Frafns the firft, king 
Qf Prance^ who had a long time cherifb 1 the fcheme of 
^Iso^Tfed empire of Germany to his othe* dominions, and 

h lie kin fundry intrigues for that purpose during the life 

fl/PVance emperor i immediately after whole deceafe^ he 

' had fent a folemn ambaiVy, with four hundred thoufand 
cro^^s, to confirm the attachment of Tome of the cledlors 
who had efpoufed his intereft. Nor did Charles negleft the 
means of fupporting his pretenfions on this .occafion. He 
was archduke of Aujiria^ and lord of the Ldw Countries^ as 
heir to his father; king of Spain^ Sicily^ and ^Sfaples^ in rigjjt 
of his mother; and, as we have already ol/erved,' had bec»k' 
propofed to the diet of Augsburg by his grandfather Maximilianfx 
The cre-uun fucceflbr in the empire. The eledtoral college, fore- 
offered to feeing that many inconvenicncies would attend the eledlion 
Frederick, of either of thefe competitors, and being, in all probability, 
deader of influenced by the pope, who, though he feemed to favour 
Saxony, P'rancis^ was jealous of both on account of their great power, 
n4:ljo de- refolved to offer the crown to Frederic the eledlor of 
dines it in Saxony. The propofal was accordingly made to him, after 
favour of an interregnum of near fix months; but he declining the 
Chaj'Ics. hohour, and declaring for Charles^ the eledlor of Mentz gave 
his fuffrage for the fame prince, and their example was fol- 
lowed by all their collegues, except the elefior of Triers^ who 
held out to the laft for Francis^. What chiefly contributed 
to the mifearriage of the king of France upon this occafion, 
was his being a foreigner by birth and extraftion ; for the 
Germans^ who are naturally jealo^is and miflruftful, werq^ 
afraid, that he, having been bred up in an abfolute monarchy, 
would change the conftitution of the empire, and humble the 
ele^ors and princes to a degree beneath the dukes and peers

The ceremony v<^as no fooner per- 
formed, than he q»:l^ed that city, which was infeded by the 
plague, and went to Cologn, where he ordered writs to be ex- 
pedited, and iflu^ tlfrough t|ie empire, for convoking the 
ftates at IVor/ns^^^ the fixth of fanuary the following year. 

Mcan whDe, the Spaniards chagrined at the departure of 
their king, whofe promotion to the empire they could not re- 
lifh, as they forefaw it would interfere with the adminiftration 
of his own kingdom, and being, moreover, incenfed at the 
avarice of the Fumings^ to whom he had committed the ma- 
nagement of affairs fince th&dcfath of cardinal JtimeneSy feve- TJ^^Spa- 
ral grandees of Sjmin^ in order to* (hake off this oppreflion, niards, 
ijj!' the abfence Charles ^ entered into ah ailbeiation, which ’^I’otook 

iiiey called the Saniia Junta^ which was embraced by Toledo 
and many large cities, and raifed forces under the aufpices 
of John do PadelliOj and Antonio d'Acugno^ bifliop of Zamora. 

Their defign was to reftore the kingdom of Arragon to Fer- 
iinand^ the fon of that Frederic king of Naples^ who died in ^ ^ 

France^ on condition that he (hould marry Jane the mother CaftiE^ ^ 
of Charles the fifth, whofe perfon they had adlually .fecured ; 
but he rejeiled their propofal ; and the viceroys of Cajiile and 
Arraghi^ ^z^king arms againft the rebels, weakened the fac- 
tion by degrees, and at length almoft entirely extinguilhed 
it by a total defeat, in which Padellia and the bifhop were 
flain (Aj.

Charles^ fix months being expiteii, Francis was at liberty to aft iSf 
favour of the houfc of Albret : but feveral other circum- 
fiances concurred to bring to an open rupture ‘'{hat ^udge 
which the Jealoufy of two competitors for a throne ^Idont 
fails to produce. Francis complained that Charles did not 
pay the moi^y which he had promifed tp furnilh yearly for 
the maintenance of the princefs, and confequently had no 
intention to accomjpliih the match •f tjl^t the emperor’s 
agents had fpoke difrefpcctfully of him iii fcp^diet, and at 
the courts of the German princes ; that he had feduced from 
his allegiance Philbert de Chaalons, prince of Orange, and in- 
trigued in Italy, with a view to incommode him in the pof- 
feifion of Milan, Charles, on the contrary, taxed the king 
of France with having taken, under his protection IVilliam 
duke of Guelckrland, fworn enemy of the Aujhrian family and 
the Low Countries, pretending that he was lawful heir of the 
dutchy Burgundy. Henry king of ' preferved a neiJ< 

trality on this occalion, afieCfing to aft as umpire in the diP 
pute ; while the pope, entered into a treaty with the em- 
peror, for the mutual defence of their territories, for re- 
cftablilhing Francis Sforxa in the dutchy of Milan, and re- 
covering Ferrara to the holy fee ®, Things being thus ripe 
for a quarrel on both fidcs, Robert ds la Mark, lord of ^edar\ 
and duke of Bouillon, being difgraced at the court of France^ 
on account of the ravagegr committed by his company of gens- 
d’armes, had retired to that of the emperor ; "while 

he rcfided, the council of Charles received the appeal of a 
caufc which had been tried and decided by the peers of hk 
dutchy of Bouillon, between the lords of Simay and Emery 
Robert confidercd the determination of this appeal as an af- 
front upon^his honour, reconciled himfclf to the king oi 
France^ whither he retired ; fenc a defiance to the emperor

afjterwards granted : and hoflilities . commenced !n the 
Lv^-^ntriis between the troops of Charles and Francis^ 
damgh neither as yet openly avowed- thefe enterprizes. Henty 
oiMnglojtdy feeing matters brought almoft to extremity, pro* 
poled that J^y ihc^ild refer their differei^e to his deciflon, 
giving to underftand, at the«fame time, that he would 
aduallytieclare againft him who fhould decline the propol'al. 

Akrmed at this intimation, they fent ambafiadors to him at 
^alaisy with full powers to regulate J^Very thing in a confe* 
fence, during which, however, the count of NaJJati paflTed 
the Meufe and^befieged Mouzon^ which he took upon capita* 
lation, and afterwards committed horrid cruel|}es wherefo- 
cver he marched. Charles then aflcmhicd his forces, retook 
Mouzon^ burned and difmantled Baupaume^ reduced landKycy 
and Bouchain^ lind palled the Scheld in queft of the emperor, 
who had' come to P'alenciennes^ from which he now retired 
the favour ofAhick fog. In the mean time, the arms of 
Charjes made* great progrefs in Italy j the Aiilamfe^ Parma^ 
and Placentia^ were reduced, in fpite of all the eftbrts of the 
marefchal wbofc army was defeated before 

in attempting to force the retrenchment of the Imperialifts ; p , 
and this battle iwas fo decifivc, that the remains^ of his 
troops, which be left to the command of his brother Lefeun^ ftaudat 
were obliged to keep aloof, and be eye-witnefles of thd en- gicoque. 
t're* conqueft of that ftate by the forces of Charles^, 

But before we proceed to give a farther deta^ of this 
War, it will be neceflary to mention the tranfa6^ions of the 
diet at PVarms concerning Luther^ who, in confequence of 
a fafe-condu£t granted by Charles j appeared at that aflembly, 
and being asked, by order of the emperor, whether or not 
he would retracl the dodrines he had broached, or defend the 
writings he had publilhed, he infilled upon the truth of what 
he had advanced, and refilled, with great refolution, all the 
admonitions and remonflrances of the bilhop of Triers^ who 
tampered ‘with him in private, in expedation of prevailing 
upon him to recant and fubmit to the power and authority 
of the pope. Some of the members of the diet, provoked at 
his perfeverance, advifed the emperor to follow the example 
of the council of Cenftance^ in violating the fafe«condud

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ther was diTmifled in fafcty j though at the fame time he was 
condemned and profcribed, by public cdid^, as a wicked he- 
retic, who had broached the moft damnable doctrines, not 
only deftruflive of true rHigion and good order, but alfo of 
the peace and gov^nment of his country/fo thau^ fcemed 
to be a real devil in human fhapc : for which realiint all per»- 
fons were prohibited, under fevere penalties, f*om alTorting hirn 
countenance or fliel ter, after the expiration of the limc prefer il^d 
in his fafe-condu£t, ano^ommanded to do their utnujft endear 
voufs to apprehend and bring him to while his books 

underwent the fame public condemnation. Notw'ithftandin?; 
this fevere fentence, his patron Frederic^ elector of Saxony, 
conveyed him to a fafe retreat, v/boe he lived in feerrity, 
and compofed divers performances, jii h were occabonally 
publifhed, and greatly augmented ihe number of his follow- 
ers *. About this time, his writings wese f^nially condemned 
by the thcologifts of the univerfity of ^aris (B) ; and 
among other adverfaries Henry the eighth, kin^ of England, 
took up the pen and entered the lifts againft him, producing 
a performance for which he was honoured by the pope with 
the title of defender of the faith K To this produaion Luther 
replied in fuch contemptuous and virulent* te-ms, as even 
gave offence to many of his own friends : and, indeed, it 
muft be owned, that moderation was no part or bis charad^er, 
though in all probability the warmth of his fcmpcr gave a ra^ 
piditytohis fuccefs ; becaufe reformations are generally ef-y 
fedted by a fpirit of enthufiafm, which is much eafier kindled 
by the violence of the reformer’s difpofition, than by the force 
of his arguments, or the redfitude of his caufe,

On tticfe conditions, 
the king of England i mined 
ately declared war againft the 
king of Fr truce ; and rnffifurc's 
were concerted for taking the 
field.

Whatever joy the emperor muft have felt at this event, fheempe- 
be received the news of it with great moderation, nor would rot^s Jheu§ 
he fuffer any public rejoicings to be made on account of his ofmodera^ 
fuccefs, obferving that all victories gained over Feilow-Chrif- tion. 
tians, were richer objects of mourning than of mirth. When 
Jhis countil was called to deliberate in what manner he (hould 
treat the captive king, his confeflbr aAually exhorted him to 
releafe his prifoner without conditions, an a£l of generofity 
which would tranfmit the honour of his name to all pofterity, 
and attach to him the heart of Francis by the ties of grati- 
tude, which would be more binding than any treaty whicb 
^ they could poflibly make. The reft of the council, however^ 
and in parti^:ular Frederic duke of Alvoy were of a difierent 
opinion, and propofed certain articles of peace, Which were 
immediately fent into Italy^ and prefented to Frandsy who 
ftill remained at the caftle of Pi/quetoHy and who rejeded the

; but by thi^ time Henry the eighth of Enf^nd^ 
and form began to be detached from the intcreft of the emper^ by 
the infinuations of cardinal IVolfey, who thought himfelf 
uL the negleSed by Charles^ after having courted his friendlhip and 
Spaniards good offices in promoting tinf laft treaty.

On the 
other hand, the pope and the ftates of Italy^ became jealous 
of the emperor’s power, which had been greatly aggrandized 
by this vidory, and entered into a fecret aflbeiation, in order 
to expel the Spaniards^ who at that time befiej^ed Sfarza in 
the caftle of Milan n 

About this time, great part of the empire was harrafled and 
defolated by the war of the peafants, which was the efFefl of op- 
preffion and enthufiafm : the murmurs of the labouring people, 
w'ho groaned under fevere burthens, were blown Up into fedi- 
tion by certain fanatics, who, by preaching, inflamed their minds 
againii their magiftrates, as well as the clergy ; fo that they 
broke out in open infurrefiion, and Germany wal filled with 
tumult. Thofc of Suabta publifhed twelve articles, con-- 
taining their grievances fpiritual and temporal, threatening 
to rediefs thcmfelves, in cafe their propofals fhould be re- 
jected ; and this writing was fpread and efpoufed in different 
parts of Germany, At length, the peafants took the field, 
appearing in arms, in numerous bodies in Suahia^ upon the 
Danube^ at the lake of Cenjlance^ in Lorrain^ Thuringia, and 
other provinces, laying waftc the country with fire and fword j 
and daily exhibiting fpeClacIes of the mod horrible barbarity, 
fparing nothing human or divine. Luther^ having at' fiVfi: 
attempted to quiet them by gentle admonitions and intreaties, 
and perceiving his endeavours ineffedual, now wrote againft

much embarraffed in his endeavours, becaufe the fundamental 
laws of th^ftate would not allow him to alienate Burgundy 
and the other territories, which be had yielded by the treaty ; 
and the emperor infifted upon his performing every article. 

In this perplexity, he, by the advice of his council and chief 
noblemen^ refolved to proteft againff the treaty as a com- 
padl figned by compulfion, and adlually gave the emperor 
to underftand that he difclaimed all he had done, and was 
ready to renew the operations of war 

During thefe difputes, the do6lrine of Luther gained Doarins

The Proteftants, diflatisfied w'ith this prorogation, 
withdrew themfelves from the aflbmbly, and, by their retreat, 
gave great offence to the emperor, who being apprehenfive

jurjfdidion^ but peaceably fubmit to thofe decrees, which 
-^ould be made by the eWperor or the king of the Romans^ Propofalt 
Sir the advantage of the empire and the public good ; and both 
laftly, that they (hould renounce the confederacy of i 

talde. The mt^iators added, that if the confederates would 
in thefe points conform to the intentions of the emperor, 
they had reafon to believe he would forgive and forget all 
th^ir paft offences. Though thefe conditions could not be 
very agreeable tq the eledlor of Saxony^ who was at that time 
confined by ficknefs, he, neverthelefs, fent his fon yohn Rri- 
deric to SchwinforU Whither the duke of Lunenburg and the 
prince of Anhalt alfb repaired, together with the deputies of 
other princes and cities ; who, after much altercation, ter- 
minated the deliberations by a remonftrance, containing their 
demands ; the principal of which were, that the empetor 
(hould command Rerdinand to lay afide the title and fundlion 
of king of the Romans^ and that rules (hould bd e(^abli(hed 
for regulating that ele< 9 ion for the future. The mediating 
eleflors, though not a little furprifed at this rembnfirance^ 

(ent it immediately to the emperor at Ratisbon \ but, in the 
mean time, perceiving the neceffity of terminating thefe af* 
fairs in fome (hape, confidering the progrefs of the Turk^ 
who had made an irruption into Auftrioj they formed a plati 
of accommodation, importing, that the emperor mould ordet a 
general peace to be proclaimed through all Germany ; and that,

T WO reafons induced the emperor to confent to this ac- 
commodation, namely, that the Proteftants fliould^^ by 
thefe condefcenfions, be gradually engaged to approve of the 
eleftion of his brother Ferdinand ; and that their eftates 
fhould contribute towards the expcncc of the war againft: 
theTi/r^j for by this time he had received advice, that 
the Othotnans were in full march towards Stiria in vaft num- 
bers ; that fifteen thoufand horfe were already advanced as 
far as LintZy ravaging and laying wafte the country ; and 
that Solymany in perfon, had crofted the Danube at Belgrade. 
But this treaty of accommodation, which was concluded 
with the Proteftants, had produced fuch unanimity and vi- 
gour in the empire, that both fides armed as if through emu- 
lation ; and Charles foon found himfelf at the head of an 
army confiding of a hundred and twenty thoufand men. 
With thefe he advanced againft the Turks ; and the fate of 
two great empires would, in all probability, have been de- 
cided, had cither he or Solynian dared to rifque fuch an im- 
portant ftake on the iflUe of a battle. But at the approach of 
winter, the Turks retreated ; and th^e emperor returned with 
fuefi precipitation, that he did not even ftay fo expel John 
the pretended king of Hungary ^ who was far from being 
able to withftand his power ^ In a word, Charles feems to

After the retreat of the Titrksy the emperor disbanded a 
great part of his army, and in the months of October fet out 1532* 
for Italy ^ from whence he wrote to the ftates of the empire, Charles 
informing them hf the important reafons which had obliged rtfiairs 
him to undertake that journey, his chief aim being to con- io 
cert with the pope, the nccclFary difpolitions for convoking Italy, 
the council according to the determination at Ratishon. 11c 
likewife obferved, that, as he had left the adminiltration of 
public affairs in the hands of his brother Ferdinand king of 
the Rojuansy they might affure themfelves that no milchief 
or diforder would happen, provided they would live in peace, 
and yield that obedience which was due to his brother’s rank 
and ftation. This hitter was dated at Maniuay from whence 
he repaired to Bologna y where he had a conference with pope 
^ihnent the feveiith, touching religion and the council 
There he likewife renewed for eighteen months, thedcague Confers

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Soon after his departure, the pope difpatched inj^ Gir-* 
many Hugh Rangen, bilhop of Regist in quality of nuncio, 
with orders to join Lambert ^riarty the emperor's aml^aflador, 
and accompany him to Pf'etmar^ on a vifiit to y»kn Predtrky 
eleAor of Saxtnyy who had fucceeded his father Frederic lately 
dead.

princes Ihould refufc to go or fend tbhher, bis holinefs Ihould, 
neverthelefs, continue the conferences ; and if any fcruple 
ihould be made in obeying the decrees of that council, or in 
acknowledging his bolinefi for the fovereign pontiff, the 
church and the holy fee Ihould be proteded againff them by 
the emperor, and the other kjpgs and princes of Chriflendomy 
He concluded with an affurknee, that the pope wouid in fix

The ambaffador afliired him that the emperor 
would willingly grant hisrequeft; and, upon this alTurahcc, 
the elector repaired to Smalcalde on the appointed day, where, 
having deliberated with his affociates, the agfwer was con« 
ceived in thefe terms : they humbly thanked the emperor for 
his goodnefs in cauftng a council to be affembled, and hoped 
God would favour and condu£l his laudable defign, that 
truth might be maintained, falfe dodtrine, abufe, and vicious 
ceremonies aboliflied, and the true worlbip of God, together 
the piadtice of other Chriftian virtues, happily refiored. 
*They faid, their foie view in demanding a council, was to 
fee the controverfies equitably and formally decided, that 
thofe unhappy divifions might ceafe, which had been intro* 
duced under the pontificate of pope Lto ; for that purpofe, 
and that only, they defired a free council, where the autho* 
r^y of the pope Oiould not prevail over that of the emperor, 
where truth Ibould be dillinguiihed from fatlehood by the teft 
of the holy feripture, and not according to tradition, or the 
indu^on anddifputes of the fchools^ and where theqyef- 
fioa Ihould be decided by learned, pious, and unfufpe^ed 
men, conformable to the decrees of the empire.

PETER PAUL FERGER, the pope’s nuncio, had or- 
ders to fignify to Ferdinand^ the difpleafure of ahis holincfs at 
the accommodation he had made with the Lutheran princes, 
which he looked upon as very difadvantageous to the church : 
but the king of the replied, that the coi^unSure was 

fuch as obliged him to make that agreement, in order to 
avoid more dangerous commotions. At the fame time, the 
landgrave fent an exprefs into Spainy with a letter to the em- 
peror, in which he asked pardon in his own and duke UlriP^ 
name ; and promifcd, that, for the future, they fhould al- 
ways obedient and faithful to him and the king of the Ro- 
mans. To this meflage Charles replied, that he had already 
writ on that fubjedt to his Ferdinandy aifd woul^^ 

again fignify his fentiments, by the mouth of bis ambaflador^ 
of whom they would learn his great clemency and paffionate 
defire for peace. Mean while, he exhorted them to juftify 
their profefiions by their condudt, and abftain, for the fu- 
ture, from all violent councils 

Immediatbly after this reconciliation, pope Clement thf 
eighth dying, was fiicceedcd in the papacy hy Paul the third, 
of the houfe of Farnejoy who adopting the (k>litics of hie 
predecefibr, refolved with all his power to elude the coi>vo- 
cacion of a council. Neverthetefs, he affedled to be very 
zealous in this afiair ; mdy in order to fave appearances, fent 
Peter Paul Ferger, bis nuncio, to vilit the princes, and flatter 
them with hopes of feeing their defire accomplifhed. He 
bad likewife orders to propofe to them the city of Mantua 
as a proper place for that aflembly, and to found their fenti- 
ments on the fulijedt:, that by knowing their intentionj^ he 
might afterwards prefcr4be fuch rules as he was fure they 
would not embrace. His nuncio was, moreover,, directed to

fubjedl ; that the fultan had propofed very advantageous con- 
ditions, provided he would not intermeddle in the war of 
Hungary ; but he had hitherto declined them, that the other 
kings and 'princes might have time and opportunity to be 
comprehended in the fame peace, for he did not at all doubt 
that the Turk would turn his arms againibmore remote na- 
tions, provided he had proper allurances of remaining un- 
molefled on the fide of Chri/lendom. The affembf^ was iar* 
from being fatisfied with this apology for having burnt the 
Lutherans y and paid very little regard to his propofal touch - 
ing an alliance with the Turk 

The Englijh ambaflador fpoke another language, which 
H Vv better underftood. A year had now elapfed fincc Henry 

y\ll of eighth had, at the fame time, divorced himfelf from hij* 
EnMand. church of Rome : he, therefore, propofed that 

^ * the princes fliould firmly unite againft the authority of the 

pope, and promifed to correfpond with them in all the mea- 
lures they Ihould take for that purpofe. 7'hey embraced this 
propofal with joy ; but, in order to preferve appearances, they 
agreed upon the form of an anfwer to the pope’s nuncio, 
Kpehing the convocation of a council, though it contained 
nothing but what they had often repeated before. This union 
of the confederates, anclthe fandion which their fuccefs gave 
to all innovations in religion, produced abundance of diror;dcr 
in the principal towns of Germany. Among others, Munjier 
fufiered almoll to dcfolation, from the madnefs and fana- 
ticifin of the Anabaptifts, who, under the condudl of one 
Bernard Rfitman^ excited a civil war among the citizens, 

, expelled the magifirates and clergy, formed a new plan of 
government, in* which polygamy was held lawful, and at 
length proceeded to fuch a degree of .phrenzy and extrava- 
gance, as to choofe for their king a Dutch taylor, whofe 
Dame was John of Leyden ; but this impofior, who pretended 
to have perfonal communication with God, did not long en-

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joy his dignity, which was fupported by a6lions equally bar^ 

.parous and ablurd ; for the ci^y, after having beeii Tonic time 
befieged by the bifliop, who wj^s authorifed and reinforced 
by the ftates of the empire, was betrayed by one of the com- 
panions of this pretender, who facilitatgd the entrance of the 
befiegers ; To that the place was taken by aflault, alter a very 
obftinate defcsce, during which the Anabaptids had TufFered 
infinite fatigue and famine. Their mock king, together 
with his principal minifters, were carried about the country 
for fomc time, as fpe£facles to the reft of the people, and 
afterwards tortured ' to death at Munjier^ and hung in 
chains ^ 

Some time before this event, Solyman had made focne over- 
tures of peace to pope Clement the eighth, the emperor, and 
his brother Ferdinand ; but finding his advances treated wyh 
more coolnefs than he expeded, he refolved to render him- 
felf more refpeitable by force of arms. With this view he 
‘ HimeraU who had commanded his fleet, and created 

Barbarojfa his admiral in chief. This was a native of Mlty^ 
lene^ in the ifland of Lcsbosy and the moft formidable pirate 
who had ever appeared in thofe Teas. His firft expeditions 
againft the *Morea were fuccefsful ; he fpread the terror of 
his name over all the coatt of liafyf and failing towards g^-irbarofTA 
took upon him the office of mei\ztox between Muley 
HaJJ'ein and his brother Arax’id^ who contended for the king- ^ 

dom of Tunh. But under this pretext he made himfelf maf- Tunis io 
ter of the city, and all its dependencies, which he fubjeded thcGranA 
to the dominion of the grand Turk s. Seignior. 

The emperor Charles^ dreading the ftorm that feemed 
ready to burft upon him from France^ England^ and the Pro- 
teftant princes of the empire, who were far from being fajjs- 
fied with his conceffions, faw the neceftity of arming for his 
defence; and that he might have, a fpecious pretext for 
making a powerful armament, he undertook an expeditiort 
into Barbary^ with a view to reftore Muley Hajfein^ who had 
implored his protection, as well as to, chaftife the infolence Fhe empe-^ 
of Barharojfay who continually infefted the coafts of his Ski- ror maka 
lian dominions. He accordingly fet fail from Spain in the « dejeent 
month of April, with a powerful fleet, and his defign was fo 
well conduced, that in a little time he gained pofleffion of

FROl^A the profecution of this war be iVas fcM diverted by 
the condu£t of the king of France^ who, with an aVmy of 
fixty thoufand men« had entered PiedmonU to revenge bimfelf 
upon the duke of Savoy^ who had difobHg<^ him, and after- 
wards to attempt the recovery of the dutchy of Miltm. Gharks 
no fooner received this intimation, than he difpatched otders 
into and all his other dominions, for fending troops 

to oppofe the French in Italy ; while he himfelf repaired to 
Rome^ where, in presence of the pope, the cardinals, an^ 
ambaffadors from foreign princes, he mad"e a very paffionate 
harangue againft the king of France^ complaining, that not-> 
withftanding their treaty of alliance, he had, from envy and*^ 
inveterate rancour, interrupted the progrefi of his fucceft 


againft the common enemy, taking the advantage of his 
Charles abfence to invade his dominions ; and concluded, with faying, 
challenges that, in order to avoid the efFufton of Chriftian blood, he

He iikewife renewed his folicitations with his bolinefs for 


the convocation of a council ; and the pope, who was per- 
fciSlIy well informed by his nuncio, that the Proteftants would 
infift on its being held in Tome city of the empire, pretended 
be was extremely well difpofed to gratify his deHre ; but 
pitched upon Mantua as the moil convenient place for all 
parties concerned, and Axed the month oi June of the enfuing 
year for the time of ks meeting. Thefc refolutions were 
perfectly agreeable to the views of Charles^ who had tWQ aims 
to accompliih in this council : one was to detain the pope in 
Italy^ in cafe he (hould be difpofed to favour ; and 
the other, to make himfelf abfolute through -all Germany, 
Having thus, as he imagined, put the affairs of religion on 
^ a right footing, he employed his whole attention on the war 
againft France \ and, contrary to the advice of his bell offi- 
cers, refolved to invade Provence in perfon. He accordiiurly 
iraverfc!^ all Ifaly^ and paffed the Var with an army of fifty 
thoufand men, commanded by Antonia de Leyvd^ bis Iteme-

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nant-general ; being followed by a fleer, commanded by An^ 
irtwUoria^ which furniflied him with provifion andammu* 
nittoh. Thefe preparations, however, did not avail ; for in* 
ftead of being received with open arms by the difaffe£^ed 
fubjedb'of France^ he had expeAed, he found all the ad* 
vantageous pofts already occupied by the enemy, who did not 
think proper tS risk a battle ; fo that the progrefs of his army 
beingrretarded, his defign proved abortive, his forces were 
daily dimlniihed by death, and he was obliged to fend the re- 
mains of them into quarters ; while he himfelf retired to 
G^wa, after having pillaged A/x^ and made an unfuccefsful 
attempt upon the city of MarfeiiUs ** (L). * 

While he fojourned in^ihat place, he was vificed byT^^i- Theempe^-"' 
eVtm de Pappenheim^ Lewis de Bambach^ and Claude Peutbin- ror is ^ui 
ger^ who, in quality of ambafladors from the Protcftant/>^^ 
princes, contradidfed the falfe reports which had been raifed, ^nibaffa- 
touchin^ their alliance with the kings of France and England ; ^ 

And entreated him to leave in quiet thofe princes and ftates 
who had entered into their league fince the laft pacification 
at Nuremberg ^ ; as alfo to forbid the imperial chamber to pro- 
ceed in any oaufe, or pafs fentence againft them. The am- 
bafladors were favourably received by Charles ; who aflured 
them, that before his departure for Spain^ whither he was 
Vralled by prefling affairs, he would fend his anfwer to their 
principals hy^Hilde^ his vice-chancellor, who fliould follow 
them with all convenient difpatch. In effedi, that miniller, 
having taken in his way Vienna^ where he joined the pope's 
nuncio, who was then with king Ferdinand^ executed his or- 
ders with fuch diligence, that both arrived at Smakalde, 
while the Proteftant princes were aflembled together with £«- 
iher and the reft of the principal preacher^. There they pre- 
fented the pope’s bull concerning the convocation of a coun-« 
cil; which, being canvafled by the Lutheran divines, produced 
abundance of difpute both in public and private. At length 
they declared, that they would aflent to no other than a 
free Chriftian council, at which every perfon ihoukl enjoy

was alfo iovefled, but the place 
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liberty of fentiment and fpeech ; for which reafon the pope 
Ihould neither convoke nor prefide at thefe being the 
prerogatives of the emperosrand kings : nor (houfd it afiem- 
ble at Mantua, while there were towns in Germany altoge- 
ther as commodious for that purpofe. The nuncio and the 
vice-chancellor exerted all their endeavours in perfuading the 
Proteftants to comply with the directions contained in the 
bull ; but finding ail their eloquence ineffectual, had re- 
courfe to another expedient, addreffing themfelves to the Ca- 
tholic princes, who, as a counterbalance to the confederacy 
of Smalcalde, entered into an aflbciaiion for eleven years, in 
order to defend themfelves and their religioii from all enemies, 
declaring the emperor and his brother Ferdinand chiefs of the 
league (M). 

Mean while, the pope confidering the oppofition at 
Smakaldcy deferred the opening of the* council for fome 
months, on pretence that the duke of Mantua wanted time 
to levy troops, and fortify his town for the public fccurityV 
While the eyes of all Chrijlendom wcie turned upon this 
council, the jealoufy that prevailed between the emperor and 
the king of Frmuej induced this laft to mortify the other in 
a very feiifible manner. Francis could never forgive the em- 
peror for having compelled him, in the treaties of Madrid 
and Cambrayy to renounce the fovereignty of Flanders and 
tots : he now, therefore, ordered his parliament to carry on 
a procefs againft Charles as his valTal, who, for his conduCt 
on that occafion, was accufed of felony, and fummoned by 
heralds on the frontiers, to appear at a certain time and take 
his trial. 'Fhe emperor, who was at that time in Spain, no 
looner heard of this infult, and the march of the French 
towards thofe provinces, than he fent oitiers to his generals to 
aflemble troops with all imaginable expedition, and repel 
force by force. Both r armies had already taken the field, 
and the Imperial ifts began to have fome advantage*ove? the 
enemy ; when Eleonora queen of France, and Mary queen of 
Hungary, interpofed in order to mediate an accommodation, 
and procured a fufpcnfion of arms for fix months, for the 
Low Countries only, the war ftill continuing in Piedmont^ 
where the Imperialifts took by alfault the town of Cherafeo, 
and put the garrifon and citizens to the fword. But fome

Charles Egmont had *put bimfelf under the protec- 
tion of his moil Chriiltan majefly, that he might be main- 
tained in the pofieffion of the dutchy of Guelderland^ which 
the emperor pretended was part of the fucceffion of his father 
Philip, While the duke thought himfelf fecure in the friend- 
firip of France^ Charles^ by his fecret emiflaries, fpread fuch 
reports among his people, as made them believe their duke 
intended to fubjeA them to the jurifdiflion of France ; and 
this notion produced a revolt, in confequence of which duke 
Charles was expelled from his dominions, and could fcarce 
find a place of retreat, becaufe the infurrcAion was power- 
fiilly patronized by the emperor 

In the mean time, the pope finding himfelf entangled in 
fuch affairs astlid not at, all favour the meeting of the coun- 
cil at the time preferibed in his bulls, he again deferred the 
convocation of that aflfembly ; fo that the Protefiants had 
leifure to continue their negotiations, and to concert proper 
meafures for preventing the ill effefite - of that council.

Ferdinand^ king of the Romans^ had been very un- 
fuccefsful againfl: the infidels, who had forced his lines at 
Belgrade^ and defeated one army, while another, deftined to 
oppofe their efforts in Dalmatia^ met with the fame fate 
How to flop their progrefs was now the queftion ; and, after 
mature confideration, they faw nothing pra£licable until they 
Ihould have firfl healed up the divifions in religion, fo as that 
all the princes in Cbriftendom might unite their forces againft 
the common enemy, Charles promifed to write to the princes 
of the empire on this fubjeef, and adually fent circular let- 
ters, exhorting them to enter into the fame feniiments, and 
unanimoufly concur for the general gqpd j adding, that in 
order to accomplifli this grand aim with the greater eafe* he 
had invefted the arcbbifliop of Lunden^ and Matthias Hilde^ 
with full power to negociate and accommodate witli tlitin all 
matters in difpute, accoiding to the advice of his brother and 
council.

pacification of Nuremberg^ and the emperor’s edidl at Ratif 
bon fhould be ratified ; that although the differences in re- 
ligion were not fettled during this truce, th^ peace fhould 
not be violated until the next diet ; that, in the mean time, 
the emperor fhould fufpend all proceiles and proferiptions 
iffued againfl the Proteftants on account of religion, by the 
imperial chamber, and all aflions whatever on that fcore 
fhould be annulled ; that juftjce fhould be impartially ad- 
nJfiiftred without refpefl: of perfons, or diftindion of reli- 
gion ; that during the truce the Proteftants fhould admit no 
other power into their confederacy, but allow the clergy to 
receive the ren^ of the lands which were abfolutely in their 
pofleflion ; that, under the permiilion and aufpices of the 
emperor, a day fhould be fixed for a conference at Nuremberg^ 
borween the Catholics and Proteftants, and learned perfons 
chofen, of a mild and pacific difpofition, for managing the 
difpute ; that fhe emperor and king Ferdinand fhould be 
at liberty to> fend ambafladors to thefe conferences ; that 
every decifion fhould be reported to the abfent ftates, which, 
if they approved, the emperor’s ambalfador fhould be obliged 
to fubferibe, and the emperor to ratify it at the enfuing diet ; 
that both parties fhould abftain from preparations of war, 
or at leaft declare the fubjefl of fuch preparations, as this 
truce was not fuppofed to interdidi any perfon from defending 
himfejf,. according to his privilege in the empire ; that this 
treaty fhould not comprehend the Anabaptifts and other fee- 
taries, who profefTed a dodrine contrary to the cohfeffion of 
Augsburg ; finally, that the Proteftants fhould hold in readi-

Mean while, the emperor arriying at Brujfels^ employed 
his whole attention in fettling the affairs of Flanders^ and iu 
puni(hing the inhabitants of GhenU whkt^ he entered with 
his army, as if it had been an hoffile city taken by affault. 

Thirty of the priticipal burghers were executed as chiefs of 
ihe fe^tion, a much greater number bantihed, ail the pub- 
lic edifices confifeated, the town depnved of its artillery, 
anns, and privileges, and fentenced to pay a fine of one 
million two hundred thoufand crowns ; and, as a check 
upon the mutinous difpofition of the people, he ordered a 
citadel to be built, and manned with a very Arong garrifon ^ 

While he tarried in Flanders^ he was vifited by the envoys 
of the Proteftant princes, who, together with king Ferdinand 
his brother, went thither to foiicit him on the fubjefi of the 
aflcmbly at Franckfori^ which the Proteftants complained had 
, beert in fuifldry ways infringed or unperformed, to their de- 
triment and difadvantage : they, therefore^ befoiight him to 
(but his ears againft the calumnies of their foes, who had re- 
prefented them as refilefs and difaffe£led ; to interpofe his 
authority for putting a flop to the procefies which had been 
inftituted againft them, contrary to the articles of the truce ; 
an<i to give directions fora conference, fn which the differ- 
*rence in point of religion might be amicably difeufted. The 
emperor was nAt a little embarraffed on this occafion \ 
becaufc the pope had not approved of the proceedings at 
Frankfert^ and now oppofed the ratification which they de- 
manded. Neverthelefs, preferring his own intereft and the Confirms 
public repofe to every other confideration, he, after fome de- the re/uh

CHARLES took the fame opportunity to put the duke 
of Cleves to the ban of the empire^ becaufe he had retired to

derlandy devolved to him by the death of William of Cleves^ 
to whom it had been ceded by Charles Bgmont the laft duke, 
without the concurrence of the emperor, and to the preju- 
dice of his claim derived from his grandmother Mary of 
Burgundy. He likewife gave orders for re-eftablifhing the 
duke of Savoy in his dominions, prohibited all Germans from 
engaging in the fcrvice of France^ and difmifiedv the aflem- 
bly, after having exhorted all the dates to contribute to the 
noceflary Tneafures for oppofing the Turk Affairs were dif- 
patched in this manner, becaufe he would not lofe the feafon 
for pafling into Italy^ where he propofed to embark on board 
the fleet he l^ad prepared, for the execution of his defign 
againft Algiers.

tions for extending their conquefts in Hungary and Moravian 
In confiquence of tbia information, Ferdinand^ in the be- 
ginning of the year, aiTembiolthe princes 2li NurorrAergy

cny^ the landgrave of Heffiy and the other confederates, ex- 
horting them contribute their afliflance towards the war 
againft the Turky and at the fame time ifliied orders for af- 
fembling a diet zt Spire* Then he had an interview with 
the pope, whom he prefled to declare war againft the king of 
France ; but his holinefs eluded thele intreaties, and in his 
turn folicited him to reftore Parma and Placentia to the holy 
fee, and to inveft bis grandfon O^favius Farnefe with the dut- 
chy of Milany feeing the Italian powers would never confent 
that he ihould retain it for himfelf**.

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7 be tfjtpe- fiaying iaflembled his army, he marched direfliy to Duren^ in 
rormarches the country of Julhrs^ and on the twenty-third day of Au^ 
to Duren, guji^ fummoned the town furrendcr, threatening to declare 
'^hich is war againft them (hould they refufe to comply with his dc- 
takenhy mand. The garrifon having returned a contemptuous an- 
effaidt. fwer and defiance, he invefted the town with the Spant/h 
troops, and had carried on the attacks with fach vigour, that 
the place was taken by aflault, a great number of men being 
killed on both fides. This fuccefs fpread fuch a terror in the 
neighbourhood, that the towns of Juliers^ Rufemonde^ and 
Venlo furrendered without refiftance. The duke of CleveSy 
finding himfelf* fo hotly purfued, repaired to this lafi; place, 
accompanied by Henry duke of Brunfwicy and the ambafla- 
dors of the cleflor of Cologne^ by whofe interceffion his af- 
fairs d^ere fo happily negotiated, that the emperor pardoned 
him on thefe conditions, that he fhould adhere to the Roman 
Catholic church, and in cafe any change (hould happen in 
his country, reduce every thing to its priftine (late * that he 
/hould fwear fealty to the emperor, king Ferdinand^ ind the 
empire ; renounce the alliance of France iioA Denmark ; en- 
gage in ho league that fhould not compreheqd the empe- 
ror, \i\T\g Ferdinandy and their heirs?; and that he (hould yield 
lip (Suelderland, and affift the emperor in. reducing the towns 
of that dutchy, which (hould refufe to fubmit. In confidera^ 
tion of thefe concefllions, CJmrles reftored to him the dutchy 
of Juliersi^ except the cities of Heimberg and tsittard^ which 
he propofed to keep for (bmc time as pledges of the duke’s 
fidelity®; 

This treaty was concluded without the participation of 
F?w:cis the firfl', who was aflually on his march with a ftrong 
body of forces to fupporC the duke ; but hearing by the wiiy 
of this accommodation, he difeharged his refentment upon 
iTancis the city of Luxemburg^ which, for the fecond time, he rc- 

rpdtfces duced to his obedience. Mean while, the Imperialiftsjwv- 

Luxem- j^g received a reinforcement of troops from Henry king 

of England^ with whom the * emperor had concluded a 

new alliance, they attacked Landrecy in the Low Countries ; 
and as foon as the emperor underfiood it was invefted, he 
marched thither with the reft of his army, after having fet- 
tled the affairs iif GuelderlancL At the fame time, the king ‘ 
of France took the fame route with all Jhis forces, and a ge- 
neral battle was expected; but Francis^ having fupplied the 
town wTth fuccours and all forts of warlike ammunition, re- 
tired without fighting ; and the emperor, ,being hindered by

unanimoufiy agreed to accommodate the emperor with d^ble 
fubiidies i and, concluding that the war againft tl^ ttflaats 

would be carried on with greater advantage apd lecurity, 
provided they could compel France to luc for peace, they re- 
folved to make a ftroiig effort for that purpofe, and confented 
to furiiilh fix Roman months for defraying the,cxpcnce of levy- 
in'T four thoufand cavalry, and four and twenty thoufand in- 
fantry ; as well as to enable king Ferdinand to provide for 
the places on the frontiers of Turkey. With regard to future 
wars which {l)oult!|,be carried on againft the Qthomans, it was 
decreed, that every perlbn, without exception, fliould contri- 
bute actotding to his ability. Severe penalties were likewife 
ordained againft thofc who fliould engage in .the fervice of 
foreign princes, particularly of the king of France 5 ^d or- 
dcis were given to the magiftiates, to proceed againft 
delinquents ^ith all the rigour ot the law. As for the^ afiair 
of relij^ioiiy a decree was madC) fufpending ,the execution^ of 
the edict of Augsburg^ and fecuring* all perfons from being 
*moIefted on account of their perfuafion, every difpute on that 
fub}e£t being*referred to the decifion of the eniuing diet, un- 
til a free general or national council could be held in Ger^ 
many. It was alfo agreed, that each party fliould enjoy their 
prefent pofleffions ; and that on the re cleflion of the judges 
of the imperial chamber, a like number fliould bo chof^ of 
each religion. This decree was very agreeable to the Pro- 
teftants. and had fuch an influence upon the eleaor Saxony 
in particular, that he entered into a particular treaty with the 
emperor ; by which, for the firft iim 5 , he acknowledged /Vr- 
dindhd as king of the Romans ; and Charlesj on hiyiart, ap- 
proved and. ratified the mutual hereditary . compaa between 
the families of Saxony and Ckvesi fpecifying, inat if the 
duke of Cleves fliould die without heirs male, the eleaor of 
Saxofiy and his heirs male fliould fucceed to his dominions. In 
order to ftrengthen this new tie between the houfes of Aujlria 
and Saxony., king Ferdinand, with the emperor’s confent, pro- 
niifed to beftow in nfarriagc his daughter Eleonora upon the 
eleaor’s eldcft fon, provided the reconciliation in poiftt of re- 
ligion fliould take place, before the princefs fliould have at-

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taitied to an age requifite for the confummation of the nup-' 
tials. This laft article was communicated to very few ; and* 
kept fo fecret on both fides,^ as to efcape the knowledge of 
the landgrave and all his allies s. 

This decree concerning religion was not more agreeable 
to the Proteftants than mortifying to the Roman Catholics ; 
who, with difficulty, were prevailed npon to^give their af- 
fent, in coniequence of the intreaties of Charles^ who af- 
fured them, that what he had done, was from an apprehen- 
fion of being obliged to make a more difagreeable compli- 
ance, by the majority of fufFrages on the Proteftant iidc ; and 
that as the affair was referred to the deciflon of another dic^ 
future meafures might be taken in favour of the Catholics. 

These regulations being made, the emperor fet out from 
Spire^ in order to execute the defign which he had formed 
againft France^ in concert with the king of, England, Thefe 
two princes had laid the fcheme of attacking that kingdom 
at the fame time, and of appearing before Paris at* an ap-r; 
pointed day, in order to join their forces, fack the city, and 
ravage the country as far as the river Loire, As all the ne- 
ceflary preparations had been made for an expedition of this 
fort, it would, in all probability, have fucceeded, had not 
the Englijh amufed themfelves in the fiege of Boulogne^ 
which they refolved to take before they proceeded farther., 
The emperor, taking this opportunity of retrieving what 
he had loll; in Luxemburg^ and of revenging the aflront he 
had received in the defeat of the marquis of Guajie at the 
battle at Cerifottes{^)y advanced towards Metz^ where, hav- 
ing ailembled his army, he undertook the fiege of the city 
of Luxemburg^ which furrendered to him about the end of 
May, He lilcewife made himfelf mailer of Ligny in the pro- 
vince of Barriy and St. Dizeir^ from whence he advanced, 
by the way of Chalons y as far as Chateau-Thierry, This ra- 
pidity produced fuch confternation in Parisy that all thofe 
who had means to retire, even the very Undents, defertecTthe 
place, and Francisy finding himfelf fo fuddenly faddled with 
two fuch powerful enemies, was advifed to fend propofals of

This treaty being figned and ratified on both fidcs, con- 
trary to the opinion of almoft all the world, Charles returned 
from Soijjhns to Brabant^ •nd Tent his Spanijh troops into 
winter quartets in Lorrain and the neighbouring countries* 
But thinking the peace he had concluded not firmly cement- 
ed, while France was at war with the king of England^ his 
ally, he prevailed upon the two' kings to fend their ambafla- 
dors to Brugesy where, with his own, and the deputies of 
the Proicftant princes of Germany^ conferences were begun 
in order to efFeft an accommodation between England and 
France ; but, at that time, all their endeavours proved abor** 
tivc K 

The pope, who waited for nothing but the accommoda- 
tion of the emperor, and the king of France^ in order to pro- 
mote the holding of the council, which had hitherto been 
Another hindered by the wars, now iflued bulls for apconvocation in the 
diet ten- month of A^anh in the folio iving year, while the emperor 
^ed at jflhed orders for aflembling a diet at IVormSy on the fourth 
of the fame month, though he could not reach that place till 
' ‘ the month of May^ fo much was he incommoded by the gout, 

'pjjg defjgn of this meeting was to concert meafures for quiet- 
ing the troubles of religion, to re-efiabli(h juftice and peace 
through the empire, and provide for the fupport of the war 
The Pro- infidels.

While every circumftance Teemed to promote difeord, a 
war was a£lually begun by the ravages of Henry of Brunfwicky 
a man of a turbulent dirpofition and infamous life, who had 
obtained a great fum of money from the king of Francgy on 
pretence of raifing foldiers in Germany againft the Englijh ; 
for whom Frederic Keiffenbcrg was adlually employed in 
levying troops in Saxony. But Henry having received the 
money, and privately aflembled a good body of forces, in- 
Itead of performing his promife to Francisy he turned his 
arms againft nhe Proteftants. 7'hough he was com- 
manded by the emperor to defift, and /iibmit to the laws of 
his country, he made an aflkult upon the city of Rotten^ 
burg ; Yrom whence being repulfed, he laid wafte all the 
Lower Saxonyy and threatened deftrud^ion to the maritime

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towns, unlefs they would renounce the confederacy of Smal- 
caUe. From this circumftance the Proteftants began to fuipedt 
that the emperor connived at his {)roceedings, that he might 
take the advantage of his fuccefs againft them ; and in order 
to check his progrefsi they allembled an anny, the command 
of which was given to Philip landgrave of Hejfiy who, after 
fome fuccefsful ^irmifhes, and fruitlefs negotiations of peace, 
compelled him to furrender at diferetion. The emperor, who 
was then at Bruges^ being informed of this event, wrote a 
letter to the landgrave, wherein he endeavoured to extenuate 
the guilt of Henry^ whom he defired him to releafe, according 
the generous cuftom of their ancedors. He Ukewife ordered 
him to difmifs his troops, as the danger was now over ; and if 
he bad caufc of complaint againit any perfon for having 
adifted Henry in his excefles, he fhould have recourfe to the 
determination of t^e law. This mildnefs in favour of a 
public didurber of the peace did not ferve to extinguifh the 
fuf^ncion •of the Proteftants, which was foon after confirmedi 
by his behaviour on another occaflon ; for indead of carry* 
ing on the war againd the infidels, with the fupplies that 
had been granted for that purpofe, he fent Gerard Feldwig to 
ConJlantinopUy •who, in the name of Ferdinand^ concluded a 
truce with the Hurk 

The prorogation of the diet, gave great umbrage to the 
rtotcftanis, who expeSed that the emperor, in treating the 
article of religion, would have put a flop to the procefl'ts, 
which the imperial chamber had renewed againd them, on 
account of the church lands they podelTed ; and they began 
to credit the advices they had received from different quarters, 
informing them that the emperor and king Ferdinand wanted 
to amufe them with falfe hopes, until they (hould have made 
preparations for attacking and opprefHng them by open war ^ 

They refolved, therefore, to aflcmble at Franckfort^ in order A, D. 
to deliberate upon the means of defenfling themfelyes, from 1546. 
the executions of the imperial chamber, and the other mis- 
fortunes with which they were threatened. After having Thty pro* 
weighed thefe matters with due attention, they determined 
to prolong their confederacy, and prepare for war ; .and un- 
clerdanding that Frederic the fecond, fucceflb^ to his brother 
Lewis^ eleftor palatine, had invited Proteftanf minifters 
preach in his capital city of Heidelberg^ they fent a meffenger 
to him with congratulafions uppn his conveifion® ; but the 
joy of this happy event was in a few days moderated, by an ^jL,uthcr. 
account they received of Luther*^ death. During the council

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of Trmij which was opened at the time appointed by the 
pope’s laft bull for that purpofe, Luther had been invited by 
the counts of Mansfeldt to^ determine a difference which had 
happened among them^ touching the limits of their territo* 
lies. Though M had never been ufed to meddle in fuch 
affairs, his whole time having been dedicated to his ftudies, * 
yet as he was born at Eijlabeny a town dep£nding upon the 
counts of Mansfildu he could not refufe that fervice to his 
native country, and accordingly, with the confent of the 
clelftor of Saxony^ went thither, and was met by Jufus Jonas 
and Melan^hofi^ who were chofen as the other two arbiters 
of the difpute. But his endeavours were at that time unfuc- 
cefsful in determining the difference, in which new difEcuhies 
daily occurred^ however, at the earned requeft of the counts, 
he returned a fecond time to the fame place, accompanied 
by JuJiusJonaSs bifliop of Hatty and mefwith a very fplendid 
reception from the counts. His health had been for * fome 
time impaired by the vexation and chagrin, which he fuffered 
from his differences with Xuinglius (U), and the deciflons of 
MelanSihon on thefe difputes. .Neverthelefs, he ufed his en- 
deavours for fettling tl^ affair in difpute, .and fometimes 
preached in the church, where he likewife adminidered the 
facrament. At length he was feized with an oppreflion of 
the bread, of which he died without any marks of pain or 
anxiety, at the age of fixty-two. The counts of Mansfeldt 
carnedly defired that he might be buried in their territories, 
where he had fird feen the light, and where it was his for- 
tune to give up the ghod-, but Iw order of the eledlor of 
Saxonyy his body was conveyed to Wittembergy and there in* 
terred with great funeral pomp 

Mean while, the infirmities of the emperor, which daily 
encreafed, having hindered him from being prefent at the 
diet of Ratisbon on the appointed day, it was not opened till 
fix months after, when, perceiving that the greatcd4>art of 
the Protedant princes had neglected to appear in perfon, and 
even to fend deputies, and that his hopes of terminating the 
differences in religion were baffled, as the confederates of 
Smalcal^ had no regard to the council, which had for

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fome time been opened at the emperor in full diet bit- 

terly reproached them for their infolence and obfiinacy, and 
did not fcruple to declar^, that fof the future he would make 
life of his power and authority for bringing them to rcafon. 

Having forefeen that things would come to this extremity, 

•he had fent the cardinal of Trent to Rome^ in order to con- 
elude a league wfth the pope, which was accordingly figncd 
on the twenty-fixth of the (ame month. By this treaty it 
'was agreed, that the pope fliould furnifh the emperor with 
twelve thbufand Italian foot foldiers, five hundred horfe, and 
two hundred thoufand golden crowns to be depofited at Ve* popg 
7iice ; that Charles fhould, for one year, levy*in the pope’s galnji the 
name one-half of the church revenues through all &pain^ and Frotejiants 
even be at liberty to mortgage the income of monafieries in 
that kingdom, to the amount of five hundred thoufand golden 
crowns, for the expEince of the war, on condition that he 
fhould give fccurity for repayment out of his own eftates, 
becaufc the expedient was without example;, that they fhould, 
with all their force, oppofc every perfon who fhould pretend 
to thwart their enterprizc, and reciprocally aflift each other 
during the continuance of the war, and even for fix months 
after it fhould be at an end ; and lafily, that every prince and 
ftate fhould be admitted Into the league, upon condition of 
participating of the gain and expence of the undertaking. 

This confederacy between the emperor and the pope a£led 
as a caution upon other princes to be upon their guard, and 
produced a. peace between France^znd^ England, which was 
concluded at the fame time 

Now that a rupture was inevitable., the emperor publllhed 
a manifefio, in which he declared, that he did not take up 
arms on the fcore of religion ; but was obliged to proceed to 
that extremity by the rebellion of certain people, who con- 
temned the decrees of the diets, affembled without order, 
excited « foreign powers againft him, pillaged the princes of 
the empire, and, by *a conftant exercife of violence and op- 
preflion, endeavoured to deftroy the freedom and fecuriiy of 
the public. This manifcfto was anfwcred by the Proteftants, 
whofe chiefs were John Frederic cle£lor of Saxony^ and Philip' 
Idndgrave of Hejfe^ who affirmed, that notwithfianding the 
emperor’s declaration, he had undertaken the w5r with a view 
to tyrannize over the ciyifcienccs of men ; and to convince 
him, that they would not be tamely opprefied, they, Jn a 
little time, allembled an army cOnfifting of eighty thou-

The emperor had ufed his endeavours to aflemble bis troops 
privately, in orderto attack the allies of Smalcalde before they

IMeah 

is, together while, Charles put yohn Frederic eledtor of Saxony^ and Phiftp 
John landgrave of Hejfi to the ban of the empire, declaring them 
Frederic perturbators of the public peace, violators of the faith, rranf- 
e!e^or of grefibrs of the law, and ufurpers of church- lands and whole 
Saxony, provinces, taxing them, at the fame time, with having made 
put to the ufe of the fpecious names of religion,, peace, and liberty, 
ban of the Jn older tofeduce their fellow-fubjedts from their clary to their 
emptre. country, and their allegiance to their emperor. fW fent this 
declaration to Maurice duke of SaxoTiy, and his brother 
guJiuSf. the eh&or's coufins, together with the leafons that 
obliged him to proferibe their Icinfman ; and, in order to en-- 
gage thefe noblemen in his intcrell, and td perfuade the 
world that it was not a religious war, he promifed the elec- 
torate to Maurice^ although he U'as a Lutheran, At the 
fame time, he ordered his troops to march into the territories 
of the eleflor, though they were not yet equal to thofe of 
the confederates either in number or munitions of war ; and 
after having placed a ftrong gan-ifon in Raiisbon^ he took the 
field, and occupied an advantageous pofi, upon the river 
/zrr, between Landfmt and the camp of the landgrave. There 
he was joined by the troops of the pope, amounting to ten 
thoufand foot aiid five hundred horfe ; and foon after, he re- 
ceived another reinforcement of fix thoufand veteran Spaniards 
from Naples and Milan j fo that his army being augmented 
to five and forty thoufand choice men, he was in a*condi- 
tion to quit bis camp, and a£); againll the confederates i*. 
While he kept this poft, which was in the dominions of the 
eleSor of Bavaria^ a difference arofe between the landgrave 
of Hejfe and the cledlor of Saxony: this laft having propofed 
to attack the cemperor, before he fliould be reinforced, and 
the former objedling to that expedient, as an infult and in- 
jury offered to the eledlor of BavdHa^ whom they looked / 
upon*as a well-wifher to their caufe. At length, however, 
they wrote a letter to that prince, explaining their grievances,

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and intreating Him to compel Charles to evacuate 
and Rain. In anfwer to this requeft, he gave them "to uii- 
deriland) that as he was not ftjt(>ng enpugh to oppofe the 
Imperiahfts^ he muft be cxcufcd from attempting an- enter- 
prize that would be produdive of his o\9n ruin ; and that 
he hoped, he (hould not on this account be conlidered as m 
enemy by the confederates. 

I:j confequence of this ambiguous anfwer, they refolved The Pro- 
to undertake the fiege of Rathbon^ in which there was an tejlant ar- 
imperial garrifon, and to occupy an advantageous place, where mymarchet 
they might fight the emperor in cafe he ihoul^ come to the ttywards 
relief of the city.

Ingoljladu they drew up their army in order of battle, and 
had they attacked his camp, in all probability) that day would 
^h£(^e put an end to the war; but after fome inconuderable 
skirmiflies they, withdrew their forces, and next day he was 
too well fortified to dread their attempts. After having trifled 
away fome days, during which the emperor kept himfelf in- 
trenched, they decamped )yith a view to hinder his jundlion 
with the count de Buren^ who being, by a fpecial meflenger 
from Charles^ informed of their defign, eluded them by 
changing his route, and fafely arrived in the imperial camp. 

Thus reinforced, the emperor marched to Newburgh which 
was furrendered to him without oppofifion : then he moved 
to Marxbelm^ from whence he fet out for Donawert but for 
the conveilience of the fituation, turned to the right, and en- 
camped at Moheim. In this march the two armies skirmiihed 
with each other, and Albert^ fon of PhiUp duke of Brunfwic^ 

* was mortally wounded in one of thefe rencounters. Here 
the confederates had refolved to attack Charles in his camp ; 
but he having received notice of their intention, thought 
fit to remove to Donawent^ which had a few days before fa^en 
taken by a detachment of his army. Without fpecifying^ Ihe 
particulars of this campaign, which produced no general ac- 
tion, it will be fufficient to obferve, that the affairs of the 
Proteftants were ruined by the diflentions between the elcdlor 
Qf Saxony and the landgrave of Hejfe^ who being inverted 
E 2 with 
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Svith'an equal command, often oppofed each other with 
great aiiimofity, to the detriment, and, indeed, the deflruc- 
tion of the common cauie. Many fair opportunities were 
loft by this contention : want of vigour and unanimity ap« 
peared in all thefr operations, while the ftrength and vigi- 
lance of Charles every day increafed ; fo that, towards the 
latter end of the year, the chiefs were fain to folicit an ac- 
commodation ; but he propofed fuch hard conditions, that 
they refolved to continue the war rather than fubmit to a 
lhameful peace : though by this time the cle£lor of Saxony 
was ftript of his dominfions by count Maurice and his brother, 
who taking advantage of their uncle’s abfence, and being 
joined by the forces of Ferdinand king of the Romans^ poffef- 
^ fed ihemfclvcs of almoft all the cledtorate

fle ciuL affairs, withdrew himlelf from *the confederacy, and 

f/wir- fubmitted to the emperor, in which condufl he w^s imitated 
temberjr by the cities of 17 /ot, Frankfort^ Memmingen^ Bibrachy Ra* 
and di l'crs 'oenslurg^ Kempteny Augshurgy and Strasburg. 
cities The Proteftant party being very much weakened by this 

^.vkbdraw feparation, the eledlor of Saxony endeavoured to repair their 
thcmftlves lofs by converting to their advantage, the correfpondence 
from the which he had maintained in Bohemloy with thofe that pro- 
confedoa- fefTcd the reformed religion. For this purpofe be approached 
cy^ and confines of that kingdom, but was difappointed by the 
^ forefight and care of Ferdinandy and conftrained to make a 

retreat tovrards his own dominions. This misfor- 
’ tune touched him the nearer, as he at the fame time found 
the hopes extinguiflicd which he had conceived from England 
and France, the kings of which two nations were now dead, 
at a juncture when he had rcafon to expedt powerful aflift- 
ance from both. The emperor would not let flip fo fair an 
opportunity of terminating the war ; and, therefore, having 
received advice that the cledlor of Saxony, fince hJs return to 
his own country, had furprifed Frieberg and Meijen, two 
places belonging to duke Maurice, he refolved to purfue him 
with all expedition, in order to flop the progrels of his fuc- 
Cefs, and early in the fpring fet out from Egra with his whole 
army, accoippanied with king Ferdinand, who commanded 
fix hundred cuirafliers, a thoufand huflars, and ten companies 
of foot ; and Maurice and Angujiiis^ dukes of Saxony, at the 
head of a like number of troops. Thus attended, Charles

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marched with fuch difpatch, that he had well nigh taken the 
ele£lor by furprize ; for he had detached his Hungarian and 
Spanijh horfe with orders to fecur^ the roads, and apprehend 
every perfon they (hould meet, that his march might be kept 
lecret. This precaution fucceeded fo vydij that he had al- 
ready entered Mifnia^ and was very near the troops of the 
eletSlor, before ftcy had the leaft intimation of his approach. 
When he was within a day's march of them, the two ar- 
mies being feparated by the river Elbe^ and underilood from 
bis fcouts that the eIe<9or was encamped near Mulberg with 
nine thoufand men, he advanced in order to attack him ; 
and feveral officers, perceiving the Hungartan and Spmijh 
troops on the other fide of the river, advifed the elefior to 
retire to WirUmberg. But that prince, who could not be- 
lieve that the emperor was fo near him, miftook thofe troops 
for the forces of duke which he defpifed, and would 

not at anjyr rate decamp till after fervice, becaufe it happened 
to* be the Lord’s day. Before the emperor arrived on the 
banks of the river, duke Maurice fent feme officers to inform 
the eleiStor of his imperial majefty's approach, and to advife 
him to fend deputies to Charles to fuc for peace. He at the 
fame time promifed to ufe all his influence in his behalf, and 
gave him to underftand that the emperor was very well dif- 
fpufed to liflen to terms of accommodation. The ele£^or an- 
Iwered, he was not yet reduced to the neceffity of fuing for^ 
peace, as he was pofleflied of three great advantages, which 
hindered him from dreading the attempts of his enemy; that 
he was fecured by a deep river, a vaft foreft, and the town 
of JVirtemberg in the neighbourhood^ of which he would not 
fail to profit, according to the emergency of bis affairs. He, 
therefore, rqefled the advice of duke Mauriccy and made 
proper difpoutions of his forces and artillery on the banks of 
the river, in order to hinder the impewal troops from fording 
or throwing a bridge over if, as well as to defend abridge 
of boats which he himfelf had made. But feeing the emperor 
arrive, and his guards attacked by about a thoufand Spaniardsy 
who had courage enough to wade the river, and even ufe 
their bows in the middle of the ftream, he let fire to his 
bridge of boats, one part of which was confumed, while the 
other, being feparated from the bank, was cJrricd down by 
the courfe of the riv^. Upon this occafion, fome of the 
SpqniJhMAxQ^^ fwam acrofs with their fwords in their rnouths, 
and notwithflanding a (hower of arrows that was difeharged 
upon them, feized the boats and carried them 'to the other 
fide, where, together with thofe the emperor had brought 
thither ppon waggons, they were formed into a bridge fuffi-

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dent for the paffage of his army and baggage. The eledlor^ 
who during this tranfa£lion was at church hearing fermon^ 
being informed of their fuccefs, ordered his army to decamp 
and inarch towards Wittemberg ; but the emperor, who knew 
the fate of that day depended upon his expedition, com* 
manded his huflars and light horfe to pafs the river without 
delay, and purfue the Saxons^ while he himfelf fpllowed 
with the reft of his army. Accordingly, he overtook the 
cIe(!^or in the foreft, about three miles on the other fide of the 
Elbe ; and, after having exhorted his people to do their duty, 
began the attack, his cavalry being divided into two bodies i 
in the firft of ^hich were the duke of Alba^ Lanoy^ Antonio 
de Toledo^ Baptijia Sptnella^ and duke Maurice^ while the fe- 
cond was conduced by the emperor in perfon, accompanied 
by king Ferdinand^ with his two fons, and the prince of Sa^ 
vcy. The ele£ior would have been in a*condition to ftand 
his ground, had all his troops been afl'cmbled in one body ; 
but he had left part of them at IVirtemberg^ while WilUhm 
Tbumjirten commanded another detachment in Bohemia^ which 
^he ele^cr ^^^hvity of the emperor did not give him time to call in ; 
is defeated^^ that, after an obftinatc engagement, which Isjlcd till night, 
xind taken he was overwhelmed by the number of bis enemies, and com* 
fri/oner. pellcd to furrendcr prifoncr of war *' (X). 

As foon as the elector of Brandenburg underftood tJw 
event of this battle, he waited upon the emperor, who had 
gone to.befiege Wirtemherg ; and though fohn Frederic^ elec- 
tor of Saxony^ was already condemned as a rebel to be be-

Charles anfwered with an air of 
difdain, “ You own ii\c then at 
length your emperor — well, I 
will treat you as you deferve.**^ 
So faying, he turned his baclt 
upon him; and went away, 
while king Ferdinand reproach- 
ed him in much harfher terms, 
Erntftus duke of BrunftwUk was 
alfo t2d<en pnToner in this 
battle ; but the eledoral princ-e, 
though wounded, found means 
to efcape to Wirtemberg^ with, 
about four hundred men. Heijl

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headed, with a confifcation of his elefloral dignity and domi- ^ « 
nions, which were conferred upon duke ; the elec- 

tor of Brandenburg foljcited fo preffingly, and fo effeftually denburg 
in his behalf, that his life was fa^ed upon conditions which interce^s 
be bimfelf was glad to ratify. In confideration of this pardon, in bh be* 
be renounced the electoral dignity for hiiftfelf and his chiU half. 
dren, leaving to the en^perorthe power to difpofe of it ac- ^ . 

cording to his good pleafure: he promifed to reftore to Charles 
the towns of Wirtemberg and Gctba^ with their artillery and 
one-third of their providon, the other two-thirds, with all 
the moveables and utenfils, being appropriated to the ufe of 
the duke. It was likewife flipulated, that the garrifons fhould 
march out without colours ; that the elector (hould fet at li- 
berty Albert marquis of Brandenburgs and reftore all he had 
taken from him, while the emperor fiiould behave in the 
fame manner to Ernef us duke of Brunjwic and his fon ; that 
the prifoncr (hould vield up all he had taken during the war 
from the c;punts of Aiamfcldt and Selmes^ as well as from the 
mafter of the order of ^ujohn of PruJJia ; that he (hould re- 
nounce his right to Magdeburg^ Halberjiadt^ and Hally obey 
the imperial chamber, contribute towards the maintenance of 
its officers, and procure the rcleafe of Henry duke of Brun-> 
fwic and his fon, who were kept prifoners by the landgrave 
of Hcjfc ; that he (hould abandon every alliance he had eni- 
in againft the emperor and Ferdinands and enter into 
none for the fiigure without comprehending them, their pro* 
vinces, and allies ; that he (hould have an allowance of fifty 
thoufand crowns a year for the maintenance of himfeif and 
his family, to be d^uSed from the cledorate and the other 
lands conferred upon duke Maurice \ that, with the permiffion 
of the faid duke, and under the good pleafure of the emperor, 
he (hould retain the town of Gothoy after having demoliflied 
the caftle ^nd fortifications ^ on thefe conditions, all other 
puniflimcnt (hould be remitted, cxccptrthat of his remaining 
in cuftody under a guard of the emperor or the prince of 
his fon. By virtue of this treaty, the city of Wiriemberg was 
immediately put into the bands of the emperor, after the 
princeft Sybilla of Gleves, the prifoncr's wife, her fon, and 
brother-in law, had retired from it with the .garrifon This 
great affair being thus determined, the eleSor of Brdnden- 
burgh and Maurice duke of &axQnjy refolvcd, Tf poffible, to 
cffedl an accommodatian between the emperor and the land- 
grave of Hefje ; for whom they interceded fo powerfully, that 
OiHrUs ;^greed to the proje^ of a treaty, importing, that tho

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landgrave (hould come in perfon and ask pardon on his knees 
of the emperor ; that he fhould, for the future, behave him- 
felf with that refpe^): and^ obedience which he owed to his 
imperial majefty obferve the decrees made for the good of 
the commonwealth ; fubmit to the judgment of the cham- 
ber,' and contribute to its fupport, as well as to that of thq 
war againft th^Turhi renounce all forts «of confederacies, 
and in particular that of Smalcalde^ and deliver all the writ- 
ings of that league to the emperor ; that he Ihould make no 
alliance in which the emperor and king Ferdinand (hould not 
be included ; that he fhould defend the frontiers of his coun- 
try againft all the emperor’s enemies \ that he fhould not 
undertake the defence of any perfon whom the emperor 
wanted to chaftife ; but, on the contrary, punifti all thofe of 
his fubjefts who fhould prefumc to carry arms againft his im- 
perial majefty, to whom, in cafe of^necefSty, he fhould 
grant a free pafFage through his territories ; that he fhould 
rccal all his vaflals and fubjedls in the fervice of any power at 
war againft the emperor ; and if they would not obey the fum- 
inons in fifteen days, confifeate their eftates for his imperial 
majefty’s ufe ; that towards the cxpcncc of the war hc fhould, 
in four months, furnifli an hundred and fifty thoufand crowns, 
demoliih all his fortrefles and caftles, except Ziggenhem ana 
Ca£il^ and oblige the garrifons to enter into the fervicc of ^he 
emperor, without wbofe permiffion no place in his d.omini-'' 
ons fhould, 'for the future, be fortified ; that he fhould deli- 
ver up all his artillery and munitions of war, of which his 
majefty would occafionally fupply him with what fhould be 
barely nccefiiry for the defence of thofe places that remained ; 
that he fhould fee at liberty Henry duke of Brimfwic and 
his fon, r^iftore their country, and repair the damage they 
had fuftaineJ at his hands \ that he fhould part with all he 
had ufurped either from the order of St. fohn of Jerufalem, or 
the Teutonic order ; engage in no enterprizc againft the king 
of Denmark^ or an^ other of thofe who bad favoured or af- 
fifted the emperor 5 but, on the contrary, releafe all the pri- 
fbners of war without ranfom ; that he fhould appear at trial, 
in order to fatisfy all thofe who fhould have any demands 
upon him at law ; that thefe articles fhould be ratified by his 
children, an4, the nobility and commonalty of his country, 
who fhould oblige themfelves to deliver him up to the em- 
peror, in ejafe he fhould infringe an^ part of his promife ; 
and that the cleftor of Brandenburgs duke Maurice^ and 
ll^olfgang count palatine, fhould become guarantees of the 
treaty, and employ their forces againft him, in cafe he fhould 
violate his engagements. Thefe conditions being thus con- 
certed, 
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certed, were communicated to the landgrave, who, by the 
advice of the ftates of his country, accepted them, with the 
provifo, that he (hould not be oUiged to iubmit to any future 
claufe 

The emperor, feeing this affair in fuch forwardnefs, put 
duke Maurice in pofleffion of the city of JVirimbetg^ and 
advanced towaids with a view to invade it, in cafe the 

landgrave ihould alter his refolution ; but that prince repaired 
to Hall., ill order to wait upon him, and figncd a treaty, tho* 
he at firll: heiitated upon an additional claufe, importing, 
that the emperor referved to himfelf a right of explaining all 
doubts that might arife upon any of the articles. The treaty Charles 
being thus executed, he was condufted by the eleftor of receive* 
Brandenburg and Maurice duke of Saxony to the emperor, cbe fubmif- 
feated upon his throne, before which he kneeled, while his fion of the 
chancellor read a paper, fignifying that the landgrave asked landgra^ye^ 
pardon for the offence he had committed againft his imperial 
naajefty,«and humbly begged to be re-admitted into his fa- 
vour, which he (hould endeavour to deferve by his future 
fidelity, refpedl, and obedience. The emperor anfwercd by 
the mouth of George Hilde^ that though the landgrave had 
deferved a very fevere chaftifement, as he himfelf owned, yet 
out of regard to the interceffion of fome princes, who in- 
j^crefted themfelves in his behalf, he was neither condemned 
to death, profeription, nor the lofs of his eltate, the emperor 
contenting himfelf with the execution of the articles fpecified 
in the treaty, and being pleafed to pardon his vaflals and fub- 
jetSls, provided they would faithfully adhere to the letter of this 
accommodation, and acknowledge, as became them, the fa- 
vour they had received. The landgrave believing the em- 
peror was fincere, returned thanks for his clemency 5 and, as 
he had remained a long time on his knees, rofe up on his own 
accord. In the evening he was* invitpd to fupper, together // 
with th^ eleftor of Brandt/iburg and Maurice ^ zt ifiQ rcjled^ con- 

lodgings of the duke of Alba, where he found himfelf arrefted ^^0' 
by order of the emperor. His two friends, the elector 
duke Maurice, were extremely concerned at this unjuftifiable 
aft of oppreflion ; and, in order to confole the prifoner, (laid 
with him all the night, affuring him they would ufe their 
whole influence in procuring his releafe. Accordingly they, 
next day, waited upon the emperor, to whom they com- 

f dained of this outrage, humbly befceching him to fet the 
andgrave at liberty, according to the convention whi^ they 
guarantied, in cgnfequence of hi^ majefty’s promife. The

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wnpcror anfwercd, that he had ndVcr promifcd the prifoner 
fert of filould not be detained, but that he fliould be exempted from 
Saxony perpetual imprifonment ; ai^ to fupport this aflenion, pro- 
W Bran- duced the treaty, in which his minifters, in order to clud^ 
denburg the true meaning pf the accommodation, bad perfidioully 
froteft a- folded in one word for another (Y), which, inftesd of fe- 
gainft this curing the landgrave’s liberty, fubjeSed hitjj to imprifon* 
treach of oient The two interceflbrs protefled againft this altera-* 
tion; and, after long debates, the empeior lent notice to the 
landgrave, that he might go about his bufinefs \ but, at the 
fame time, refufed to favour him with a fafe-condu^^, not- 
withdanding the earned folicitations of the princes in bis 
behalf ; and two days after be was ordered to follow the dm- 
peror, a command which he obeyed with the greater rc^ 
fignation, as the cleftor ^tid duke Maurice had alTurcd him 
they would not leave the emperor until j^e (hculd be fet at 
liberty. Accordingly they attended his imperial majedy to 
Naumburg^ renewing their importunities without ccafing, un- 
til they were forbid to proceed farther, other wife the land- 
grave fhould be fent into Spain, Thus redridlcd, they were 
fain to defid, after having communicated their reafons to the 
prifoner, whom they advifed to pay the hunc^red and fifty 
thoufand crowns without delay, and give fecurity for the ex- 
ecution of the other articles of the treaty : circumdances 
which, in all probability, would induce the emperor to give 
him his freedom ; and they afTured him, they would not fail 
to be at the diet appointed to meet on the hrd of September 
next at jiugsburg, where they would exert their whole power 
for his intered. According to their advice, the landgrave, 
who bore his captivity with extreme impatience, ordered the 
money to be raifed, and the fortredes to be demolifhed, with 
a view to facilitate ^his enlargement ; but after the Aim waj^ 
paid, the forts demoliQied, and the cannon delivered up, he 
found himfelf dill a prifoner as much as ever. I'his perA- 
dious behaviour of the emperor with regard to the landgrave, 
incenfed not only the princes who had negotiated the accom^ 
modation, but likewife almod all the dates of Germany^ be- 
fore whom they refolved to lay their public complaints at the 
enfuing diet. In cfTedl, fome time after the opening of th^t

the liberty of the landgrave, and^in remonftrating that the 
prifoner had already fulfilled all the conditions of his treaty 
with the emperor But Charhs eluded their folicitations, by 
giving the diet to underftand, that of three points on which 
they vyere chiefly to deliberate, the difeuflSon of that which 
concerned the intereft of particulars ought to be delayed 
til they fhould have come to feme refolution on the other'^j^^ ^ 
two, which regarded the general good of the empire : for he 
declared his principal aim was to re-eftablifh the peace of G^r- 
many^ by a re-Union of thofe who had been divided on the 
fcore of religion, and by a free and impartial adminiftration 
of juftice under the authority of the, laws, which had been 
trampled upon, to the difgrace of the Germanic nation^. 

The firft article -created long and obftinate difputes ; for 
the pope had transferred the council of Trent to Bologna^ 
where he* refolved to continue the fitting, notwiihftanding 
the preffing inftances pf the emperor and the princes of the 
empire, who befought him to remit the council to Trent^ and 
protefted agaiijll all the proceedings at Bologna. This in- 
flexibility of the pope obliged Charhs to find out fome me- 
dium, by which he might pleafe both parties, and the beft 
e;f4)edient he could pitch upon, was to employ learned men 
In compofing a regulation upon all the controverted points 
of religion, until the council fhould have publiflied a final 
decree, by which the orthodox faith would be eftablifhed. 

As he thought it would ftill be his intereft to keep meafures 
with the pope, he fent this projeft of regulation 10 his bo- 
linefe, who objeded to two articles contained in it, namely, 
the marriage of priefts, and the adminiftration of the com- 
munion in both kinds to the laity. Notwithftartding this 
Qppofition of the pope, it was prefented^to the diet, where it Formula 
was received as a kind of decree, for which the elcdur ofadinteriin 
Mentz thanked the emperor, in the name of the ftates, al- is received^, 
though they had vefted him with no fuch commifliofi. The 
Catholics murmured at this formula, which was called ad in^ 
terim^ as if they had thought the emperor intended to change 
the eflencc'of religion ; but he told them, that what he had 
done related only to the Lutherans^ whofe a 9 e£lioiis he 
wanted to conciliate by^^his indulgence; but that as for the 
Catholics,, they were at liberty to adhere to their antient 
cuftoms; and, indeed, in his conftkutton they arc exprefly

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enjoined to ftand firm in their faith, for the advantage and 
union of the church 

Havin^g taken this nfeafure, which was agreeable to 
neither party, and only received by compulfion, he pro- 
ceeded to the deliberations of the adminiftration of juflice^ 
and the authority of the laws, when he infinuated to the* 
ftates, that if they would leave thefe matteA to his care, he 
would employ his whole attention in redreffing that grievance ; 
and, in the mean time, as the imperial chamber was in a 
manner overwhelmed with bufinefs, he propofed to add ten 
to the number of aflefTors, that the caufes might be decided 
with more difpatch. The dates fubferibed to his advice 
without hefitation, and referred the whole affair to his ma- 
nagement, promifing to contribute to any additional cx- 
pcncc he (hould think ncccffary. As for the laft point, con- 
cerning the particular intereft of fome jh’inces and dates of 
the empire, Charles declared that he himfelf would take cog- 
etjspe- nizance of thefe complaints; and, in order to appeafe AA«- 
ror con- ^tce duke of Saxony^ who dill infifted upon the landgrave’s 
Jirms the bgjng at liberty, he in full diet confirmed to him the ter- 
eUBora jitories of 'John Frederic^ duke of Saxony^ and the elefloral 
ivSurice^ dignity, not only for himielf and his heirs male, but thefe

maintenance of ^ohn Frederic and his fucceffors. Charles^ hav- 
ing difembaraffed himfelf of this troublefome bufinefs, had no 
other point to gain at this diet except that of perfuading the 
dates to grant him a coniidcrable fupply for the neceffities 
of the empire ; and he fucceeded fo well in his endeavours, 
that they were prevailed upon not only to comply with bis 
requed, but alfo to grant a hundred thoufand crowns a year 
to king Ferdinand^ till the expiration of his truce with the 
Turk, They moreover agreed, that all the provinces which 
the emperor podeffed in High and Low Germany^ -fhould be 
put under the protection of the empire, on condition of their 
contributing their quota of fubfidies in proportion with the 
other dates, in all public emergencies, without, however, 
fuffering any innovation upon their own laws and jurifdic- 
tions ; and ladly, that the general peace of the empire 
might be the better fecured, it was refolved that the condi- 
tution of public peace, enaded by his grandfather the em- 
perofe Maximilian^ fliould be renewed and augmented ; and 
this was actually corroborated with another new conditution, 
having the full force of a law through the whole empire

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Before the diet was difmiffed, he ordered letters patent . ^ 
to be expedited, inviting and requiring the ftates, particularly 
thofe of the confeffion of Aug^hurg^ to afBft at the council *549* 
as foon as it Oiould be re-eftabliftied at Trent^ promifing that 
all points fhould be examined and difculTed, according to the 
feripture and dodlrine of the holy fathers : and that the pre- 
lates and thcologicians of the Proteftant faith, (hould be as 
favourably received as thofe of the other perfuafion (Z). 

The deputies were no fooner departed, than the emperor p. 
fet out for the Ltiw Countriesy having ordered his fon Philip 
to meet him at BruJJek : that young prince being in Spuin/lf^ 
could not arrive in Flanders till the beginning of the follow-'^Q^^/ 
ing year, when he was acknowledged as the prefumptive heir 
of CharleSy in the Low Countries^ the ftates of which did ho- a. D. 
mage to him in that quality *549- 

Some time after' this tranfaftion, the emperor, as a tefti- ^ 
mony of ^his zeal for the church, iftiied an edift againft all 
who (hould profefs any other than the Catholic orthodox re- 
ligion, and even eftablifhed divers tribunals of inquifition,^^/;^^^^^, 
to proceed againft thofe who (hotild tranfgrefs the edi£):, and ikn. 
condemn them to the penalties therein exprefled. This de- 
cree was the torch that lighted up a flame which could never 
be extinguiftied ; for the governors of thofe provinces, with 

view to lignalize their own conformity with the zeal of 
their mafter’s, ^fucceffively extended their power to fuch aSs 
of tyranny and oppreiEon, that the fubje61s, thinking them- 
felves authorifed by that neceflity which can ftoop to no law,

of all denominations, even thofe who had changed their re- 
ligion, {hould have liberty to propofe their feiHiments, -under 
his protedion and fafe-condu6h Thinking by thefe expedi- 
ents, which met with no oppofition, that the Proteftant 
princes were fatisfied, he difaiilTed the afiembly ; and hkv

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that he would adlually accommodate the affair with Mauris 
eledor of Saxony^ whom he orde(pd to attend him for that 
purpofe Maurice^ who from this anfwer, which had been 
fo often repeated^ forefaw that nothing was to be expeded 
from the juftice or good-will of Charles^ refolved to put an 
'end to the negot^tion, and take another method which would 
be more effeftual. He likewife wanted an opportunity of 
effacing (if poffible) the bad impreffion of his charader, 
which his conduct had made among thofe of his own reli- 
gion, who believed he had facriiiced to his ambition John 
Fredericy duke of Saxony^ his own kinitnan and bencfa< 9 x>r, 
who they fufpecEted was ftill detained, in prifon by means of 
his fecret intelligence with the emperor. With a view, there- 
fore, to regain their efteem and affedtion, which he knew 
He fliould never regrieve but by attacking CharleSy whom - 
they confidered as the tyrant of their confciences and liberty, ' 
he endeavoured by all poffible means to put himfelf in a con- 
dition to fupport a war againft the emperor; and, indeed, 
he condudted himfelf with flich fecrecy and addrefs, that the parations 
world was furprifed to find he had, by the intervention of forwar, 
Albert marquis* of Brandenburgs entered into a league with 
the king of Frances and retained in his fervice not only the 
German troops which had been employed in the fiegc of Mag^ 
^Aleburgs but alfo thofe who had evacuated the city in confe- 
quence of the accommodation (A).

broiled with the Turky who had marched into Hungarys on 
pretened tHat he and the emperor had broke the truce j the

thence he marched towards the Alps^ in order to fecurc the 
paflages againd the Spanijb and Italian troops ; and his ap- 
proach immedTiately diffipated the council of Trent : the 
biffiops who compofed that afiembly having fled to different 
places of greater fafety, after they had prorogued the coun- 
cil for two years, or Ipnger, provided an accommodation 
among the princes could not be effedted before that period. 
Mean while, the emperor himfelf was firuck with fuch con- 
fternaiion at this unforefeen progrefs of Maurice^ that ‘he

This ftratagem in fomc meafure fucceeded ; for while Fer^ 
dinand returned to the emperor, to give an account of his' 
negotiation, Maurice^ refolving to make the beft ufe of the 
intermediate time, advanced with great expedition, and forc- 
ing, with equal gallantry and fuccefs, the palles of the vallics 
that lead to Infpruck^ "took the caflle of Eremberg^ and would 
certainly have feized the emperor’s pei fon had not Qhavles fled 
in the night, being conveyed in a litter on account of the 
gout, by which he was tormented, and having no other at- 
tendants than his brother Ferdinand and John Frederic of Sax* 
ony, to whom he granted his liberty on this occafion. Thcfc 
three, without any other equipage, which, indeed, thehur/y 
of their flight: would not permit them to prepare, retired 
with great fear and precipitation to yUlacho^ on the Drave ;

The emperor, having pofted himfelf in a place where he 
could no longer apjirehend any infult from the eledlor of 
Saxony^ his whole care was employed in aflembling as great 
a number of troops as he could bring together at the foot of 
the Alps^ that he might be in a. condition not only to oppofe 
the progrefs of the enemy, but alfo . to fupport the Roman 
Catholic party, during the continuance of the affembly at 
Pajfau^ where the princes ailually met upon an appointed 


day, in order to concert meafures for an accommodation. 
Before the deliberations began, the Proteftants received a 
mefiage from Charles^ importing, that he would fend the 
landgrave’s head to Maurice^ provided he Ihould refufe to ac- 
cept the term^ of peace propofed. This menace had its 
weight with the elector and the chiefs of his party \ and 
both Tides exerted their endeavours towards an agreement 
heartily, that in a few months they concluded the 
treaty known by the name of the Pacification of Paffetu * (B). 

In confequence of this peace, the landgrave was fet at 
liberty ; but afterwards arrefted at Maejiricl/t^ by order of

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At length the marquis, whom the king of France had fa-

very long fefBon they could hardly be brpught to agree to an 
occafional relblution, by which it was decreed, that no Ca-

of the diet of his religion, but all differences be determined according to 
at Augs- the laws and cuftoms of the empire ; that if any archbifliop, 
l^urg. biftiop, prelate, or other ecclcliaftic, (hould renounce the old 
religion, his dignity and benchcc (hould be forfeited without 
any prejudice to his cbara£lcr, and his place be filled up by 
the chapter or college pofiefled of the power of eleftion 5 that 
as feme ecclcfiaflical revenues bad been feized upon by ch . 
tain dates of the empire and their prcdeceflbrs, and converted 
to other religious purpofes, fuch as the niaintcnance of fchools 
and miniders, thefe alienations (hould not be difputed at law ; 
that the ancient ecclefiadicaljurifdifiion (hould not extend to the 
religion, faith, ceremonies, and miniderial fun£hons of thofe 
who adopted theconfeffion of Augsburg^ but remain fufpended, 
and without cfFe£t, until the determination of all the differ- 
ences of religion, though it (hould continue in force in all 
other matters \ thaf the clergv (hould for the future enjoy 
their edates, rights, and privileges, without, however, en- 
croaching upon the temporalities which the laity pofleAed 
before this divifion in religion; that the neceifary expence 
for the fervice of the church, "the maintenance "of fchools, 
charities, and hofpitals, (hould be equally levied upon the 
profedbrs of^both religions, and, in cafe of any difpute, arbi-

afraid of feeing thofe laurels withered which he had gathered 
in the courfc of ^ long reign ; and; in order to prevent 
that difgrace, thought proper to oppofe the youthful fpirit cf 
his fon Philip to the enterprizing genius of the French king. 

Be that as it will, he had for feme time cherifhed the 
thoughts of abdicating the throne, and actually recalled his 
fon, on whom at his marriage he had beftowed<hc kingdorrs 
of Naples and Sicily^ together with the dutchy of Milan. 

Having affcmbled the ftates of the Lfi%v Countries at BruJfdsj 
he created Philip chief of the order of the Golden Fleece, 
and then refigned to. him the fovereignty of all thofe pro- Di^efts 
vinces. In confequence of which rciignation, he received the himfilf of 
oath and hpniage of the ftates, in quality of their new fove- 
reign, as foon as his father quitted the affembly. Charles^ 
foon after this tranfaflion, 'divefted himfelf of all his royal- 
ties and fignories in Europe as well as in America^ conferring 
them all upon and referving to himfelf no more than 

a penfion of two hundred thoufand ducats, to be dedufted ^ * 
from the revenue of ^mn ; and now nothing remained but 
r^quit the empire in favour of his brother Ferdinand : how- 
ever, this abdication he poftponed for a ycar^ during which 
he hoped that prince would accept the imperial crown, on 
condition that Philip fhould be eledied king of the Romans^ 
and declared his fucceflbr ; but here he was difappointed in 
his expectation by the addrefs of Ferdinand^ who found means 
to fecure the empire to his own fon, and to elude his bro- 
ther’s folicitations in behalf of Philip, 

The qimperor finding his brother inflexible on this fubj[e£t, makes

PER D I N A N^D. 

Ferdinand /^HARLES the fifth was fucceeded in the empire by his 
/ucceedsio ' htoihi^x Ferdinandy who was born 2 X Alcala de Henares in 
the empire. Spain, and by his grandfather provided with a preceptor and 
A. I), governor, who not only trained him up in the ufual exercife 
1558. of princes, but likewife infpired him with the love of the 
belles lettres, to whieh he applied himfelf with extraordinary 
attachment. Francis Xtmenes, cardinal of Toledo, who had 
the care of his brother’s education, perfuaded Charles that 
he ought to remove Ferdinand into Germany, becaufe he bad 
perceived that the Spaniards exprefled more ailedfion for that 
young prince, who was born and bred among them, than 
for his elder brother^ who was a native of the Lofw-Countries. 
He was accerdingly fent into Flanders, where Erafmus was 
engaged to fuperiutend the reft of his educai&ohi When 'jP^r- 
dinand n\^xx\^ Apne of Hungary, CFarles made over to him 
as His patrimony. High and Low Aujlria, with all the do- 
mains appertaining to that houfe, in Germany, Suabia, along 
the lake of. Conjlance, in the Hercynian foreft, the Brifgaw, 
and on bath fides of the river IlL His botfaer-in-laW) Lewis. 
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the Toung^ being flain in the battle of Mohais^ he, by virtue 
of his wife’s title, was crowned king of Bohemia at Prague ; 
and after having' defeated John % ZapoUes^ count of Scepus 
Voivode oiTranfyhania^ who was his competitor for Hun- 
garyy^ he entered into quiet poffeffion of that kingdom, and 
• was crowned at Belgrade^ in confequence of the ancient trea* 
ties fubfifting between the kings of Hungary and the princes 
of the houfe of Aujlria. He was afterwards invefted with 
the dutchy of JVirtenberg^ by his brother Charles^ at the diet 
of Augiburg j then being eleded king of the Romans at Co- 
logne^ he received the crown AixAa-Chapelle^ as we have 
already obferved, notwithftanding the protffiations of 'the 
clediors of Saxony and Brandenburgs who, neverthelefe, ac- 
knowledged his eleflion a few years after in the city of Cadan 
in Bohemia, In the mean time, as one part of the Hunga- 
rian nobles was fti 41 in the intereft of the count de Scepus^ 

Ferdinand concluded a treaty with him, by which it was fti- 
pulated,* that each fliould keep pofleflion of what he at pre- 
fent occupied ; and that upon Zapolles death, the whole 
kingdom (hould devolve to Ferdinands .Accordingly, upon 
the death of .that prince, the king of the Romans claimed 
the performance of this contraft 5 but Solyman^ upon pre- 
tence of proteSing the widow and fon of Zapolles^ made him- 
^^felf mafter of a great part of Hungary^ from whence he could 
never be intircly expelled. Since the laft diet at Augsburgy^ 
where the affairs of religion were regulated with the rrotef- 
tants, he had been continually employed on the fide of Hun- 
garyy in oppofing the Turksy who had made repeated efforts 
to extend their conquefts in that kingdom ; and, after hav- 
ing fortified the principiil places with good garrifbns, and all 
other munitions of war, he returned t6 Germanyy whither he 
was called to afBft at the diet of Frankfort^ where the ambaf- 
fadors of Charles the fifth arrived witfawthe a£l; of renunciation 
in favomr of Ferdinand^ which, after due deliberation, was 
unanimoufly approved by the el^flors. ' In confequence^ of 
this approbation, they proceeded to the election of Ferdinand^ 
to whom they fwore allegiance, after having transferred upon 
him the imperial dignity with all the accuflomed ceremonies : 
but pope Paul the fourth would not admit of the validity of 
the renunciation of Charles^ or the eleflion f>f his brother, <rhepofe

Thefe commiflaries were of 
opinion, that the pope could not admit the anabafl'ador to 
ainy audience or 'public a<^ton, until he (hould have demon* 
ftrated in what manner the empire became vacant^ and by • 
what right Ferdinand pretended to fucceed hm brother, as all 
the proceedings at the diet of Frankfort were null and void, 
becaufe carried on by heretic eleSors, without die confent of 
the pope. It would therefore be neceflary to examine the 
motives which had induced Charles to refign the empire, 
and if they IhoUtd be found to be juft and reafonable. Ferdinand 
ihould renounce all that had been done at Frankfort^ and 
fubmit to a new election. The emperor looked upon thefe 
reafons as vain and frivolous ; and, without paying the leaft 
regard to the remonflrances of the pope, ordered his ambafla- 
dor to make the neceflary proteft, and take his leave, if, in 
three days after this intimation, he ihould not be favoured 
with an audience ; for be confidered that ancient cuftoni 
^ jy of procuring the confirmation of the pope, and going to 
jlrg[ receive the imperial crown at Rome^ as a fuperfluous cere* 
mony, after having obtained the confent of the electors ; an 
opinion which hath been adopted by all his fucccflbrs in the 
empire.

There he earneftly exhorted them to fubmit to an. oecume- 
nical council, as the only means capable of re-eftablifhing tjbe 
union of Germany ^ and he promised to manage matters' in 
fuch a manner, chat they ftould be more favourably heard 
in that aflembly than they had been in the council of Trent ; 
but finding it impradticaUe to prevail upo;i them to confent 
to this propofaK he ftill indulged them with the free exercife 
of their religion within their own dominionsjl that the public 
peace ^6f the empire might not be infringed, though, at the 
lame time, be vehemently folicited the pope to call a new 
council, and endeavoured to engage the kings of France and

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Spain to fecond fdlicrtations. But all their joint endea« 
voUrs would have been vain, had not Francis the fccond re- 
folved to convoke a national cSunciU in order to concert 
mcafiires for flopping the progrefs of Calvinifm. Pope Pius 
the fourth, being alarmed at this refolurton, determined to 
ohJ’gc the princes of Chrijlendom with a general council, 
tyhich they hafi fo long demanded ; and, after having hefl- 
tated for fbme months in his opinion, fomecime^ inclining 
to a continuation of the council of Trento which had been 
fiifpcnded hy yuUus the third, and at other times difpofed to 
call a new one, he at length adhered to the former fuggef- IVhore- 
ticn, and publifhed a bull tor renewing the council of Trento the 
whither all princes, prelates, and ambafladors, were invited of 
,tO repair ^ Trent. 

On the publication of this bull, the Proteftants obtained 
pei miflion of the efhperor to ailemble at Naumburg in Saxeny^ 
where they were vifitcd by two nuncios, whom the pope 
had fent * into to invite them to the council. Their 

arrival and bufinefs was no fooner notified, than the aflembly , 

fent an efcort to attend them. They were immediately 
troduced, and ^politely received by the princes, who heard their 
harangue with great attention ; and having received the bulls the council 
and briefs of the pope, to which they promifed an anfwer 
^/■fliould be given, they ordered them to be recondufled to their 
lodging with the fame ceremony : but they were no fooner 
returned, than the pope’s briefs were fent back by the hands 
of three gentlemen, who told them, in the name of theaT 
fembly, that the princes obferving the pope had in tfic in- 
feription diflinguifhed them by the appellation of his SanSy 
they could not receive his briefs on thefe terms, as they 
could not acknowledge him for their father. The nuncios 
replied, that this was no more than a form which his ho* 
linefs obferved in writing to allChrHlian princes; but the 
meflengers, without taking notice of this reply, left the., briefs 
upon a table, and retired. This was the .prelude ctf the re- 
folution which, a few days after, the princes fent to the nun- 
cios by ten of the counfellors, fpecifying, that they would re- 
cei ’e no invitation from the pope to repair to a council, 
which he had no power to convoke ; this being the prero- 
gative of the emper'br, to whom alone, as tfieir fovereign, 
they were houn^to e^lain themfelves on the fubje£i;'‘. At 
the fame time, the anembly expreiled their efteem for the 
peribns of the nuncios, who would have met with a better

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reception, had not they been inverted with that odious title. 
After they had been dirfiy/Tcd v/ith this declaration, the 
princes put an end to their fitting with a remonftrance, im- 
porting, that they would adhere to the confertioii of Augs- 
burg^ whatever rtfbuld be determined in the council of 

Meant while, the emperor refolving to eflablifti the im- 
perial crown in his own family, ifllied orders for convoking a 
diet at Frankfort^ where he managed his interert with fuch 
addrefs, that his fon MaxhmUtin was cle<5fcd king of the Ro~ 
rnansy with thc^ unanimous confent of all the princes and 
rtates, that prince having been already promoted to the crown, 
of Bohemia. Ferdinand likewifc took this opportunity of 
once more attempting to perfiiade the Proteftants to fubmit to 
the council ; but they continued unfliaken in their icfolu- 
tion, demanding a free council, in which the pope fliould 
not be both judge and party, where they might deliberate 
with freedom upon the morals and erclertaftical conduct of 
Rome^t the depravity of which was the fubjciSf of univerfa! 
complaint. The emperor, finding them inflexible in this 
point, refolved to take another method, in order to re-unite 
them to the church ; and for this effedf, in concert with 
Charles the ninth, king of France^ concerted^' a remonrtrance 
to the fathers of the council, exhorting them to undertake^ 
a reformation of manners among the ecclefiartics, in order 
to remove that ftumbling block, of which the Protertants and 
Cahinijh fo juftly complained. An ample memorial of thefe 
abufes, together with the means of reforming them, was ac- 
tually drawn up by order of the emperor, and fent . to the 
council, whither alfo the king of France difpatched the car- 
dinal of Lorraine^ with inftrudions upon the fame fubjcdl: : 
but the jK)pe affirming, that fuch a reformation was the pro- 
vince of him alone, would not allov/ the council to take 
cognizance of the affair. The emperor had the mortifiration 
not only to find his purpofe thus baflied, but likewife to fee 
bimfelf difappointed in a derhand which he had made in fa- 
vour of the Proteftants of Germany ^ among whom he re- 
querted that the communion in both fpecies, and the mar- 
riage of prierts, fhould be allowed ; but his holineik would, 
confent to neither, although the greateft part of the Catho- 
lic doctors judged fuch a condefcenfion neccflaiy, in order to 
facilitate the re-union of the Proteftants with the Romat\ 
church This was the laft public tranfadion in which Fer-

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dinand was concerned ; for in the month of February of that 
fame year, he was attacked by a fever, which terminated in 
a dropfy, that put a period to Ifis life. He died at Fimna Ferdinand 
on the twenty-lixth of July^ and the lixtieth and firft year 
of his age. His obfequics w^ere performed in the fame city, Vienna, 
on the month of Auguji^ of the year following ; after which a. D. 
ceremony his bqdy was carried to Prague^ where it was in- 1564. 
terred by that of queen Anne his wife, with whom he had 
lived in the utmoft harmony of conjugal affedlion. 

FERDINAND governed the empire as well as his own cha- 
kingdoms with uncommon equity, clemency, and modera- raSicr. 
tion. He was remarkable for his prudence,* juft ice, libera- 
lity, and unwearied application to bufinefs ; and though he 
was zcaloiidy attached to the Roynan Catholic religion, he 
did not manifeft his zeal by fire and fword, although often 
folicited to make uTe of thefe expedients ; but endeavoured 
to reconcile the difterenccs in religion, by force of argument 
and tru^h, in pacific conferences and councils. Above all 
things, he was fcrupuloufly obfervant of his word ; infomuch 
that having once promifed a gratification to an old officer, 
who afterwards rendered himfelf unworthy of his favour, he 
performed his*promife, faying, that he ought to have more 
regard to his own word and reputation, than to the demerits 
of the delinquent * (E).

TpERDINAND was fuccceded by his’ fon MaxhnUian^ Maxim - 
who was born at Vienna^ and educated in Spain with his Han y?/f- 
uncle Charles the fifth, in vvhofe army he made the firft ceeds him

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campaign, duringthe war with He likewife fignalized 
his courage in that which was carried on with fome of the 
princes of the empire ; aiid afterwards opened the diet at 
Augihnrg by a difeourfe, which he pronounced in preience 
of the emperor, a^d the princes of the empire. When this qf- 
fembly broke up, he repaired to Spain^ where he efpoufed 
Mary^ daughter to Chftrks the fifth, and goj^erned that king- 
dom three years in the name of his father-in-law. At his 
return into Germany, he greatly contributed to the pacification 
at Paffau ; after which hp continued in Aujhta^ till the day 
of his father’s death. 

Wfi have akeady obferved, that he received the crown of 
Bohemia^ and was afterwards unanimouHy eledled king of the 
Romans at Frankfort ; yet his eleition had well nigh proved 
abortive by the death oifohn Jehhard^ eIe<3or of Cologne, who 
happened to die at that very jumSfure. However, the chap- 
of Cologne being defired to nominate a new archbifhop, 
Frederic count de If^eid \ff2iS chofen without delay, and im- 
mediately repaired to Frankfort^ where he affilted at the 
citc’tion 

MAXIMILIAN had attained to the age of thirty-feven 
when he afeended the imperial throne, fucceeding his father 
Firdinandy not only in his dominions, but alfo in his good 
qualities, particularly, his humanity, prudence, and inodcra^ 
lion. By his acquaintance wirh the Latin, German^ Fremh^ 
Italian^ Spani/h, and Sclavonian languages, he acquired a 
lurpriling facility in governing the different nations that were 
undei his fway, and in fupporling a correfpondcnce, which 
lie carefully maintained with all his friends and neighbours. 
In all (lifputcs, efpecially thofe of religion, he preferred paci- 
fic expedients to violent meafures, often obferving, that fpi- 
ntiial things ought not to be decided by the temporal fwoid ; 
and affirming, that thofe who efpoufed the contrary opinion, 
were enemies to union and tranquility. In confequcnce of 
TLe dtile humane difpnfition, the whold empire breathed nothing 
^ Meek- peace, if w*e except the difturbance occafioned by John 
lenburg Moert^ ^y:^zcA Mcckknhurg^ who all of a fudden interrupted 
htjvois the repofe of Germany^ by undertaking the fiege of Rojkek^ 
Kritock. againff which he w’as incenfed, becaufe, fince it was leitored 
A. D. to that houfe J)y king of Denmark^ the populace had 
been guiUy of dlveife infurredions, and the city being now 
c::hauiled by the plague, and othcrvwfe in a very fencelefs 
conditTon, the duke would not lofe fuch a favourable oppor-* 
tunity of icJucing them to fubjedion ; and, indeed, he

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made fuch advantage of the conjun<aure, that they were fain 
to fubmit^ in ordei to avoid their total deftrwSlion. It was 
accordingly agreed, that the duk^ (hould take polTelfion of 
the city with bis troops ; that the inhabitants fhould be main> 
tained in their privileges, and all other differences referred to 
the decilton of the emperor. The duke/however, finding 
himfelf rnader ©f the town, difarmed the citizens, and con- 
demned them to pay a fine of fwty thoufand rixdollars, and, be- 
headed two of their number, who had been ringleaders of the 
kft revolt. After he had taken all thefe neceffary precau- 
tions to fecure himfelf in the pofleffion of the city, his brother 
Ulric fet up a claim to one half of the a^quilllion, and 
the other refultng his demand, threatened to fupport his right 
by force of arras j but the affair was accommodated by the 
authority of die emperor, who prevailed upon them to agree 
that they {hould poflefs the town in common, and that the 
inhabitants {hould pay the fame homage to both \ 

Wha'SEveR. inclination Maximilian had to cultivate 
peace on all fides, he was obliged to arm againA John Sigif- ror a^s 
7nuHdy prince of ^fanJylvtiTiiaj who hid ifluiTied the title Q^gainji

fuch vigour and fuccefs againA %//«««</, that after having of 

taken f'okay, and fome other places, he would have driven Tranfd- 
hlm intirely out of bis own country, had not the progrefs 
his arms been ftopt by an accommodation, of the emperor, 
by the interceffion of Solyman the fccond, who proteiled Si- 
gifmund as his vaffal 

This war being, happily determined, MaxtmtUan repaired . 
to the diet he had convoked at Augsburg, which was opened ^ 
by a fpeech oi Albert duke of Bavaria, who, in the emperor’s yj,, 
name, offered diverfe propofals to the Aates for Arengthen- 
irg the peace with the ProteAants, and extirpating certaraburg.'* 
fels not comprehended in that peace j for executing the pre- 
ceding regulations of the empire, and abridging the tedious 
proceedings at law j and, above all things, he preffed them to 
refolve upon granting fuch fuccours as Aiould be fuificient to 
withAand the invafions of the Turk. Much time was con- 
' fumed in deliberations upon thefe fubjefls, in the oourfe of 
which fome of the Aates took occafion to acfufe Fredenc 
eleftor palatine, of profeflinga religion contrary to the Aa- 
totes of the empire; a charge, in confequenM of which, 
that prince in open diet declared, that he profeffed no enheg 
^ religion than that which was conformable to the doanne ot

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the prophets and apoftles, as contained in the confeilion of 
Augiburg^ and the apology for that confeiEon, which had 
bcert approved of in the Uft affembly of the Proteftants . at 
Naumburg, Nay, fo much was he afFefled by this accufa- 
tion, that by th^ hands of John Cajimir, his fon, he 
prefented the bible and confeffion of Augsburg to the Protef- 
tant dates, defiling he might be convicted ^f his error from 
thofe two books ; a propofal by which he fhiut the mouths of 
thefe envious perfons, who had thus impeached his charac- 
ter. This enmity againft the eledlor was fomented by the 
praflifes of cardinal Commendori^ who was fent thither by pope 
The pope fifth jcwith orders to proteft publicly againft the dif- 

preteftsa- cufEon of any religious point ; and in cafe the diet fhould 
gainji the proceed, notwithdanding that caveat, to threaten the whole 
difcujjkn o/*aflembly with excommunication> and in particular to declare,

iftgs a- former diet, iflued againd a certain gentleman of Franconia^ 
gainft called Grornbach^ who had been put under the ban of the em- 
Grom- pire, for having aflalGnated Melchoir Hobil^ bifhop and prince 
bach and of IVurtzburg. The decree, though iflued about feven years, 
John Fre- could not be hitherto executed, becaufe John Frederic^ duke 
deric duke of Saxony^ fon of the cledfor of that name, protefled him in 
^Saxony, his fortrefs of Gotha. However, as the impunity of fuch u 
criminal might be attended with very bad confequences in the 
empire, it was now ordained, that the duke (hould be compelled 
by force to furrender Grombach and his accomplices. Nor was 
this the only refolution taken upon the fubjefi ; for as it was 
well known that John Frederic granted his prote£tion to thofe 
criminals, that he might have a pretext for arming, and that 
the troops he levied were not fo much defigned for the defence 
of fuch malcfaflors, as for recovering the eleftotlUte of which 
his father had been 3 ivefl:ed, and even feizing upon the im- 
perial throne itfelf, according to the vain prediftioh of a ma- 
gician, who had acquired his confidence; for thefe reafons, 
1 fay, the diet refolvcd, that he (liould be purfued as a per- 
turbator of the public peace, while the emperor promifed to 
furnifh a body of troops fufiicient to force his town of Go^ 
iha, and make fure of himfelf and his fortrefs ; and as he 
thought the conduct of this expedition could not be en- 
tfufled with a more proper perfon than Augu/luSy whom hq, 
had Slready invefled with the eledtorate of Saxony ^ that prince >

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tras accordingly employed to command the army, and exe- 
cute the decree of the diet®. Maximilian^ having regulated 
all the interior affairs of the empire, earneftly exhorted the 
ffatcs to provide for its exterior occafions ; and, particulaily, 
to find feme means for oppofing the Turks^vf^o now again 
threatened Hungary ; for Solyman was actually employed in 
making preparations for revenging upon that kingdom the 
affront which he had received before Malta^ from whence 
he had, the preceding year, been obliged to make a fhamc- 
ful retreat, after a fiege of four months, during which he had 
loft a great number of troops. The ftates for this fervice 
granted fupplies fufficient to maintain forty thoiSfand foot and 
eight thoufand horfe ; and, as there was no time to lofe, 
Maximilian difrnifled the diet, and repaired to Vienna^ in or- 
der to m^ike the neceflary preparations ; for, by this time, the 
army of the Turis was faid to amount to two hundred thou- 
fand men. T:ie emperor exerted himfelf fo induftrioufly on 
this occaficTn, that he was foon in a condition to take the 
field with fourfeore thoufand foot and twenty thoufand horfe ; 
and having received intelligence that Solyman had already 
invefted Zighei^ pf which the brave count Zerini was gover- , 
nor, he marched diredtly to Javarin^ from whence he might 
obferve the enemy. But he was advifed to remain wholly on 
the defcnfive, without hazarding a battle; and while hy thT’" 
looked tamely on, the Turh had leifure to ruin all the for- Turks, 
tificaiions of thef city, and reduce the governor to fuch ex- 
tremity, that he refolved to fally out upon the beiiegcrs with 
three hundred chofen men, who, with himfelf, were fur- 
rounded and cut in pieces ; fo that the town was taken 
in courfe. Maximilian was no fooner apprifed of the fate 
of this place, than he made his retreat to Aujlria ; for which 
he is juftly Mcufed of mifeonduct, becaufe he might have 
taken advannge of that confternation which prevailed among 
the Turkijh .generals on account of the death of Solyman^ The death 
who was carried ofFby a fit of the apoplexy two days before ^/’Soly- - 
the town was taken, and AW/w, his fon and fucceflbr, being 
abfent, they were neceflarily involved in perplexity and confu- 
fion, l^caufe they had no orders to a£l, and knew not what 
meafures to tak&\ 

Before the emperor left Hungary^ he placed*ftrong gar- 
riibns in the principal towns of that kingdom ; fo that Selim^ 
forefeeing that it would be difficult to make much progrei^on 
that fide, was the more dirpofed to liften to the propofals for

John’pre- pi^i^^ned during life ; and, that" the pUce might never after- 
deric duke wards yield a retreat to the difturbers of their country, the 
^Saxony fortifications of the town and caftle were razed to fhe ground* 
condemned This affair being ended, Maximilian convoked a diet at Falde^ 
to perpetu- in order to take meafures for preventing the troubles to which 
al impri^ Germany might be expofed from the divifions and diforders 
fontnent. which every day increafed in the Low Countries. He had like- 
A. D. wife obferved, that fome princes of the empire intcrefted 
1563. themfelves too much in the affairs of iht Huguenots of Franop% 
to the alTiftance of whom, prince John Caftmr s, fon of tbd 
elector palatine, had already marched with feven thoufand 
horfe and three thoufand foot. He, therefore, took wife pre- 
cautions, and perfuaded the diet to iflue out feveral decrees 
for the maintenance of peace in Germany ; for that was the 
goal to which all bis thoughts and all his endeavours were di* 
reded. From the fame motive, he interpofed in a differ- 
ence, that happened the following year, betw^ the city of 
.Triers and the eleftor, who had never been afle to reduce 
the inhabitants to obedience. He pretended, that jthe town 
was immediately fubjed to him, as fuperior and foVereign, to 
whom they owed the oath of allegiance ; that it was his pre- 
rogative to lay the ncceflary taxes, eftablifli the maeiftracy, 
keep the keys of the gates, judge all criminal procenes, and 
order the laws to be put in execution. The citizens, on 
the contrary, alledged, that from time immemorial thefe 
rights belonged to them, without , depending on the ^rch- 
bi&op, except under certain conditions. The eledor, there* 
fore, (being he had nothing to exped by fair means, iii* 
veiled the town on the lixth of June^ and the fiege laftedf

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to the month of Augujiy when the emperor and the other elec- A. D, 
tors interpofed, in order to mediate an accommodation. Ac- 1569. 
cordingly they effcaed a treaty, in which it was ftipulated, that 
the archbilhop (hould raife the fiege j that he ihould do no 
injury to the perfons or effeAs of the inhabitants ; that he 
Ihould enter the city with fome companies of horfe and 
foot ; that the general officers and guard of the ele£tor (hould 
lodge in the place, and quarters be affigned to the reft elfe- 
wherc ; and finally^ that the difference (Iiould be referred to 
the determination of the emperor and eledors 
Maximilian''^ inclination for peace being perfeiElly ThePm^ 
well known, the Proteftants of the dates of Aujlf la^ tp whom teft Lints of 
he had formerly refufed the free exercife of their religion, /iu/lria 
refolved to take the advantage of his prefent difpofition for indulge 
obtaining that indulgence. They had the more reafon to 
expefl: fuccefs, becaufe at this time they had done him a 
very fingular favour, in cancelling a confiderable debt, which 
^ he had incurred by borrowing fums from them for the ex- 
pence of the war againft the Turk. In effeft, the conjunc- 
tion was fo favourblefor them, that, after preffing foliciu- 
tions, the Proteilant nobility were indulged with the free ex- 
creife of their religion in their caftles, cities, and villages. 

To this condefeenuon he was fwayed, not only by motives 
of gratitude, but likewife by a natural fweetnefs of difpofi- 
:ion, and a full perfuafion that conftraint and perfecution 
ferve only to widen the breach in all religious difputes. 

In confequence of this moderation, he could not, without 
peat pain and anxiety, hear the reports that were made of 
the horrible cruelties which the duke of Alva and Reguefenes^ 
great commander of Cqftile, praftifed in Low Countries, 
with a view to force the confcicnces of the people ; he, 
therefore, fent his brother Oharks to Philip king of Spain, to ^ 
intreat that V’mee to moderate thofe proceedings, left an 
entire defertion of the provinces Ihould enfue, and the ftates 
of the empire be afFefted by the evil example of fuch violence 
and p'erfecuiiqn. Thefe remonftrances, however, produced 
no efFedt j on the contrary,- the war in the Low’QountrUs 
began to rage more than ever, and in a little time was at- 
tended with thofe important confequences which ^re fo well 
known. • 

From the fame principle, he refufed to Charles x\\^ ninth 
France, the permiffion to make levies in Germany, for^dt- 
ing againft thofe of the reformed religion ; but the Protef- 
Jtams of Germany did not fail to fend fuccours to the Ilugue*

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^ifti of Franci^ being not only moved with fympathy and 
compaflion for their brethren in diftrefs, but alfo induced by

Though the emperor would not engage in this alliance 
of the Chriftian princes againft the Turk, on account of the 
truce which he had fome time before concluded, he, never- 
thelefs, took all neceft'ary precautions for the fecurity of his' 
Hungarian dominions. For this purpofe he concluded a treaty 
with John Sigifmundj prince of Tranjyhania, who thereby 
obliged himfelf to renounce the title of king of Hungary^ 
which, in imitation of his father, he had ufurped, and to 
acknowledge himfelPa vaflal of the emperor,' although he was 
tributary to the Turk^ but this prince dying in -a few days 
after he had ratified the treaty, Maximilian renewed it with 
Stephen Bathoriy whom the Turks of Tranfylvania had elefted 
in his place. 

The emperor not only fecured the peace of Hungary \n 
this manner,^ but alfo managed the ftates with fuch dexterity, 
that they were prevailed upon to cleft his eldeft fon Rodol- 
* 57 ^- phus^s his fucceffor to the crown of that kingdom. Then 
he returned to Fiennoy in order to fecure him in his fuccef^' 
fion to the throne of Bohemiay and afterwards to procurd

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. his being ele£led king of the Romans. For his fccond fon, 
he fixed his eyes upon Poland^ at that time vacant by the 
death of Sigi/mundy the laft of fhe houfe of Jngellous ; but 
in this .projedl he was difappointed by Henry duke de Paloisy 
brother of Charles the ninth of France^ ^ho obtained that 
crown in pr.cferetice to all his competitors. 

Yet MaxinMianh hopes were revived by the abdication 
of Henryy who^ in about a year after his elediion, abandoned 
this throne in order to afeend that of France^ the 'crown of 
which was devolved to him by the death of his brother. 

This fecond vacancy, however, was not more favourable to 
the emperor than the firft ; for whether heVas not induf- ^ j.

juccecds to ty-fourth year of his age, inherited the difpofition, and imi- 
th: wipe- tated the condudi of his father Maximilian \ for, during his 
fial throne, whole reign, he preferved Germany from thofe wars, which, 
after his death, embroiled all Chriflendom :• his foie aim \n 
maintaining the repofe of the empire by the union of its 
members being to provide a powerful refiffance agalnft the 
intidels. 

His brother, the archduke Matthias^ had already acquired 
fuch reputation for valour and prudence, that the prince of

The emperor was warmed with all his father^s zeal for the . 
Roman Cz^oWc religion, without that charity^and modera- ' “ 
tion which had induced Maximilian to indulge the Proteftants laJs ’the 
with liberty of confcience. He pretended, that thofe of Au- Protejiams 
Jlria had extended their privileges beyond the conceffion of Auilria 
which had been made in their favour ; and therefore abridged under re- 
them in the exercife'of their religion, which he confined to 
the country-houfes of certain gentlemen ; though he refolved in point of 
fcrupuloufly to obferve the pacification of Pajfau^ by which, 
among other things, it was ftipulated, that every prelate, in 
renouncing the Catholic religion, ihould be deprived of his 
benefice p. • 

At the defire of Philip king of Spaiuj and John of Aujiria^ 
at that time governor of the Low-Countries^ Rodolpbus had 
, fent ambaffadors to the confederate eftates^ exhorting them 
to liften to terms of accommodation, return to the ancient 
religion they had relinquilhed, and the allegiance which they 
owed to their natural prince. To this admonition they re- 
plied by a reprefentation of their grievances, and the oppref- 
fion under which they groaned from the tyranny of their go- 
vernors, who in the exercife of their power, had exprefly 
infringed the articles of the treaty of Ghent. They, therefore, 
implored the good offices of the emperor, and fent an ambaila- 
dor to the diet, which Rodolpbus had convoked at Worms^ in or- 
der to take cognizance of their affairs. Here Philip deMarnix^ 
fiznr-de St. Aldegonde^ who 'was their deputy, expatiated in a 
noble harangue upon themiferies of the Low-Countries^ and 
pathetically fupplicated the affiftance of the empire, which, 
however, he could not obtain, on account of the weight 
and influence of their oppreffors, who reprefented them as a 
fet of contumacious fanatics, in an aflual ftate 6f rebellion ^ ; A. D. 
fo that, difappointed in this quarter, they put themfelves under ^ Sei- 
che protedlion of Elizabeth queen of England.

The fame fuccefs did not attend his brother Maximilian^ 
who three years afterwards was elcded king of Poland^ by 
jfAxt of the ftates of that kingdom, vacant by the death of 
Stephen. He was obliged to fupport his claim by force 
agaioft Sigifmund^ the fon of John king of Sweden^ who was 
likewife eleded by a greater number, and that of the ftrongeft 
party. The two competitors taking the field foon came to 
battle, in which Maximilian was routed and taken prifoner 
by his antagonift, who detained him in captivity till next 
year, when he was releafed in confequence of having re- 
nounced his claim ft) the crown of ^oland^* 

AMURATH the third, notwiihftanding the truce which 
he had Venewed with Rodolphus^ without any provocation 
marched an army into the field, made himfelf matter of Re- 
pitchy Wthitsky and fome other towns of Croatia ; and even 
arretted at Tfieijfemlurgy Frederic Krecoviery the emperor’s 
ambadador, whom he ordered to be (hut up in a tower, 
where he foon after died. The emperor, provoked at thefe 
holtilities, and this outrageous violation of the law of na- 
tions, fent into the field with great expedition, an army con- 
fitting of five and forty thoufand men, which, having found 
the Turks between two rivers near Siffig^ an abbey and ftrong Ti^^Turks 
cattle iiv Croatuiy attacked them with fuch vigour, that they are defeat- 
were iniirejy defeated ; their baihaw, together with feveral 
Other oiScers and foldicrs, being either killed or drowned ; Sitteg. 
while the Imperialifls loft not above an hundred men. Atnu- 
rath no fooner received the news of this defeat, than he fent *593* 
thither another* army, which took Siff^g : then he marched 
another ttronger ttill into Hungary^ where it committed great 
devafiations, and took IVefprirty together with fome other 
places : but the emperor having reinforced his troops, they 
advanced towards Belgradey where a battle enfued, in which . , 
the, Turks loft upwards of twelve thoufand men.

They made divers regulations touching the levies, quarters, 
march, and pay of the troops : they likewife laid the cham- 
ber of juftice under certain refi:ri£):ions, and took cognizance 
of fome other affairs \ But with regard to the Lrw-Coun- 
triesy notwitbfianding the complaints that were brought to 
the diet from that quarter, they took no other refolution but 
that of deputing fome princes pf the empire to -the confede- 
rated Rates, in order to concert meafures for an accommo- 
dation. At the fame tinie, they intimated this refolution to 
the archduke Ernejiusy the emperor’s brother, who was at 
that time governor-general of the Low-Countries ; but that 
prince died the following year* before any thing of confe- 
quence could be tranfa£ted. The diet ended with the cere 
mony of inveftiture, which the emperpr conferred ' upon the 
eleftor of CologUy the palatine, the dukes of Pomerania and 
IVirtemhergy and fome other ftates, that they might peace- 
ably enjoy their principalities and fiefs. Then Rodelphus re- 
turned to Praguei in order to make the neceflary preparation? 
for the defencp of Hungaryy which was now become the ob- 
je£t of his whole attention, as the grand vizir Sinany gene- 
ral of the Turksy being reinforced with a powerful army of 
TartaYs^ had conftrained the archduke Matthias to raife the 
fiege of This vizir likewife had made himfelf maf-

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ter of the fortrefles of Thata and St. Martin^ and invefted 
Raab or Javertn^ of which he foo^ obtained the pofleflion^ by 
the cowardice and villainy of the governor, who, in confi- 
deration of a fum of money, delivered up that imporiant 
place. • 

This progrefs of Sinanj however, was ftopt by thofe 
troops which the emperor ordered to advance and reinforce 
^he army of his brother Matthias ; but that which chiefly 
contributed to the repulfe of the infidels, was the behaviour of 
Sigifmund Bathori^ prince of Tranfyhantay who quitted the 
fide of Amurath^ and engaged in a particular alliance with the 
emperor, by which it was flipuiated, that they ihould join 
their forces, and adl in concert againft the Turks, In the 
beginning of the following year, nathori engaged the vaivo- 
des of Moldavia and Walachia in the fame league ; and thefe 
three princes fo vi^oroufly attacked the Turks and Tartars^ 
who had entered their dominions, that few or none of either 
nation lived to return to their own countries. On the other 
hand, the archduke Matthias had invefted Graariy and given 
the direftion of the fiege to his lieutenant-general, (Carles 
count de Mafisfeld^ a brave and experienced officer \ and the 
Turks approaching to fuccour the place, a battle was fought, ^-^^Turks 
in which they were intirely routed with the lofs of five thou- 
fand men, and almoft all their leaders. The confequence 
of this engagement was the furreiider of Graan^ the ftrongeft 
place of that country j and this conqueft was followed by that ^ 
pf feveral other fortrelTes and caftles, which he took with 
extraordinary diligence and fuccefs 

The following year was not fo fortunate to theimpe* 
rialifts. Mahomet the third, who fome months ago had fuc* 
ceeded to his father Amurath in the Othoman empire, refblved 
to fignalize the beginning of his reign by fome great exploit ; 
and for that pufpofe marched with an atmy of an hundred and 
fifty tbou&nd men to the fiege of A^ria, one of the mpft im- 
portant places of High Hungary, At iirft the garrifon made 
a refolute defence, in expe£lation of a powerful fuccour, 
which the emperor had fent to them under the condu£k tk 
his brother the archduke Maximilian : but that prince being 
retarded by the rains and bad roads, the foldiers of the town, Agria fur^ 
who had been always licentious, grew impatibnt at tho rendered 
lay, and even compelled the governor to capitulate, and fur- to Maho- 
render the place upon dilhonourable conditions.

The archduke Maximilian^ being mortified with this mif- 
fortune, and inflamed with a dcfire of revenge, approached 
the enemy’s carftp, and harraflled them with all his power. 
At length a battle enfued, in which the I'urks were routed, 
with the lofs of twelve thoufand men, thttr artillery taken, 
and without doubt the a£lion would have been decifive, if an 
Italian renegado, who perceiving that the Imperialifis, inl 
fiead of purfuing their vidiory, amufed themfelves with plun* 
dcr, had not returned to the charge with frefh troops, by 
which the fortune of the day was reverfed, and the Germans 
put to flight in their turn. He would not, however, venture 
to purfue^hem farther than the field of battle; fo that the 
archduke, prince of Tranfylvania^ Tieffernbach, and other offi- 
cers, had time to rally their forces, and'rccolJe< 5 f themfelves 
from the confufion produced by this check, which coft them 
five or fix thoufand men. After this battle, Mahomet feeing 
his army greatly diminifhed by the fiege of Agria^ and this 
laft encounter, refolved to return to CGn/iantinopkj 
abandoned himfelf to his pleafurcs. , 

He left ten thoufand men in Agria^ and (hared the com- 
mand of the reft of his army among his generals, who were 
fo much divided by jealoufy, that they could not a6t in con- 
cert, and when the fultan retired, gave themfelves no farther * 
concern about the progrefe of his arms. This negledl hav- 
ing raifed the fpirits of the Imperialifts and Hungarians^ they,

Having concerted the meafures with a French gen- 
tleman, whofe name was jjiey, applied a petard to 

one of the g^es, which being burft open, the troops entered 
the place, and made themfelves mafters of it, after an ac- 
tion yvhich lafted four hours, during which fixteen hundred 
Turks were killed upon the fpot, and feven hundred taken 
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prilbners. The archduke Matthias, who commanded 19 
Lower Hungary^ pradlifed the fame expedient, with the fame 
fuccefs, VilBuda^ where he found a great booty, with up- 
wards of eighty pieces of cannon, and delivered feven thoufand 
Chriftians from flavery : but he was obliged to retire widi- 
out having reduced the caftle ; and that mifcarriage pro- 
voiced him to fet ithe town on fire. In order to revenge thefe 
inlults, the Turks and Tartars^ to the number of an liundred 
anS fifty thoufand, entered Upper Hungary^ with a rcfolution 
to force the town of JVarodln^ which was defended by AM- 
chior de Redren baron de Frudland^ grand marflial of tho 
archduke with agarrifonof two* thoufand fol- 

diers, allifted by the inhabitants. During fix weeks, he 
fuilain^d the fiege with fuch vigour, that the Turks were 
conftrained to make a fhameful retreat, after having lolf a 
great many men in different fallies from the place, in which 
no more than feven hundred fighting men remained when the 
fiege was raifed **. 

About that time, the archduke Maximilian was efta- 
bliflied governor of Tranfylvania^ in confequence of the cef- 
fion which Sigifmund Bathori had made of that province to 
the emperor, in exchange for fome dutchies in Silejiay with 
an annual penfion of forty thoufand crowns : but after Ba- 
thori had ftaid two months in his new territory, perceiving 
that the bargain he had made was far from being advantage- ^ p 
ous, he privately returned to Coiofoar^ or Clofomburgy in irngj 
Tranfylvania^ where he had left his wife, who was daughter 
of the archduke Charles of Aujiria ; and notwithllanding 
the levity which appeared in his difpofition, he was joyfully 
received by the ftates of the country, who dreaded the do- 
minion of the princes of the houfe of Aujiria^ whofe fway, 
they faid, extended to the fouls as well as the bodies and ef- 
fedls of their fabje£ts. Bcfides, they^were afraid that the 
young .prince might be provoked by a refufal to reclaim 
the prote£iion of the fultan, who would not fail to eftablifii 
hiiYi in his dominions at their expence

Danube upon tlie confines of Lower Hungaryy that, after gary. 
having repulfed the duke de Mercaeury who attempted to 
throw fuccours into Canifey they made themfelves maft^rs of 
that and feveral other places ; but the duke having received 
from the emperor a reinforcement of troops, vvhicb, together

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with his own» com|x>red an army of five and twenty thou- 
fand men, he refolved to take his revenge ; and advancing 
into Tranjylvania^ retook hf aflault the town olCronveijUhn- 
hurg^ and gained feveral other advantages over the infidels. 
Neverthelcfs, after, he retired, they renewed their attempts 
on this place, and next year reduced it again to their do- 
minion. r 

As aU 'thefe expeditions could not be carried on without a 
very great efFufion of human blood, both iides began to be 
tired of the war in Hungary^ and ferious thoughts of peace 
were entertained. A negotiatibn was iirft begun with Stephen 
Botfekay^ zxi Hungarian nobleman, of the Calvini/i perfua- 
fion, who, fince the defeat of Bathori^ and . his retreat into 
Poland^ had, with the affiftance of the Twr^f, feized the prin- 
cipality Tranfylvania and that portion oi Hungary which 
Bathori pollefied (H). « 

A TREATY was accordingly concluded between the em- 
peror, the ftates of Hungary^ and thisj prince Botfeiay^ im- 
porting among other things, that the Catholics, Lutherans^ 
and Calvinifts^ ftiould enjoy the free exercife of their religion 
in Hungary \ that Botfekay (hould remain prince of T'ranJyU 
vania during life ; that a peace fhould be negotiated with 
the T^urk j that the ftates of Hungary might, in the abfence 
of the emperor, choofe the archduke Matthias for their pala- 
tine or governor ; that all the other pofts ftiould be conferred 
upon the natives of the country $ and that the jefuits ftiould 
poflefs nothing of their own, except the prefents made to 
them by the emperor 

There was more difficulty in treating with fultan-Ai- 
meU who had fucceeded Mahomet the third ; for the nego- 
tiation lafted near two years, when at length an accommo- 
dation was concluded on tbefe conditions ; that the fultan 
ftiould treat the emperor as father, and the emperor treat the 
fultan as Ton, in all their letters and negotiations that the 
king of Spain ftiould (if he pleafcd) be comprehended in the 
treaty, as well as the Tartars upon the Turks afliirance, that 
they would forbear from making incurfions on the Chriftians i

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that this truce or ceiTatton of arms (hould continue twenty 
years ; that botfi parties {hould mutually fend prefents to 
each other every three years, and the emperor begin without 
delay, by fending one to the amount of two hundred thou- 
fand florins, which (hould afterwards be requited by another 
of the like value from the fultan ; that each (hould poflefs 
what he occupied, without pretending to impofe any other 
taxes on their new acquifltions, than thofe which they paid 
6erore the war ; that they (hould not, on any pretence what- 
ever, attack each other in any particular place ; that they 
(hould be at liberty to repair tneir refpe£iive fortrefles ; and 
that the agreement made with Botfekay^ prindb of Tranfylva* 
nia^ (hould fubfift in its full force ^ (1). 

These treaties being ratified by the two emperors, the 
ftates of Hungary aflembled at Presburg^ were informed that 
Rodolphusy on account of his infirmities, was neither able nor 
willing to vifit them, in confequence of their prefiing folici- 
tations, ^hat the affairs of the kingdom might be fettled on 
the ancient footing. They likewife underfiood, that in pre- 
judice of his brothers, he expreflfed a ftrong inclination to fa- 
vour and raife .the archdukes Ferdinand and Leopold^ his firft 
coufins, who were entirely under the direction of the jefuits, 
whom the Proteftants confidered as their declared enemies. 

Thefe reafons induced the Hungarians to invite and receive 
the archduke Matthias as their governor, according to the 
liberty granted* to them in the treaty concluded with the 
prince of Tranfylvania. Nay, in order to deprive Ferdinand The arch- 
and Leopold of any hope they might entertain of afeending dttke Mat- 
the throne of Hungary^ they, in confideration of the em- thias eleS- 
peror*s infirmities and want of iflTue, ele£fed his next h^w^^hiagof 
Matthias for their king, on condition that he (hould confirm 
all their privileges, and indulge them with the liberty of pro- 
fefling in public*, the new religion, which the greateft part of ^^^ 7 * 
them bad embraced ^ 

The report of this ele^Sion, and the conditions under 
which it was made and accepted, being fpread through all 
Germany^ the Proteftarits of Bohemia began to beftir them-

cure them in the <afne privileges. Matthias^ in confequence 
of this invitation, aflembled his troops without lofs of time^ 
and marched towards that kingdom, taking bis route through 
Aujlria^ of which alfo be endeavoured to make himfelf 
mailer. 

The emperor, irritated at this conduct, had taken mea- 
fures for oppoiing the deflgns of his brother ; but the eledlors 
and princes of 'the empire, apprehending troublefome confe* 
quences from fuch a difputc, fent deputies to meet Matthias^ 
to reprefent the danger that would attend his enterprize, and 
to perfuade him, if poffible, to liHen to terms of accommo- 
dation with the emperor, who (they aiTured him) was very 
well difpofed for that purpofe. On this afliirance he com<^ 
plied with their advice, and matters were managed 'lb much 
in his favour, by the interpofition of the princes, that a treaty 
was concluded and figned at Prague^ by which the emperor, 
for the fake of peace, yielded to him Hungary and Aujiria^ 
and even promifed to fecure him in the fucceffion to Bohe-*^ 
ntia^ provided he himfelf (hould die without male ifliie. In 
confequence of this accommodation, Matthias received the 
royal ornaments of Hungary^ by the hands of cardinal Died^ 
richjhin^ who prefented them in prefence of the archduke 
Maximilian^ and a great number of princes and noblemen : 
then he retired with his army towards V^enna^ which he en- 
tered in triumph. There he took poHeflion of the archdqt- 
chy, and ratified the truce with the Grand Seignior’s ambaf- 
fador, who afterwards repaired to Prague^ to obtain the fame 
ratification from his imperial majefiy. 

MjfTTHIAS^ hating beerr inaugurated by the Hates of 
Aujlriay returned to Hungary^ on the frontiers of -which he 
was received by the principal noblemen of the kingdom, at 
the heaS of ten thoufand men, who conduced him to 
A. D. Presburg^ where he granted authentic letters, confirming 
1608. *bem ill their privileges and liberty of confcience, and was 
afteru’ards confecrated with the ufual ceremony s. 

'The emperor in the mean time, indead of disbanding 
his troops, according to the agreement at Prague^ allowed 
them^to live at diferetion in the bifhopric Pajfau^ from 
whence they made incurfions into Bohemia^ ravaging the 
country, as they had formerly afted under the command of

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the archdulce Leop^ld^ his coufin-german. Thefe dircrdcri ^ 
gave diigvft to the ftates of the empire, as well as to thofe 
of Bohemia j and the Protefiants, Vho vvere the greateft luf- 
ferers, took occafion with thofe of Aujiria, to avail them- 
lelves of their number and ftrength, and oblige Rodoiphus by 
force to indulge them in that which they could not ob- 
tain by dint ofnntreaty s^d foIicitatioR. The conjun6lj;e 
' was the more favourable, a new quarrel, about this time, 
•Jia^ppened between the emperor and Matthias^ this laft hav- 
ing perceived that the other intended to make one of the 
archdukes of Grat% king of the I^omansy to his prejudice ; he, 
therefore, made preparations for oppofing thisfdefign; and 
RodolphuSi fearing that he would be joined by the Protef- 
tants, whom he was known to favour in private, was fain to 
redrefe their grievances. They were, accordingly, by letters 
patent, indulged in«liberty of confcience, and allowed to perorto thi 
build churches and fchoois upon their own funds, in any Proieftarirs 
place whatever, and even without the permiflion of the lord of xAuflria 
of the fief or high-juftice. a;/dBohe- 

Encouraged by this condefcenfiont the other Protef- 
tants 6f the empire folicited the fame indulgence, which be- 
ing refufed, they refolved to confuk their own fafety by other 
means; and a new alliance or aflbeiation was propofed. In 
a little time, this was aflually concluded between the prince protef ant 
palatine eledor, the duke of PVirtemherg^ Maurice landgr«^ve alliance^ 
of •marquis of Ofnosbach^ Frederic marquis call'd ths 

Badendourlach^ Chriflian prince of Ankalty and feveral other* e^vn^oeltc 
"JitHccs, together with the greateft part of the imperial lowms. u-uon* 
*^rhe alliance was dilSngui(hed by the nam* of the union, 
and the princes engaged it afTumed the appellation of 
correfpondents, of which the eledpr-palatine was declared 
the chief. This aflbeiation was oppofed by another, formed 
on pretence of prefervjjig the Catholic,^ Apoftolic, and Ro- 
man relfgioni by the electors of Mentz^ ColcgUy and Triers^ 
the archoilbop of Saltzburg, the bifliops of Bambi^'g^ IVirt- 
hurgy 'and Aichjiedt, the duke of Bavaria, who w\is confti- 
tued chief, the archdukes of Aujiria^ and others. It was 
called the Catholic league, and differed from the nature of 
of the union, in comprehending foreigners, fuch as the pope 
and the king of Spain : nay, the bilhop of Spire and the 
fieur Helfejlein were lent into France, to engage that crown 
in this alliance 

The chief motive that induced each party to take 
j>recautions, was the fucceffion to the dutchies of JuUers and

Bergue. dren ; but he had fevcral collateral heirs by his four fillers, 

Marla^Eleonoray^ Anncy Magdalen^ and Syhillay who were 
married in the families of Brandenburgy Neuburgy Deux^ 
Conufi a- pontSy and Aujiria-Burgaw. The ^rincipal^competitors were 
bout the John Sigifmundy eleftor of Bran^tnburgy fon of Anne', eldeft 
fuccejjionof daughter of AlberuFredertCy 7*larquis of Brandenburgy 'and 
Juliers duke of PruJJiay and of Mary-Eleonoray who was the eldeft 
of.thofe four lifters; and ^i^olfgandJi^iUiamy fon o? Philips 
Cleves. Ltwisy duke of Neuburgy and of Anne of CleveSy the fecond. 

Thefe two princes, though both of the Proteftant religion, 
openly difputed the fucceffion. As for John the fecond, duke 
of Deux-pontSy fon of John the firft, and of Magdalen of 
CleveSy third fifter of the fame duke JohnAVilliam ; and Charles 
of Aujlrtay marquis of BurgaiVy who had married the fourth 
called Syhillay they took no other than the ordinary courfe 
for fupporting their pretenfions. Befides thefe, there were 
other pretenders, namely, the dukes of Saxonjy as de- 
{cenddints orjohn-Fredericy eledor, and of Sybilla of Cleves y 
fifter of H^tlliam duke of Cleves y father of John-IFil/iamy and of 
his four fillers ; the duke of Neversy of the fame family, and 
the count of la Marcky marquis of Maulivrier ; but the dif- 
ferent claims of thefe three were of no importance *. 

, All thefe competitors publillied manifeftos, and the moft 
powerful of them prepared to maintain their right by dint of 
arms ; a ftep which gave great olFqnce td the - emperor, 
who complained of it in a mandi^t^'^addrefted to the council 
of Jultersy in which he obferyed, that the conftitutions of the 
empire prohibit thofe who have a claim upon any fief of Ger^ 
?nanyy from feizing it by their own private authority, but 
exprelly enjoin them^ to obtain pofleflion in the ordinary courfe 
ofjuftice; he> therefore, in fupport of his owa, dignity, as 
well as to prevent the evil confequences which may arife 
from the condudl of thofe who difregard it, forbids any of 
the pretenders to the fucceflion of Juliersy to take polTeinoii 
of their own accord, and cites all the claimants to appear 
within four months in his court, cither perfonally or by 
proxy, in ^rder to explain the nature of their feveral pre- 
tenfions. 

RODOLPHUS affirmed, that by the law of the empire, 
all flich fiefs ought to be fequeftered until the difpute (hould 
be determined, and this plea was not altogether w'ithout

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foundation ; but there is great reafon to furpcft his defign 
was to protradl the conteft^ and, in the mean time convert 
the fiefs to his own ufe. This fufpicion alarmed tiie marquis 
of Brandenburgs and the pi i nee of Neuburgs who in effed: 
had the beft title to the fuccefllon ; and Maurice landgrave 
of havi ng ofF cro^l his mediation, they embraced his pro- 
pofal of- referi-mTThe difeence to arbitration : in the mean 
time,/they agreed to repak together to Duffcldorps in order 
to aflume conjundtly the adm|jniftration of the efiates belong- 
ing to the late duke of Cleves^ Vnd to join their forces againll: 
all thofc who (hoiild attemptVo feize upon the fiiccciffion. 

This tranfadiion was agreeable to the regency of the coun- 
try, and ratified by the king of France ^ whofe protedlion 
they had implored 

An aflembly being at that time held in DuJJildorps 
duke and the marqfiis were received in that city by the ma- ^ 
giftrates. who refigned to them the government of the pro- g^Lden 
vinces of Jullcrs, Cleves^ of which they declared them legal J 

pofTeflbrs ; but it was not fo eafy to gain pofl'effion of the 
countries fituated on this fide the Rhine ; for while the ftates Neu- 
were fitting ^t»DuJ/eldorp, the party attached to the houfe of burg 
Jujlria^ had privately made themfelves mafters of Jullers, and declared Un 
the court of Vienna immediately kni Leopold o\' jiujtria thithtr gcil pajef- 
in quality of governor, with orders to rule all the depen- 
dances of the dutchy in the emperor's name. juliers. 

LEO POLIOS virtue of the powers with which he was 
jjiyejled, puWifhed an edidl forbidding the inhabitants to 
take theroath to tRC^rinces, on pain of confifeation of goods, 
and threatening all otlJlfM^who fhould favour their party with 
the pains of death. At lirfls this new governor behaved 
with good order and moderation, 'but at the fame time tam- 
pered with the garrifons ; and making himfelf matter of 
thofc places which were weakly guarded, furnilhed them with 
foldier^, atms, and provifions : yet he did not fucceed every 
whe;:c with the fame facility, for which reafon the emperor 
iflbed a new decree ftronger than the firft, declaring a/1 
princes guilty of le 2 ;e-majetty, and ordering the magiftrates, 
military officers, and foldiers, to abandon them, on pain of 
being put to the ban of the empire. 

The court of Vienna having taken this meafure, both 
fides prepared openly for war. The emperor and princes of 
his houfe were anxious to know in what manner /Vw/tv would 
intereft itfelf in this affair, as they well knew the event would 
be favourable to the caufe which that crown fliould cfpoufe :

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the archdukes of Flanders^ therefore, fent John Richardot to 
the king, and he was foon^ followed by the count of tioben 
Zollertiy in quality of his imperial majefty’s ambaiTador. 
Thefe two minifters reprefented to Henry the fourth, that the 
emperor had no cX^fign to invade the rights of the claimants ; 
but had fent Leopold to Juliers^ in order to govern the do- 
minions of the late duke, accordina* to the ’faVvt' of the em- 
pire, until the difpute about the ^cceilion fliould be^ fairly 
determined. f'' ^ 

HENRY had too much pe/ictration to be duped by thefe 
pretences ; he knew the an^ition of the houfe of Anjlria^ 
and was refolv^d to be a check upon its growing greatnefs. 
The matter was debated before the prcfident Jeannin^ by the 
two ambafladors o^.Rodolphus^ and the envoys of the princes 
fent thither to defend their caufe; and the king declared in 
favour of thefe lad, who had aiSfted him in his wars. He 
promifed to fuccour them in his turn, and a£lually ordered 
Ibmc troops to defile towards the frontiers of Chfimpagne, 
in order to fupport the marquis of Brandenburg and the duke 
of Neuburg K The houfe of Aujlria was not idle upon this 
occafion ; it circulated a report that the fo[e aim of the 
French was to enrich thcmfclves with the pillage of the pro- 
vinces in queftion, on pretence of fupporting an alliance, to 
which in eJfFed they had no real attachment : and this ar4i- 
fice in a great meafure fucceeded, by arroufing the jealouly 
of the Germans • 

While thefe things were in agitation, the city of Dona^ 
wert kindled a fort of a war in Suabif,t' ''l'\\G ProtcuahtsJ* 
who were the moft powerful party expelled the Catho- 
lics, made themfelves maftersj.'f ’the town, and rejefled all 
the propofals of accomm6\jation which were made by the 
emperor and his commifl'aries. 

Ix confequcnce of jhis obfimacy the. to wn ..was proferibed, 
bcfieged, and compelled to fue for peace, by duke of 
Bavaria^ who, though he could have taken it by a 3 ault, 
would not expofe it to the pillage of the troops ; but pre- 
ferred gentler methods to force, hoping, by this example of 
clemency, to prevent the cities of Uim, Nuremberg^ Nort-* 
lingen^ and the ether Proteftant ftates of Suahia^ from hav- 
ing rccourfe fuch extremities ; but he was difappointed in 
his aim, for they joined their brethren of Rohenna^ who, be- 
ing d^iily threatened with the lofs of their rclii^ious liberty 
and ocher privileges, were already in commotion; and all

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together complained of their grievances to the aflembly, 
which at that time was held Hall in Suabia^ by the 
princes of the evangelic union, who accordingly promifed to 
proteft them. 

These princes had aflembled to delibefrate upon the af- 
f 3 ^koLyuUers^/jiVi^^-<}XQ\o{k all of their perfuafion were pre- 
Jent. MfrfhBft,*^therc fuch a concourfe of princes, depu- 
tieSj^jftnd ambafladors, aA^g whom was the ficur Boijjtefe^ 
from Henry the fourth of rr^ce^ that the number of votes 
amounted to forty. They a^ed to undertake in good ear- 
neft the defence of the two p\nces pofl'elTors of Juliers and 
Clevesy to expel the fequeftrator, who had Tjcen appointed 
by the emperor, and for that purpofe befiege the city of 
//V;j, where he was eftabliflied. They likewife regulated 
the fcveral proportions to be contributed for this fervice, in 
order to facilitate vrtiich, the ambaflador of France promifed 
eight thoufand foot and two thoufand horfe, in the name of 
his mafter. 

The emperor, being apprifed of this refolution, called 
diet at Wlnhurg^ where all the ciedlors, princes, and cities 
of his party, were invited to appear ; and there meafures were a 
concerted for fupporting the archduke Leopold^ by means of a dUt at 
powerful army to be fet on foot. After thefe confultations, Wiiiburg 
nbthing was to be feen through all Europe^ but levies of 
troops and pre^^araiions of war, from which no ftate was ex- 
empted ; a circumftance which plainly demonftrated, that 
befides^ the ajairs of JuHerSj there was fome other great dc- 
fign upon the anvfiv’Ji^ 

This coiifideration^^^^ little time, obliged Rodolphus to A. D. 
convoke another diet 2X PrttgM^ whither feveral princes of 1610. 
both parties repaired : there, an^g other things, they pro- 
pofed a reconciliation between the emperor and his brother 
Matthias ; ihc' dedtOn of VTcing oi the Romans ; the re- 
ft itutipiT 7 ^jD<?w^w^r/ ; and an accommodation in th*: affair 
of Q^ves znd Jidiers. Touching the two firft articles, no- 
thing pofitivc was determined j as for Donawert^ it was or- 
dained, that without any exception, the elcdtor of Bavaria 
fliould leave the place in pofieffion of its former liberty, after 
having indemnified himfelf for the cxpences of the fiege. 

With regard to the affair of JuUerSj the errfperor propofed 
that the effates of the late duke yohn-JVilliam fliould be fet- 
tled upon the ele£lor of Saxony^ and the princes of his Jioufe, 
on condition that he fliould prove his title to be better than 
that of any other competitor ^ that nothing fliould be

Noi WITHSTANDING thc /^rocccdings of the diet upon 
this laft article, ALiurke prWtc of Orange^ and the prince 
of Anhalt, refplvcd to prc»fcAite their dciign upon Jullers;

This army was joined by twelve thoufand foot, and two 
thoufand horfe, fent thither by the king of France^ under the 
command of the niarechal la Chatre, and the place fo vigo- 
roufly prefl'ed, that it w’as fain to funendeV upon capitulation, 
and again delivered into the hands of the princes ot Piranden- 
hurg and Kt'?d>urg^ together with the other places belong-

Notwithstanding thefe tranfailions, both parties ex- 
preflfed a defirc of feeing this grand affair accommodated, and 
the city of Cologn was named as a proper place for the con- 
ferences : thither repaired feveral princes, who were friends 
to both fides, together with the ambafladors of the emperor, 
the kings of France and England^ the eledl or- palatine, the 
landgrave of HejJe^ the duke of Saxony^ and tbe united 
vinces.

Pajj'au^ as well as at Aix^ 
la*Chapelle» Thofe of Bohen!^ were likewife incenfed, on 
account of the inquifition whi A the emperor wanted to etta- 
blifh in that kingdom, and of tne mortificatiqps which they 
daily fuffered, in contempt of the privileges and liberty which 
they had formerly obtained. Thefe outrages they fuffered 
patiently for a long time ; but, at length, they could no lon- 
ger rettrain their r^fentment, when they faw the archduke 
Leopold march into Bohemia^ and furprife the little town of 
Prague, •where he cantoned thofe troops which he had obliged 
himfelf to difchargc, and evacuate the bifhoprics of Strasburg 
and PaJJau. 

Upon this emergency, they had recourfe to king Mat- 
thias, who prdmlfed to aifitt them \ and, in confequence of 
this promife, aiiually marched into Bohemia at the head of 
his army, refolving to oblige the emperor to withdraw his 
troops, and adhere to all the articles of his agreement with 
the Protettants. Accordingly, Rodolphus, alarmed at the ex- 
peditious march of his brother, and the number of his forces.

embraced the terms of accommodation that 
were propofed : an(j'%:,was, among other things agreed, that 
the troops of the zxch6\x^::,^^pold ttiould be forthwith paid 
and disbanded ; and that thert^t(^ants ttiould be maintained 
in the liberty of confcience and other privileges which had 
been granted to them h erctoforig. But as the principal aim 
of Matthjpks iti tills expedition was to* profit by the conjunc- 
ture ylfTecuring to himfelf the crown of Bohemia, he ma- 
nage the pufillanimity of Rodolphus with fuch dexterity, that 
this weak prince confented to refign that kingdom in favour of is pro • 

his brother, and atttually ceded it by an authentic deed, in claimed

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ceremonies which were obferved at Pmburg when he' was 
crowned king of Hungary *1. 

The emperor, having feus divefted himfelf of the king- 
dom of Bohemia^ refoived likewife to transfer the fmall 
trouble he took (^ncerning the affairs of the emptre upon a 
king of the Romans^ who fliould well acquit himfelf of^the 
charge. For this puepofe, he

The diet, however, fent ambafTadors to Prague^ where

be held in the beginning of the fpring. They^exprefied their 
dif.ipprobation of the ftep which Matthias had taken with re- 
gard to the emperor, whom, neverthelefs, they, in feme 
meafurc, blamed for the mal-adminiftration of affairs ; ob- 
ferving, that the caufe of a great many diforders had been 
h’S omitting to imitate his predeceffors, in communicating 
the mofl important affairs to the princes eleftors, who now 
befought his imperial majefly to let then]rJ{^^W'“Whcit*-<r.v^^ 
tended to fix his abode in cafe he difpofed to leave 

Bolwnia, With regard to a of the Ramans^ they faid 
they would do nothing in concert with him ; and 

that as they were inclined to pitch upon fome prince of the 
boijfe of Avjiriay they begged^O- know^ . o^rfon whom he 
wiflied to fucceed him on the throne *. v... 

To thefe rcmonflrances Rodolphus replied, that lie R^uld 
be glad to fee another diet convoked in fome place where he 
could be perfonally prefent, before they fiiould proceed to 
the cleflion of his fucceffor. Mean while, however, the 
clcflors agreed among themfelves in private upon the perfon 
to be elected kjng of the Romans^ having chofen him from 
the number of the competitors, who were king Matthias^ the 
archduke Ferdinand of Gratz^ the archduke Leopold of In- 
Jprucii^ 2nd Maxhnilian dqke of Baraaria \ but the decifion of

year. During this interval, Matthiai married the archdut- 
jEhefs Ann Katharine of Infpriuky his own cou fin 'german ; 
and the nuptials were folemnized at Viennd^t'xxh great mag- 
niflHence, though tl)r, emperor could not be prelent on the 
jOjCaTic^^ ^ 

Thj^t prince, who, by thp infinuations of Tycho Brahe y was 
rendered jealous of his neareft'kriations, became every day more 
and more melancholy and didr^ful, infomuch as to (hut him- 
felf up in his palace, from whic^ he never ftirred, not even 
to church, till at length he was feized with a fwelling and 
inflammation in his legs, of which, in a few weeks, he died The empe* 
unmarried in the fifty- ninth year of his age, and in the thirty- ror dUs, 
fixth of his reign, leaving to his fuccellbr abundance of 
gold and filver, together with a great quantity of jewels. 

This prince was of a middling ftature, and plealing af- Hispor- 
pedl ; reifiarkable for a fweetnefs of temper, a vivacity of trait and 
parts, a delicacy of judgment, and an uncommon extent of ebaraaer. 
capacity and underftanding, by which he had acquired the 
reputation of ay accomplilhed prince before he afeended the 
imperial throne ; while, by his zeal for religion, be bad 
captivated the affeilions of his people. With thefe advan- 
tages he began his reign, the happy prefages of w^hich were, 
however, foon falfified by his future condudl; for, as he 
advanced in agej he proved himfelf altogether unfit for go- 
verning his dominions either in peace or war. His chief at- 
'w5?^groiil43j3y the fciences, particularly the fiudy 
mechanics ; to whicSf'^lu?^ was fo much addi£led, that he 
nt whole days in the (hops ""s^dock* makers and turners. 

^His palace was filled with chymili >5 and one of his princi- 
pal amufements confifted in the praftice of that art. He 
pafled many leifaM»-4>o w ' s T n - t lie ftablfiS among his horfes, 
which great delight in contemplating j and often

Thefe occupations, fo unbecoming an 
emperor, joined with a natural timidity, infpired his enemies

(K) Notwithftanding thefe authors reprefent him as one of 
in his charaQer, fomp the beft princes that ever wore 
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MATTHIAS^ being advertifed of the emperor’s death, 
fet out immediately from Vienna, with his queen and feme 
noblemen ; and arriving at Prague on the thirtieth of Ja- 
nuary^ caufed one Rufeius to be apprehended for having fa* 
voured the fa<5ltbn of the archduke Leopold in Bohemia, and 
abufed the authority of the emperorjjy jevying large j^tri- 
butions in that kingdom. He accotiiiH^^^wi^siiCccu^igd 
with fuch rigour, as looked mo^likc the rancour of f^rfonaf 
enmity than the regular enquffy of juftice ; and the^oor 
man, believing his adverfari^ implacable, made away with 
himfelf privately, in order tg avoid the difgrace of a public 
execution. This eftecl of nis defpair confirmed the accu- 
lations that were brought againfl him. His body was deli- 
vered to the executioner, by whom it was difmembered, and 
his quarters expofed upon gibbets. An example of revenge

immediately after the death of Rodolphus, the eleflor 
of Saxony publifhcd a diploma in the provinces which fol- 
low the Saxon law, announcing the emperor’s d.eceafe, ex- 
horting the nobility and people to keep the peace, and have 
rctfourle to his tribunal for the decifion of their affairs. As 
Frederic the fifth, eleflor-palatine, was not yet of age to exj 
creife the vicariate, and take upon him the government of 
his own dominions, John count-palatine, duke of Dtux ponts, 

ai^ed 
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afted as his tutor, by the appointment of his deceafed father ; 
but Philip-Lewts^ count palatine, iduke of t^euburgy difputed 
with him this prerogative, as being nearer in blood to the 
elector ; and thefe two feparately publKhed^ their patents as 
vicars and adminiftrators of the empire y. 

l^the^mean timr, ihe archbiuiop of Mentz fummoned 
elecLui5 repair to Frankfort upon the Maine y by the 
fourrf:"*Sth of May^ in ordcr\to elect a king of the Romans ; 
and he himfelf was the firft wF^p arrived at that place with a 
grand retinue. He was foon fallowed by all the other elec- 
tors, except the marquis of Bra.idenburgy who*commiffioned 
Adam PutlitZy marthal of his court, to reprefent his perfon. 

After much deliberation, in the courfc of which Albert of Matthias 
Aujirlay Maxmilian of Bavaria^ and the duke of Savoy^ is eU^ed 
were feverally propofed, Matthias was at length clcdted em- emperor. 
peror, and crowned with uiiiverfal applaufe. 

Haviijc obtained the imperial dignity, he recommended 
union and peace to the electors, princes, and ftates, protett- mends una- 
ing that his chief care (liould be to re-eftabli(h and main- nimi/y to 
tain the tranquility of the empire. He then fet out for thepriuces^ 
Prague^ where -he employed fome months in regulating the 
affairs of that kingdom ; and thefe being fettled, repaired to 
Viennay where he fixed his refidence. 

During his ftay at Prague y he had difpatched Negroni to 
the Othoman Poi^te^ to complain of the enterprizes of Bathoriy 
and of the proteilion which was granted him by the fultan. 

This rnin^ ft^ i j^ hping introduced to the divan, the prime vizir 
■^d^ccTfhe fecretary read the articles of peace concluded 
/between the Grand SeiguLr and the zxsvp^iox RodolphuSy as 
f Negroni affirmed, that, accorJiftgvto the treaty, Botskai dying 
without heirs male, Tranfyhjania ou^ht to revert to the houfe 
of Aujlria.

producj-^lSie two original treaties, figned by both parties, in 
which'' the article in queftion was inferted. The vizir de- 
clared that Botskai had no authority from the Porte to infert 
fuch a claufe ; Negroni replied, that the bafhaw Amurath 
had a£f ually figned the copy in which it was contained ; the 
difpute lafted a full hour, and at length the determination of 
the affair was poftponed, until iVir^rew/ fhould ’receive new 
in(lru£lions from the emperor % 

About this time, an ambaffador arrived from Perftay^zrA

MATTHIAS anfwcred, that he 4 »ajLthe flrongeftJe^ina- 

tion to maintain the fricndfhip wtTich hiPbr8?ftPllp2S^ 
trafied with the fopbi ; that ^he rebellions in had^ 

obliged his predeceffor to m^c peace with the Ti/rifj but^ 
in all probability it would 09^ be of long continuance, as the 
empire woulcji be under the/neceffity of undertaking the de- 
fence of Moldavia and Trarifylvaftia^ which the Turks had 
already begun to harrafs ; that at the next diet he would 
concert mcafures with the princes, for reftoring the tranqui- 
lity of thefe two provinces, and make the fophi acquainted 
with the refolutions that fhould be taken on that fubjcdl. 
The ambaffador returned to his own cc^ntry with this an- 
fwer, and was accompanied by Adam Dormy in quality of - 
the emperor’s refident at the court of Perfia. 

As for the Mufeovite minifter, he befought his imperial 
7 hi Ruf- majefty to interpofe his mediation, fo as to terminate the 
fizxi^fue vvar between Mufeovy and Palandy and to beftovv upon Rujfia 
for the m- 2i prince who fhould re-eftablilh the quiet of that country, 
fever's pa- ^vhich had been for many years diflblated by the tyranny of 
mmge dukes. He then expatiated upon the puclties of Borhy ' 

HemeiriuSy Zaiskiy and other arbitrary prmces, Whofe 
cxceflcs (faid the envoy) authorize oujl fenat e to claim 
<< your proteiiion, and intreat that^V^e^aynTTve^SccOTS/S^ 
“ to our own laws, under a {)ri^" of your appointing, wlu* 
fhall rule his fubjeds in Fruity and peace.’* 

MATTHIAS, having heard this addrefs with fecret plea- 
fure, promifed to fatisfy the Mufeovi tesy and even to employ 
*1613.' his whole power iriF retrieviiig'trftirT^e'&crrshi^ in order to 
be more certainly informed of the fituation ofSji>c«r affairs, 
font Peter Herman into Mufeovy along with the ambali^dor 
In the midft of thefe tranfadions, Elizabeth princefs of 
England was married to the elcdor- palatine, and the nuptials 
were folemnized at Heidelberg with great magnificence ^ 
While the palatine houfe was filled , with rejoicings on 
account of this event, that of Avjlria was extremely con- 
cerned and perplexed about the demands of XhtOthomanPotte. 
The Turk lent a chiaoux to Matthiasy to congratulate him 
upon his acceifion to the throne, and at the fame time, to

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demand the ceffion of Tome cities and towns depending upon 
Strigonia^ with an entire renunciation of bis preteniions to 
Tranfylvanla. Gabriel Bathorij the pfefent vaivode, faw him- 
Iclf threatened with the lofs of his principality ; and as he 
did not know which fide to efpoufe, employed all his addrefs rp 
in ac^iring the good.-will of both the emperor and fultan. 

He^Tit d.::oivies t# each, and loaded them with prefcnts 
"‘Sazzle the eyes of thefe two ^princes, or at leaft to fiifpcnd ” 

•their differences; and his ertypy 2X. Vienna agreed with the 
emperor’s commiffaries, that B^^hori lliould receive imperial 
garrifons in his towns, provided Tranfylvania ftiould be at- 
tacked by the Turks^ from whom ‘the emperor Cxpefled no- 
thing but war ; for they had afiembled an army at Jdriane^ 
ple^ and there was great reafon to believe they intended to 
ufe it either againft Hungary or Tranfylvania* 

MATTHlkS was* provided with troops to oppofe the 
threatened irruption ; but as he could not introduce Ger^ 
man foldiefs into Hungary^ without the confent of the ffates, 
he convened an aflembly at Preshurgy and defired them to 
repeal the law by which it was enafied that no foreign troops 
fhould enter thf Kingdom ; for he obferved that Hungary 
was not powerful enough of itfelf to fupport a war againft 
the Turks and promifed that his German troops mould 
commit no irregularities in the kingdom. 

- This propofal met with ftrong oppofition from the pala- 
tine and rroteftahts, who were afraid that the emperor, un- 
der pretence of defending Hungary againft the Turksy would 
cftabliQiing an arbitrarv authority, and 
ji^ideftroying the privileg'e3Lof the kingdom (M), However, 

"ifter long and obftinate debaLvs^ the aflembly thought of a 
medium to qualify this article troops ; and it was 

agreed, that upon a rupture with the Turky the emperor as 
their king, foldi^rs in Hungary/y on 

condition if the captain was z Germany the lieutenant 
fhould an Hungariany and the pay of both be equal. 

Then they reduced the fubfidy which the emperor, demanded ; 
but in order to make him amends, granted to the emprefs one 
hundred and twenty thoufand florins, for the coronation of 
that princefs as queen of Hungary. Accordingly that cere- 
mony was performed by cardinal Fortgajh in prcfonce of the

MATTHIAS j in imitation of the preceding emperors of 
his houfe, employed all his induftry and addrefs in re-uniting 
the Proteftants with the Catholic church ; but all his endea- 
vours proved unfuccefsful, and fervid o«tly to cool the^^ard 
which Lutherans had entertainea for hi# perll>n,*lfiid dsiQn 
to detach them from his interefts. This alteration Sjje had 
occafion to fee too plain, in ^eir behaviour at the ^uing ' 
diet, which was held at Patisbon. In the letters of convo- 
cation, the emperor afllired^. the members, that his foie aim 
was to appeale the troubles of Germany^ and reftore it to the 
fruition of its ancient fplendor ; to re-eftabli(h the vifits of the 
imperial chamber ; augment the number of afTelTors ; abridge 
the proceedings at law, which chicanery had multiplied to 
cxcefs ; to reform the coin, which wa? very much debafed ; 
and to promote a fprrit of unanimity, that all the forces of 
the empire might join together againfl the common enemy"*. 

The diet w’as opened by the landgrave of Hejfe^ who in a 
fhort fpeech touched upon the different fubjefts which were 
to fall under deliberation, and referred the laffembly for fur- 
ther particulars to the emperor’s fecretary Duckery who 
harangued upon the care his imperial majefly had always 
taken both before and after he afeended the throne, to main- 
tain peace in Germany: he expatiated upon the abufes which '* 
had crept into the courts of juflice, and the.neceffity of op- 
pofing the enterprizes of the Turks ; h e^ro pofe d a fubfidy 
of five years to be levied in the domirfions of the rjgr' 

defraying the expence of a vvar ^gainft thefe infidels ; anc’ 
gave them to underftand, tbafnis imperial majefty would com- 
mand the troops in perfon, and chearfully expofe his life and 
fortune for the fafety of his fubjefls. He then made a tranfi- 
tion to the coin ; ex^plained thx^ira^effi«TO«<^)f ^ directors ; 
exhorted the princes to recoin their money, antKrv^rlucc it to 
the juft value, fo as that trade might no longer fuff^r from 
that defe 3 : he afterwards enlarged upon the maintenance 
of four thoufand horfe, and twenty thoufand infantry, a pro- 
portion which had been long ago fettled in the matricular 
book, though always very much neglefled ; and he concluded 
by admoniffiing the ftates to agree among themfelves, about 
the ceremonial of their fitting in the diet, which had often 
produced difputes that retarded the bufincfs for which they 
had met ^ 
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Before thefe points were difeufled, the Proteftants pro- 
fented to the emperor a memorial, containing divers com- 
plaints againft his privy council, which, they faid, arrogated 
to itfelf the cognizance of religious affairs, contrary to the 
ancient conftitutions of the imperial chamber;;* which regulated jviai- 
the gower of every jurifdi<Stion, referving to the emperor and ihias. 
hi^ounJl, no more than the articles of inveftiture of the 
hefs, a«id the power of executing treaties of peace. I'hey 
compHained, that the privy council ufually nominated com- 
miffaries to decide the differences on the fcore of religion, in 
the Proteftant ftates, and from them there was no appeal ex* 
cept to the council ; that the commiffarics we^re always Ro^ 
man Catholics, or if one was chofen of another communion, 
it was only with a view to fave appearances, the appeals being 
always referved for the privy council. They demanded that 
the prefident of the imperial chamber fhould be chofen indif- 
ferently from the body of Proteftants and Catholics, as well 
as the a(it:{lbrs of that tribunal, and the officers of the chan- 
cery ; and that there ftiould be an equar number of judges, 
profeffing each religion. They intreated the emperor to 
inquire into the; rcafons that induced the imperial chamber 
to refufc to regifter the decrees figned by the cleftor-palatinc, 
as vicJir of the empire, while the throne was vacant ; to lay 
injundlions upon that chamber to be more obfervant of the old 
and new conftitutions ; and forbid it to receive religious ap- 
peals, that flioiTld be brought by perfons who are neither the 
ftates nor members of the Germanic body. I'hey complained, 
ineiTX'ommunion, who were in polleffion of cc- 
f'ciefiaftic principalities, were refufed the rank which the Ca- 
tholics formerly maintained the diets, obferving, that it 
was an unheard of piece of injufticesto deprive a prince of his 
rank, becaufe he happened to be of another pcrfuafion. They 
deplored the cojidition Proieftajiis who lived in Ca- 

tholic ftatc/vT^s being grievoufly reftridled in the exercif: of 
their refigion, and expofed to tyranny and fraud in the exe- 
cution of their wills. Finally, they dcfircd that thofe of 
their communion, who held fiefs depending on Catholic 
churches, fhould no longer be obliged to t^ce the oath in 
the name of the faints; that in the diets and councils of the 
princes, where the Catholics were moft numerous, the deci- 
fions fhould not depend upon a plurality of voices ; and that 
his imperial majefty would maintain an equal balance ^hio’ 
all the provinces of the empire

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This memorial was received by the emperor, who pro«» 
mtfed to confer upon it wit^i the princes ; but, in the mean 
time, gave them to underftand that particular griefs ought 
not to hinder them from contributing towards the puUic 
weal ; and that Vtcr they Ihouid have deliberated upon the 
points which his fecretary had propofed,. he would e xam ine 
the nature of their complaints. 

The Proteftants, far from being fatisfied with this anfwerT" 
prefented a fecond petition, declaring that they coulcf'not 
ailifl; at the diet, until their demands Ihould be taken into 
confideration ; and the emperor, having confidered the arti* 
cles of this fecond addrefs, and advifed with the three eccle^ 
fiaftic eledtors, and the ambalTadors of the duke of Saxony^ 
fent an anfwer to the deputies, importing that he faw no 
reafon which ought to engage the diet in deliberating upon 
their complaints, before it fliould proceed to the articles pro* 
pofed in his declaration ; that as their diftreiTes did not in- 
tereft the whole empire, they could not exped that 'the con- 
ilderationof them Ihould take place of thofe meafu res which 
were abfolutely neceffary for the general prefervation of the 
empire; he, therefore, exhorted them to join, the Catholics, 
in deliberating upon the enterprizes of the Turks^ and pro- 
mifed to do them juftice before the end of the diet. 

The Proteftants ftill infifted upon the redrefs of their 
grievances, as a fubje£l which ought to take place of all 
others, becaufe a negledl in that particular ihight involve all 
Germany in a civil war ; and obferved, that the acb of former 
diets plainly proved it was the firft care^of 
compofe inteftine divifions, without which precaution no fa* 
lutary mcafures could be takpA^for the commonweal b. 

MATTHIAS^ who was in great want of troops and mo- 
ney, could not without chagrin behold the time confumed 
in fuch remonftranecs, which-fcrved only augment the 
troubles of the empire. He had already recefv€i,And re- 
plied to three memorials, and at length the deputies pre- 
fented a fourth, giving him to underftand that they had or- 
ders from their principals to infift upon knowing his final 
rcfolution touching their affairs.

in danger from the conduit of the houie of Aujlria. Find- 
ing the elcitor averfe to their meafures, they folicited the 
afiiftance of France ; but that kingdom was too liiuch en- 
grofled by its own inteftir.e divifions, to grant protection to 
Grangers, fo that they feparated without having brought 
matters to any conclufion j and the war amejng the princes, 
who difputed the fucceflion of JulierSy began to rage again 
with great fury *. 

MAlTHIASj after having a long time kept meafures with 
the Proteftants, now pulled off the mask, and refolved to 
make them feel that he was their matter. 'Bchemia was di- 
vided by two religions, namely, that of the Catholics, and 
that of the Calixtins, or defeendants of the HuJftteSy who were 
formerly fo powerful chat the emperor Sigifmund^ before they 
would own him as king of Bohemia^ had been fain to in- 
dulge them with a privilege, importing, that there (hould be

perfuafion. Maximilian the lecond encroached upon thi^ 
grants^by allowing Catholics to enjoy the freedom of the city, 
and their number confidcrably encreafed by the favour of the 
king’s officers, all of whom were of the fame religion. In 
the reign of Rodolphm the fecond, the Proteftants of Bohemia 
obtained the emperor’s edi6I for putting them and the Ca- 
tholics.upon an equality in all refpefts ; but the officers re« 
fufed to publifh the decree, which they deemed prejudicial to 
the Catholic religion \ and the court of Vienna was at no 
pains to enforce the execution of it : while the Catholics, 
under a prince of their own communion, occupied the firft 
polls of the kingdom, enjoyed the confidence of the fove- 
reign, and their clergy were reftored to the pofltffion of all 
the etlates of which they had been deprived by the Huf- 
/ttes ^ • 

This was the fituation of affairs \v\ Bohemia^ when the 
emperor •rcfolved to fecurc the crown of that kingdom to 
his coufin jPV;y//WW, archduke of GratZy fon of Chatles of 
jiujbiay brother of Maximilian the fecond, who was the pre- 
fent emperor’s fatheri. This prince was accordingly prefented 7-^^ 
to the Hates of the kingdom, affcmbled ZK Prague iot leer- 

purpofe, and recommended to their choice by the enfiperor in dinand is 
perfon, after he had given them to underftand that hh hxO’^ ele^ed king 
thers Maximilian and Albert^ who like himfelf were without Bohe- 
jffiie, had refighed their pretenfions in favour of Ferdinand ; 
and that his lolc view in this recommendation was to pre- 
vent the evils chat might accrue to the kingdom, in cafe it 
‘ Ihould at his death be left without an head. 

The propofal was embraced, and Ferdinand elc< 9 :cd king> 
on condition, neverthclefs, that during the life of Matthias^ 
he fliould not intermeddle in affairs of Hate, except by the 
emperor’s exprefs permiffion \ and havjng promifed to ob- 
ferve this ftipulation, he was folemnly crowned in prefence 
of Matthias and his emprefs'* (O). 

Notwithstanding the promife he had made to main- 
tain the privileges of the kingdom, the Proteftants did not fare 
the better for their new prince, but began to complain that 
the articles of their agreement, touching the exerciie of re-

when they might have been eafily fatisfied, the archbifliop 
of Prague ordered a church which they had built at Clofter* 
grab^ to be demoPifhed, and with more rigour than diferetion 
caufed another ^t Brunow to be (hut up. Theie proceed- 
ings induced feme noblemen of the Proteftant faith to com- 
plain of the outrage to the council which the emperor had 
left at Prague ; but they received a fupercilious anfwer, im- 
plying, that nothing had been done contrary to the privileges 
of the fubje£is, the edi6!s of the emperor, or the refolucions 
taken by the flates of the empire.

-ftrances, and demanded jufiice in a peremptory manner. 

Others who fat as judges were WiliiamJ&chlabata^ pre- 
tbrtfwn chamber, Jarowfaw Borfita^ count de Marti* 

from a Philip Fahricius^ fecretary of the council. Thefc 

wWtfw. members treated them with great infolence, and reje£l:ed their 
demands with contempt, which irritated the deputies to fuch 
a degree, that they rulhed upon them and thfew them head- 
long from the windows of a fecond ftory into a ditch, the 
water of which faved them from being hurt : they had even the 
good fortune to efcape fome (hot that were fent after them, 
and to reach Vienna without farther damage*. The bur- 
grave of Bohemia^ and Popel grand prior of St. Mary^ fuffered 
no infult, becaufe they had behaved with moderation to the 
remonfirants, who, therefore, condinSfed them in fafety to 
their own houfes. T'he count de la Tour^ who was the prin- 
cipal aflor in this bold feene, finding he had proceeded too 
• far to retreat, rode through the ftreets, attended by his aflb- 
ciates, and harangued the populace. “ I do not propofe 
•• myfclf (faid he) as your chief, but as a companion to ac- 
company you in that career, which will lead us to happy 
freedom, or glorious death. The die is already thrown : 
it is now too late to recal what is repaft, and mifery will 
** be your portion if you fufter yourfelves to be opprefled. 

Your fafety altogether depends upon your unanimity and 
M courage : you muft break afundcr your chains, or perifli

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by the hands of an executioner. If you take arms, and 
•f triumph over your oppreflbrs, you will be renowned for 
valour, and reap the delicious fruits of your refolution : 

“ whereas, if you tamely fubmit to arbitrary power, you will 
be treatrf with indignity, and punifhed as rebels.'* 

This fort of declamation met with univerfai applaufe; A.D. 
and many Proteftanis, who did not approve of the violence i6i8. 
ofFered to the emperor’s officers, forefeeing that his refentment 
would make no diftinflions, joined the party of the count, 
and ferioufly prepared for war. I'hefe were reinforced by the 
greateft part of the Catholics, who perceived that their new 
lung Ferdinand paid as little regard to the liberties of the 
realm, as to the complaints of the Proteftants. The whole ne Bohe« 
united body alTembled at the Carolin college, where they re- mians rr* 
folved to exadl an oath of the garrilbns and inhabitants of the 
three towns of Prague^ to fecure the caftle and furnilh the 
other fortrefles with troops. Then they elefted thirty direc- 
tors, wfiom they invefted with the fovereign authority, con- 
certed meafures for the fafety of other places, which they 
ordered to be fortified with all poffible difpatch, gave direc- 
tions for levying forces, and expelled the jefuits, togethetf 
with all the Catholics, who did not favour their condudi, and 
whom they branded with the appellation of enemies to the 
edidls of his imperial majelty. Finally, they publilhed a 
manifefto, that the emperor and all the world might be in- 
formed of the*jufiice of their caufe and condud, in chafti- 
fing thofe who were enemies of the ftate and perturbators of 
the public peace. 

MATTHIAS was extremely incenfed at the outrage^ 
which had been committed againft perfons of quality, in- 
veiled with his authority, as well as at the fubfequent pro- 
cecdings of the perpetrators ; but, as he no longer poiieired 
that adlivity of difpofition for Which j;ie had been fovmtvXy ly gentle 
remarkable, he was loath to proceed to extremities, until he metheds^ 
Ihould have tried gentler methods ; and endeavoured to re- 
claim the Bohemians by letters, edids, and declarations : to ^ 
which they paid very little regard ; for tho* in their anfwers 
the emperor's perfon was mentioned with refped, they boldly 
aqcufed cardinal Klefel^ bifliop of Vienna^ who was his prime 
miniller and favourite, of being author of all the enors of 
the adminiftration. 

KLESEL^ though a perfon of obfeure birth, was endued 
with a good underftanding, and an infinuating manneif; but 
he imperious and unquiet, an implacable enemy to thofe 

who 
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who thwarted his? defigns, and' much more apt to ruin ii king- 
dom alrc2^dy in diforder/ than to re-eftablifh its peace by a' 
wife reformation of abufes# He was not always hated by the' 
Proteftants of Bohemia ; on the contrary, they had once' 
paid great honours to him, as the perfon who had prevailed^ 
upon the emperor to indulge them with that edidt, by which 
they enjoyed the free exercife of their religion : but now,* 
being perfuaded that he counfelled to difregard that 

veryedift, and to invade the liberties and privileges of their 
country, they bitterly inveighed againfl him as the foie fource 
of all their grievances. 

At the fame^cime, Silejia abounded with malcontents, who 
complained of the fame opprefBon which had excited the 
troubles in Bohemia. Some noblemen were difappointed in 
the expedlation of certain dignities to which they pretended 
a right ; and feVeral benefices were beftowed upon Catholics, - 
after they had been taken from thofe of the other commu- 
nion. Thcfe impolitic fteps of the emperor had produced a 
fpirit of discontent and* difaffe£lion among the nobility, which 
. , gradually diffufed itfclf through the whole province, and at 
hiLntsTr broke out in open rebellion, foon after,, the revolt of 

Silefia Bohemians^ with whom the ftates of Silejia aftually entered 
the Bohe- alliance and confederacy. This was the beginning of 
jjjian a bloody war, that raged for thirty years in the empire, 
oonteuts. which iiiterelied almoft all Europe^ and was not determined 
till the peace of Wejiphalia. Ferdinand was of opinion, that 
the rebels of Bohemia and Silejia ought to be immediately re- 
duced by force of arms; but his influence did not as yet 
predominate in the councils of the emperor, who had refigned 
Bohemia in his favour, on condition, that he himfelf fliould 
retain the fovereign authority during his life : the fame claufe 
was inferled in the treaty of ceffion when he fettled him on 
the throne of Hungary^, which he had lately afeended. 

FERDINAND was difgufted at thefe conditions, which 
he knew to have been fuggefted by cardinal Klefel^ who, hav- 
ing always fit at the helm, could not bear to fee the fovereign 
authority wrefied from his hands, and therefore perfuaded 
the emperor to retain the government of thefe kingdoms. 
The new king, incenfed at his conducSl on this occafion, 
reprefented him as an ambitious and turbulent minifler, who 
had embroiled the kingdom of Bohemia on purpofe to ren- 
der himfelf the more neceflary to the cniperor ; and his re- 
monfirances being reinforced by the archduke Maximilian^ 
Matthias was obliced to remove him from court. 1 He was 
apprehended without his maftcr’s knowledge, ftripped of 
5 hk 
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bis cardinal's robes, and condijited tp thci confines of S//- 
r/tf, where fie remained five years a elpfe prifoner y (P). 

The count la Tour cpuld ijot have found a more favour* 
able conjunfture for the .accomplifiiment of his defigns, 
and accordingly took the advantage of at in ^afiembling 
troops, and forming his army. He put garrifons in all the 
dcfenfible places from which he drove the officers and fol- 
diers Y^hom he .fufpcfled of difaffcaion to the caufe, occu- 
pied all the pafles, eftabliftied magazines, collected money, 
and made all the difpofitions for a vigorous refiftance, 

The emperor, who was ftill unprepared fOT ufing force, 
propofed a general TLmnc&y io xhQ B^bmiam^ md promifed^r 
to re-eftablifli ,them in their prerogatives, and the free txtr-rousde- 
cife of their religion 5 but thefe advances produced no ef- fence. 
fe( 3 . La Tour was perfuaded that fooner or later Matthias 
and Ferdinand would revenge rhe infult they had fuffered in 
the perfons of their officers, and that there was no fafety but 
in the fmccefs of his arms ; he therefore demanded fuccours 
of the Proteftant princes, and opened the campaign in fuch 
a manner as flattered his party that he would foon free Bohe^ 
mia from the Aufirian yoke. 

CRUMLAJV and Budewitz are two ftrong places upon the 
Molde^ and form an important pafs from High Aujiria into 
Bohemia ; this the coi^nc de la Tour undertook to Ihut againft 
the Imperialifts, by making himfelf^ mafler of thefe towns. Takes 
which declared for Matthias, He accordingly took Crum* Crumlaw 
law by aflault, and fummoned Budewitz to furrender ; but h ^J/bult.

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this place withftood all his threats and folicitations ; and ds 
he was not yet ftrong enough to beiiege it in form, he enf- 
camped in the neighbourhood, while Mansfeldy with another 
army, reduced the other places of Bohemia. 

This lad getieral, fo famous for his exploits in 
where he ferved the king of Spain^ was natural fon of the 
count of Mamfeld^ and renounced the religion of his ancef- 
tors, in order to embrace the Proteftant faith. He was brave^ 
enterprifingi and ambitious ; and though without money, 
arms, or edate, by his foie courage defied the whole power 
of the houfe of Aujiria* Wonderfully fruitful in expedients, 
and incredibly *boId in execution, he derived from his defeats 
more honour than victory cpuld bedow upon his conquerors. 
He was fober, vigilant, indefatigable, eloquent, and judi- 
cious, prodigal of his fortune, and covetous of wealth to ex- 
pend in the enjoyment of his pieafures. He lived replete 
with the mod ianguine hopes and magnificent defigns^ and 
died in a village on the frontiers of the Venetians ahd *TurkSj 
deditute of money and tefource, in a drange country, where 
his body could fcarce have the benefit of Chrrdian bu- 
rial* ((^). ^ , 

The archduke, governor of the Low^Countries^ fent a body 
of forces to the emperor’s affidance, under the command of 
the count de Buquoy^ already famous for his valour and difcre- 
tion ; but before his arrival the count de Dampierre had, by 
the emperor’s orders, entered Bohemia with the Aujlrian 
troops, and in his route made himfeif mader of Btjiritz^ 
Pilgramy and Polna. His defign was to pofi'efs the places 
fituated upon the river SaJIava^ that he might make incur- 
iions to the very gates of Prague \ but this projefl was dis- 
concerted by the activity of La Tour^ who after fome skir- 
midies, in which the lofs was pretty equal on both Tides, 
hampered him in fuch a manner, that he was obliged to re- 
tire for want of provifions. 

Mean while, the dates of Bohemia demanded fuccours of 
the Protedant princes of Germany. The ^ileftam furnilhed

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them, with fix thoufand men) under the command of the 
count de Swenbecci ; while the count de Hohenki levied fome 
excellent troops for their fervice, in the dutchy of BrunfvJuk^ 
and the Dutch promifed to fupply them as loon as poflible 
with men and money. In a word^ their arifiy foon amounted 
to thirty thoufand foldiers, for the moft part veterans^ and 
commanded by experienced officers. 

THfi count de Buquoy likewife invaded Bohemia^ by the ^otb ar^ 
frontier of Moravia^ and made himfelf mafter of Tentfchbrod 
and fome other places, which having fortified with troops 
and provifions, he went to join the count de Dampierrey re- 
folving to engage the Bohemians^ whom accortlingly he found 
drawn up in excellent order upon the two banks of the 
Molde. Aftonilhed at the number and countenance of the 
Proteftant forces, he durft not hazard a battle, nor even ad- 
vance farther into nhe country ; but was fain to retrench 
himfelf under the cannon of BudewitZy in order to wait for a 
reinforcement from Fiennay which, however, was not fuffi-‘ 
cient to put him on a footing with the malcontents. 

The emperor, finding himfelf too weak to cope with them 
in the field, thought proper to oft’er them an accommodation, 
which had been propofed by the princes of the empire alTem- 
bled at Rothembourg ; and the duke of Bavariay together with 
the cledlors of MentZy Saxonyy and the palatinate, were 
chofen arbitrators of the difference Matthias pitched upon 
Pilfen for the tongrefs ; but as that city was remarkable for 
its attachment to the houfe of AuJlrtUy the Bohemians de- 
manded that fome other place (hould be appointed ; and be- 
fore this difpute was decided, ordered Mansfeld to undertake 
the fiege of that town. Pilfen was one of the moft confider- 
able places in Bohemtay and tolerably well fortified for thofe 
times ; but its chief ftrength confifted in the courage of its 
inhabitants, who valued themfelves upon having formerly 
fuftained a* fiegc of ten months, againft Ziskai the famous 
chieftain of the Hujfttas. The importance of this town, 
and the wealth which the Catholics in the neighbourhood had 
carried thither, as to a place of fafety, animated one fide to Pilfen is 
attack, and the other to defend with the utmoft refolution. hefie^d 
’ The befieged, of their own accord, reduced to aOies the hy Manf- 
magnificent fuburbs, which confti tu ted the chief ornament of feld. 
their city, thereby giving the affailants to underftand that 
they were determined to defend themfelves to the lajt ex- 
tremity.

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rAccORDiNGLY, the treiicbes were opeired, and the fieg,e 
carried on with uncommon vigour, while the inhabitants be- 
.haved with fuch obftinacy pf vaIouri» that they would have 
fuft'ered themfelves to be buried in the ruins of their city, 
rather than yields at difccetion, had not the melancholy defo- 
lation of the place excited the compaflion of their enemies, 
and induced Mamfcld to offer them their Vves, effedis, and 
liberty, provided they would take the oath of allegiance to 
the ftates of Bohemia. The condition was accepted, and the 
government of the town beftowed upon yohn-George de Sohns^ 
with whom Alamfeld left feven companies of foldiers, alter 
having repaired the works, and filled the magazines with 
provilions and munitions of war 

After, the lofs of PUfen^ the Imperialifls retained but a 
very few inconfiderable places in Bohernia^ which the ap- 
proach of winter would not permit the^ count de la Tour to 
inveft j fo that he cantoned his infantry at Neuhtrus, and in 
• the neighbourhood of Budewitz and Crumlaw ; While the 
count de Swenbecci^ at the head of the cavalry, made incur- 
fions to within nine miles of Vienna^ took and garrifoned the 
abbey of Swetal^ pillaged Hoefurty Vcltrc^ and fcveral mona- 
fleries, and carried off. a rich booty into Bohemia. 

The Proteftant cavalry, being chiefly compofed of Silr/iansy 
the emperor wrote to the ftates of that province, complain- 
ing of the diforders they had conmitted in Aujiria ; and re- 
ceived an anfwer, importing, that they only made rcprlfals 
upon the Aujhiansy who bad exercifed unheard of violences 
in Bohemia and SUefia ; .and that their aim in making Aujiria 
the feat of war was to oblige their enemies to iiften to terms 
The Pro- peace, and to facilitate the union of the Proteftanis of 
uilantsof country with their brethren of Bohemia. In effed, the

"the Bohe- waited for a fpecious pretext to declare • themfelves, 
mians. This they thought they (hould obtain, by building a fort 
upon the Danuhey in order to cut of the communication 
between Bohemia and Aujiria ; but the duke of Bavaria^ and 
the magiftrates of Paffauy complained of this tranfadlion to 
the emperor, w’ho ordered the Proteftants ro demolifh ihe‘ 
fort, and furniih the count de Buquoy with provilions and ne- 
ceffaries for his army. Though this order was ill received, 
Jc was, neverthclefs, partly executed, bccaufe the malcontents 
of Aujiria durft not yet pull off the mask ; and fuel) was the 
fituation of affairs, when the emperor died at Vienna

When he found himfelf near his end, he called heaven to 
witnefs that his chief defire was to re-e(labli(h peace in Bohe- 
mia ^ and addreifed himfelf to his fucceflbr Ferdinand in thefe 
words : If you wifh.to fee your fubjefls happy under your 

government, let them not feel the exertion of your 
“ power 

Immediately after the deceafe of Matthias^ Ferdinand^ 
his fuccclTor in the kingdoms of Hungary and Bohemiay mS well 
as in the dominions of Aujlria^ refolved, if poifible, to fuc- D. 
ceed him likewifb on the imperial throne ; and, that he 1619. 
might the more eafily accomplifh that aim, made advances 
towards an accommodation with the Bohemi^^s^ whofe privi- 
leges he, of his own accord, promifed to confirm } for this 
purpofe, he wrot9 to the dates of that kingdom, who, far 
from agreeing to the fufpenfion of arms which he propofed, 
took offence at the title of heir of Bohemia, which he aiTumed 
in his letter, and affirmed, that as their crown was eledlive, 
they had aright to choofe their own fovercign. He met 
with no better fuccefs in fummoning the dates oi Aujlria to 
come and take the ordinary oath of allegiance ; for they re- 
plied, the affairs of Germany were>in fuch confufion, that 
they mud hav^ time to deliberate upon the* fubmiflion whicn 
he required ; and it was not long before he underdood the 
true motive of this evafton, which was no other than the ne- 
gotiation of a treaty of union between them and the dates of 
Bohemia ^

which bad been made by the kings his predecefibrs, except 
thofe that might be contrary to the ordinances of Ladijkus ;

Evangeiics. Notwithftanding this mortifying repulfe, Fer- 
dinand would have willingly fupprclTed his refentment, and 
offered fafe-condu£f for fucb deputies as they (hould think 
proper to fend to Fienna^ in order to treat of an accommo- 
dation ; but he received no anfwer to this propofal, and the- 
war continued on Jboth fides with great animofity. 

The co\xi\t de B^quoy^ at the head of his ‘cavalry, daily 
alarmed the towns in the neighbourhood of Budewiiz and 
Qrumlaw ; and Kinfckit general of the Evangelic army, tak- 
ing the field with a thoufand horfe and fifteen hundred arque- 
bufiers, defeated a body of beydukes with great flaughter. 

.A«o.ot this periods the Proteftants of Moravia^ Sileftay 
Lufatiay and Upper Jujiria^ demanded the fr^ cxercife oi 
their religion ; and that, as well as the Catholics, jthey (hould 
bft admitted to the pofts a^d honours of their- fbveral pro- 
vinces ; but their demands being reje<&ed at the court of 
Viennriy a fpirit of difeontent difFiifed itfelf through all tlMc 
communion \ and the directors of Bohemia^ taking advantage. 

. • .of 
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this difpofirion, engaged them tafliake off the Aujlrian yoke. The Pro- 
The Evangelics of Upper Aujlria were the firft who afliimed tefiants of 
the title of ftates, and entered into a league with the Bohe- Moravia, 
miam ; and then the Proteftants of Moravia^ Silejia^ and Lu- Silcfia^Lu- 
fatia^ taking the reins of government in their (jwn hands, ex- f^tia, and 
pelled all the Catholics who feemed to favour the houfe of Upper 
Aujlria^ This revolution was facilitated by Henry count de Auftria, 
la Toury who, at the head of fifteen thoufand men^ advanced 
towards* MoravtOy reduced IglaWy TrehUhZy and Znaim^ in 
which laft place he left a good garrifon Cardinal de Ditrich- La Tour 
Jkiny who commanded for Ferdinand in that country, finding 
himfelf too weak to oppofe the irruption, ei^deavoured to *’*'^^^* 
amufe the Bohemians until he fhould receive a reinforcement; 
and with this view, fent one of h!s fecretaries to La Tour to 
know his reafons for inyiding Moravia. The count replied, 
that he had obeyed the orders of thofe who had a right to 
command him ; and that the principal noblemen of Bohemia^ 
who wer^ in his army, had come on purpofe to conclude 
with the Moravians a league ofFenfive and defenfive againft 
thofe who fhould prefume to attack their liberty, and change 
the form of their governmeot. To this declaration, thecar<^ 
dinal made anfwer, that he had no intention to thwart the 
ftates of Moravia ; that he had fent them the order of king 
Ferdinand to ailemble at Brin^ and would fign the general 
union with Bohemia and the other provinces, provided there 
was nothing in.it contrary to the fidelity which he owed 
to that prince. The afl'embly, however, was not held in that 
place, but at Znaimy under the protedtion of the count de la 
Tour. 

* DlTRICHSTElNy who maintained a private correfpon- 
dence with the fenate of Briny took the neceflary precau-’ 
tions to preferve that place for Ferdinand : he threw one 
hundred and twenty men into th^ caille of Spilbergy and or- 
dered the barons of Nachot and Val/l4in to aflemble their 
troops in one body, and join the count de Dampierre with 
the Hungariansy that they might march together againft the 
Evangelic army. This jundkion, which might have laid the 
count de la Tour under great difficulties, was prevented by 
the addrefs of that geneVal, who gained over to his intereft 
Stubenlojfy lieutenant of the cavalry which Nachot command- 
ed, and which by his example declared for the Proteftants ; 
fo that Nachoty being abandoned by his troops, retired towards 
Aujlria.. > Every thing at Brin confpired to favour the &me 
caufe. Czii\nd\ Ditrichfeiny the prince of the

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fenate, and the deputies of the Catholic dates were deftitute 
of forces to maintain their authority. The citizens inclined 
towards the Protcftants, and conferred a whole hour with the 
deputies of the affeinbly at Znaim^ who, under an efcort of 
eight hundred {lorfe, commanded by Swenbecciy alighted aC 
the hotel of Andediix for that purpofe. During this confe- 
rence, the burghers of Brtn crowded together in the market- 
place, and Eudenbourgs one of the Evangelic deputies going 
down to the ftreet, exhorted them to live in amity With the

tojpjflion German hopl'e, who took poflellion of the city, which was

rity and privileges of the Bates : then they went to the car- 
dinal, and forbad him from thenceforward to afTumc the title 
of grand' mailer and captain -general of Moravia : , the keys 
of the city and caftic were taken from the fenate and given 
to Stubenloffy together with the government of the place, for 
which he took the oath to the Bates 
FERDINAND^ alarmed at thefe infiirreflions, began to 
be afraid of lofnig Silefia^ whither he lent Otho Melcandcr^ in 
order to maintain peace and prevent difturbances 5 and that 
minifler promifed to the inhabitants, the fricndfhip of the king 
his mailer, and the confirmation of their privileges, provided 
they would continue quiet; but to thefe afiurances the Evan- 
gelics replied, Let his highnefs Ferdinand of Aujiria begin 
by appeafing the troubles of Boheynia and the incorporated 
provinces, and then in due time and place we (hall a£l ac- 
“ cording to the dictates of our duty 
LaTcur The dircdlors of Bohemia^ being aiTured of Hungary^ Mo^ 
nimdcs ravia, and Silejia^ ordered La Tour to march towards > 
Au- and in confequence ’•of that order he pailed the river Ti/Vr, 
firia. in veiled Laha before the Aujlriam had the lead intima- 

tion of his approach. The Bates, however, of both com- 
munions fent deputies, defiring him to raife the fiegc of a 
place which ought not to be confidcred as an enemy^s town j 
and he anfweiing, that his foie aim in befieging Laha was to 
expel the foreign garrifon, the count de Buchein^ xrhief of the 
Catholic deputies, undertook to give him fatisfadion on that 
fcore; and having performed his promifo^ the Bohemian 
ncral*quicted the place, *and with his army tpok the route to

out refiftance, while Ferdinand remained in the city, in order 
to prevent an infurre^lion of the Evangelics. 

laA TOUR would not begin the fiege •until he fhould 
have made all the ncceflary provifions for fuch an important 
eoterprize ; and content with having blocked up the place, con- 
fidently waited for a revolution within, which would fpare 
abundance of bloodflied. He was fo fure of taking Vienna^ 
that he had already regulated the plan of government to be 
edablifhed in Aujlria^ from whence he was refolved to drive 
the princes of that houfe, as well as to prevtnt Ferdinand^ 
being elefted king of the Romans- But while he continued 
jna£five, waiting for the efFedl of his intelligence, matters 
took a very different and unexpefted turn. The count de 
Buquoy-^ profiting by his abfence, privately quitted his 
trenchments at Budewitz^ and fell upon the troops of Mans- ei:feated 
feld with* fuch fury, that they were intirely defeated \ and 
their general obliged to fly to Prague^ w»hich he filled with cou?jt de 
conflernation and alarm, while the viSor took fourteen hun- Buquoy. 
dred prifoners, ^nd afterwards made himfelf matter of divers 
important places. La Tour no fooner received the news of 
this misfortune, than he gave up his project upon Vienna; 
and reaflcmbling all* the forces of Bohemia^ refolved to repair 
the difgrace of Mamfcld; but the oounx. de Buquoy re* 
tired to his infreiichments, which were too ftrong to be A confer 
forced; fo that the other, having retaken fome fortrelles, re- deracy h 
turned to Prague,, where an aft of confederacy was figned by 

the deputies of SiUfiay Moravia^ and Lufatiay for their com- 
mon defence. . 

Bv this treaty Ferdinand was ftripped of a fine kingdom, 
and the richett provinces belonging to the houfe of Aujiria ; 
he was likewdfe deprived of the'dignitjf of eleftor, confe- 
quently of the eafieft rneans for afeending the imperial throne, 
from which the confederates were refolved to exclude him. 

As their intention was no fccret from the beginning, he had 
endeavoured to defeat it by difpofing Matthias to haften his 
eletSlion; but that feheme mifearried in confequence of the 
emperor's death. BefideS, the Germans^ who were tenacious 
of their liberty, and jealous of the power of the Aujirian 
houfe, and particularly the Proteftants, who interefled them- 
felves in the . commotions of Bohemia^ did not feem difpofed 
to eleift Ferdinand king of the Romans^ or to t^ike any Rep 
\yhich might aggrandize a family, which numbered Hungary^ 

Bohsmia^ and even the empire among its inheritances. In-

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deed, the Bohemians^ who pretended that their crown was 
elective, offered the fovereignty to the duke of Sav^y who 
by his mother was grandfon of the emperor Maximilian the 
fecond ; and it Cvas not tilt after he had declined the propofal, 
that they made a tender of it to the eledor-palatine K 
The duke ^ With regard to the cleftion of a king of Rmaniy 

c/*Bavaria four cleftors^ three of whom were Proteftants, promifed 
tleclines their fuffrages to Maximilian duke of Bavarhy that in 
chufing a Catholic prince, the world might fee they had no 
intention to txQ\\xAt Ferdinand from the imperial throne, on 
the Ror account of hi^ religion, but folcly to re-eftablifh the Germanic 
mans. liberty. In all liKelihood this fcheme would have fucceeded, 
had not the miniffers of the pope and the king of Spain ex- 
erted all their addrefs in difTuading Maximilian from accept- . 
ing an offer which might be attended with dangerous confe- 
quences, and in deferring the election, which was accord- 
ingly poftponed till the twenty-eighth day of Auguji New- . 
ftile (S). Towards the latter end of the eleSors of 
MentZy CologHy and Triersy together with the ambafladors of 
Saxonyy the palatinate, and Brandenburgs .arrived in great 
pomp at Frankforty whither alfo rep.i ud Ferdinand as kipg 
of Bolnmicy after having left the regency of his Aujirian do- 
minions to his brother Leopold. 

The ftates of Bohemia refolving (if poffible) to hinder • 
Ferdinands admiffion to the clefloral diet, fent thither deputies, 
who being refufed entrance at Frankfort^ retired to Hanauy from 
whence they v/rote a letter to the eledior of MentZy com- 
plaining that he had fent the aft of convocation to Ferdinandy 
though he had not as yet taken pofleflion of the kingdom of 
Bohemiay confequently could not enjoy the privileges of an 
elcftor, which were attached to that crown ; for that the 
eleftorate was not perfdnal but a local dignity, which no 
king of Bohemia could excrcifc except in the* name of the 
ffates. To thefe allegations Ferdinand replied in amanifefto, 
that the Bohemiansy in a general aflembly, had acknowledged 
him as fucceiTor and grandfon of the emperor Ferdinandy and 
as heir of Anne queen of Bohemiay in which quality he had 
been proclaimed fovercign of that kingdom. 

This difpute was canvafled in feveral affemblics held by 
the eleftors and deputies ; and the archbifliops of MentZy

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Triersy and Cologriy would have proceeded to the cleflion of 
a king of the Romans without further delay ; but the am* 
baiTadors objected to fuch precipitate meafures, until they 
Ihould know the pleafure of their matters pn this fubje£t. 

The eleflor-palatinc endeavoured with all his might to dfelay 
the eleflion, without, however, openly contefting the right 
of Ferdinand \ and in order to demonttrate his attachments^”'* , 
to xh^lBohemianSy attacked and defeated the count de ^ . 

in his march through the Palatinate^ with five hundred horfe, 
to join the count de Buquoy in Bohemia^ This a£lion, which ravian*:' 
he performed on pretence that they had entered his territo- * 

lies without permiffion, was followed by the defeat of Dam- 
pierre^ who commanded a flying camp on the frontiers of 
Moravia and Auftria : he haa attempted to furprife the cattle 
of faJIawitZy but his feheme mifearried through the vigilance 
and valour of the Moravian horie, which amounted to four 
thoufand \ and afterwards endeavoured to make a lodgment 
in Niclasburgy from whence being repulfed with lofs, they 
purfued, overtook, and totally defeated him after an obttinate 
engagement, in which fix hundred of his men were flain, fo 
that he was fsfin to retreat in diforder to Vienna, Mcan^^^//^ fjjg 
while, the count de Buquoy made^himfelf matter of feveral count de 
places in Bohemia ; and taking Pijeck by ftorm, put the gar- Buquoy 
rifon to the fword, and ordered the governor to be hanged, makes fome 
The fate of this place overwhelmed the neighbouring towns P^ogrefs in 
with contternation, and many people retired with their eftefts Bohemia, 
to Prague : their terrors were augmented by a rumour, im- 
porting, that the count de Buquoy intended to befiege Pilfen ; 
but this report was altogether without foundation 

During thefe tranfaftions, the ambafladors of Saxony and 
Brandenburg received orders from their matters to proceed in 
the elc£f ion of a king of the Romans without further heC[ta- 
tion ; and Ferdinand king of Bohemia •being chofeh future Ferdi-^ 
emperor, was conduced to the church, and folemnly pro- 
claimed king of the Romans ® ; while the ftates of Bohemiay ^hofen m» 
informed of this event, renewed their complaints, and 
tefted againft the ele£lion. In order to fatisfy thefe malcon- 
tents, the eleflors agreed. to aflemblc in the diet, where the 
nevv emperor and the ttates of Bohemia Ihould appear by their 
deputies, and each fide plead their own caufe, on condition 
that they would promife td fubmit to the decifion of the af- 
fcmbly : but this expedient was rejedied by the Bohemians y 
who renewed their proteftation, and appealed to the ftates of 
^he empire from the determinations of the allembly at Frank-

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fort. This zQi they fent to the clefiors, who did not receive 
it till after the coronation of Ferdinand^ which was performed 
on the ninth of September^ 

The majority of the princes murmured againft the elec- 
tion of Ferdin&nd^ wifliing that the crown had been bc- 
ftowed upon Maximilian of Bavarioy who might have been 
cafily raiied to that dignity, as two of the elciftors were of 
his own family, and two more attached to his interefi ; but 
none except the Aufirian princes were propofed in the elec- 
toral college; and the choice would have fallen upon the arch- 
duke Albert^ had not his ill itate of health rendered him un- 
fit for the toils of government. Among the articles of capi- 
tulation figned by Ferdinand^ were two additional claufes, im- 
porting, that he would never difiurb the vicars of the empire 
in the excrcife of their jurifdiflion, or permit any perfon 
whatfoever to difpute the rights that depend upon their vi- 
cariate \ and that he would never admit into the aulic coun- 
cil any other than princes, counts, and barons, born' and bred 
in Germany^ and well verfed in the conftitutions of the em- 
pire*. This laft article was intended to remedy an abufe com- 
mitted by the preceding emperors, who ufed tp fill the aulic 
council with their creatures, in order to make their own 
party preponderate p.

CHAP. XVI. 

Deducing the Hijiory to the Alliance concluded between

FERDINAND. 

Frederic ^^HIS election feemed to inflame the animofity of the 
Y.eledcr * Bohemians Ferdinand.' The ftates allembling at 

palatine^ is Prague on the twenty-ninth of Augufty refolved that they 
^bojinktng ^ould never acknowledge him as their fovereign, but pro- 
o/Bohe- election of a new king, and accordingly chofe 

mia. Frederic the* fifth, elector-palatine, in that quality. This 
prince being apprifed in form of their determination, de- 
manded time to deliberate and confult his allies, the principal^: 
of whom were his father-in-law the king of England^ and his 
two uncles prince Maurice and the duke of Bouillon^ 7 'hefe 
3 
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laft advifed him to accept the crown, flattered, perhaps, with 
the profpeft of feeing their nephew on a throne ; and he lif- 
tened to their advice, notwithftanding the remonftrances of 
James king of England^ who iifed all his influence in diffuad- 
ing him from receiving fuch a pernicious prefent, and even 
protefted that he would give him no manner of afliflance 
in fuch a rafti undertaking. The count palatine likew^ife de- 
fired t9 know the fentiments of the eledlor of Saxony^ touch- 
ing his promotion ; and the anfwer being unfuitable to his 
own inclination, he addrefled himfelf to the other princes 
and correfponding ftates aflembled at Rottemburg^ who coun- 
felled him to accept the crown, as vyell for ^hc intereft of 
his own houfe, as for that of tte Proteftant religion. Thus 
confirmed in his own opinion, he fignihed to the ftates of 
Bohemia^ that having confulted his allies, he found them 
for the moft part unanimous in favour of his eledlion ; and 
that he would, therefore, accept of the crown with the moft 
grateful * fentiments of acknowledgment to the ftates, who 
bad beftowed upon him fuch an honourable, mark of |heir 
efteem. He then made preparations for his journey to that 
kingdom, appointed the duke deDeuxponts governor of the elec- 
torate in his abfence, left a good body of troops under the 
command of John Lewis, count of Najfau, and having re- 
gulated all his other concerns in that country, fet out with 
the eleftrefs j and upon the frontier of the Palatinate they 
were met by tlfe deputies of Bohemia, who with twelve hun- 
dred horfe conduced them to Prague, 

The archbifliop having retired to Budewitz, from whence 
he\efufed to come and confecrate the new king, that cere- 
mony was performed, on the fourth of November, by the ad- 
miniftraior of the Hujfites, ,anji on the feventh of the fame 
month the elecftrcfs was altejcfowned The name of king 
madt no alteration in the olhaviour of J^i^ederic, >vho, in or- 
der to avert the ftorm which he forefaw muft neccflirily burft 
upon him, employed his whole attention in making prepara- 
tions for war, and in ftrengthening himfelf with new alli- 
ances. Fenice was the firft power that acknowledged him 
king of Bohemia, and BethUem Gabor, vaivode of Tranfylvania, 
foot! followed the example of that republic. He wanted a 
favourable opportunity to conquer northern Hungary ; was af- 
fured of the Grand Seignior’s protection ; and, depending 
upon the diverfion which the ftates of Bohemia, his allies, 
would make in Aujlria, he in all hafte paflfed the river TeiJJi 
ivith bis army) at the head of which he marched towards

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Bcthiccm Cafitfia. Gabor^s fudden invafion of Hungary filled the whole 
Gabor /»- terror : the places were unprovided with arms, 
*ifaeies the garrifons had been withdrawn for the war in Bohemia^ 
Hungary, and Homanor^ who commanded in Hungary^ finding hitnfelf 
unable to cope with the vaivode, retired to the frontiers of 
Poland^ leaving Gabor matter of the country. He, accord- 
ingly, penetrated farther into the kingdom, in order to give 
the people an opportunity of declaring in his favour, *and in 
eight days reduced Cajfovia and Filtck^ ; fo that the ttates of 
High Hungary, attoniflied at the rapidity of his conquetts, 
fent deputies V) otter their fubmiflion, provided they &puld 
. be allowed to enjoy their privileges i and he gladly acquiefeed 
in that condition. Their e^fample was foon followed by the 
towns of Low Hungary, which fent their keys to the vaivode, 
and who then took the route to Vienna, bearing a ftandard of 
marchts damask, in which were reprefented two armed knights 

t^ards joining haiidp, with a device importing, Concord and AJfocia- 
V ienna, dLXchiwkt Leopold t who commanded in Vi^- 

enrik, being apprifed of Gabor*& march, fent orders to the 
count de Buquoy to repair with his army to the neighbourhood 
of that city. This general had taken PifeeP, and intended 
to Thabor \ but that defign mifearried, and he was 

obliged to retreat to Meroweis. The count de la Tour ad- 
vanced towards the imperial camp, and the proximity of the 
two armies produced frequent skirmittics, till at length both 
were fain to decamp for want of provifions ; when LaTour, 
knowing that Buquoy was recalled into Aujlria, left very fevv 
troops in Bohe/nia, and took the route to Silcfia, in order to 
join the Moravians, and wait for fuccours from prince 
La Tour This jundion being eft’edied, he followed the Aujiriam, whom 
attacks the he found intrenched at the dittanc^ of two miles from Vienna, 
and attacked their entrenchmeniPwith great fury : they de- 
fended themfelves fSr a long time with equal obttinacy, un- 
til fome casks of powder being blown up by accident, they 
imagined themfelves furrounded by the enemy, were feize^ 
with a panic, and univeifal diforder enfued. In this emer- 
^ncy Buquoy performed the part of a great general ; be 
explained the accident which had difconccrtcd them, con- 
firmed thofe that wavered by his exhortations, and rallying 
the fugitives in perfon, renewed the battle, which continued 
till night, when both fidcs retired with abundance of lofs. 
Neict day the attack was carried on, though with lefs ardour;

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itwi La Toufy feeing no profpe^t of being able to force their 
entrenchments, ordered a retreat to be founded, leaving two 
thoufand men upon the fpot, whereas the lofs of the Aujlnans 
did not exceed fix hundred. * 

While Buquoy was thus detained in AuJirioj Mansfeld re- 
took fcveral plaoes in Bohemia* Vinterhourg^ Prates^ and 
Pifeck^ ofubmitted to him, almoft without refiftance ; and Bu-- 
dewitz and Crumlaw were now the only towns in that king- 
dom which adhered to the houfe of Aujiria ; but the fiege 
of thefe was an enterprize which Mansfeld was not ftrong 
enough to undertake ; he, therefore, contented himfelf with 
pillaging the adjacent country, sgid then returned to Pilfen^ 
of which he was governor. 

At that time Gabor^ having multiplied his conquefts in 
Hungary advanced -at a great rate towards Presburg ; and 
Forgatji having informed the archduke of the danger that 
threaten^ this important place, the baron de Teiffcnbach w^as 
fent thither with a reinforcement of a thoufand men and three 
pieces of cannon. This officer took up his quarters in the 
fuburbs, wherc^ by means of a thick fog, he was furprifed by 
Gabor^ who totally routed his detachment, and fummoned 
Forgatji to furrender. The grandees of the kingdom, who were 
then in the city, left the palatine at liberty to aft according to Gabor 
his own judgment 5 in confeqnence of which Presburg was takts Pref- 
furrendered, add a treaty concluded on thefe terms : Gabor burg upon 
ihall be acknowledged prince of Hungary ; Forgotfi continue capitula- 
in his office of palatine ; the town and caftle of Presburg 
be furrendered to Gabor ; , and liberty of confcience allowed 
through all Hungary 

In the mean time, the Proteftant eleftors, princes, and 
ftates of the empire alleigbled at Nuremberg^ whither the 
new king of Bohemia repaired in perfon with all his adherents. 

The ftates -of High and Low Aujiria^ and almoft all the im- 
perial towns, fent deputies to this diet \ and the emperor, 
knowing he had every thing to fear from fuch an affembly, 
fent thither the count de Hohen-Zellern^ to manage his inte- 
refts, and ward off the blows thatfhould be aimed at his au- 
thority. Accordingly, this commiffioner explained to the 
ftates, the pacific meafures which his imperial majefty had 
employed to quiet the troubles of Bohemia ; and the Protes- 
tants anfwered his memorial by a recapitulation of all the 
grievances they had fufFered from the courts of Vienita and 
• Rome^ and the Catholic league : they intreated the emperor 
to reftore peace to Bohemia without delay, to pay feme regard

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to their complaints of mal-adminiftration, and no longer give 
ear to feme miniilers of his council, whofe Ible aim was to 
foment difeord between the Germanic body and its chief. The 
count perceived from this anfwcr, that the aflcmbly of 
remherg was difpofed to favour the cle£lor-palatine \ and as 
he could not prevail upon the princes who compofed it, to 
obferve a neutrality in the prefent war, he returned tp Vienna 
to give an account of his commiilion. All Germany was di- 
vided between the emperor and the ciccior-palatine ; even 
thofe princes who were united within the empire, and at 
peace in theircown dominions, prepared for making war upon 
one another in Bohemia. The Catholic league aflemblcd at 
lViri%buyg. The ambafladors of the emperor, the electors 
of Mentz^ Cologn^ and Triers^ the dukes of jSavaria^ Lor^ 
rain^ and Neuburg^ together with the deputies of the arch- 
hiftops, biihops, abbots, prelates, and the Catholic imperial 
towns, were prefent at this aflembly, where they deliberated 
upon means for preferving the peace* of Germany^ and for 
raifing a certain number of troops, to. enable, the emperor 
to reduce the Bohemians. 

Fcrdi- Although FerdinamTs party was in* itfelf more power- 
nand ful than that of his antagonift, he rcfolved to infure fuccefs 
Jirengthens by having recourfe to all the neighbouring powers. He ob- 
his claim tained of the pope confiderable fums to be levied on the 
•ivith nnu clergy, and was affifted with troops by feme dtalian princes 
mUiances, promifed to fupply him with eleven thou- 

fand men, and undertook to make a powerful divcrfion in 
the Palatinate 7 ^he queen regent of France^ who Teemed 
to have forgot the politic maxim of that country, which had 
always favoured the enemies of the houfe of Aujlria^ inHead 
of troops, which (lie could not afford, fent amhalfadors into 
Germany^ in order to promote an accommodation. The 
king of Denmark and duke of Brunfwic remained neuter ; but 
Sigifmund king of Poland^ and the elcftor of Saxony^ de- 
clared in favour of Ferdinand j and, notwithftanding the op- 
pofition of the Bohemian ftates and their new king, made 
great preparations for war. The emperor's officers levied 
forces in Naples and Sicily.^ in Lorrain, the Catholic ele^to^ 
rates, and hts own hereditary dominions : the marquis de 
Spinola entered the Lower Palatinate with a body of twelve 
thoufand troops ; and the duke of Bavaria^ at the head of 
live %nd twenty thoufand, fpread fear and confiernation 
among the malcontents of Upper Aujlria. Next to the em- , 
peror, this duke was the moft avowed enemy of the coutxt 


palatine* 
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palatine. The ancient jealoufy fubfilling between their fa- 
milies, MaxtmiliorCs zeal for the Catholic religion, and his A. D. 
pretenfions to the fucceilion of the Auftri^n dominions, *^20, 
which he was afraid would be difmembered, were fo many 
motives to engage his whole power in fixing, the crown of 
Bohemia upon the head of Ferdinand^ whom he himfelf might 
poffibly fucceed in that dignity. 

To counterbalance this powerful afibciation, the palatine 
had fecufed the friendihip of feveral princes, who promifed to 
fend him fuccours. The marquis of Brandenburg Anfpach 


put himfelf at the head of thirteen thoufand men, with 


whom he traverfed the High Palatinate ; and myching 
the Danube^ intrenched himfelf in Lower Aujiria^ princes. 

fight of the duke of Bavaria* Bethleem Gabor undertook to ^ 
fend tep thoufand Hungarians into Bohemia^ upon the fron- 
tiers of which were the prince D* Anhalt and the duke of 
Saxe-Weimar^ with two bodies of troops, who joined the ar- 
my of La T^ur and Mamfeld ; fo that all thefe confiderations 
fiipported the hopes and courage of the elecSlor. 

We have already obferved, ^2X fames the firft, king of 
Great- Britain^ had refolved to obferve a neutrality in this 
difpute. Over and above his timorous difpofition, which hin> 
dered him from engaging in quarrels of any fort, and his no- 
tions of indefeafible hereditary right, which he thought the 
Bohemians had infringed in favour of his fon-in-law, he was 
fwayed by other piotives on this occafion ; for he imagined 
that the two competitors for the crown of Bohemia would 
choofe him as the arbitrator of their difference ; and he was, 
befides, afraid of difobliging the houfe of Aujlria^ fo as to 
break off his darling match between his fon the prince of 
IValeSj and Mary infanta of Spain. Neverthelefs, by dint of 
folicitation, he was prevailed upon to allow fome noblemen, 
at their own expence, to raife two thoufand four hundred, 
men for the fervice of his fon^in-law. •The command of 
thefe was given to Horace Vere^ under whom the earls of Effex 
and Oxford ferved as captains 

By this time all Germany was in commotion, and the 
princes and cities were obliged to hold frequent confultations 
about providing for their own fafecy. Among others,, the 
ele^for of Saxony raifed troops for the defence of his own do- 
minions ^ and being queftioned by the Bohemians concerning 
the intent of thefe levies, he anlwered they were deftined to 
defend the circle of Upper Saxony^ and would a£t againft none 
but fuch as fiiould attack the ftates of that province Soon

after this declaration, he affifled at an aflfenvbly of the princes 
held at Mulkaufen^ at which were prefent the archbifhops of 
Ment% and Cologne together with deputies from the eleSor 
of TrUrs^ the dulcc of Bavaria^ and the landgrave of Heffe.^ 
They wrote a letter to the e)e£tor-palatine, exhorting hint 
to refign the crown of Bohemia^ otherwife they would oppofe 
him with their whole force, and at the fame time fent dis- 
patches of the fame import to all the ftates which had em- 
braced his party ^ (U). But receiving unfatisfa£tory dnfwers, 
the ailembly deliberated whether or not the palatine fhould 
be proferibed ; though this meafure was effedually oppofed 
by the eledlor^ of Ment% and Saxony^ 

Mean while, the war continued to rage in Bohemia. Teif-- 
fenbach (X), commander 6f the Moravians^ . made himfelf 
mafter of Niclasburg ; and Buquoy^ having attacked a body 
of Bohemians polled' near Silfeindorf, under the command of 
the baroa de Fels^ was repulfed with lofs^ although the baron 
loft his life in the adlion. » 

The operations on both fides were fufpended by the arri- 
val of the duke d'AngouUme^ ambafl^or from the king of 
France^ who in an* ailembly of the princes and free towns at 
LV/w, delivered a long difeourie, in which he*offered the good 
otRces of his mafter for the re-eftabli(hment of peace in 
Germany The deputies having acknowledged their obli- 
gation to his moft Chriftian majefty, proceeded to deliberate 
JgrePffunt means for reftoring the tranquility of jjbe empire ; but 
as they could not agree upon the meafures to be' taken for 
deciding the dilpute between the emperor and count palatine, 
it was refolved, that the Catholic league and Proteftant union 
fhould mutually abftain from hoftilities ; and that in cafe 
any one ftate of either communion (excepting and 

the incorporated- provinces) fhould be attacked, the reft with- 
out diftindiion fliould fend fuccours to its affiftance.

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The emperor, feeing all his negotiations mifcarry,*fent a^^^ 
fummons to the elector- palatine, commanding him, on ror fends a 
of incurring his high difpleafure, to deftft from all ads of fummons to 
lUlity, and relinquilb his pretenfions to the crown of Bohe- the ekaor 
mia* At the fame time, he addrefled monitpry letters to the palatine, 
provinces of the empire, in alliance with Ftederk^ to the 
officers who ferved in his army, and to the imperial towns 
which efpoufed hts caufe, obferving, that as they were in ef- 
fed rebels to the imperial authority, he had a right to exe- 
cute againQ them the conftitutions of the empire ; but pre- 
ferring clemency to the rigour of juftice, he would pardon 
them for what was palled, provided they would abandon 
deric and the Bohemians ; but (hould they continne to favour 
tjiieir enemies, he would proceed againft them with all the 
vengeance of ofFended majefly. 

It was not long before his mandate to the eledor was 
anfwered by that prihce, who affirmed that the crown of Bo- 
hemia be^ng eledive, the dates of the kingdom have the foie 
right to judge whether or not his eledion was lawful ; that 
they had an independent tribunal of their own, together with 
laws, privileges, atid cudoms, different from the Germanic 
body, upon which they in no manner depended \ therefore, 
the prince whom they had eledied as their fovereign, could 
npt be fubjpd to the ban of the empire ; that Ferdinand had 
aded contrary Co the articles of his capitulation, in beginning 
to make war upon, a prince of Germany,, before he had been 
tfied in the diet, and judged according to the imperial laws 
and capitulations, which he had fworn to obferve before his - 
coronation ** 

In themidd of this altercation,, the dulnQ' ^ Bavaria, ^xThednke^ 
the head of five and twcrify thoufand men, paffed the Da- Bavana 
nube at Donawert, and advanced towards Brunsburg, while 
the marquis d'jJnfpachy lieutenant of the Proieftanc union, 
ported himi’eir with thirteen thoufand mtfn between Langcnaiv 
and Tropheim \ but no hoftilicics were committed on either 
fide. From this camp the duke of Bavaria, by the emperor’s 
order, marched into Upper Aujliia, to redued the Proteftanis 
qf that province, who, after having made fome refirtance, 

^il'embled at Lint 5 ^, 4nd feeing no profpeft of fuccour, rc- 
folved to fubmic to the emperor. Accordingly they were par- 
doned on their promifmg to renounce their alliance with the 
tfjbmians, and to take the oath of allegiance to the empe- 
ror, as their lawful fovereign. •

TrtE reduction of the Hungarian malcontents was not 
fuch an eafy task. True it is» the emperor and had 
agreed to a truce for fix months, during which it was hoped 
an accommodation might have been cfFe£ted ; but Ferdi^ 
nand^ feeing hiscforces augmenting every day, began to en- 
tertain hopes of reducing the Hungarians by force of arms. 
His army, commanded by the duke of Bavaria^ already 
amounted to fifty thoufand men, ready to enter Bohemia by 
the northern fide of that kingdom. Spinola, at the head of 
four and twenty thoufand Spaniards or fFalloons^ had begun 
his march in order to conquer the Palatinate ; and the em- 
peror knew thqre was a good number of Hungarian noblemen 
attached to the houfe of Aujhia^ befides thofe who, being dis- 
obliged by the contrary intei^ft, waited . for nothing but an 
opportunity to declare in his favour. 

Gabor is GABOR^ apprifed of their difpofitions, aflcmbled the ftates 
declared ©f the kingdom 2xNetihauJsy where they fefolved to fend ten 

C/ thoufand men into Bohemia^ at the expiration of the truce ; 
llua^ary. 

in the mean time declared Bethleem Gabor king of Hun* 
gary^ and appointed a day for his coronation at Presburg. 
The Roman Catholic noblemen oppofed his elevation with 
all their power ; and as they knew all of their communion 
were well-wifhers to the houfe of Aujiria^ prepared for mak- 
ing a ftand at Hamburg againft the partifans of this new 
ufurper 

BOHEMIA was in univerfal agitation, . Fredericks army 
did not exceed thirty thoufand men ; a number fufficient to 
7 be eltJlor carry on a defenfive war againft the emperor : but the elec- 
Saxor.y Saxony, who had lately fet an army on foot, harrafled 
f’/, the ftates of ^Bohemia and their fovereign with continual 
alarms: they, therefore, fent deputies to intreating 

711 '^ that prince to obferve a perfefl: neutrality ; and he refufing 
their requeft, on pretence that it was his duty to aifift the 
head of the empire ugainft his rebellious fubjefts, they dif- 
perfed letters through Mifnia and Saxony, in which they ex- 
horted the towns and ftates of thofe two provinces to oppofe 
the tnterprizes of their fovereign. The elector was fo much 
incenfed at this conduA of the Bohemians, and fo eager to 
augment his dominions of Lufatia, that he entered this coun- 
try at the head of twenty thoufand men, made himfelf mafter 
of Gorlitx and feveral other towns, and invefted Budijin \ 
which having taken by aftaulc after a fiege of three weeks, 
he ordered forty of the principal inhabitants to he hanged* 
He met with the fame fuccefs in fubjeAing the whole pro- ^

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vinoe, and compeHed the marquis ofjagemdorf^ who cont* 
mand^ in it, to fly for refuge to Silefa. 

FREDERIC was not fo ipuch alarmed at the conquefls ne duki 
of the eleiSor of as at the muittnurs of the Bohemians^ ^Bavaria 

who, finding themfelves diiappointed in their expedations invades 
from England^ would neither heartily obey their king, nor re- Bohemia* 
folve to own the emperor as their fovereign ^ ; for the duke 
of Bayarja^ who was already in their country with an army 
of fifty tboufand men, offered, in the name of Firdinand^ 
a general amnefty, provided they Would fubmit to the empe- 
ror, and revoke all they had done in favour of Frederic^ To 
this propofal they repHed, that they were refolved to defend 
their liberties at the hazard of’ the^r lives, and that having 
taken all the meafures which human prudence could fuggeff, 
they depended upon Providence for the iffue : which anfwer 
being reported to the duke, he, with marks of extreme in- 
dignation, fatd to the mellenger, 3 ince the Bohemians are 
determined to perifb, they ihall perilh.^ Mean while, 
the eledor-palatine faw himfclf reduced to a very difagreea- 
bie fituation ; for he was hemmed in by the Saxon army oil 
the ncyth, and the Imperialifts on tfie fouth, fo as to be in 
danger of feeing Vis troops perifh for want of fubfiftence. 

In this emergency he had recourfe to the advice -of the count 
de La Tour^ a man * extremely fruitful in expedients, who 
counfelled him to fend a body of Hungarians to xTiV2igfs: Mifnia^ 
thefe being the fureft means to oblige the eledor of Saxony to 
return to the fuccour of that province : with regard to 
the^rnperiaiifts, it vras his opinion, that he ought to keep on 
the defenfive, and let them infenfibly diminilh . and difperfe 
in confequence officges, licknefs, death,. and dmrtions. 

FREDERIC approved of the fcheme, in confequence of 
which he fent five thQu(znd -Hungarians to the frontiers of 
Mifnia^ beyond which, however, they could not penetrate, 
the eledor having left a fufficient body oT troops to defend 
that . province ; and he ordered the count dir la Tour and the 
' f rince pf //nhalt to cover the towns which were; in the route 
of the 4 uJ]lrian army, and to throw garrifons into theofi when 
th^y 0iould be pbliged to retire, that by thefe means the 
progrefs of the enemy be retarded. 

In the mean time, Spmola with five and twenty thoufand 
.men m^^ean irruption into Palatinate^ furprifed Cr«iz- 
»<?r^,.tpok Oppenheimli^y afiault, and feited all the provifioos 
of tiup countTpalatine, with his allies loudly %exclaim^ 
agaii^ this uifraAign pf the agreement at Ulnt^. In the

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midfir of thefe tranfadlions, Henry- Frederic detJaffau joined 
the marquis d'Anfpach with eight thoufand infantry^ and one 
thoufand horfe $ and a council was held, in which fome 
cers propofed to give battle to the Spaniards \ but this pro«^ 
pofal was rejelSed by the majority, and a miiunderftanding' 
arofs between the marquis and the Englijh^ of which Spintda' 
taking the advantage, plundered the Palatinate with impunity. 

But, without pretending to give a minute detail of all the 
aflions performed by detached bodies, let usobferve the ope- 
T/je empe- rations of the principal armies. That of the emperor, com« 
rv 's army pofed of fifty thoufand men, commanded by the count de Bu^ 
advances quoy and th^duke of Bavaria^ having in one month reduced 
to Prague, almott all the places iiv Bohemia^ encamped near Pilfen^ 
which was garrifoncd hy Man fM, as if they had intended to 
befiege that City ; but the feamn being too far advanced for 
fuch an enterprize, the generals refoWed to continue their 
route to Prague^ towards which place they accordingly 
marched irv order of battle, and their rear was Attacked by 
Mansfild^ who, after a very warm action, was repulfed with * 
lofs. 

• f FREDERIC^ who with thirty ihoufapd men was in- 
trenched at Rokertfen^ no fooner underftood the intention of 
the Imperialifts, than he pafl'ed the little river of Pilfen^ and 
followed the enemy, with whom he indeflantly skirmifhed, 
until both armies arrived in the neighbouihood oi Pragut; < 
and the. count palatine, Torefeeing that he^lhould b© obliged 
to hazard a jicrieral action, fent his fon Charks-Lezvis to the 
eleftor of Brandenburgs who received and entertained bidi 
with the moll generous hofpirality. 

FREDERIC^ refolving to ftand upon the defenfive, took 
. pofleffion of a riling ground, upon which he drew up his 
forces in order of battle ; then he rode through the ranks 
exhorting the folijicrs to do their duty, and ordered the gates 
'of Prague to be fiiut, that they might fee they had no re- 
'fcurce blit in their own valour. The duke of Bavaria^ per- 
ceiving their excellent order and determined countenance,' 
-called a council of war, to determine whether or not it would 
ibc proper ro attack them ; and this quefiton being unani- 
moliHy decided in the affirmative, th© army was drawn up in 
4hrce unequal lines; and the baron de Tilfys who was at the 
ani at- header the horfe, on the’ left of the firftlihe, or- 

uxks fU fibred to^ begin the aftion. He accordingly pafled a Hvulet 
count peJa - morafs that covered the rrgfit of the Bphemiant^ 'zt^ 
^Charged them with ^reat fury, but met with fuch a recfepf'oti 
as oivijed him to retire in great difordcr. Buquoy then ad- 
vanced wllh a' large reinforcement to YiipporC him* and was 

encountered 
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encounlered by Frederic himfelf, who fuftained his efforts, 
and in his turn attacked him with uncommon valour, fo 
that his troops gave way and fled in great confufion* From 
that moment vidory would have declared for the count pala^ 
tine, had he reftrained his men from purfuin^ the fugitives ; 
but fo inconfiderate was their ardour on this occalion, that 
Buquey obferving the vidlors, as much difordered as the van- 
quifhed, .rallied feme fquadrons of horfe, and feconded by 
colonel Verdugo^ returned to the charge with incredible im- 
petuofity. . Notwitbflanding all the efforts of the elcdlor, 
who exerted extroardinary courage and a^ivity in reducing 
his troops to order, and oppofing this torrent, th^ bore down afweif^ 
all before them ; and Frederic^ bging abandoned by his fol- fenberg. 
idiers, was forced to retire. At the fame time, liis left wing 
was broke by the duke of Bavaria ; and the reft of his army 
being overwhelmed by the number of the foe, betook them- 
felves to flight, leaving to the Imperial ifts their baggage, canr 
non, and %ve thoufand dead upon tl\e field of battle, befides 
a great number who were drowned in the Moldau The 
eledlor finding it impradlicable to rally the wreck of his army, 
retired into Pragjie^ from whence he departed that fame 
night for Sihfta^ with his wife, children, and moft valuable 
effeiSs \ The Imperialifts, whofe lofs did not exceed five 
hundred men, encamped under the walls of that place, 
which .fubmitted to the clemency of the duke of Bavaria^ 
who entering tbd city in triuqiph, ordered the gates to be 
kept Ihu^ for fix hours, that thp authors of the revolt might 
not efcape ; and La 7 s«r’s wife and fon were fent to prifon, 
together with a great number of noblemen and citizens (Y). 

FREDERICS defeat was no fooner known in England^ 
than the people of that kingdom, and even the parliament, bs« 
gan.to murmur at the king’s indifference towards bis fob -in-law; 
hut James was fo effedlually amufed by th^ addrefs of Qende^ 
fftaKf the Spamfl} ambaffador, who allured him that be would 
ruin the match between the prince of fFdles and the infanta, 
if he did not keep aloof ia the affair of the Palfitinate ; .that 
he- ftiil refufed to take any material fieps in favour of the

of the empire. Ferdinahd^ whofe chief atm was to gain time^ 
anfwered, that he was very well difpofed to pay the moft 
profound regard to the recommendation of his Britannic ma- 
jefty, and v^ld willingly pardon the count-palatine, provided 
he would make proper fatesfadiOn for his pad mifeondud ; 
but as the war had been undertaken by the advice, and with 
the affiftance of fevcral princes of Gesyianyy he could not con- 
clude any treaty without their confent, though ho would 
convoke a diet at Ratisbon^ and communicate the refolutions 
of It to the king of England K A few days after Sc delivered 
this anfwer, he feceiv^ a fetter from the infanta Ifabella^ 
announcing the death of the archduke her husband, which 
happened at Brujfeh on tl|c thirtieth of July^ and befeeching 
him to regard the interceffion Which had been made inTa- 
vour of Frederic* On the back of this intreaty Digby pre- 
fented a memorial, in which he demanded a truce for the 
Lower Pahtinatey in cohfidefation of which Frederic fhould 
nxAtt' Mdmftld to defift from his operations,* revoke the cotn- 
miffion which he had given to yohn-George marquis of^tf-

FERDWANDy by fetters to the king of England zxA 
IfabeUay aflured them, that in confequence of their mediation, 
he would treat of c4i truce upon tbefe terms, before the expi* 
ration of which a genera) peace might be negotiated ; but at 
the fame time, he told IKgby ihzt he could not grant the 
furpenfion he<had demanded, without the confent of the duke 
of Bavariffy who was then in the ISgb PalatisiaUy whither 
he advifed the ambai&dor to repair with his propofel. Dighy 
fortliwith fet outfor that country ; and when he explairted 
his errand, was told by the duke, that there was no occafion 
to negotiate a truce for a province which Was already almoft ' 
totally fubdued, and that he Would take foch meafures asi 
would in a little time extinguifli the war \ In efPeff, he 
bad bys this time no body to cope with but Mansfeldy wha

vifagmidorf one of the moft powerful noblemen of that

In this coniunSPure, the emperor giving way to his refent- 
Inent agarinft the princes in alliance with the palatine, put him Tie count* 
and all his confederates to the ban of the empire, by an edi£i palatine 
declaring Frederic divefted of all his dominions, of the dignity eind his 
of eleftor, and the honours of the empire, which he bad hitheno eidherents 
enjoyed; and proferibing fohn^George duke of Jagerndorf^^^^P^^ 
Chrijiiern prince dl Anhalt^ George^rederic count de Hohenloe\ hon of 
together with the other princes and noblemen, who had af- 
lifted the palatine either with their perfons or their arms ^ 

This edict made an •impreflion upon the ftates of Silefta^ 
which, at the interceffion of the eleiSfor of Saxmy^ were par- 
, doned by Perdinand^ after they had renewed the oath of alle- 
giance, disbanded their trooj^, and obliged themfelves to pay 
within the year three hundred thoufand ftorins, for the occa- 
fions of his imperial majefty. 

The eleftor- palatine had quitted this country, leaving the 
princefs his wife at Cujlrin^ where fhe was delivered of a fon 
called Maurice^ and repaired to the king of Denmarky who 
received him with open arms, and undertook to mediate an 
accommodation at the court of Vienna ; but the more Frederic 
yielded in the epurfe of this negotiation, the more was ex- 
aded by the minifters of the emperoy, who not only infifted 
upon his renouncing the crown of Bohemiay but likewife upon 
his ceding the Upper Palatinate to the duke of Bavaria : they, 
moreover, demanded that he would reimburfe that prince, and 
the houfe of Aujlria^ for the expences of the war, and repair 
to Viennay in order to make what pcrfonal fatisfadioii the 
emperor (hould think proper to require Thefe propofals 
were too harfh to be accepted, and fome time was confumed 
in manifeftos and other fruitlefs attempts tow^ds a peace, 
while the duke of BauariOy who was charged with the exe- 
cution of the imperial ban, entered the Vpp^r PalatinatCy and 
at Straubing joined the baron de TiUyy who had all along ob- 
ferved the motions of Mansfeld. This laft officer, at the 
head of eight thoufand men, bad for (ome months kept the 
war alive^ not without extraordinary fuccefs ; but underftand-

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ing that the duke of Bavaria had pafTed the Danube at Sirau^ 
tingj and that feveral places in the Upper Palatinate had ful^- 
mitted to his orders, he traverfed the Naby and encamped, 
upon the rivef Pregnitz^ in the neighbourhood of Nuremberg ; 
where, having intrenched himfelf with a view to wait for an 
opportunity of penetrating into the Lower^Palatinate \y^Fran^ 
coniay he was fuddenly invefted by the duke ; and b^ng defti<- 
tute of provifions and ammunition, faw it would be impof- 
Able to retreat before fuch a confiderable army, without ex- 
pofing himfelf to a certain overthrow. In this difagreeable 
fituation he^had, recourfe to ftratagem, and AgniAed to the 
duke of Bavartay that he ;was willing to abandon the feryice 
of Fredericy and join the emperor with his army : he even 
drew up the articles of the treaty, demai^ded proviAons and 
money, part of which he adually received, admitted the Im- 
perialiAs into Valdhaufeny in token of his Ancerity, and fo 
artfully lulled the fufpicion of the duke, that he fbund means 
to decamp without his knowledge and reach the Lower Pala- ' 
tinaiey where his prelence foon changed the face of af- 
fairs 

jf truce for A TRUCE for Avc weeks had been concluded between 

f<ve nweks fSpinolay general of the Spanijh army in that province, and 
is concluded Ho)'aceVerey who commanded the troops of the elcftor. The 
betnveen governefs of the Low Countries made the king of England be- < 
Spinola lieve that this truce was granted to bis folilritation ; but the 
fndVeie, emperor's real rcafon for confenting to it, was that he might 
have time to fend forces into, the Lower Palqtinaiey in the 
room of thofc which Spinola was obliged to withdraw into 
Brabant to overawe the Dutch. Accordingly, Gonzales de 
Cordouay who fucceeded to the command, was foon rein- 
forced to the amount of eighteen thoufand men ; and Verey 
being obliged to jetirc to WormSy he had no other enemy to 
fear, fo that he took Steiny Lademburgy and Keiferlauterny 
and had already reduced Frankendal to extremity; when 
Mamfeldy h|iAening to its fuccour, compelled him to raif^ 
the Aege and retreat 

Frederic FREDERIC was at that time in Hollandy where he had 
bcis rer been received rather like a conqueror than a fugitive, and ac- 
fr.uyf to .commodated with a monthly allowance of ten thoufand florins 
thi kings foi* his fubfiftance. He had retired to this country that he 
^ vSweden be n^ 2 ^t England^ from whence be ftill expefled affiff- 

J^^^'ance and proieftion; but finding fames as much as ever 
• -^verfe to any efieflual engagement in his favour, he ad^ref- 
fed himfelf to the kings of Sweden jitid Dentnarky wlio had ^

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pcrfonal interview at S^gebfrt^ where the palatine was prefent, 
together with the ambafladors of Brandenburgs the l^rottftanc 
princes, and the flatesof Holland. Whatever were the deli- 
berations of tjns aflembly, certain it is, the king of Denmaik 
undertook to fend a magnificent embafly to Siennas to foil- 
pit the emperor in favour of Frederic; and to his remon- 
ftrances the minillers of Ferdinand replied, that a diet was 
already Tummoned to meet at Rathbony where fuch meafurcs 
would be taken on that fubjcfl as fhould be agreeable to the 
German princes. The king of England likeWife complained 
of the invafion of the Palatinate^ as a breach of the promife 
which Ferdinand had given, and explained Ris fentiments 
touching the fatisfa<ifion which #he emperor hud a right to 
expeft from his fon-in-law, obferving at the fame time, that 
in cafe his mediation ihould be rejected, he would at length 
have recourfe to arfns in favour of the eleclor. The em- 
peror, wjjo knew his difpofition too well to be alarmed at 
thefe menaces, continued *flill to amufe him with the hopes 
of peace, and fent the count de Sclnvartzemburg to England^ 
in order to negotiate the conditions of a truce. 

In the mean<ime, he difpatched the count de Buquoy into cotmt 
Hungary^ to renew the truce with Bethlecm Gabor^ whom he 
would have honoured with the title of prince of Hungary^ 
and a penfion of one hundred thoufand florins; but the ^ 

vaivode demanding other advantages which were refufed, both 
fides prepared for war, which was renewed with great ani- 
mofity. Buquoy inverted and X.OQ\i Presburg upon capitula- 
tion, and many other places furrendered^ to him on the fame oiga^e^ 
terms ; while the marquis de Colalte reduced a number of mtut %ear 
towns and caftles in Low Hungary^ to the dominion of the Neuhaufs. 
boufe of Aujlria, At length, Buquoy undertook the fiege of 
Neuhaufs^ which was defended with great gallaatry. The 
count de laTour^ being detached with fi^^thoufand ii en frortt 
the army of Gabor^ fell upon a convoy guarded by two thop- 
fand AuJirianSs who being put in difordcr, Buquoy mounted 
his horfe in order to rally and fupport them ; tbut in fpite of 
all his endeavours, they were totally routed, and he himfelf 
loft his life in the engagement ; (b that the Imperial ifts^ were 
obliged to raife the fiege, and retreat with precipitation to. 

Gutta upon the Danube^ after having abandoned their train 
of artillery, Gabor^ taking the advantage of their difpom^ 
fiiure and abfence, made fome new conquerts, and bging 
joined by Jagerndorf with his Moravian^ and Silejians^ refolved 
A retake Pjeshurgy which was accordingly inverted ; but Co- 
kite defended th^ place with fuch vigour^* that they were fain

Gabor in- About this time the elector Palatine, who had retuftiled 
nfeftsthe to Holland^ was informed that the emperor had ordered the 
dty of principal authors of the revolt in Bohemia to be put to death ; 
Fresburg. ujne of the direffors of that kingdom havipg been beheaded ^ 
and two and thirty han^d The execution of. fo many 
!ieaIous adherents could nOt but be very grievous to Vrederic^ 
who, feeing he had nothing to exped from his father-in-law, 
refolved to take other meafures for retrieving his domintotis. 
He was Dill tgafterof Manheim^ Heidelberg^ and Frunkendah 
and count Mansfeld^ though retired into Alfane^ was ready to 
re-enter the Lower Palaiidkte: he therefore engaged prince 
Chrijiiern of Brunfwick to levy an army in WefiphaUa^ and join 
the count \ and made a contrad of the fame natlire with the 
prince of Baden- Dourlacb. Accordingly Chrijiiern took the 
held, and made himfelf mailer of ^fome places in the county 
of La March : from thence he marched into the electorate of 
MentXi ahd afterwards committed horrible devaflations in the 
dominions of the landgrave of HeJJe-Darm/iadt. On the 
other hand, the landgrave of Hejfe-Cqfjil ravaged the country 
belonging to the counts de IValdeck^ on pretence that they had 
received an inveiliture from the emperor of feme fiefs which 
he held of his landgraviate : befides, a difpute fubfifted be- 
tween him and the landgrave of Darmfladt^ about the fove- 
reignty of ; and, as the emperor favoured his rival, 

he embraced the party of the count Palatine. The counts of 
Waldeck and the landgrave of Darmfladi complained of thefe 
hofiilities to Ferdinand^ who ordered the duke of Brunfwick- 
Halberjiadt and the landgrave of Hejfe to lay down their arms, 
on pain of being proceeded againft with all the rigour of the 
law : but the count (FAnhalt^ who commanded the troops of 
Colcgny took a more cfFeClual method, by joining the forces 
eA Ment% and Darmjladt^ and marching JVeterofoia to 
the valley of Buccen^ in quell of Chrijiiern^ whom he found 
ne duh ^ wood. He immediataly commanded bis Cara-

9 »e^/beifH and Btrturk^ and ordered the inhabitants to be 
hanged : he deftroyed the country with fire gnd fword ; and, 
retiring to Lippt^ treated all the viUages as a conquered pro- 
vmce', laying cam and levying contribimonS'at pleafure. The 
licence and impunity of his foldiers, encooragid n number of 
profitgdte hiffians to inlift in his fervice ; fo that his army, 
bdng thus augmented, foon became fuperior to that of«/f/i« 
hdt^ lind, ovcf-runniOg the bilhoprics of Munjltr and Badtr- 
horffi fiiied evtsry place with carnage and defolation (Z). 

. The eiriperor, WhoTe foie aim was to fubdue. tl^ ole^or 7*^^ 
Palatine and all bis partiaans, i^folved to employ his whole ror con^ 
forces on the Rhine \ and for that puipofe granted advan>r/»^,pj^ 
tageous conditions to BethUem Gaber^ who, in confequence of treaty 
a treaty concluded al Nidafiurg^ renounced the title and dig- Ga- 
nity of fetng of Hungary^ promifed to rettore the crown and 
royal ornaments within e 4 ;hteen tlays, and retire to Cajfwia \ 
and bound himfelf, by Oath* to give nofurther difturbancoco 
the houfe of Aujlria. FtrdinJemd^ on bis part, promifed to

allegiance to Ferdinand and Gaber\ During thCfe negotia- 
tions the marriage of the emperor with 
fifter of the duke of Mantua^ Was celebrated at Oedembeurg % 
and, after the rejoicings, the affairs of Hungary were regulated 
in a diet, where Ferdinand granted a general amnefty, and 
liberty of confdence to theProceftants.

Alface marched into the bifhopric of Strajbourg^ took the rich 

abbey of MawirMunjUr^ made himfelf mafter of Hagenau^ 
and opened the trenches before Saverne ; but the befiegcd 
having received a reinforcement of two thou/and men, he was 
obliged to relinquifli the enterprize ; and, dividing his army 
into fmall bodies, laid wafle the whole province of JIfate. It 
was not, however, upon the valour and adivity of Mansfeld 
alone that the ele&or Palatine depended : he entertained great 
hopes from th^ power and influence of George- Frederick^ mar- 
fTketnar- Baden-Dourlachy who efpoufed his intereft out of re- 

qutsof^^- fentment againft the emperdr, who had adjudged the half of 
f ^ the marquifate of Baden to William^ fon of Edward^ firnamcd 

^ the Fortunate. This decifion he confidered as a grievance, 
theele^ar- Edward having married a fimple gentlewoman, her 

palatine difqualified from inheriting the marquifate ‘ : 

having therefore refigned his dominions to his eldeft fon, he 
levied an army of thirteen thoufand foot and three thoufand 
horfe, and prepared a confidcrable train of artillery, with 
all forts of warlike munition. ' The cleflor palatine, ele- 
vated with the news of this armament, departed from Hol- 
land^ XxvizxkA France in difguife, and arrived at Landau^ 
where he was received by the governor count de Lowenjlein^ 
and immediately joined by Mansfield^ with whom he forth- 
with pad'ed the Rhine ^ and obliged Tilly to raife the fiege of 
DUJherg, This general afterwards encamped in the front of 
a foreft, near IViJfelochy in order to prevent their jun£lion with 
the marquis^ of Baden- Dour lach \ and Mansfeld^ in oidcr to 
drive them from this advantageous pod, contrived an ambuf- 
cadc, which fuCceeded to his wifh. He polled his vanguard at 
Mingellmm\ and, having difpofcd his artillery, detached fomc 
fquadrons to fkirmifl'# with the enemy, before whom they pre- 
Mansfeld tended to fly. Tilly fell into the fnatc; for, having purfued 
gams an them as far as Mingelheim^ Mansfeld appeared upon their flank, 
advantage p|jgj them wi6i his artillery, and attacked them with fuch 
^bat they were utterly defeated, with the lofs of two 
^ thoufand men, and all their baggage 

The marquis of Baden Doiirlach no fooncr received the 
news of this viflory, than, believing this was a proper oppor- 
tunity. to fignalize himfelf, he, intlead of joining Mansfeld^ 
according to the advice and defire of Frederic^ marched di- 
T^ti\y\,o Tilly. \ who had by this time pofted himfelf between

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giments under the command of Gonfales de Cordoba : for 
Mansfeld had given him time to rally his troops, by under* 
taking the fiege of Ladembourg. The Bavarian general did 
not decline the engagement, which began i^ith equal fury on 
both fidcs, and at firft the marquis had foine advantage ; but in bis 
at length Tilly^ after having fuftained fevera! repulfes, broke turn de- 
his m^in body, and gained a complete viftory over the mzr- Jeats the 
quis, who loft all his cannon and baggage, together with two marquis of 
thoufand men, and with great dilHculty efcaped to Mansfeld baden- 
with a fmall party of horfe Dourlach. 

The count was ft ill employed iri the fiege of Lademhurg^ 
which he at laft took by aftault, and put all the garrifon to 
the fword : then, leaving the eleSof to repair the works, he 
repaffed the Rhine^ in order to relieve HagenaUy which was 
inv<^ed by the archduke LcopohL Having advanced as far as 
Frankefidal^ he furprifed and cut to pieces a detachment of a The arch- 
thoufarfd men ; and this fticcefs filled the archduke^s army with duke Leo* 
fuefa terror and confternation, that all his eftbrjs were infuffi pold is 
cient to detain one foldier ; fo that he was obhged to abandon routed hy 
hk artillery, provifions, and ammunition: two thqufand of Mansfeld. 
his men were llaughtered in their retreat x.ow7ixA% Drefenheim \ 
the reft of his army fled to Dachjiein^ Mdjl)eim^ and Saverne ; 
and the confiderable magazines which Leopold had prepared at 
Pifhxviltcrj fell into the hands of the elcdhor. ALamfeld^ 
having pcrfomied this exploit, croflTed the Rhine again ; and, 
being joined by Frederic and the marquis of Badm^ marched 
with an armv of twenty thoufand men into the country of 
Darmjladt^ which was abandoned to plunder, the landgrave 
himfelf being defeated and taken prifoner. But their progrefs 
was foon checked by 77/^, who, being reinforced, advanced 
with his light cavalry, and, attacking their rear, obliged them 
to retreat with great lofs into the fqreft of Lorche\ from 
whence they repaired to ^ePalaiinate^xn great diforder, being 
altogether deftitute of money and proviftons r, 

FREDERIC^ having now no other rcfqprcc, wrote to the 
duke of Brwifwick to come and join him with his troops. 

That prince had ravaged the whole country fituated upon the 
river Lippe: being fupported by thcDwtri, he had taken feveral 
towns m the territory of Paderborny and fortified himfelf in 
Lippjiiidty where he had fixed his head-quarters. Here, how- 
ever, he was in danger of being cooped up by Anhalt y rein- 
' forced with ten thoufand men from the Low CnunirteSy had 
I pot the ftates of Holland^ pade a diverfion in his favour, by af- 
fcmbling all their troops at Nimeguen\ in confequcncc of

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which, the archdutchefs was fain to recall (he Zponiardt: fo 
that Chrijiiern was ready to take the field again, when he re** 
ceived the ele£)or*s orders. 

He accordingly began his nfiarch, levying contributions and 
plundering the country. through which he palTed. Having 
traverfed the territory of and the circle of the Upper 

Rhine^ he advanced towards Mranckfert upon the Moine^ white 
and GangaUs waited for him at Hanau : but the* duke, 
changing his route, marched to Urjel^ where he employed his 
men in building a bridge over the river ; and Tilly j paifing it 
, at Afihaffemhurg^ approached him in order of battle. Chrijuem 
!>/ Brunf- backwAd to engage, and the fight was for a longtioHS 

equal courage on bothfides; but the ififue 
firely de- duke, wbo was intircly defeated, and found 

feated hy great difficulty in efcapins with five troops of horfe to Be^eld^ 
Tilly. . whither the count of Mansfeld had advanced to joisr>as 
forces *. 

This defeat gave the finifhing ftrokc to the party* of 
deric^ who, at the folicitation of the eledlor of Saxony and 
Maurice prihee of Hejfe^ fet at liberty the landgrave of Darm^ 
Jladu The marquis of Dourlach^ difheartened at fo many* 
difafters, disbanded his troops and retired to Hocheberg y white 
the eleAor, Mansfeld^ and Chrijlierny retreating into Lower 
Alfacey were hofpitably received, and fupplied with all necef- 
faries, by the ci^ of Sirajhourg^ which bad been always at* 
tached to the Proteftant caufe. 

All thefe AiccefTes could not difpei the difquiet of Firdi^ 
nandj who dill dreaded a reverfe of fortune while Mansfeld 
and Brunfwick were in the fervice of the count palatine. 
As he fuipei^ed that feveral princes of waited only for 

a favourable opportunity to efpoufe the caufe of his antagonift, 
and that the kings of England and Denmark might at length 
engage heartily in the, eleflor’s intereft, he durft riot put in 
execution the defign he had formed of transferring the palatine 
electorate to the ducal houfe of In anfwer to the 

follicitations thatiswere daily made in behalf of Frederic^ he 
continually declared, that the palatine could expe<^ no favour 
while he retained in his fervice proferibed partisans, who laid 
iVafle whole provinces, in contempt of the laws and conftitu* 
tions of the empire ; but that, if he would difmils Chrijiiern 
and Mamfeldy the emperor would pay proper regard to the . 
.mediation of England aiid Denmark Trufting to this decla- 
ration, the unhappy elector coiftplied with the advice of his 
(acber-in law^ and, in evil hour, depriving himfelf of.thete*

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tam eAterpriiing and irtdefatigable officers, retired to BtdtAti 
the refidence of his uncle the marechal de Beuilbn. Thiswaa 
the ilioft imprudent ftep he had ever tsdeen, and diametrically 
OppOlke to ^e policy of all princes, who, order to facili- 
tate a peace,, never fail to tncreafe their preparations for war. 

VlfHitE Frederick in this manner contri^ted to the ruin of 
bis own afiatr$, touht TiUy finiihed the conqueft of the Pala- Tilly/- 
timte bf the redudion of Heidelberg and Manhemt from 
Whence the famous library of the elei^r was fentto the duke 
of BavartOy who kept patt of the books for his own ufe, and ^ 
nnlade a prefent of the teft to the Vatican at Rom*. At the 
fame time the archduke Leoptldy having takeh Brifacy'pekeA 
tfie RhitUy made hhnfelf maftea of Hagenauy Lmdawy and 
BFeifinAurgy K-eftabliffied ^e biffiop of Spire, took Germer~ 

Jheim, which he abandoned to plunder; then repafling the' ri- 
ver, executed the fenience of the Aulic council in favour of 
fflUiam marquis of Bade-Baden\ who was no fooner fettled in- 
his dominions, the pcffiefflon of which had been difputed by 
Getrge^Frederic, than he reftored the Catholic religion in the 
marquifate of BadeH, from whence it had been -long exiled: 
fFtrmty LandttU), and the other cities which had favoured the 
eIe£lor-palatine, how received imperial garrifons ; the revolu- 
tion became general, ‘Frankeudal alone being (pared out of 
complaifrince for the governefs of the Low Countriee, whW 
thought fuch an inftance of lenity might forward the peace. 

During thefe tranfadions, Mansfeld and the duke of 
Brtarfwich marched towards Lorrairty at the head of an army 
cohmKngof ten thoufand foot and eight thoufand horfe, with 
fourteen pieces of cannon, and paffing the Mofelle, encamped 
dbove 'Metz., in order to deliberate upon their next expedttion: 

While they continued in thisiiiuation, Mansfeld was follicited 
p> enter into the fervke of the king of France ; but his tetihs 
were fo high, that Lewis XIII. did not tlynk proper to comply 
with them, and the negotiation being broke of, the count 
'continued his route to the neighbourhood of Sedan, where Ac 
didce Ae BomUtny chief of French Calvinijlsy employed all 
his addrefr in petfuading him to take the command of th^t 
party, which was then apoit the decline : the emperor dread- 
ing his return into Gtntseutyy attempted to boy his frtendlhip 
with a penfron and conl^derable prefents ; the archdutchefr 
fearing he would fait upon Litnemburg, fent very advautagraus 
propows IQ hhn, on the part of the king of Spain i the Jcing 
df 'Bnglasti moAo the moft peeffing-mfrances to diffiiade him 
ttvok abandoning the dedor-palatine ; the ftates of HtUanJ

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courted his afiiftdnce in raiHngthe fiegeof Berg ; and finally^i 
the f^enetians eflayed to engage him in ihcir interefts, proiiit* 
ftng to inveft him with the command of their army : To that 
thi^ Tingle man, without either country or habitation, money ot 
allies, was, at oiW time, equally feared and flattered by all the 
chief powers of Europe^. He reTifled, however, all thefe 
tempting offers, and rcfolved to penetrate into France^ in order 
to fupport the reformed of that kingdom ; hut Gon f ales JtitLving 
paflcd the Rhine to protect Luxemburg^ joined the duke de 
Nevers^ who had raifed fome troops in order to oppofe the 
count and the duke of Brunjwtck^ and following them into 
Thierache^ a bjitle enfued, in which Mansfeld was iptirely de^ 
feated, after having left flv^ thoutand killed and wounded 
upon the field. The Spaniards piirfued the fugitives, of whom 
they flew a great number, and took abundance of prifbners, 
with the whole baggage and artillery : ^et notwirhflanding 
this difeomfiture, in which the duke of Brnnfwick loft an 
arm, Aiansficld^ with the troops whioh he could rally, Ynarched 
with great expedition to the alfiftance of the Dutch^ and ac- 
tually compelled to raile the fiegeof Bergen-op-Zoom. 

AlANSFELD being thus difabled iium ^v\ng Ferdinand 
any further difturbance, the Imperialifts made themfdves 
mailers of Glatz^ which was the laft place in Bohemia that 
held out for the el editor-palatine ; and that kingdom being 
wholly reduced, tiie empetor publifhed a fecond edid for ap- 
preliendrng thofe who were prolcribed, and for profeduiing 
fuch rebels as had not yet been tried : fome of thefe having 
confiiUed their fafery in flight, were found guilty of treafon, 
outlawed, and their eftbiSls were coniifeated for the ufe of the 
emperor. Others, who ftood their trial, were condemned to 
death ; but the cnipcrcir changed their punifhmcnt into perpe- 
tual imprifonment. 'i'hefc mcafurcs being taken, Ferdinand 
declared, that for th«7 future there (hould be none but Catho- 
lic magiflrates through all his hereditary dominions ; and this 
refpluiion was fignitied lo the governor of Prague by the 
prince de LUcht^iJlAn^ viceroy of Bohemia^ who likewilc, by 
the emperor’s oid"?r, gave notice that all the minillers of the 
Augsburg fiiould leave the city in fom hours, and be 

for ever exiled from the hereditary countries. In confequence 
of this mandate the Proteftant churches were fhut up, and the 
adminiftration of the univcrfity vefted in the jefuits, notvyith- 
ftanding the remonfiranccsof the eleftbr of Saxony^ proteftor 
of the Augsburg confclfion, who, in letters to the prince of 
LUchttnJidn^ and the clcfSpr of Meniz^ complained of thef^

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alterations. ^Befides thefe« the emperor had refolved to make 
other regulations, about which he was defirous of confulting 
the electors and pcinces of the empire^ \ for which purpofe be 
iummon^d a diet to meet at Ratisbon^ where, however, h^ 
took care that a majority of his own friends flt^uld be prefent ; 
for. his chief defign was to transfer the palatine ele£torate to 
the perfon of M^imilian duke of Bavaria, Accordingly the 
diet wag no fooner opened, than tbf emperor made a long de- 
tail of Prederic*s crimes and, mifcondu£f, for which he bad 
been proferibed ^nd deprived of the electoral ^dignity, which, 
by the law called CommiffiriaU having devolved to his impe- 
rial majefty, he now, from the plenitude of hi»power, trans- 
ferred it to the perfon of Maximiljan duke of Bavaria^ in con- 
fideration of that prince’s great Cervices during the late war 
This propofal met with great oppoiltion from the Spaniards^ 
who were by no means inclined to aggrandize the houfe of 
Bavaria* the ancient rival of the Aujlrian family, or to dif- 
oblige the king of England* with whom they were at that 
time heartily difpofed to enter into alliance, by concluding 
the marriage of the infanta with the prince of Wales. As for 
the clpdlors and^ other princes, they were differently fwayed by . ^ 
their different rnotives and views of intereft. The archbifhop ^ * 
of Mentz* who had been long an inveterate enemy of th&pa- ^ 
latine, eagerly wifhed for the bergftradl : the elector of Co* 
logne of courfe favoured his brother the duke of Bavaria : the 
archbifhop of <r ^iers being Frederics profeffed enemy, defired 
nothing io much as to fee him intirely deprived of his domi- 
nions, and to obtain feme portion of the fpoil : the archbifhop 
of Saltzburg* whofe country lay between the emperor and the 
duke of Bavaria* durft not difoblige fuch powerful neighbours : 
the landgrave of Darn^adt wanted an opportunity to fecure 
the favour of Ferdinand* who was to judge in his difpute about 
Marpurg ; and the eleilor of Saxony being incenfed againft 
the emperor, for having expelled the Frdteflants ffom Bobe^mia* 
would not be prefent at thp diet ; but he and the elcftor of 
Brandenburg .fent thither deputies to declare, ^that they would 
never confent to the intended inveftiture of the duke of Ba* 
varia, Wolfgang-William* kA ,N euhurg* loudly com- tfjjg 

plained, that, contrary to the dirpOfitibnoF the goldenIjuH, a ^Neu- 
diftanc relation fhould fuccecd to the inheritance of a criminal, hurg's re--

As diefe arguments had no weight wMt the emperor, &o 
duke compofim a fecond remonftranee, in which he Ibiemnly 
appealed to his impenal majefty’s paternal elemencyand patrio* 
tiim, and reprefented, that the iniended trandation would in> 
fellibly prove a fouree of jealoufyand dlAnift betweenlhe chief 
and tte mtmbew of (he enuHK, and low the feeds of another 
eruel war, as the kings andprin^, albes and relationiaf (he 
palatine faoufe, would certainly ufe their utmoft efforts in the 
mamtounce of us >iight8 and preteidions *.

Spinola piarched into Sra^ant^ at the head 
of thirty thoufand men, and the count de Barg commanded 
another body of ten thoUfand in the country of Qleves ; while 
the ftates-general, being inferior in point of force,were obliged 
to a£l upon the dbfcnfivc. MaUrtce prince of Orange obferve^

loudly complained of this accommodation, by which Ferdinand 
bellowed upon the prince of TrUnfylvania a tradl of country 
fifty leagues in length, and live and twenty in breadth, while 
he llripped an eledlor of the empire of his dignity and domi- 
nions : but thefe complaints, though joined with menaces, 
could neither binder the execution of the treaty, nor even re- 
tard the meafures that were taken in favour of the eledlor of 
Bavaria ; for the emperor, in an alTcmbly of the dates 
which he had convened at Slenjtngen^ in the county of Henne^ 
berg^ admitted the duke into the eleAoral college, with the 
confent of the members, notwithdanding the remondrances 
that were made by the ambadadors of thofe princes who ef- 
poufed the incereds of Frederic^ and the folicitations of his 
children, who proteded againft the dedituiion of their fa« 
ther®. 

The king of England finding himfelf at length a dupe to 
the Spaniards^ tidened to the propofals of Mamfeld^ who pro-

These two armi^ v;ere not more eager in their opera<- 
tions of war/ than the eleiSor of Saxony in his negotiationa 
for peace. In confequence of his interpofition, conferences! 
were held at Brunfwick and at Ulm ; but nothing was con-r 
eluded, at either of thefe aflemblies, becaufe they, cou jd not 
agree about the indemniification which* the Imperialifts de- 
manded for the ravages committed by Fredericks ^llies.j and 
neither fide would be the firft to lay down their arms, Whilp. 
they difputed' upon thefe points at Brunfwick^ the king q{ j^en* 
mark repaired to an aflembly which he had fummorjed to ineet 
at WeJ[eU in Holfteirij where he obtained a Kzonfuierable fub- 
fidy ioi the maintenance of his troops ^ and by an ordipanep, 
prohibited all Spanijh veftels, or fuch as belonged to the pro« 
Vinces fuMecl to that crown, from entering the Sounds 

ykAiE^. the firft, king of England^ being^dead, and his fon 
Charles ioo much involved in difputes with his own parliament^ 
to ihtcreft, himfelf in the caufe of his brother-in-law, all the 
hopes of this unfprtunate prince now centered in the friend- 
A B Dadijh wsijefty, and the affiftance of the ftates of

Xtm^AuJlrian generals Wiftied for nothing fo inuch ^ fqr ^ 
general engagement, which was carefully avoided by. the. king' 
pf Denmark^ who would not rifquc his beft foldiers uponlficq

a precarious iffue ; hut divided his army into three bodies, in Chriftian 
order to carry on the war in fo many difFerent places at the ifMdes hii 
fame time, and to oblige the Aujirtans in like manner to fe- arm}\ 
parate thdr forces. So far he fucceeded ; but the event did 
not anfwer hii expediation Having marched with the bulk 
of hisr army through Brunfwick^ he entered the bifliopric of 
HildeJheimj where ne took and garrifonedfeveral places : then 
he detacKed the duke of JVehnar to htake an attempt upon 
Ofmhrugy which he carried by fcalade, and exafted a conli- 
derable fum of the clergy : he afterwards reduced all the towns 
of that diocefe, and might have opened to the k^ng a road to 
the Palatinate through the bifhopric of Munfter^ had riot his 
progtefs been ffopped by a large pi^fent from the inhabitants ; 
in confequence of which he contented himfelf with the coii- 
quelt he had already made, and his eldeft Ton being defied co- 
adjutor of Ofnabrugy ‘be returned as he came, and rejoined 
his Dani/h majefty. That ^monarch had fee out from the 
banks of the Elbe^ towards Wolfemhuitle^ in Order to check 
the progrefi of Tilly j biit he amufed himlelf by the way, in 
befieging Hottenjleven^ and fbnie other places j fo that Tilly 
had leifure to carfy on his works before Gottingen^ which ac- 
cordingly furrendered upon capitulation. 

After this fuccefshe marched towards Northeim^ which he 
intended to invefl: ; but the place was fupplie'd with a ftrong 
reinforcement of« troops, proviHon, and ammunition, by the 
king of Denmark^ who was now employed in the fiege of 
Duderjladt ; fo that feeing it would be impra£):tcable to reduce

MANSFELDy with part of the army, had beemdefeated 
by IValjiein at Dejfau ; but far from being difheartened by his 
misfortune, he, in his retreat towards SiUfta^ realiembled fuch 
a number of foldiers, that in a little time be took the field 
again with fi^e and twenty thoufand men \ and after having 
furmounted a number of obftacles in his march, arrived in

Mansfeld was extremely 
affliSed when he faw his army melt away in fuch a manner ; 
and his chagrin was not a little augmented, when he under- 
ftood that the Hungarian malcontents had accepted an amnelly 
from the emperor; ihzx. Gabor negotiated another treaty with 
the houfe of Aujlria ; and that the pacha of Buda was on the 
eve of concluding an accommodation with the fame power. 
Mortified by thefe articles of intelligence, and defpairing of 
being able to retrieve the affairs of Frederic^ he left the re- 
mains of his army with Gabor y and, accompanied by twelve 
officers, fet out from Gran^ tho’ he was then afflifled with a 
flow fever. When he had crofl’cd Servia and Bcfniay his ma- 
lady increafed to fuch a degree, that he was obliged to halt in 
a village near Zara in DalmatWy where, perceiving his end

Hungary being thus again reduced to obedience, the 
Imperialifts under TUly^ returned to the liege of Nienhurg ; Nlenburg 
and the king of Denmark^ dreading the lofs of fuch an im- hfuccoured 
porcant place, e 5 terted all his vigilance and addrefs in fup- h 
plying *11 with frclh fuccours, which infufed new courage Den- 
in the befieged, who defended themfelves with the moft 
obftinatc valour. , He not only provided for the fafety of this 
town, but having received auxiliaries from Frana and HoU 
landy formed an army of four and twenty thoufend foot, and 
fifteen thoufand horfe. Thefe be divided into three bodies, 
one of which he fent into the bilhopric of Bremen^ another 
he detached into the ifland of Stilhorn^ and the third was em- 
ployed in fortifying* the town of Arheim^* On the fide of 
the Imperialifts, George duke of Lunenburg took Plaga^ which 
was abandoned to plunder, while Tilly made preparations for 
profecuting his vidories, as foon as he fliould be joined by 
the troops of Rodolphus Maximilian^ duke of Saxony. In or-

(D) He was natural fon of 
Peter Erueft de Mansfeld^ gover- 
nor of Luxemburg ; and, being 
legitimated, was educated at 
the court of Brujfels^ under the 
eye of his godfather the arch- 
duke Ernejl. In his youth he 
ferved the king of Spain in the 
Low Countries t and the emperor 
in Hungary ; but being refufed 
a vacant government which he 
demanded, he quitted the court, 
of Rodolphus^ and efpoufed the 
Proteftant caufe. He was one 
of the greatell captains that 
Germany ever produced ; intre- 
id, indefatigable, cool in the 
eat of a£li6n, prudent in deli- 
beration, and a hero in misfor- 
tune : he could wonderfully 
accQnimodate himfelf to time, 
fflace, aad circumdance, and 
find new refources when his 
friends were in defpair. He 
fiaijl acquired fu^h an empire 


over his paffions, that being 
once informed of the treachery 
of CaxeL his confident, who 
difclofed his defigns to the 
count de Bujuoyf he gave him 
three hundred rix-doliars, with 
a recommendation to Buquey in 
thefe terms : “ Cazel being 

“ more in your interefl than in 
** mine, J. fend him to you that 
“ you may profit bv his Icr- 
vice.” At another time, he 
laid toanapoth(g:ary who had un- 
dertaken to poiion him,*' Friend, 
I can fcarce believe that a 
** perfon whom I have* never 
** injored, ihould be defirous 
of taking my life away ; if 
it was necelfity that induced 
you to undertake the office 
of afiaffin, there is money to 
enable you to live like ap 
honeft man.” Mereur. Franc* 
t.xiim r An* x626« 
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Magdeburg marched at the head of fixteen thoufatrd men, ahd 
was followed by the bulk of the Dumft> army towards the 
bridge of De^u^ to hinder the count from palling the Etbe% 
but notwjthiTanding all his endeavours, x)!kt AuJIrians z 
new bridge, and eroding that river, took Brandenburg and 
feveral other places, while the king of Denmark intrenched 
himfelf near JFefer^ Thus lituated, both armies harraded 
each other with frequent fkirmifiies, in which neithir fide 
gained any condderabFe advantage, until George duke of Lu- 
nenburg^ after having feized feveral pods in the eledtorate of 
Brandenburgs on pretence of hampering the DaneSs at length 
entered the dutchy of Hojfletns in order to make a diverfion in 
favour of count Ttlly. rior* was this expedient incffediual. 
The king of Denmark fent thither twelve thoufand men, 
draughted from his army, to oppofc the duke ; fo that Tilfy 
was enabled to fend one half of his troops "to Hejas while the 
other continued the fiegeof Northeims under the command of 
the count de Furjiembergy who, at firft reiufed to grant a ca- 
pitulation *, but after 'having loft abundance of men in three 
unfuccefsful adaults, he, of his own accord, propofed favou- 
rable conditions, which were accepted by the garrifon, which 
marched out with all the honours of war.

On this occafion, conferences were 
h^; at Colmar by .the minifiers of the mediators and the en- 
voys 4)f the el^dtor-palatine ; who, being informed of the em- 
jperoc’s propofals, anfwcrcd, that their matter would a(k par- 
*aon for what was patt, and renounce the crown of Bohemia ; 
that he and th.: dukc.of Bavaria Ihould alternately enjoy the 
ple^loral dignity, on con^lkipiH that, after ihoduke’s deceafe. 
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it {hould be intirely veiled in him and hi$ heirs; that he could 
neither in honour or confcience make any change in the efta- 
blilhed religion of his country ; but would permit the monks^ 
to remain in two or three monafteries, over which» however* 
he himfelf would referve a jurifdiflion ; and as to the expence 
of the war, it would be impoffible to defray it, the Palatinate 
being intircly ruined * 

Theamhi^ These reprefentations were fo unfatisfa£{ory to tife cm* 
tionofihe peror, that he renounced the negotiation, and refolved'tocon- 
houfe of tinue the war, in which he was ruccefsful, even beyond his 
Attilria. own expedation. His vidorious arms kept all the princes of 
Germany in awe^; and the court of Vienna ho longer diflembled 
its defign to fupprefs the Prdteftant religion, extingutfh the 
liberties of the empire, and render the Imperial crown here- 
ditary in the houfe of Aujiria. Waljiein openly declared, that 
the ele£lors would Toon be reduced to the condition of Spanijb 
grandees : he and Tilly quartered the troops indifferently upon 
Catholicks and Protellants, allowing them to live at difcre- 
tion, and levying immenfe contributions. Leopold of Aujiria^ 
archduke of Infpruck^ having refigned the bilhoprics of Strafe 
hurg and Pajj'au^ together with feveral other benefices, in 
order to marry Claudia de Medicis^ widow of duke Urhin^ the 
emperor conferred them upon William^ one of his own fons, 
who was afterwards eleSed bilhop of Halberftadu and obtained ' 
from the pope bulls for the abbey of Herefchfe!^^ which was 
poiTelTed by the landgrave of Hejfe ; and, finally, Ferdinand 
took meafures for putting him in polleflion of the arChbilhop- 
rics of Magdeburg and Bremen. Thefe were ecclefiadical ap- 
penages, which Ferdinand intended to efiablilh in different 
parts of Germany^ as provifion for the younger Tons of the 
Aujlrian houfe 

All the princes equally trembled at the projefls and power 
of this emperor, which, in order to circumferibe within pro- 
per bounds, the Protefiants implored the afliilance of France; 
and begged that the young electoral prince palatine might be 
received into onerof the towns of that kingdom. The duke 
of Bavaria^ though 'loaded with the favours of Ferdinand^ 
dreaded the confequence of his growing greatnefs ; and pri- 
vately follicited cardinal de Riibelieu to engage Lewis the 
thirteenth, in defending the princes of the empire from op- 
preiSon : and, lafily, the elediot of Triers had well high put 
himfelfi, under the prote6lion of France^ in order to prCferve 
the liberty of bis dates agaipft the incroachments of the houfe ^

addrcl&sj for the interior cpmipotions of the kingdom, and 
the w?r with which it was threatened hy England^ would not 
permit him to grant powerful ai&ftance to the German princes, 
erpecially as he had promifed to furni(h money for the king of 

D, enmar% who was not yet dilheartened by the misfortunes 

of his two laft campaigns. He therefore contented himfelf 
with feuding inio Germany^' m order to difluade 

the.elc£lors from chufing a king of the Romans^ and to offer 
the mediation of France for concluding a peace, or at leaft a 
fufpenfion of arms. As for the ele^oral prince palatine, he 
durft not receive him, left he Ihould give umbrage to the 
houfe of AuJlria^ the pope, and (he duke of Bavaria \ though 
the reafon he alledged for his refufal was, that the king could 
not admit the electoral prince into his dominions, without de- 
claring himfelf his protestor, and confequently traverfing the 
propoials of peace, until he fliould be re-eftabliftied in ^1 his 
rights. *A 1 I that Marcheville could obtain from the ftates of 
the empire was to delay the ele£lion of a king of the ^mans ; 
and as the emperor could not prevail upon them to ralfe bis 
fon Ern^ (already king of ^Hungary) to that dignified ftation, Erneft it 
he conloled bimlelf for the difappointment by placing the crowwd 
crown of Bohemia upon his head. Not that there was any hing of 
previous elediion by the ftates of that kingdom, which the Bohemia.' 
houfe of AuJlria now confidered as an indefeafible inheritance : 

the emperor, by his own authority, commanded them to pro- 
ceed to the coronation of his fon, by which means he 
ftrengthened his intereft with another voice to be ufed at the 
eledion of a king of the Romans 
Mean while, the king of Denmark took the duke of Meek- 
lenhwrg under bis protection ; and demanded fuccours from the 
inhabitants of Bremen^ and other hans-towns, who excufed 
themfelves from granting his requeft ; and, being intimidated 
^ the emperor’s generals, expelled th^ confuls .and agents of 
England and Holland^ and furniflied the Imperiaji tioops with 
provifions, (hips, and ammunition : lb tbat,^while they pro* 
cceded in fubduing Germany^ the diet was opened at MuU 
haufen^ whither the cleClors of Mentz and Saxony repaired in 
perfbn, and the other princes fent their minifters. *

to fubmit to thefe condition^, they dnanimoufiy declared they 
would join their forces With thofe of the emjjero^ againft hitri 
and all his adherents^. 

Durikg thefe deliberations, the Ddnijh fenetors, afiembled 
at Copenhagen^ wrote a letttif to the emperor, exhorting hirn 
to put an end to the war ; though, confidcring the fitoatiohf 
of affairs, they could not expeft great fuccefs from this re- 
monftrance : and ChrijUan^ perfuaded that nj regard would 
be paid to it by the imperial court, employed himfelf ini 
making all the neceffary preparations for continuing the war ®. 
Having received a cobfidcrable fiipply from his allies, he 
equipped a ftrong fleet ; and, fettirw fail in the beginning of 
fpring, made a defcfeht u^n the ifle of Femcren^ Where he 
took the fort which had been built by the Infipeirialifts. His 
next cOnqoeft was EckeUtffirdtj which he abandoned to plun- 
der, after having ma^p the garrifon prifoners bf war, and ex- 
changed them for a like number of Danes : this place, ho!)ir- 
ever, was in a little time retaken by the Imperialifts, who cut 
iir pieces, or piW to flight, ail who pretended to oppofe theni. 
Ckfiftian^ with a fleet of forty-feven ftips bf war, appeared 
before K\eU the fiege of which he undertook by fea and land : 
but meeting With a vel-y obftinate rcfiftance, and being linfue- 
Ciffliful in all his alTaults, He quitted that enterpritfcc; in order 
fo relieve Staden^ which was hard preffed by count who 
had taken fuch precautions, that he could riot throW fuceoUri 
into the place, fo that he retired toGluckftadt : While colohel 
Morgan^ who commanded an EngUJh garrifon in Siaden^ bein^

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reduced to extremity, refolved to capitulate ; and accordingly 
marched out, with his arms and baggage, at the head of fixty- 
four companies, with whom he retired towards Bremen ^ Af- 
ter the reduction of Staden^ the imperial army invefied Glucks 
fiadt and Krempen^ which were defended with extraordinary 
valour by the Danijh garrifons, who made frequent fallies, and 
obliged the enemy to abandon their pods. Three of their 
(hips fitrprifed the town of Girpfwald^ and fet fire to the Auf^ 
irian houfes. Two regiments of their cavalry entered Barm- 
Jiaden^ from whence they returned loaded with booty, after 
having killed and taken prifoners the imperial garrifon and 
they afterwards took Pirnunhirg^ where they found a body of 
Croats^ whom they cut in piece§. 

About this time a general ai&mbly of the hans-towns 
was held at Lubeck^ in order to deliberate upon the propofals ajftm- 
of the emperor and king of ^patn^ touching a new company ef the 
to be formed for carrying on the trade of the North ; and the hans- 
refult oP their deliberations was, that, although they were al- ton>int u 
ways difpofed to obey his imperial majefiy, they could not held at 
grant what he demanded, concerning the navigation, without Lubeck. 
exppfing themfplvcs to the enmity of Sweden and Denmark^ 
which would never allow the (hips of that new company to 
paft the Seund. They therefore begged he would permit them 
to obferve a neutrality \ bur, forefeeing he would be incenfed 
at th^ir refufal, they refolved to levy troops, and prepare foe 
Iheir own defence 

The Imperialifts and finding tbemfelves exhaufted 

by a long war, began at length to entertain ferious thoughts 
of peace ; and the four Catholic eledlors having offered their 
mediation, the emperor confented to open a congrefs at Lu^ 
heck^ whither the eledors of Saxony and Brandenburg fent their 
deputies, after having prevailed upon the king of Denmark to 
appoint plenipotentiaries to treat of aiv a^ommodation. The 
articles propofed by thefe laft wer^ that the principalities of 
the towns and other fie6 of his Danijh, majefty, occupied by 
the Imperialifis, (hould be reftored, together with all that had 
been forcibly taken from his fubjeds, and the prifoners on 
both fides difcharged without ranfom : that all the princes and 
dates of Lower Saxoiy (hould peaceably enjoy the liberty of 
religion, and a general amtiefty comprehend all thofe who bad 
^ny (hare in the war : and, laftiv, that the Tons of his Danijh 
majefty (hould not be difturbed in the enjoyment of^thofe 
populations and ele£ttons, which had been made in their fa*^

free to the friends and allies of thefe powers, on payment of 
a fixed toll, which it fliall not be in his power to augment : 
finally, the crowns of Spain and Poland, tlie archdutchefsb 
governefs of the Low Countries, the cledfor of. Bavaria, and 
other princes of the empire, fhall be included in this treaty.” 
rdeBed ha conditions appeared fo unreafonable to the Danijh 

rfeDanilh threatened to retire without coming to 

miuijiert, conclufion, unlefs they fliould be moderated } and the em- 
andmiti- pcror’s commiilaries being confounded at this menace, repaired 
gated ly to Gujirow in order to confer with Walftein. That general, 
meant oj" upon whom the empetor had bellowed the revenues of Meck- 
Walftein. lenburg, the duke of which he had put to the ban of the em- 
pire, being defirous of acquiring the friendihip of his Danijh 
majeffy, by which bethought he could the better fecure him- 
felf in his new poflelfion, facilitated the conclufion of the 
peace, by procuring more favourable conditions to the king, 
which, after a leries of conferences, were accepted, and the 
treaty was at length concluded on thefe terms : The king 
“ of Denmark fliall not intermeddle in the affairs of the em- 
** pirel except in thofe that relate to the duteby of Holftein ; 
and the princes his fons fliall abfolutely renounce the pof- 
feffion of the archbilboprics and biflioprics of the empire : 

** neither the emperor nor king (hall make any demand on

towns taken from the king of Denmark, fliall be reffored tr

devolved to them by hereditary right, referving flill the 
*< right of fuperiority which the crown of Denmark enjoyed 
“ over thefe provinces *.’* ^ ’ 

THis^reaty was publilhed on the fcventh of to the trmdicigl 
ineJlprefliblejoy of the people, who had been fo long and fo tothtduku 
fcvcrely harrafled by the waV; but to the infinite mortification ^/Mpck- 
of the dukes of Mecklenburgy who now faw Waif An in quiet lenburg 
polfefSon of their dominions. The duke of Bmarta was ac> 
knowledged eleftqr of the holy empire, by the congrefs ©f 
Ltdeckt as well as in this pacification ; but no mention was 
made of the elci^or-ralatine, who was fuppofed to be lawfully 
profcribed, and diveltcd of Kis dignity and dominions. Al- 
though the emperor, by dint of repeated vidories and con- 
quefts, compelled the klngiof Denmark^ and other princes his 
allies, to accept of this peace, he committed a fatal over- 
fight in refufing to admit the ambafladors of Sweden to the 
congrefs of Lubeti^ at which the differences that b^an to 
arife between Ferdinand and Gujiavus might have been ex- 
tinguilhed in their infancy ; but at that time the ftrength of 
the king of Sweden feemed too inconfiderable to alarm the 
court of Viennay which little thought it would one day be fuf- 
ficient to (hake the throne of Ferdinand., and humble the pride 
of the houfe of Aujlria, 

The conclufion of the treaty did not terminate the mutual yi,u<va 
refentment that glowed in the breafts of the emperor and king afferenee 
of Denmark. This laft could not forgive the other for re- enifes be- 
fufing to revoke the ban which was publilhed againft the rw#«»Per- 
dukes of Mecklenburg j and Ferdinand was offended at the dinand 
condud of Cbrifiian, in perfifiing to di({u(|) the duke of Hoi- ^ 
ftein, who had incurred the indignation of that king, by em- Chrillian.' 
bracing the party of the ethperor in the laft war : fw, inftead 
of withdrawing his troops-from i&^«« at the peace, Cbrifiian 
fent a greater number in Order to continue the ravages in that 
province. In confequence of thefe hoftilities, the emperor 
fent monitorial lettets to the king of Denmark, commanding 
him to evacuate that part of HoMein and Sle/wiek which be- 
longs^ to duke Frederic ; and Cbriftian relying upon the hope 
of 4 ftrong reinforcement ftoin the king of Sweden, who bad 
proiritfed to affift him with troops and money, at firft refufed 
to obey this injunAion, affirming, that Slejwiei was not a fief

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of the empire, but intirely depended upon Denmark : but 
to this aiTcveration the court of Vienna replied) that Denmark 
itfclf was a fief of the empire^ and that Sle/wick^ as part of Den* 
marl^ muH necelTarily be in the fame predicament (D). Ne- 
verthefs, finding Chrijlian deaf to thefe remonfirances, Ferdi* 
nand iflued other letters, conceived in fucj^ ftrong terms as 
. roufed his apprehenfion, and induced him to withdraw his 
troops from that dutchy, and leave the duke in quiet*; fo that 
Germany^ in general^ oegan to enjoy a little refpite from war 
and diforder. • 

Trouhhs No'*' houfe of Aufiria was fiill occupied by the

his fortune : hixtCafarde Gonzaga^ duke of GuaJiallaj had already 
received from^the emperor the eventual invefiiture of Mantua 
and Montferrat. On the other hand, the ddke of Savoy look* 
ing upon this as a proper occafion for availing himfelf of fame 
pretenfions he had to a part of Montferraty joined the duke 
of GuajJalla againft his competitor, and prevailed upon jR?r- 
dinand t6 refute the inveftiture to the duke de Never Ne- 
vcrthelefs he would not declare openly againft him, becaufe 
he w’as refpefled by the pope and the Venetiansy who were un- 
willing to give umbrage to Francey which patronized him ; 
but, like an able politician, he ordered the revenues of the 
dutchies to be put in fequefiration, until the rights of the 
competitors (hould be examined and difeufled ; and ^ehn count 
of Najfau was charged with the execution of this decree. 
But before he arriv^cd at MantuOy the king of Spain and the 
duke of Savoy had taken the field, in order to fhare the Mont* 
fen at between them ; and the duke of Mantuay with the 
few troops he*could aiTcinble, exerted himfelf like a brave of- 
ficer in oppofing their progrefs ^ At length the count di

him to admit Aujirian garrifons into his capital and other 
, towns^ and he )yas fain to appeal from the proceedings of 
this commilTary to the emperor better informed, or in cafe 
be {hould refufe to hear his remonffrances, to the eie£lors of 
the empire. Mean while, he fent the prince his Ton toVienna^ 
to demand the inveftiture of the emperor, and. offer to put 
Cazd and all the Montftrrat into the handa of a neutral 
prince, until the differences about that principality Ihould be 
terminated : but Ferdinand opeiAy declared his intention was, 
that the German troops in the Spanijh fervice Ihould garrifon 
Cazal in the name qf the emperor ; that the towns already 
taken by the governor of Milan fliould remain as a pledge 
for the paetenfions of the prince of Guajldjlai and that the duke 
of Savoy Ihould keep what he had feieed, until his demands 
fliould be regulated by a treaty or decilive determination. It Vene- 
was not doubted, that the courts of Vienna and Spain were re- 
folved to fliare Cazaizni the Montferrat between them ; and 
accordingly Ferdinand fent troops into the Milaneze^ who ex- 
tended their quarters along the rivers Adda and Oglio^ fo as to 
alarm the republic of Venice^ which immediately reinforced Mantua, 
its troops by new levies, fent four thoufand men to the affift* 
ance of the duke of Mantua^ and fupplied him with ntoney- 
to make preparations for a vigorous defence. The imperial Thelmpe-^ 
generals feeing their foldjers defert in great numbers, and be- 
ing apprehenfive, that before the end of the approaching win- 
ter, their army would be too much diminilbed to undertake ^ ^ 
any thing of importance, refolved befiege Mantua without 
delay, and, in the mean time, obtained anedifl of the emperor, 
in which all thofe noblemen, who laeld liefs of the , empire, 
were forbid to affift the duke of Mmtua^ on pain of being de- 
clared rebels. This cdi£l was followed by an invafion of the 
dutchy of Mantua^ in which feveral important places were 
carried by aflault, and many ravages committed: at length the 
Germans marched towards the city of Mantua^ into Which 
Charles had retired with his heft troops, in order to defend it 
to the laft extremity ; and. there the progrefs of the Imperialifts 
‘had. well nigh been efFedtually flopped ; for they were fatigued 
with continual rains, and reduced to fuch. extremity by want 
of provifloos and .difeafe, that they were obliged to quit the 
flege, and muft have returned to their own country, had not 
the court of Fame permitted .them to draw fupplies from the 
ecclefiaflical ftate. For that year the . city of Mantua wzs 
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faved byr ttie vigilance and adlivity of the Feiuttans, who loudly 
complained of pope Urban the eighth, reproaching him with 
having done hts endeavour to fell the liberty of Italy^ for the 
paultry confideration of the money he got from the Imperial 
A. D. for his corn. Next year, however, the Venetians were 
1630. defeated near Villabona by the Germans^ wbp, at length, made 
Mantua themfelves mafters of Mantua^ which was abandoned to the 
taken hy avarice and infolence of their foldiers. The pillage lafted 
the Impe- three day^, during which the Aujlrians committed all manner 
rialijisf of violence and brutality, while the duke retired into the ec- 
clefiaftic ftatf, deprived of every other hope but that of fee- 
ing his aflFairs tftablifhed b,y fome favourable treaty.

*rhe em- DURING the progrefs of this war in Italy, the emperor 
peror pub^ publiflied an edidt ,at Vienna, comnoanding the Protcftants to

It was during thefc fecret negotiations that the emperor A* 
convoked a diet at Ratijbmy where he was met by the three 
ecclefiadic eleiElors and the duke of Bavgriai but the duke of 
^Saxo^ znd the marquis of Brandenburg excufed themfelves, 
on pretence of being fo much impoverifhed by 'the * imperial 
troops quartered in their towns, that they cqpld not defray 
the expence of their journey •. This, however, was no more 
than a pretext for avoiding a refufal to the emperor in perfon, 
proyided he (hould propofe his cldeft fon to be cledcd ‘ling of 
the iZd/n/rnr (E).

GUSTJf^US\\ 2 id by this time pafled the Elbe; and 27/^, 
having in vain ufed all his efforts to oblige him to repafs that 
river, refolved to detach the eleftor of Saxony from the league 
of Leipfick by dint of threats ; and John-George^ difturbed as 
well as incenfed.at his menaces, difoatched Arnheim his gbneral 
to the king of Sweden^ with an offer to admit Swedijh garri- 
fons into his electorate, and to come and fight at the head of 
his own troops under the aufpices of his majefty. Nothing . 
could be more agreeable to Gujiavus than this propofal, in 
confequence of which a treaty Was foon concluded, l*^porting, 
that the king of Sweden fhouid defend the eleCtor, on condl- 
tion of his having the command in chief, his being indulged 
with a free paflage through all the placet upon the Elbe^ and 
his being furnifhed with provifions for his army. While it fhould Wit- 
be employed in the defence of the electorate.

Guftavus was very well pleafed with his fpirit and dif- 
pofition ; and, in conformity with his remonftrance, agreed to 
prepare foiirthbir march towards Leipftek 

The king of Sweden commanded the right wing, conftfting 
of four thoufand horfe ; and in his rear was general Bannier 
with nine thoufand men, divided into fix equal battalions, in 
one line : at the head of each were eight pieces of cannon, 
made of boiled leather, of a new invention ; and at each flank 
were five and thirty troops of horfe. The main body, con- 
du£led by colonel Tufeld^ was of fix battalions, with fix field- 
pieces in the front of each, fuftained in the rear by feveral 
troops of horfe and feme infantry. The left wing, com- 
manded by marechal Horny was compofed of four battalions, 
fupported on the right and left by feveral companies of foot 
and troops of horfe ; and the eledor of Saxony was upon the 
left with his new levies, which had never flood fire 
TILLY no fooner perceived their intention *than he called a 
council of war, and reprefented the neceffity he was under to 
keep within his intrenchments until he ftiould receive a rein- 
forcement, which he expeded from Silefta: but the count of 
Papenheim efpoufing the contrary opinion, which was likewlfe 
adopted by the majority of the officers, the imperial army de- 
camped from Leipftchy and advanced about a mile into the plain 
of Breintenfeldy wheje it was drawn up in order of battle. 
Papenheim had the command of the left wing ; that of the 
right was given to the count of Furfiembetgy and Tilly com- 
manded in tha: center. The whole difpofition confided in one 
Jong front, without any body of referve ; the cavalry being 
upon right and left, and the infantry with the cannon be- 
tween the two wings. ' This order c£ battle was difagreeable 
to fome officers, who complained of it to count Tilly ; and 
that general no (boner rccolleded himfelf, from the perplexity 
and ^oncjcrn with which he had been overwhelmed ever fincp

Horn made a motion to gain the wind of the Aujinam^ Leiplick. 
Count Tilly perceiving his defign, extended his front to the 
right, fo that his left wing was.no longer fupported, but in- 
tirely detached from the inain body. Gujlavus taking the ad* 
vantage of this circumftance, advanced at the head of his bat- 
talions, and poured in fuch a brisk fire upon the Imperial rtls, 
that they were immediately broke ; neverthelels they rallied 
twice, and being as of«en rcpulfed, betook themfelvcs to flight. 

Mean while count Tilly defeended into the plain, and leaving 
the Swedes^\xn(\tr Tufeld upon the left, attacked the troops of 
the elector of Saxony^ who were routed in a moment before 
the Swedes could come to tlicir afliflancc. Gujiavns under- 
ftanding that the .difordcr was equal among the purfuers and 
the conquered, joined his own vidlorious troops to the body of 
Tufeld^ which had not yet engaged, and fell with fuch impe- 
tuofity upon the Aujlrian cavalry, that they were foon put to 
flight, while the foot retired in good order into the wood on 
the left, abandoning their cannon to the enemy. There they 
were furrounded by the Swedes^ and defended themfelves to the 
lad extremity, being animated by the example of Tilly^ who 
fought at their head with equal prudence and intrepidity ; till 
at laft the Swedes having turned their own cannon upon them, 
they were obliged to yield to the fortune of the day : their ge- 
neral having received three musket Ihots in his body, would 
have been taken prifoner, had not the duke of Saxe Lauenburg 
come to his refeue, and conveyed him to ifall more dead, than 
alive. 

In this battle, which was fought on the feventgenth day of 
September^ feven thoufand fix hundred Aujlrtans were left dead 
upon the fpot, exclufive of thofe who fell in the route, and 
five thoufand were made,prifoners : their baggage and artil- 
lery, together with one hundred pair of colours and many

frifirig ra- into fPeJiphaUa, and from thence into Hcffe, where he was 
joined by Aldringhen and Fugger, and afterwards by the, forces 
which the duke of Lorrain led to the aififtance of the empe- 
ror, fo that his army amounted to about forty thoufand men ; 
and although Gufiavus had not nmCh more than half that num- 
ber, he would not venture to give him battle ; on the con- 
trary, he fat down quietly, and beheld that prince conquer 
cities and whole provinces, to the aftoniftimcnt of the parti- 
zans of the houfe of Aujlria, a number of whom could not 
help thinking the emperor was betrayed. Indeed Gujlavus, 
almoft without oppofition, made himfi^lf maftcr of the whole 
Mc'itz ^ country in his pallagc from the Elb to the Rhine, comprehend- 
aud all ^ ^ hundred leagues*, full of fortified 

jffOTi^ towns. Effort iw Thuringia, IVii fzJburg, and all the ftrong 
tcw'iis iipcn places of Franconia, opened their gates to his viftorious troops : 
the Rhine, the imperial diet convened at Frankfort, in' order to terminate 
the difference occafioned by the decree of Rejiitution, was 
diffolved : Mentz was furrendered to him in a few days he 
extended his conquefts into the Palatinate, then, in fight of a 
body of SpaniJJj trqpp?, crofled the Rhine, upon the banks of 
which he erefted a pyramid, that pofteriiy , might know how 
far he had conduced his vidorious army p. The eledlor-pa- 
Jatinc believing, that now the time approached that would fee 
him reftored to his dominions, followed Guftavus into the Pa- 
latingte, and folic ited the afliftance of his arms, which had 
already re- eftabl idled the dukes of. Medlenhiirg, and feveral 
dther noblemen p but whether the king was doubtful of the 
eleflor’s gratitude, or did not, as yet, think himfelf ftrong 
enough to engage in fiich an enterprize, he evaded his reqiieft 
with fair promiles, on the ftreiigth of which Frederic rcfolved 
to follow in his train. *

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GUS TAFUS had no fooner pafled the Rhine^ than Worms 
was abandoned by Offelaufr^ a colonel of Lorraitiy who com- 
manded in the place : Heilbron was furrendered to general 
Horn : Spire declared for the king of Sweden \ and Gerfner- 
Jheim followed the example of that city : Landau and WtiJJem- 
burg^ in fubmitting to his power, laid Alface open to the Swe^ 
dijh army ; and he fent Belinghen to Strajburg to manage his 
intereft vfith the regency of that city, which he found zealouf- 
ly difpofed in favour of a prince whom they regarded as the 
author of their freedom. His army being conliderably rein- 
forced by the troops of the princes with whom he was in al- 
liance, he detached a ftrong body to aihfl: the dukes of Meck^ 
lenhurg in the conqueft of Lower Saxony^ and in expelling the 
Auftrians who were ftill in poflefSon of Roftock and Wijmar: 
thefe two cities were fubdued about the beginning of Novem* 
her ; and in four months the king of Sweden faw himfelf pof- 
fefled of the whole country, extending from the Baltic to the 
frontiers of Swifferland and Lorrain. While the banks of the 
Rhine refounded with the fuccefs of Guftavus^ the eleftor of 
Saxony conquered Luface ; and, penetrating into the heart of 
Bohemia^ look Pr'ague from the emperor. He might have ex- de^or 
tended his conquefts a great deal farther, had not his troops, 
intoxicated with viSory and enriched with booty, abandoned ^ 

themfelves to the mod (hameful exceflfes. Thefe debauches Luface, 
were in feme meafure owing to the connivance of the eleftor, and takes 
who began to be jealous and afraid of the growing power of Prague, 
the Swedesy and, indead of profecuting the war according to 
the repeated inftances of Guftavusy allowed his foldicrs to re- 
pofe and divert themfelves in Prague : a remiflhefs of conduit 
that gave Galas, the Auftrian general, time to aflemblc fome 
troops and throw himfelf into the ftrong town of Pilfen, 
which would have flopped the progrefs of the elc<Slor, even if 
he had been difpofed to proceed in his military operations. 

However, the fate of Prague, and the conquefts of Guftavus, 
produced a general revolution in the empire. The afchbifliop re^vJutkn 
of Bremen, the ftates of Lower Saxony, the ProtSftant towns, in favour 
the counts of JVeteravia and Wejterwald, together with thc^/^Guita- 
whole Leipfick confederation, now openly efpoufed the imereft vus. 
of Sweden. • 

FERDINAND, humbled by fo many difafters, to which 
he had been fo little accuftomed, now faw himfelf in danger 
of being befieged in his capital, or chaced from his hereditary ^ 
dominions : ami in this unfortunate dilemma his minifters re- 
prefented, that th? moil efficacious expedient for re-cftablifh-

IValftein 
gaicrahjji Iiad retired to Znairn in Moravia^ W'here he confolelO himfelf 
mo J his for his difgrace by brewing the misfortunes of Germany \ and 
troops, • there he was found by the emperor’s deputies, who conjured 
him to facri/ite his private refcntment to the fafety of his 
country, and refume the command of the army, which he 
Ihould ciyoy upon his own ferms. He was accordingly de- 
clared general iflimo, and invefted with an abfolute power, in- 
dependent of the councils of Vienna % while count Tilly was 
fent with a body of troops to aft in Franconia and the neigh- 
bouring provinces. 

At the fame time the emperor fent Waljlein\ brother-in- 
law, the cardinal d^Ilarrach^ to implore the affiilance of the 
* pope ; and the baron Rahata to folicit fuccours from the Jta^ 
Han princes, cither in money or troops: but 'both negotiations 
mifearried. In vain did the caidinal prefs the pope to afiift 
his matter with a fum of money, to employ his influence in 
detaching the king of France from his alliance with Gujlavus^ 
and to publitti a crufade againft the Swede y who (he alledgcd) 
had thiiateiied to march into Italyy and fack the city of Rome: 
his horu^efs cxcufed himfelf w'ilh regard to the money, on ac- 
count of the poverty of the apoftolic chamber j and, inftead 
of a crufade, promifed to publiih a general jubilee. 

Whtlk the emperor thus endeavoured to ttrengthen him- 
felf with new allies, the fiiends Sweden tampered with fome 
prjnccsof the empire, who had hitherto fupported his caufe. 
Charnace^ tlic Freimlj ambaflador at Munichy reprefented to 
the duke of BaViDidy that hts interett v^as incompatible with 
that of the heufe of Jujhiay and exerted all his efforts to 
bring him ofer to the paity of Grf:aTus\ but all his art was 
inefhxiuai : the duke as well as.his brother Ferdinandy eleftor 
of CokgUy were uf-prthcnfive that the Catholics would be op- 
preflbd, in conicquence of the emptror’s difatter; and they 
took umbrage at the reception which Frederic count-palatine 
had met with from the kingof who doubtlefs intended 

to re-cflablifii him in his dominions, provided he could com- 
pel Ferdinand to fue for peace. The fame reafons weighed 
with the eieccor of Alcntzy who, though he wi(hcd for nothing

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more than a neutrality, refolvcd to run all the rifqucs of war, 
rather than abandon the houfe of Aujhla, As for Philips 
Chrijhpher^ eledlor of Triers and biftiop of Spire^ he found 
himiclf in a very uncomfortable fituation : Spania) ds were 

in pofleflion of Coblentz^ and the moft conficJerable part of his 
dominions; and he had incurred the difpleafure of 
by the afladinacioti of the count de Solms, who was laid to 
have been murdered by the diretSlion of this prelate (K). 

Finding himfelf therefore threatened by the Sweden who was 
already at his gates, he fued for the proteSion of France^ 
which he obtained on condition of detaching himfelf intirely 
from the emperor, and putting Hermenjhin in® the hands of 
the French^ as a pledge of his fid«lity®. 

GUSTAWS ADOLPHUS having employed minifters Guftavus 
every where to form new alliances, demand fuccours, remove 
the jcaloufics occaficfncd by his fuccefs, and traverfe tlie nego- I'rancoiiir. 
tiations of the emperor, he in perfon advanced into Franco- 
nia at the head of his army, which every day increafed : Nu- 
remberg received him with open arms ; and after he had, by 
means of his fecret emiflarics, engaged in his iqtereit the ma- 
jority of the Franconian gentlemen and nobles, he marched 
towards Neumarck^ in order to reduce Ingoldjhdt^ with dcfigri 
to pafs the Danube^ enter the Upper Palatinate^ and from 
thence penetrate into Bavaria. Count Tilly^ being informed 
of his motions, h aliened towards that city, to oppofe the ap- 
proach of the Swedes ; but Guftavus^ turning fuddcnly to the 
right, appeared before Donawert^ which was immediately Takes 
abandoned by the Bavarian garrifon; and by the favour ofDonawert, 
the conqueror retrieved its antient liberty, of which it had makes

He likewife reprefented at Vienna the danger to 
which he was expofed ; and IValJuin^ pleafed to fee his ene- 
my’s country on the verge of defiru£lion, never wanted plau- 
fible excufes for witholding his afliftance, when the empeVor “ 
prefTed him to fave Bavaria ; fo that the duke, defpairing of 
fuccour, fent his fiioft valuable effedls to Saltzburg, 

At tj;iat time the king of Sweden was employed in the fiege Guftavus 
of Ingoldftadty which was fo gallantly dcfejided by the fon of uf.denakes 
count Tilly^ that after having fuffered feveral repulfes, he re- the jUoe. rf 
folved to quit the enterprize ; and entering Bavaria^ where he In^jolUadt, 
found the gates of Landjhut^ Merfpurgy and Faifmghen^ laid ^^^^iihout 
open at his approach, he, on the feventh day of ap- 
peared before Munich^ and was met by St. Etienne^ the French 
envoy at the Bavarian court, who intreated him to fparc the 
city and the magnificent palace. Some Swedes^ on the con- 
trary, exhorted him to revenge upon Munich the cruelties 
which cefunt TV/^s army bad perpetrated at Magdeburg ; but 
to this advice he replied, in a truly heroic ftrain : “ Let us 
** not imitate the barbarity of the Goths.^ our anceftors, who 
** have rendered their memory deteftable by deftroying all the 
beauties of art.” Fraught with fiich noble fentiments he 
entered the city, which was ranfomed by the inhabitants for 
three hundred thoufand rixdollars, and found above one hun«> 
dred and forty pieces of cannon belonging to the duke, which 
he ordered to be tranfported to Augsburg *. 

During thefe tranfadions, JValJieinAnVe of Fridland put 
himfelf at the head of the imperial army, and undertook the yfdMces all 
fiege of Prague^ which he took by aflault. Egra^ and other Bohemia . 
places of that kingdom, returned to their allegiance ; and the tv tL do- 
emperor, in a very little time, retrieved the whole country of minicn of 
Bohemia^ while the duke of Saxony was obliged to weaken the fm- 
his army, by fending feveral detachments to cover the frontiers 
of his dominions. • 

The fuccefs of tValJieiny together with fome vigorous ac- 
tions performed by Papenhciniy in Saxony and Thuringia, raifed 
the drooping fpirits of the Imperialifts ; ^nCf Ferdinand flat- 
tered himfeh with the hope of feeing his authority in a little 
time re-^ftabliihed- through the whole empire. Th», how- 
ever, was a pleafure wRich the duke of Fridland no inten- 
tion to indulge him with \ for the defign of that general was 
to enter Saxony, and force the duke to an accommodation with 
himfelf in particular ; but the duke of Bavaria, and th% Spa-

1 'he attack was begun by the German troo^Sy who being 
foon repulfed, Guftavrv ordered the rear of his army to fire 
upon thofe who had turned their backs ; and after having fc- 
vcrely reproached the Germans for their daftardly behaviour, 
he commanded fome Swedijh regiments to renew the aflault. 
While thefe were very roughly handled by the Imperialifts in

At length the king <rf 
Sweden dcfpairing of being able to force the imperial intrench- 
ments, refolved to effe£luaie a retreat ; and feeing no gene- 
ral officer near him, he addrefled himfelf to an old Scottijh 
colonel of the name of Hepburuy who had quitted his (br- 
vice upf)n fome difguff, and protefted^he would never draw a 
fword again in his caufe, Gujlavus was not ignorant of his 
fentiments ; but relying upon his known courage and gene- 
rofity, he defired him to wave his refentment for once, and 
exert iiimfelf for the fafety of the troops. The veteran, fee- 
ing fuch a favourable opportunity of acquiring frefti laurcb,

told 
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told the king, that this was the only occafion on which he 
would ever i'crve fuch an ungrateful prince, and rulhing into 
the very hotteft part of the battle, delivered the orders of Guf- 
tavus to his army, and condud^ed the retreat with fuch order 
and ability, that the Imperialifts durft not venture to give 
them the lead didurbance. Having performed this glorious 
exploit he retired to his own country, in contempt of all the 
promifefi and efforts which the king of Sweden made, in order 
to retain him in his fervice \ 

This engagement cod the Jujirians about eleven hundred leases 
men, who were killed upon the fpot, including the counts ^ 

Fugger^ Aldobranden^ and Caraffd ; but the Svfkdes, who were ^ Nurem- 
more expofed, lod a much greater number, with feveral offi- 
cers of didinflion ; and Gujiavm himielf narrowly efcaped 
with life, part of his boot having been carried off by a can- jjavLia 
non- ball This prince did not think proper 'to make any 

other attempt upon the Aujlriam ; but leaving Oxenjliern with 
a body of troops in Nuremberg^ he advanced into Franconia^ 
and marched towards Bavaria^ in order to encourage and fup- 
port the peafants who had revolted in Upper Auflria ; while 
the eleflor of Saxony leaving his own country defencelefs, fent 
his troops into Silefta^ to make a powerful diverfion in favour 
of his Swedijh majedy. 

WALSTEIN taking advantage of this conjunfture, fepa- 
rated from the duke of Bavaria^ and marched towards Mif- 
nia to join count Popenhetm^ general of the Catholic league, 
intending to make himfelf mader of this province, where he 
meant to edablifh his winter quarters : and this motion not a 
little difconccrted the duke of Saxony^ who prefled Gujlavus to 
haden to his relief. Accordingly the Swede quitted Bavaria^ 
where he left twelve thoufand men, and traverfing Thuringia^ 
arrived at Naumburg^ where he was received with great de- 
mondrations of joy. Here he was informed that Papenheim 
was detached from the imperial army, to conduct fix regiments 
into the country of Cologn ; and that iValJleiny after having 
quitted WetJJinfeh^ had retired to Lutzen^ at didance of 
two leagues from Leipftek He no fooner received this in- 
telligence, than he rcfolved to march thither and cngpgc the 
enemy, who had thus injprudently'weakened hiralclf. He ac- 
cordingly fet out on this expedition, contrary to the opinion 
of Bernard duke of Weymar^ who advifed him to grant fomc 
repofe to his troops ; and on the fifteenth of N(yuembt;g he 
came in fight of the imperial army, about two o’clock in the

by this reproach they exclaimed, that they had no fear but for 
his f '^rfon, and returned to the charge with fuch rciblution, as 
to gain the artillery, and force the intrenefements of WalfteirC^ 
camp. Guftavus having fo far carried his point, went to re- 
connoitre another pod, attended ^nly by two aids tiu camp, 
and falling among a party of cuiradiers, was unhappily ilain. 
His death, however, did not deprefs the courage of the Swedes^ 
or in any lhape altec his plan of the attack ; in confequence of 
which the duke of SaxefVeymar preffed the Imperialids on all 
hands, with fuch vigour and intrepidity, that they were in- 
volved in univerfai diforder, which was incrcafed by the acci-

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Thus fell Gujlavus AMphus^ iirnamed the Great, in the 
thirty-eighth year of his age, than whom no prince was ever 
more efteemcd, beloved, and regretted. All the world coii- 
fidered him as an hero ; the Proteftants of Germany revered 
him as their deliverer ; and the eledlor* palatine, whofe foie 
hope of recoverfjjg his dominions depended upon the inten- 
tion and power of his Swedijh inajefty, being indifpofed at 
Meni%^v\o fooner heard of this monarch’s death, than he re- 
lapfed into a fever, which, in a few days, deprived him of 
life. Nor was this prince devbtd of good qualities, though oftbeeUc^ 
they were tarniftied by a fpiric of vanity ambition, to which torpedo-^ 
all his misfortunes were owing. Charles- Lewis ^ his cldeft Utze. 
fon, being under age at his fath^’s death, the admi nitration 
of his affairs was undertaken by Philip-Lewis his uncle, until 
he Oiould be of age according to the conftitutions of the em- 
pire Both armies were fo weakened by the battle of Lut- 
zeny tha( the war languifhed all the reft of the campaign, ef- 
pecially on the fide of the emperor ; for Waljlein being in no ^ . 

condition to undertake any other enterprize, retired into Bo- 
hernia^ whither he was followed by the Swedes^ with the body 
of their dead monarchy In a word, FerdinanJy whofe troops fcL 

were defeated, looked upon himlelf as a gainer by the death ^ 

of his moft formidable enemy, and the SwedeSy though vuSIo- 
rious, confidered themfelves as undone by the tofi of their Swedes, 
king. This misfortune fell dill the heavier, as he left no fon 
capable to aflumc the reins of government, his only daughter 
Chrljlinay being at that time in the fixth year of her age : nc- 
verthclefs, under the command of duke Bernard they drove 
the Iraperialifts out of Saxony^ before the end of th'e year, 
contrary to the expeilaiion of Ferdinand^ who hoped that now 
the Swedijh troops would feparate of their own accord, and 
their aHies be fo much divnled among themfelves, that he 
jOiould find no difficulty in fubduing them one after another.

jnj^ALSTEINy indeed, advifed him to publilh a general 
amnefty, which he believed would have a great tendency 
towards an acf:ommodation ; but his imperial majefty, who 
had other defigns, and wanted to render himfelf abfolute in 


the empire, made new prepirations for continuing the war. 
The fame fleps were taken by the duke of Bavaria ; and the 
Spaniards fent conliderable fums into lialy^ to levy troops for 
the emperor’s fervice. On the other hanS a general confter- 
iiation prevailed among the Proteflants, who had, flattered 
themfelves with the hope of feeing their religion and liberty 
fecifred by the arms of Guftavus Adolphus^ Befides, diftruft 
and mifunderftanding began to arife among themfelves, as well 
as between them and the Swedtjh nation, to which thev were 


unwilling to yield the chief direction of fuch a capital confe- 


deracy, although, without their aflifliance, they forefaw the 
feheme muft be ruined without refource. 


ChKjM^AL de Richlieu^ tho' he privately rejoiced at the 
death of the king, refolved to maintain the alliance with Sive- 
den, left that kingdom fliould make a feparate accommoda- 
tion with the emperor, who might, in fuch a cafe, pour in his 
whole force upon France : he was likewife apprehenfivc that 
the Swedesj if detached from their alliance with Leiuis^ would 
fall upon the Catholics in Germany^ from whom they could 
have extorted a much greater fum than the fubfidy they re- 
ceived from the FrenckVittg : and laftly, his dcfign was to pro- 
fit by the troubles of the empire, in feizing the whole country 
on the other fide of the Rhine^ from Bajil to the Mofelle. 
Swayed by thofe motives, the king of France wrote to Oxen^ 
fiiern^ the Swedijh chancellor, and all the generals of that 
army, exhorting them to profecute the work they had fo hap- 
pily begun, and promifing to aflift them with all his power. 
They received the fame aflurances from the EngUJh and Dutch ; 
and as for the king of Denmark^ the jealoufy which he had 
conceived of Gujlavus^ being now confiderably diminilhed, be 
would no longer liften to the promifes of the emperor, who 
would have engaged him to break with Sweden. He was far 
from wilhing to contribute to the ruin of the German Protef- 
tancs : be faw Sweden had fo many aitairs upon her hands, 

that 
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that he might one way or other take the advantage of her be- 
ing involved ; and he flattered himfelf with the expcdtation of 
a match, between his fon prince Ulric and the young queen 
Chrijlina 

Th£ education of this young princels was, by the ftates of 
the kingdom, committed to the chiefs of the five colleges (N) ; ^ *^33* 
namely, the grand bailie, the marechal, the admiral, the 
chanccHor, and the treafurer of the crown : but the principal 
diredtion of the aftairs of Germany was conferred upon Oxen- 
jiiern^ the chancellor of the kingdom, whom Guftavus before principal 
his death had fent to folicit the circles of Higlf Germany to direaitmnf 
make preparations for maintaining the war ^ *111 the execu- the Swe- 
tion of this office, beflrowed upofi him by the fiates of Siueden^ difh cf- 
he found great obfkcles to furmount, in the pride and dignity 
of the cledlors, and other Proteftant princes, who were very 
little difpofed to obey the regulations of a flranger ; and in the 
jealoufy of the generals, who, for the moft part, were origi- 
nally Germans : and he fcA-efaw the danger and difgrace that 
would attend the Swedes^ (hould they abandon their conquefis, 
without having firfl concluded a treaty with the emperor. He 
perceived, that, whatever might be the iflue, it would be more 
creditable to fiay until he (hould be expelled by force of arms, 
than to retreat without refiftance^ that the more vigorouflyhe 
adled, he might expcdl the more honourable peace ; that, 

(hould he intirely abandon the work which was begun, the af- 
fairs of the Proteflants muft in a little time be ruined beyond 
redemption, and Sweden itfelf, by neceflary confequcnce, be 
expofed to the utmofi hazard ; and that, although he (hould 
not be able to perform his undertakings with that glory which 
would have attended their enterprizes had the king been alive, 
he might neverthclefs hinder the enemy from approaching the 
frontiers of Sweden^ until a favourable peace could be ob- 
tained. 

Such were the refledions Oxenjliern luggefled to the circles 
of Suabia, Ftancoma, the Upper and Lower Rhhie, In order 
to deliberate upon the affairs of the common (aulc, he con-

voked 
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voked an afTembly, which was transferred from U/m to I/aiU 
hron ; and underftanding that the elector of Saxony endea- 
voured to thwart his purpofe, and obtain for himfelf the prin- 
cipal direction of affairs, he repaired to Drefien, with a view 
to en jage that prince in a firm concurrence with the common 
intereii. But being amufed with general ajifwers, and per- 
ceiving that fcveral of the cled^or’s coiinfellors inclined towards 
the caufe of the emperor, he left this court, very litlSe fatis- 
fied with the ifllie of his negotiation, and vifited the ele6tor 
of Bramlcnburgs who not only expreffed the moft hearty incli- 
nation to contribute towards the fuccefs of the common caufe, 
but even wcnt*to Drefden^ in order to reinforce the reprelbn- 
tations of the chancellor s. 

All his remonfirances, however, made no impreffion upon 
the eledor of Sax'my^ who complained that Oxenjiiern arro- 
gated to himfelf too much authority In flic empire ; and in 
particular inveighed againft him, bccaufc he had ^hindered 
FredtriC‘UlrU\ duke of Brunfwick^ 'from affembhng the circle 
of Lower Saxony^ on pretence that the right of convoking be- 
longed to the archbilhopric of Mag(khur\r^ of which the crown 
of Si.vcden was then in poireffion. The ambaflador of France^ 
VI ho r.i rived at Drcfden in the midft of thefe tranfadtions, em- 
ployed his whole addrefs to corroborate the arguments ufed by 
the" elector of Brandenburg ; but the Saxon remained inflexible, 
and, what aggravated the misfortune, George landgrave of- 
Hi]lJe commuiiicated all that pafled on this occafion to the 
emperor 

Notvv ITHSTANDING thefe obftacles, Oxenjiiern negledtcd 
nothing to preferve the Sivedifa conquefts : from the main 
army, which was then in Mifina^ he detached fourteen thou- 
fand men, under the command of George duke of Lunenburg^ 
to drive the imperialifts from Lower Saxony and JVeftpbalia : 
duke Bernard marched with the reft of the troops into Fj an- 
tonia^ from whence he had orders to go and a£l in Oberland in 
concert vex^Guftavtn Horn^ who likewife had a confiderable 
command ; whifle the old count de Thurn was font to retrieve 
llie Sivedifi affairs in Silefa^ and to fuccour Powerania^ in cafe 
the Impfrialifts fliould make an irruption into that province. 
In confcquencc of this difpofiiion, Gufia-dus Horn entered Sua-^ 
bia^ where he defeated the Bavarian cavalry near Kimpten^ 
and hindered them from taking up their quarters in the coun- 
try oidlFirteinberg. Iir IFefipfoalia^ George duke of Lunenburg 
made himfelf mailer of feveral places; and after having beaten 
count tie Mansfeidy near RbinUlcfii^ laid fiege to Hanul ; and

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the landgrave JVilliam fubdued great part of the country of 
Mmfter : but no progrefs was made in Silefuty becaufe the 
Swedijh and Saxon generals difagreed K 
In the mean time the four circles aflembled at* Hail- drcUt 
Iron (O), notwithftanding the endeavours of the Saxon^ who aJfeMe ai 
attempted to frudrate the convention by letters, importing, Hailbroxu 
that, in confequence of the treaty of Ltipfick^ be was invefted 
with the dire£)ion of the Pioteftant affairs: and here the 
chancellor exerted himfelf with fuch fucceis, that a league 
was formed with the crown of Sweden ; and he, as plenipo- 
tentiary of that crown, entrufted with the conduA of affairs 
relating to the common caufe, though he was i^ftri£ted by a 
council chofen by the confent of «I1 the allies, under the ap- 
pellation of confiUum formatum It was not without infinite 
pains that he gained his point, on this occafion, againft the in* 
trigues of the emperor and the court of Saxony^ and in the 
midfl; of fo many jarring interefis, which he was obliged to 
unite : after all, he was liihited by (everal troublefome claufes, 
fuggefted in private by Feuquieres^ the French ambaffador ; 
who, while he openly exhorted the members to join with Swe- 
defly was afraid of feeing the power of that crown and the 
Proteftant intereft too much ftrengthened in the empire* 

The king of Denmarky at length dazzled by the magni- 
ficent promises of the emperor, employed all his addrefs in 
drawing the Swedes from Germany ; and with this vieW offered 
his mediation for a peace to the elector of Saxony, Oxenjlierny 
on the other hand, who would not openly refufe the propofal, 
defired that the mediation of France and Holland might be 
joined to the good offices of YAsDaniJh majefiy, well knowing 
that thp emperor would never confent to fuch a conjun£lion, 
and that therefore the feheme muft prove abortive. He had

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already obfcrved, that a feparate peace was on the carpet at 
Drejden^ and oppofed it with ail his power ; but, in order to 
provide for the worft, he, at the aficmbly of Hailbron^ rein- 
ifated the children of Frederic count palatine, in their territo* 
rics and electoral dignity ^ ; hoping t>y this mcafure to engage 
England^ Brandenburgs and Hollands with the whole palatine 
houfe, to concur more ferioufly in the execution of his de* 
figns. At the fame time he renewed the alliance jpetween 
France and Sweden and took every ftep which he thought 
could induce the Dutch to with vigour for the common 
cauie. The duke of Bavarius and other princes of the Ca- 
tholic league,c were left at liberty to remain neuter, on the 
conditions formerly propofed to them by Gujiavus ; and the 
confederates engaged to guarantee one another in the articles 
which Ihould be ilipulated in any general peace. 

FEU^UIERESs immediately after this afiembly broke up, 
went to the courts of Drefden and Berlins in older to per- 
fuade the elecSfors of Saxony and Br/zndenburg to ratify the rc- 
folutions of Hailbrous and accept the mediation of the French 
king, as propofed by Oxenjiiern ; but the firft rejedled both 
thefe propoiitions, though he alTured him he would never 
abandon his allies, or conclude a feparate peace ; and the 
other approved of the mediation, but declined ratifying the 
treaty of Hailbrons until he Ihould conferred with the eledlor 
of Saxonyy whofe aflent to it he would endeavour to pro- 
cure

J^ipetiaU 
The count de M^'ode^ to whom the vanquished attributed the 
lols of ij^cday, died of the wounds ho rcAceived in this battle, dendorp, 
which was fought on the eighth of ^uly ; and in ten days after ^ ^ 
the engagement, the duke made bimlelf mailer of Hamelen^

T HE Auftriam were not fo q^pfortunate in SileftOy where Walllein 
Waljhin furprifed and defeated Duval^ who commanded a 
body of Swedijh troops in that province : then he dro\^e the 
Proteftants from feveral polls, marched down along the Oder ^'^d takes 
as far as Frankfort^ which he took, and Landfperg furrendered 
without having made the leafl: refiftance. I'he Swedes were 
already under apprehenfio.ns of being totally expelled from 
Pomerania, when Waljiein returned as he came, and gave 
duke Bernard an opportunity of joining his troops with thofe 
of marechal Horn, fo as to render the Swedes ftrongcr than 
the Imperialifts. Indeed this general had no intention to re* 
trieve the afFairs of his mailer* Being intirely engrofled by the 
projedl of ufurping the crown of Bohemia^ he abandoned the 
dominions of the duke of Bavaria to Swedes, and em- 
ployed all his addfefs to traverfe the deflgn of the duke de 
Feria,^ the general, who was, in his paflage from Italy 

into the empire, with a body of thirty thoufand men, and in 
a fair way of cclipfing, or at lead of rivalling the power and 
reputation of Walfuin. Accordingly this officer being prefled 
by Ferdinand, to favour the march of the duke of Feria, fent 
a detachment under Aldringhen, who was entirely devqted to 
his interefl, with private ihllrudions to tffvvait the Sfamjh ge- 
neral, and take fuch meafures for harraffing and llarving his 
troops, as ihould compel them to defert and difpej^e ; nor were 
his expeSatiqns fruflrated in this particular, as we (hall fee < 
in the fequel. 

In the midft of thefe intrigpes of I^alftein, a difference 
happened in Swiffirland \s^xyntm the Proteftant and Rornan 
Catholic cantons. Oxefftiem hzi ordered the rhingrave, OHso, 

Swedijh governor of the two circles of the Rhine, to m^ke 
himfelf mailer of tbe foittft cpwiis, belonging to the houfe of

fupported by the count de Furjlemberg^ the i^mperor’s commtf^ 
fary, who reprefented, that by virtue of the alliance fubfifting 
between the thirteen cantons and the houfe of Atljiria^ the 
Swifi ought to compel the Swedes to relinquilh their defign 
upon the foreft towns'^. In confequence of this remonftrance, 
the diet of Baden required the rhingrave to remove from Swa* 
Ua \ but that*general gave them to underftand, that he could 
not difpenfe with the execution of the order he had received 
from Oxenjiiern, who was direAor general in the affairs of the 
Proteflant union. This Swedijh chancellor, and his affem* 

, bly, hearing the great noife that was made by the Aujirian 
minifters on this fubjed among th^ cantons, fent the count de 
Stulingen to the diet at Baden^ to reprefent, that the heredi- 
tary alliance fo loudly trumpeted by the imperial commiflary, 
far from obliging the cantons to defend the foreft towns, did 
not even hinder them from engaging in the confederation of 
HaiUtron^ againft the enemies of the empire. The fpeech 
that Stulingen made on this occafion perplexed the diet, and the 
Swift afterwards aifembling at Lucerne^ came to a refolution 
of obferving a perfect neutrality.

\ SoMfi time after this fniiclefs ^tempt, Bernard^ in obe- Bernard 
dicnce t<f the chancellor's order,, feparated from Horn^ and duke of 
marching into Bavaria^ appeared before Ratisbon^ which he Saxe- 
befieged with fuch induftry and vigour, notwithftanding the Weymar 
brave oppofition of Teubreze^ who commanded in the place, marcbet 
that the inhabitants dreading an aflault, obliged^me governor ^ Bava- 
to capitulate. From hence he matched towards with 

defign to furpriiie that place, and afterwards to enter Auftria 
on the fide of the jB»m, and favour the revolt of the peafants, ? 
who had promifed to declare in favour of the Swedes* In his 
route he a^ually took Straubingen^ and fome other places ; but 
the feafon being too far advanced for the execution of his 
fcheme, he returned to Raiisben^ and put his troops in win- 
ter quarters \ 

Dubino this progrefs of the duke of Saxe-Weymary ma- ^bt duh 
rechal Horn being joirfed by the duke of Wirtemberg^ harrafled Fcna 
without ccafing, the Spaniards commanded by the duke 
Feria* who, after having pafled the Rhine near BaJU^ inarched 
with great diligence to the relief of Brifackt which was be- 
fieged by the rhingrave Jehn- Philip i and this prince, finding Brliack^- 
himfelf unable to cope vvith fv<ch an antagonift, abandoned the * 

fiege, and retreated to Colmar^ after having fet his camp on thwarted 
fire. The duke of Feria having thus raifed the fiege of Bri- fy Al- 
faci^ refolved likewife to deliver Philipsburg^ which was dringhen. 
blockaded by SchmeiSerg ; and the rhingrave and the Swedes 
encamped near Colmar y were coo weak to traverfe the defign of 
the Spamjh general \ when they were joiiiectby macechal Horn 
and the prince of Birienfeld, and enabled to meet the duke 
deFerioy to whofe^camp they forthwith marched in order of 
battle. The Spaniard* rnonified to fee himfelf defied in this 
ymtifitXy.^xiSsk.Aldringhen to give battle to the Swedes ; but 
:this officer,, adhering to the private dirediions he had reoeived 
bomWalftein^ would not eonfent to a general adlion, but re- 
paffird the Rhine at Brifack* on pretence of going to raife the 
blockade of Ph'tltpsburg \ (b that the duke of Feria feeing his 
trpops^greacly reduced by difiempen, and this retreat, marched 
fowards Thau^ in order to meet a reinforcement from Franche^ 
conUe^ which however was very inconfiderable. In the meaq

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Marfchfd time, Horn and 'the prince of Birkenfeld purfued Aldringhon.^ 
Horn pur^ and fevcral times defeated bis rear with great (laughter \ fo 
Jues Al- that he was forced to retire as far as Brijack^ where he was 
dringhen, again joined by the duke of Feria^ whom neceffity com- 
nnd the polled to forget the affront he had received *. I'his jun6Hon 
duke^ de iloppeJ the progrefs of the Swtdei^ until t|jie rhingrave united 
vcfi^dies hjjiprccs with thofc of marechal Horn^ who then drove the 
y. enemy back to Bavaria^ with the lofs of five thouftnd men. 

The bad fuccefs of this campaign affe£led the Spanifl) general 
fo deeply, that he died of grief ; and Aldringhin^ who is ac- 
cufed of Having been the caufe of his misfortunes, was killed 
on his marchkto the relief of Landfl)ut^: 

OXENSTIERN had fefoved to fend Banter into Silefia^ 
with the army which he commanded on xhzElbe, while y/n/* 
heim^ with his Saxons^ fliould march towards Bohemia^ and 
oblige the Auftrians to divide their forces*; but this projeft was 
rendered inefteaual by the pra^ices of the Sa:vtn general ^ 
who attempted to (lop the progrels of the Swedes' by all the 
fneans in his power ; and tnfiead of taking the route to Bohe* 
tnitty turned towards La Marche^ and confiimed his time to no 
purpofe in befieging Frankfort upon the Oder, 

7hp life- Although the arnis of Sweden hafl hitherto been pretty 
n;;/ 'tviTVjfuccefsful, except \x\ Silefia^ the war became e\Try day more 
.ami dijjln- and burtheiifome and difagrceable to that nation. 7'hc four cir- 
f ions among c\^ of I fpper Germany were heartily tired of its continuance, 
the (Ciift- by which they had been expofed to fo many ravages.; for, not- 
derates, withftanding the utmoft precautions, it was impolTible to re- 
ftinin thefuldiers within the rules of exadl difciplinc, becaufc 
they could not be regularly paid. I’he landgrave a£led for 
himfelf alone, and infiiled upon keeping all the conquefts he 
had made. The French pretended to claim all the country 
from Bajtl to the MofeUe^ and took umbrage at Oxenjtiern^ who 
refufed to aft in *11 things according to their pJeafbre. HoL 
land hthc\d the conqueds of Sweden with a jealous eye ; and 
Englandy far from engaging heartily in the affairs of the em- 
pire, fccm?d rather to incline a little towards the interefis of 
Spain : but the eleftcir of Saxony did infinitely more mifehief 
tharffeivicc to the common caufe. As he could not bear to 
fee Oxenfiicrn at the head of affaits, he precipitately engaged 
in a negotiation for a peace, which could ferve no other 
purpofe than that of producing a new war ; befides, by means 
of Arnheimy he did all that lay in his power to traverfe the 
dcfigiis of Sweden. Dependence could no longer be glaced

Notwithstanding thefc difeouragements, OxtvJiUm 
employed all his courts in fupporting the common caulc. In 
an afJ'embly of the circles of Lower $axonj^ convened at HaU 
berftadt^ !te exerted hjs whole addrefe to retain the confede- 
rates in their union, and induce them to make vigorous pre- 
parations for war : he afterwards convoked an aflenibly at 
Pratdifort upon the Aiaine^ to, which he invite^gall the Pro- 
teftants to deliberate, whether th'e war Ihould be continued, or 
an accommodation efFe^ed \ . • An 

> In the midft of all thefe didiculties, the SwrAj conceived 
great hopes when they learned that JValftein was in difgiacc vvalitein 
with the emperor, and relblveil to jdin the Protedauts. We 
► h^ye, ahead y obferved, that t^iis general, when he was firft di 
. vefted of his command, thought hipif^h extremely i)l* requited 
for the fervices be had^donc the emperor ; and, during his re- emperor . 
treat, laid plans for railing himfeif again to fuch a pitch of 
powei:« a$ would enable him not only to revenge, but repay 
bimfclf to his own with : for he afpired at nothing lefs than 
the kingdom of Bohemia^ .and the pofTeflion of Moravia^ as 
the reward of his toils, and ati equivalent for the dutchy of 
Mecklenburg^ which he had loll. His rc*eftablilhment in the 
rank of generaliflimo of the emperor’S forces (eemed a fa* 
vourable occafion for the exccucioivof his projefis ; and, Alice 
his elevation to this poA, he had fpared neither money nor 
carelTos to concihate the aiFetAion of the officers, fo as that 
he might be formidable to the emperor, and obtain from his 
fear what be could never expciSb from his gop4«will* He had 
likewife fet on foot a fecret corrcfpondence with the Proteftant 
party, and France^ whom he promiied to ymtk with, the army 
uqder his command, presided they would confenc to his 
alcending the throne of Bohemia^ and affiA him to conquer 
that kingdom t and, laftly., he had exat^ed an oaitt of hdelity 
from his officers, In which the emperor’s name was not men- 
tion^. • Thefe however were fleps, which, in all pfbBabtlity, 
he did not take, until he Founds his enemies b?d fucceeded in 
niining him with the emperor. The jefuits, and other prieAs, 
were his inveterate foes, beOaufe he had always declared tbenl 
perturbators of the public repofe, who had no title to intef- 
ineddle in affairs of ftate ; the duke of Bavaria bore him an 
old gnJdge j and the Spaniards were extremely incenfed againfl

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him, becaufe he treated their febemes and advice with con- 
tempt, and affedled to ridicule their nation. Thefe therefore, 
joining together, let flip no opportunity of bladtening his 
charaSer at the court of Vienna ; and, unhappily for him, their 
accufatlons were rendered plaufible by his own infolence and 
mifeondudt. They taxed him with having/pent the fummer 
in vain negotiation, when he might have eafity invaded 
rania and Mecklenburg \ with having loft Ratijbon byliis negli- 
gence ; and exhaufted the hereditary provinces of tne houfe of 
Auftria^ by making them winter-quarters for his troops, 
which migha have been fubfifted elfewhere. In a word, they 
reprefented him in flich a light, that the emperor no longer 
doubted his treachery ; an^, perhaps* it was not till after be 
underftood this triumph of his enemies (Q.)) that he ferioufly ' 
thought of betraying his truft* Certain^ it is, he made over- 
tures to the Swedes^ who fufpeded his fincerity ; and after- 
wards, alTembling his principal pfticers at Piljen% pretended 
that he would relinquifli the command of the army, rather 
than be longer expofed to the venomous (hafts of his private 
foes. Having made this declaration, he retired ; and his con- 
fidants, Tertfiii Jllcy and Kinjkyy took this opportunity to re- 
prefent the prejudice which would refult, from his retreat, to 
religion, to the empire, and to the officers of the army, 
whofe fortune was attached to the fate of their general : they 
therefore propofed, that he Ihould be obliged to retain the 
command ; but at the fame time obferved, it would be no 
more than juftice in them to take eftedual meafures for pro- 
fifty-two tedling him from the malice of his enemies. The propofal 
ejictrstah ,,38 received with applaufe ; and* in confequence of their in- 
^^^/•linuaiions, two and fifty officers ffibfcribed an alTociation upon 
foU^ .oath, by which they engaged to follow his fortune, and defend 

etefend bit hiS life 

This combination was no fooner formed, than Picolominiy

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MediciSi the nephews of PenSnand^ who were then at Pilfin ; He h put 
and they immediately difpatched a meflfenger to the emperor, to the han 
with an account of what they had learned touching this con* of the em» 
piracy. Tn confequence of this information, Ferdinand ^f-pire, 
iembled the imperial council, in which JValJlein was declared 
a rebel, and, with three or four of his accomplices, put to the 
bah of the empire Picohmini^ being charged with the exe^ 
cation oC^this decree, put himiblf at the head of a body of 
trdops, and advanced towards Pilfen^ with intent to feize the 
duke of Fridland and his partisans ; while Babhazar ie Ma* 
radas had orders to repair to Prague^ and exa£l from the gar- 
rifon and inhabitants a new oath of allegiance teethe emperor, 
fo as that the outlaw Ihould find no (helter in that place ^ 
fPALSTEIN wz% not ignorant of thefe tranfadlions, which 
gave him but little difturbance, becaufe he thought he had 
made his party good among the Protefiants, among whom he 
would be fure of finding proteAidn, when every other re* 

Iburce Ihdbld have failed : but in the mean time, as his feheme 
was not yet ripe, he refolved to try fomc expedients for re- 
moving the fufpicion of the emperor ; and, to (hew that he 
was under no apprehenfion, he repaired to Egra^ with no fotiret 
other attendants than the couhts of Tertjki and Kinjky^ with 
two or three other officers. He looked upon ibis as the mod 
fecure and commodious place of retreat, becaufe it was aarri- 
foned by the Irijh troops, who he imagined were intirely de- 
voted to his incereft, and at hand for carrying on his negoti»* 
tion with the Swedes. Accordingly he was no fooner arrived 
in this place than he received a courier, with letters from the 
duke of Saxony^ preifing him to a conference with the duke of 
fPeymar^ in order to fettle the jundion of their forces ; and 
he was adually refolved to comply with* his requeft. But 
Lejley, a Scotch officer, who admitted the courier, as captain 
of the guard, having dived into the fubftance of his difpatches, 
communicated his difeovery to Gordon afid Butler^ who were 
colonels in the imperial fervice ; and, as JVnlflein was a pro- 
claimed outlaw, they determined to prevent the execution of 
his purpofe, by depriving him of life without lofs of time : •where be 
his followers were likewife deftined to the lame fate, left they ^»d his 
(hould excite feme difturbance on the death of* their ff^neral./^^ 

It was therefore agreed, that Gordon (hould invite the counts 
of Tertjki and Kwjky^ together with the other three officers, 
to fupper ; and that, upon a certain (ignal, they (hould be af- * 

faffinated by a number of foldiers, who were inftru^ed to luih 
in and facrifice the guefls. This barbarous fcenc was accord-

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ingly aSed, to the difgrace of borpitality and the infaniy of 
the perpetratora. ; who afterwards went to the apartment of 
JValJiein^ and broke open the door. At the noiie, hccafioned 
by their entering, he had ftarted up from bed, and run towards 
a window, where Butler thruft a portuifan into his body, and 
he fell dead upon the fpot, without having i4»fered one word 
't hus died, at the age of fifty, the famous Wuljhin duke of 
Pridland^ who had even ftiaken thfe fortune of the great Gujla- 
viis. Nothing could exceed his courage, but his ambition ; 
for the gratification of which he would have renounced all 
obligations, h^man and divine. His death was a lofs to the 
Swedes^ whofe party he would certainly have embraced and, 
for ihit reafon, an advantage to the Imperialilts, whom he 
Was on the point of betiaying. 

^hedithe FRJNC/S yfLBERTy duke of Saxe-I^auemhurg^ who en- 
c/'Saxc- joyed the confidence of PValJlein^ having next day entered 
Lauem- Egra^ without knowing what had happened, wa^f arrefted, 
burg //ar and lent prifoner ro henna; and Bernard^ duke of Saxe» 
rejhd and If^cymary going to the fame place, had well nigh fliarcd the 
tmpt'ip- fame fate: but he was advifed upon the road to retire with all 
expedition, and he did not negledt the intimation. The 
icnna. and Vlefelt^ together with fixteen other officers, 

loft their heads, for having engaged in Waljlein^s confpiiacy. 
It was believed that the death of this general would pro- 
duce great difturbance in the imperial army, bccaule he was 
lb much beloved by the foldiers \ but the emperor had taken 
fuch precautions as prevented any confequence of this kind, 
except the revolt of the Silefians^ who took up arms at the 
iiiftigation of Freiberg^ the lieutenant of Waljhin \ but they 
Were ibon reduced; and their chief fent prifoncr to Vienna 
True it is, duke Bernard furprjfed and cut in pieces one regi- 
ment of Aujiriam.; but the Imperiahfts, in revenge, drove 
part of his forces init of the Upper Palatinate^ and another 
^he rhin- diflodged from Straubingen by the Bavarians, How- 

grpve da- Guftavus Horn made cotifiderablc progrcls in Upper Sua^ 
feats a where hd took the towns of Kempten^ Bibcrach, and Mem- 

body af mirtgen^ and gained fome other confiderable advantages over 
Imperial- the cn^y. About the fame time the rhingrave defeated a 
tfls md body of Imperialifts and Lorraineeh 5 n an obftinate battle 
Lorrain- fought near IVattveiler; and made himfelf mafter of divers 
placp ill Upper Alface^ ind in the Sundgau : while -Lewis 
Sebtneidberg^ tbok rhilipfhurg by famine, and Alexander Lejly 
drove the Aufitiam from Landjberg ^

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The elefior of Sajeii^ had been a long time amtif^ by the 
houfe of Auftria with the hope of giving peace to the empire j 
but was at length undeceived, and ordcied his troops to enter 
Luface, In obedience to this order, of Sfivo^^ 

nyy duke of jjltefnhurg^ being joined by Arnhiim^ invefted 
BauzeHy the gaji^ifon of which was commanded by colonel liau/cn is^ 
Gobzy who, finding himfelf bcfieged, ordered the fuburbs u^rr/nawitQ 
be fet ^ fire. T his proved a very unhappy ftep ; for the 
flames being by an high wind conveyed to the- town, ic was 
reduced to afbes, feven hundred men lofi; their lives, and all 
the wealth and provifions of the place were confumed ; fo that 
the governor was obliiTcd to capitulate**. 

Then Amheim undertook thtf fiege of Sittau on the river Arnlieim 
Neifs \ and, hearing the Irtiperialiits wcie in full march to at 
tack him in his lines, ho refolved to be beforehand with them, 
and meet them half-way ; their van being defeated, they vvere"f"^^ of 
obliged to retreat, and remin the main body of their arrviv 
commanded by general Coloredo^ which,^ though advantage- 
oufly .pofted and intrenched, Arnheim determined to altack. 

His fuccefe was equal to the boldnefs of the enterprize : after 
an adion that lafted five hours, they were forced on all hands, 
and betook themfelves to flight, fome to Lig'nitz^ and others 
towards Glatz in Bohetniety leaving fix and thirty pair of colours, 
feven and twenty ftandards, nine pieces of cannon, tv/o mor- 
tars, all their baggage and ammunition, and four thoufand 
men upon the field, befides fourteen hundred who were taken 
prifoners ; while the lofs of the Saxons was altogether inconfi- 
dcrable 

ARNHElMy having obtained this viftory, pafTed the OJery 
took StenaWy and made himfelf mafter of GlogaiVy afrer a fiege 
of fifteen days. Mean while, the Swedes proceeded wuih their 
operations in Pomerania and Mecklenburg, General Bannicr ^ 
invefled Frankfort upon the Odery which furrendered, alter 
a gallant defence, and put into the hands of the e!c£lor of 
Brandenburg. Then he advanced, at the head of feventeen 
thoufand men, through Sile/iay towards Bohetma \ defeated a 
body oi' Croats y conquered Fridlandy took poflellion of Leut-r 
meritXy made himfelf malier of Melnicky croffed the Elbe on 
a bridge of boats, and ^icampcd at the foot of the lFI?Ite 
Mountain before Prague : here he was joined by the elcdtoi of 
Saxony and Arnhewiy who had marched through Mifniay in 
order to make a diverfion in favour of RatiJboUy at that •time 
befieged by the Aujlrians. In their way they, had taken Siftau 
by aflault, and abandoned it to pillage. The Aujlrians having

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poflcfled thcmfelves of the riiing-erounds in the neighbour- 
hood of the Saxonzxvay^ nothing pafifcd on either fide but fmait 
ikirmiihes for feveral days; when the eledor,. feeing it wi^ii 
impradicable to force the enemy from their poft, ajpd begin- 
ning to be in want of provifion, thought proper to retire 
towards Milmckj near which place he fixed bis camp. 
fhe cityof The affairs of the Swedes declined daily itTBavana^ where 
l^tisbon fiege of Ratijbm was ftill carried on by the king of Huh]* 
whom the emperor had declared eeneraliffimo of his 
™ of jfQQpj . (le was reinforced by the duTce of Bavdria^ and 
Hungary, pjacc with one hundred pieces of cannon. In a 

word, this beitig the firfl: enterprize of the new general, every 
fiep was taken to render it Juccefsful. On the other hana, 
the' city was defended with incredible bravery and refolution by 
the Swedijh commandant Lufjk Kagge^ who repulfed the Im- 
perialifts in divers defperate afUults, and at jaft obtained a very 
honourable capitulation. Bernard duke of IVeymar and Gut- 
tavusHem had adually joined their forces, and were march- 
ing to the relief of the place, when they heard the difagree- 
able news of its being furrendered : they, at the fame tim'p, 
bad the mortification to fee their army harrafled by the bad 
roads, without being able to indulge it with proper refreffi- 
ment and repofe ; becaufe the Aujirians were polled befol'e 
NerdUngeUf and had received a powerful reinforcement of Spa^ 
nijh troops from Italy ^ fo that they threatened to firike fome 
llroke of importance before they mould be obliged to part ; 
for thefe troops of Spain were dellined for the Lm Countries^ 
and could only zSt in their pallage thither. 

The Swedes took poll near Repfinfen in a very commodious 
iituation, having behind them the whole country of fPlrtem^ 
from whence they could be fupplied with neceflaries and 
refrelhments. Here they might have fecurely waited until 
^ the Spaniards (bould have proceeded on their march, and then 
ventured a battle with the Imperialifts, thus weakened : the 
word confequence of this ftep would have been the lofs of 
Herdlingen^ w^ich could not have been a matter of great con- 
fequence, erpecially as their affairs were in a profperous con- 
dition in other countries. They had the upperhand in Weft-^ 
phalia: Hildejheim had furrendered to^Geerge duke of Lunen- 
burg^ after he had defeated the eneifiy at Sarjiedu We have 
already mentioned the fucceg of Arnbeim and ; .and 

the r|iingrave had reduced Brjfac and Rhinfeld to the laft ex- 
tremity. Hem was therefore of opinion, that no unnecefiary 
rifque ought to be run, at leaft until the arrival of Crat% 
the rhingrave, who were a£lually on the march to join'tb^m 
with ten thoufand men^ but he was over-ruled by the other 
5 generals, 
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TOneral8^ who propofed that they (hould approach nearer to 
I^orMingerty and occupy the mountain Armfierg^ from whence 
they might with more convenience fuccour the befieged^ 
While this motion was agreed upon in the Swedijh council of 
war^ the Imperialifis eagerly waited for an opportunity to en- 
gage ; for theit^rmy was very numerous, and they were in- 
mired with uncommon courage and alacrity by the prefence of 
mur pTtnces ; namely, the king of Hungary^ the cardinal- 
infant, governor of the Low Countries^ and the dukes of jSn- 
•uaria and Lorrain. 


On the fifteenth day of September^ about five in the even* Th 
ing, the Swedes began the afiion, by chaiging^ight Iquadrons Swedes 
of the imperial cavalry, who, after their general Aldobrandin df- 
was flain, retreated to a hill, where they were fupported h 

the Spanijh infantry. As this was an advantageous poft, the ^belmpg^ 
duke of IVeymar Srdered it to be attacked \ and, after a dif- 
pute which lafted ^1 midnight, it .was carried by the impe- * 

tuofity of the SwrAx, beTorc whom the Spaniards retired to 
another hill, on which the imperial army was encamped. At ^ * 
break of day the Swedijh army marched in order of battle, to 
force the intrenchments of the iinperialifis, which they charged 
with fuch fury, that the Aujlriam were piit into diforder, and 
would, in all probability, have been routed, had not they been 
fuftained by the Spaniards under Martin UIdraqueSy who at- 
tacked the Swedes in their turn, and regained the ground 
which the Germans had loft. The duke of Weymar^ who 
could not bear to fee tbe.vidory fo long in fiifpenfe, charged 
at the bead of the ieft|,wing, a poft defended by GalaSy and 
the marquis de Leganezy who were driven backwards as fiir as 
the ftation of the king of Hungary^ where they were fiip^ 
ported by GambacortOy with his Neapolitan and Hungarian 
horfe, and rallying their troops, retrieved their lofs, and broke 
that wing of the Swedijh army. But hotted of the battle 
was upon an hill, where CW/rr duke of Lorrainy and fohn de 
JVetty fignalized themfelves in very extraordinary z&s of va- 
lour. Nor did - the Swedes belie the reputation they had for- 
merly acquired. Bernard de JVeymarzzxne to their affiftance; 
and his prefcnce inrpired them with frefh courage,; they re- 
doubled their efforts, though fatigued by the long duration 
of the battle, fought with incredible fury and perfcverance, 
until, at length, they Were obliged to yield to the number and 
fortune of the foe. The duke of iJerrain had the glory to 
will the duke of WeymaAo ftandard with bis own band, and 
*to break the hitherto invincible troops of that general. His

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cmlry^pnrrued thofc whe fled; and the generals Horn^^ 
Cratz^ Hoffkirk^ Rojiock^ mA ftvtxzX other officers of .dif*, 
tin^iion, were taken prifoners : but the duke de W^ytnar had > 
the good fortune to cfcape* to WirUmhtrg^ the.greateft 
part of the Swedijh cavalry; for the rhingrave, who was- 
within three miles of the held, put himfelf ^ motion, and ^ 
checked the purfuit of the imperiaiilfs.

The news of this defeat overwhelmed Oxenjiiern with cha- 
grin, efpecially as the league of Hailbran had, in a manner, 
vaniflied in fmoke. The confederates were now reduced to 
defpair, and loudly exclaimed againft the Swedes^ as the au-' 
thors of thofe calamities they were deftined to undergo. The 
chancellor, however, would not fuiFer lymfelf to be totally de- 
je£)ed, but refolved to repair this misfortune by all the means 
in his power: for this, purpofe he endeavoured to gain time, 
and engage the French in the war; forefeeing, that ihould he 
be fo lucky as to acconnplifh this aim, he might be able to ob- 
tain a tolerable peace the emperor. For this reafon he 
would not retire and abandon Upper Germany to the Imperial-^ 
ifls, according to the advice of fome who pretended to be his 
friends ; nor indeed was he as yet without refeurce. The

To 
crown ttjie misfortune, the troops began to xiamour for their 
pay, which could not be r^ifed ; and the Aujiriam^ paiHng the 
RJbine at Mentz^ cantoned themfelves in that neighboprhood,

In this emergency their only fupport was the king of 
France^ whofe intereft was certainly concerned in this affair : 
for had the Swedei been oppreffed, the Imperialifis would not 
have failed to invade that kingdom with alf their forces. With 
a view therefore to render that monarch the more propitious, 
the Swedijh chancellor put him in pofleffion of Philipsburg^ 

^nd earneftly fpllicited the marechal de la Force^ to advance

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Immediately after this event a treaty was coneladed at 
Paris between France and Sweden ; in confcl^uence of which 
the whole province of yf//ace was put as a depofit under the pro* 
te£tion ofhisnioft Chriftian majefty, who engaged -to main- 
tain a confiderable army on that fide the Rhine^ ti> advance 
money for the pay and accoutrements of t\i^wedijh tavalryv 
and to brcalc with the emperor, as foon as he (hould be aflbred 
that the cledtorsof Saxony Brandenburgs with thtf^rinces 
and ftates of the Proteftant league, would not conclude either 
treaty or truce with the common enemy, except in concert

This convention being made, the king of France fent 
frefti troops into yfl/ace^ with the marcchal de Breze^ to afl in. 
concert with de la FSree ; and thefe two generals ported ten 
thoufand men in the mountains of Voge^ to line the (kirts of 
that province : but notwithftanding this prfeautrea, the Lor^ 
rainers furprized the Swedijh garrifon at ThaUs thosigh the 
marquis de la Force foon obliged them to retreat with the lofs 
of their cannon. But this fmall dawn of fuccefs did not in- 
demnify the French for the lofs of Philiptburgs which Galasy 
general of the imperial troops, took by furprize, and found 
in it a well-furnirticd magazine of cannon and ammunition, a 
prize of fuch importance, as even equalled a viflory in the 
field*".

By thefe precautions. Lower Alface was fecured, though 
the upper parttof that province was very much harrailed by 
the duke of Lorrain^ who had parted the Rhine at Brifack^ 
and threatened to take Strasburg and Rhinfeld by furprize or 
aflault.

red, . This was no other than the violent feizure of Philip^ 
Chrijiopher dt SvSferw, eleftor of Triersy who was by the cm- ^ 
peror and the infant Ferdinand^ committed prifoner to the 
caftle of Tiuves near Briijfehy after they had taken pofleflion 
of his tity L^is loudly complained of this outrage ofFcred 
to his ally, and ordered his refident at Bruffils to demand of kQufi of 
the infant cardinal, the elcAor’s liberty, and (he reftitution Auliria. 
of his dominions : when he received for anfwer, that the 
cardinal could not comply with hisdefiref^until he (hould have 
firft of all confultcd the court of Pinna. The king of Frana 
cooTidered tjys as a^^icfufal ; and having other reafons to be 
difgulded ^t the Spaniards^ who had in feveral ^articles infringed 
the peace of Vervinsy he tbok the prefent opportunity of de- 
claring war againft Spainy by an herald fent to BruJJels for 
that purpofe. Yet he did not involve himfelf in fuch an im- 
portant quarrel before he had concluded an ofFenfive and de- 
fenftve league with the ftates general of the United Pro- 
vinces ^ I and lent Fiuquieres to treat with the deputies of the 
circles of Suahlay Francmiay the Upper and Lvwer Rhincy who 
were alTembled at Worrm ; where, after mature deliberation, 
they engaged to the moftChriftian king to ad with all poflible 
vigour for the intereft of the common caufe ; and they in<» 
treated his majefty to take into his pay the army of the circles, 
confiding of feven thoufand foot and four thoufand horfe, 
under the command of the duke of Weymar. 

Os the other hand, the court of rtenna dill continued to 
negotiate with the eledor of Saxony^ who had fome time ago 
refolved to efTed an accommodation ^th the jjpufeof Auftria. 

The deputies were adually adembled at Pirn in Mifmoy to- 
gether with thofe of landgrave of HeJJl-DarmJiadt \ and

t\ye(c meafures the emperor thought he had placed fuch 
bounds to the power of the ftates in Getynany, that they 
would never be able to oppofe his authority for the future 5 
but as this act was no other than a compulfive fubmiilion^ 
which neceflity obliged them to make, they did not think 
themfelvee bound to obferve it when they recovered their 
fticngth ; and accordingly in the treaties of Weftphalias con- 
cluded in the reign of Ferdinand the third, we find them in- 
fifling upon an alteration in feveral articles, and obtaining 
privileges which this emperor would never have granted. 

The town of dreading the refentment of Frances Strasburg 

excufed itfelf from fubmicting to the peace of Prague ; and, refufir to 
notwithftanding the menaces of the king of Hungary s deter- the

The treaty of Prague would have certainly completed the 
dcRru£tion of the Swedijh forces in Germanys if Franttg had 
not made great efforts to fypport them. Lewis the thirteenth 
began to levy forces with great diligence, fo as to compofe fe- 
veral confideiable armies ; tbfc firft and greateft of which he 
fent into the Lo%v CountrieSsVnAex the^arechals de Chatillgn 
and Bre%e\ the fccond marlhed mxo^orrain with la Force j

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the third took the route of Mihmcfe^ under the command 
of the marechal de Crequy ; the duke de Rohan led the fourth 
into the Valteline ; and the fifth a6led upon the Rhine^ under 
the orders of the duke dc IFeymar^ until the king^^^ould ap- 
point another general (S). 

The emperor, in order to oppofc the operations of the 
French^ fent thither general 6Wr7f, at thefleSdof a powerful 
aimy, with orders to join thcdulcc of Lorrain^ wljo* intended 
to befiege Colmar^ and had already made himfclf mafter of al- 
moft all the towns in the neighbourhood of that place ; but 
the feverity of the feafoii, and the orders which John de Wert 
and Merct received to act on the other fide of the Rhine^ de- 
feated the duke’s projciSts, ^and obliged him to repafs that river. 
In the month of May^ however, he appeared at the head of 
twelve thoufand men, with defign to enter Burgundy^ and 
marched to Monlheltard^ which he inveftad j-^Mt he wasobliged

vcral other confiderable advantages over them while he en- 
camped in their neighbourhood ; but thefc fmall checks did 
not hinder the cleflor from befieging Magdeburg, after he was deburg, 
reinforced by a body of Aufirtan troops, commanded by Has-- 
feld. The place was defended with great refolution until the 
breach was pradicable, and the horn-work adlually taken by 
afiault ; when the garrifon, dcfpainng of relief, obtained an 
honourable capitulation, and were cfcorred to JFerden, where 
Bannier lay encamped ; while the regency took the oath of 
allegiance to the eledlor, who promifed to maintain them in 
the enjoyment of their antient privileges *. Elated with this

Thefe attacks were performed with 
fuch fury, that alnioft all the Au^tian and Saxon infantry were 
either flain or taken ; and Stalcj^Sy w ho purfued their cavalry 
for three days, returned with ^confiderable number of pri- 
foners : fo that of t^^nty ihoi^J^^ind men, that compofed the 
imperial army, fcarce^U£;p ufand efcaped to Magdeburg. 
Five or fix thoufand fell field, or in the flight i feven

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thoufand were taken ; and three or four thouland, having dif- 
perfed themfelves, would never engage again in the fervice : * 
as for the cla£):pr of Saxony j he efcaped by the way of Meck- 
lenburg t(>^ipjick. In this battle, which was fought on the 
four^^diify jf OSiober^ the Swedes gained a confidcrable booty, 
vf^and .alfcve thirty pieces of cannon and eighteen thoufand 
gffiateft part of which were loaded with provi- 
fion, an^^mition, and baggage. The fortrefs of Werhen 
opened its^tes to the conquerors, and the garrifon, confid- 
ing of two\lioufand men, inlifted in the fcrvice of Sweden^. . 

While tWK^z^/rMw generals thus profccutcd the war 
Saxony^ JVeJlphalta^ Hejfe^ and Alfact\ the empcrtft*,

Cologn^ and Bivana^ with the deputies of Saxony and Bran- 
denburg: as fgx»->'*h"s cleftor oi Triers^ he was dill detained a 
i^iipner. AP'erdinand'^ chief aim in this aflembly being to 
iecuft?-Afe«i^mperial throne tt) his fon, he fent four articles tb 
the diet, as the fubjed of its deliberations, importing, that as 
he was now well-ftrickcn in years and felt his ftrength fenfibly 
decay, he wiflied they would proceed to the election of a new 
king of t\^tR'mans\ that they would determine the fate of 
the eleflor of Triers ; that they would take meafures for a vi- 
gorous continuation of the w'ar, in order to re-eftablifli the 
peace of the empire ; and that, as the dates of Gejmanyvftxe 
not prefent at this meeting, they would confider whether or 
not it would be neceflary to convoke a general diet next year 
at Nuremberg. 

Although the emperor had fecured the fuffrages o^ Ba- 
varia^ Saxony., Brandenburg Bohemia., and MentZy and fignified 
that they fhould begin with the cleaion,* and poflpone the 
pacification of the empire to another afiembly, the deputies 
of the Protedant eleftors refufed to proceed to the elcdlion, 
until the emperor Ihould promife to giv^ ^’Ace to Germany^ as 
foon as it fliould be in his power ; and they even wanted to 
ftipulate, that, notwithdanding Ferdinand's being cho.en king 
of the Romansy he fhould not be crowned beforS that defirable 
event. It was in confequence of thefe rcmondrances^hat the 
emperor fummoned an adembly at CologUy in order to delibe- 
rate upon the preliminaries; and adlually nominated his com- 
mifiaries for that purpofe, f/hile the Catholic clecSlors, princes, 
and dates, promifed to fe*1l thither ^eir deputies to faciliyug,^ 
the work.

new dignity was not immediately acknowled^^ by all the 
princes of Germany and foreign powers : the king of France,^ 
in particular,^ maintained, that an eleftion performed without 
the concurrence of the elector of Triers^ againft whom no 
criminal procefs had been inftituted, was contrary to the 
Golden Bull, and the fundamental laws of the empire. Ne- 
vcrthelefs, it was in a little time received afltTiT^^as good and 
lawful through every part of Germany. 

CHJRLES the firft, king of England, had fent tneTarl of 
Arundel as his ambaflador to the emperor, with prefling foli- 
citations in favour of his nephew, Lewis count- palatine ; but 
this affair being referred to the future aflcmbly at Cologn, the 
earl returned to London, and Charles refolvcd to go more poli- 
to work. He was perfuaded, that the houfe of Aujlria 
talaiin^^ eagerly longed to wreft Lorrain from the king of France, and 
nvhotuh- extremely apprehpnfive oi England* s engaging in a league 
lijhes a Chriftian majefty and the ftates-general of the 

fnarnfcjio United Provinces. In this convidfion, he fent the earl of 
agai-ift the Leicejlcr to the court of Vienna, with orders to threaten the 
emperor, emperor with this projcdled alliance, in cafe he fliould ftill re-

ER this aftion, duke Bernard reduced the caftle of

The rhingrave Philip was flain in the aftion, and the duke de 
Rohan died in a little time of the wounds he received upon this 
occafion. Weymar retreated to Laujfemhurg^ where he paffed 
the night ; and next day, having joined Tapadel^ he put his 
army in order of battle, and advanced to attack the duke de 
Savelli and John de Wert^ whofe troops, being difperfed among 
the villages in fearch of provifion, were with great difficulty 
re-afTembled : they could not withftand the (hock of this fc- 
cond engagement, but were intirely defeated, the two generals 
themfcives being taken, together with a great number of 
officers 

After this viSory, Hunningen fubmitted to Tapadel^ and 
the duke returned Rhinfeld^ which, after having 

made a gallant defence, furrendered upon a very honourable 
capitulation ; and the conqueror found a great quantity of 
provilion and a^jimunition in the place. This conqueft was 
followed by that of Ncuburg and Rottelen \ immediately after 
which thef duke advanced towards Friburg^ the capital of Brifi 
gawy garrifoned by nine hundred men, under the command of 
colonel Efeherj who defended the t<fwn until a breach was

the count having difcovered that Charles-Lcwis had abandoned 

the village of Emhsburen^ in order to befiege Lemgau^ the ca- 
pital of the county of JJppe^ aflembled all his troops with a 
view to fruftrate his defign. Accordingly prince Leims finding 
himfelf in no condition to defend his lines againft fuch an 
army, retreated towards Minden ; but the count having over- 
taken his rear in the valley of Ajibeim, brought him to an ac- 
tion, which continued very obfiinate on both Tides for the 
fpace of two hours, and then victory declared in favour of the 
Imperialiits, who made themfclves mailers of the palatine’s 
artillery. Pxmet Robert^ and the count Ferents, were made 
prifoners, with a great number of officers, and Charlcs^Lewh 
efcaped with great difficulty to Minden ^ 

In the beginning of the year TIsau was invefted by Gk^- 
briant ; but as the fiege did not advance to the faiisfaiSion of 
the duke de lVeymai^"\ii went thither in perfon, and ordered it 
to be battered with red-hot balls, which threw the inhabitants 
fheMe ^Q into fuch confternation, that they furrendered without further 
Weymar, oppolition, aftd the duke’s charaflcr became fo formidable

He bequeathed the command of his army to major-general 
cT Erlach^ and in his default, to colonel Obem and count NaJ-- 
fauy or the eldeft colonel in fucceflion ; and he left legacies 
to his officers and domefiics, to the amount of three hundred 
thoufand crowns 

The duke’s death was no fooner known, than the Swe- 
difl) agent at Benfeld endeavoured to engage the foldiers and 
officers to go and join Bannier : the emperor took every mea- 
fure in his power to draw them into his fervice, and regain 
pofleffion of the places they had conquered ; the dukes of 
Bavariay Lauenhing, and Lunenburg^ pretended to the fuc- 
ceffion ; and William of Saxony demanded, by virtue of his 
brother’s will, that he fliould poflefs the conquered places A treaty is 
till the peace ; but Lewis the thirteenth prevailed over all conclu^ 
thefe pretenders, by concluding at Brijiick a treaty with the betnxeen 
Weyfnarian officers on the following terms : That ihe trotjps the kingef

other places, the governors fiiould be chofen from the Weyma* 
rian army, and all the officers and garrifons bind themfelves 
by oath, to preferve the places for the fervice of the king, 
without whofe exprefs order they Ihould nor Dc djiliveicd to 
any perfon or power whatever*, , \

Mean while conferences were held at Hamhiirghy to pave 
the way for a general peace ; but the powers who fent their 
minifters thither fc^^med to defpife and diftruft one another. 
France fell out with the count-palatinc about the ceremonial 
of addreffing letters to each other ; or, rather, Lewis niacle a 
pretence of the youpg count’s having failed in fome expreffion 
of refpedl, to aft coldly in his intcreft. There was likewile 
a grudge between the French and Englijh nations, which ren- 
dered them avzrfe to the conclufion of a treaty ; and the Dutch, 
who weje ill affefted to both, openly refufed to renounce the 
neutrality which they had agreed with the emperor to ob- 
ferve y. 

Besides the contending parties in the empire, there was a 
third which remained neuter, coir'^ofed of tlie landgrave of 
'^Jffc-CaJJily fome princur«, and fr-Ze cities, the bans- towns,

doi¥ Atmlia^ Wuoai, in his will) he ire^omm^ed to the kings 
of F^ana and England^ and the Sates^genefal/ in full perfua- 
ilpn t\iztGeorg0 landgrave of H^i-Dutmfladt^ who was his 
dedared enemy, as well as a zealous partizan of the emperor) 
woitld tgke advantage of the troubles that difiraAed Germany^ 
in ordered enrich himfelfwith the fpoils of his children. Nor 
was he miftaken in this conjecture, inafmuch as Geotge did 
not fail to ' -;vail himfelf of an a£t, by which Ferdinand the 
fecond had put William to the ban of the empire^j and altho’ 
this decree had never been publi(hed, be obtained of the pre* 
fent emperor letters patent, eftablflhing him adminiftrator of 
Lower Hejfe. Nevertheleis, the difereet princefs managed the 
inhabitants of CaJfeU and the other towns, with fuch prudence, 
that they cxcufed themfelves from obeying the repeated orders 
"of the eKperor. Though^ (he was not in a condition to 
withfland the Imperialifts and Bavarians^ (he gained time by^ 
a truce, and afterwards by a treaty of peace, efFeCled by the 
mediation of the eleftor of Mentx ; which treaty, however, 

(he refufed to ratify, unlefs the emperor would grant the free landgrave 
exercife of the Proceftant religion through all the dominions 
of the empire. This demand being, according to her expcc- concludes 
tation, refufed, (he renounced the other articles, and threw a treaty 
herfelf into the arms of France^ by which (he could be ena* nuith 
bled to fupport the war to advantage *• By her agreement Lewis at 
with France^ concluded at Darjlen^ (he engaged to maintain Dorden in 
a body of horfe and foot to aCi; againft the common ene- Wedpha* 
mies of the empire ; to cede no part of the conquefb (lie 1^^* 
fliould make, or come to any accommodation with the king 
of Hungary^ or his allies, without the confent and approba- 
tion of his moft Chriftian majefty, who, in confideration of. 
thefe engagements, promifed to fupply her whli the yearly fum 
of two hundred thoufand rixdollars; to make no truce or 
.treaty with the king of Hungary ^ or his allies, without com- 
jprehending the landgrave and his interefts ; to engage thd 
jftatbs-general to admit her into their alliance ; to conynue to 
lier fon the penfion which bad been granted to his father; and 
finally, to guarantee, for the fpaqe of ten years after the re« 
eftabli(hment of peace, all^he dominions of the landgrave. 

These diflbrent negotiations did not difturb the houfe of 
Aujlria Co much as did the^romfs ^ Bonnier in Saxony and 
Bohemia. In the beginning ',of February this general bad pafled

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Bannier the Elbe with eighteen thoufand mep, thoujih bis military clieft 
makes was quite empty : neverthelefs he was chearfully followed' by 
great pro^ the foldiers, who knew he would provide for alj^tbeir heceffi- 
grejs in tics. Accordingly he obliged the duke of Lunenburg to fur- 
Saxony nifli the troops with every thing they wanted. Colonel Utrie 
and Bohe- ff/rangle^ who had quitted the Swedijh fervice, and entejred 
“***• that of the emperor, now furrendered the town pf Carltbjm^ 
rejoined bis own countrymen with eight hundred hoefe and 
three hundred mufketeers, and fupplied them with plenty of 
provifions : HalLerJiadt purchafed their forbearance .with a large 
fum of money ; and Augujlus of Saxony^ archbifhop of Ma^e* 
hurg^ expected to buy the fame favour at the fame price : but 
Bannier gave his deputies cq underftand, that the archbiihop’s 
father, the eleAor of Saxony^ having abandoned the party of 
the SivedeSy he could not help looking upon him as an enemy ; 
he therefore would order his vanguard to march towards 
rittgtay in order to lay that country under contribution, andL 
open their route to Magdeburg and Leipjick, His aenny being 
DOW confiderably augmented by recruits, he detached genera 
King into Weflpnalia with five thoufand men, to interrupt the 
levies of the imperialills in that province, and carry ofF the 
provifions which were amafled for the ufc of the Aujirian 
troops, who pofiefied part of the dutchies ofjulien and Cleves* 
Bannier himfelf, entering Mifnia at the head of five and 
twenty thoufand men, Kemnitz^ Scheneberg^ Hanne^ 

lergj and Marienbergj without having met with the fmalleft 
oppofition ; but the fiege of Frieherg in fome meafure checked 
the rapidity of his conquefts. Colonel Hungary who com- 
manded the garrifon, made feveral fuccefsful fallies ; and at 
length Banniery having received information that the Saxens 
were coming to the relief of the place, quitted the fiege, and 
advanced to give them battle. 

MARACINIy the Saxon general, no fooner perceived his 
defign than he crofTed the river JVezevitay and divided his ca- 
valry into fquadrons, with which he charged, routed, and 
puriued BflwmVr’s vanguard even to the main body of their 
He defeats ^^^7* Hoifrever, the Swedijh troops were foon rallied, fo as 
Martini. repulfe Maractni j and, advancing into a plain, attacked the 
Saxonsy who had by this time retired into a very advantageous 
fituation, flanked by a wood, in which they planted their ar- 
tillery : after a very obftinate av<d bloody engagement they 
were put in diforder, routed, and purfued to the very gates of 
£>refdeny which the viftorious Sfjedes would certainly have 
entered, had not they beefi prevented by the approach of r»gbt. 
They therefore contented thelf'ifelves with the honour, and 
other advantages they had acqufred by the battle, in which four 

thoufand*^ 
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thdiiand Baxom were flain, and almoft all their officers killed 
or taxen. . This defeat^ however, did not fo much difcourage 
Maracini but that he aflembled a fre(h army, in order to 
make another effort in favour of fr/V^rr^; to the fiege of 
which Bannier had returned after his victory, and even given 
an alTault, in which he fuflained great Ibis. Hearing of Ma- 
racial* s flecond approach, he fcnt major-general Pfuel to re- 
connoitre ; but he chancing to take the wrong road, the 
Saxons fuddenly appeared, to the number of eighteen thou- 
sand ; fo that Bannier had fcarcc time to retire to an eminerice, 
where he intrenched himfelf, while the enemy threw into 
Prieberg a reinforcement of men, provifions, and ammunition. 

The Swedijh general fent orders xoy'orjienfon to join him with 
all poffible difpatch ; and being informed ^hat maracini waited 
for a reinforcement of fix thoufand Croats^ and that general 
Hasfeld was upon his march to hem in the Swedes on all hands, 
he rcfolved, to try the fortune of another battle, and attack 
Maracini In his lines. With this defign he departed from 
Zeit% on the thirteenth day of April\ and receiving intimation 
that the Saxons had abandoned their lines, he followed them 
with great expedition, and purfued their rear to the main body 
of their army, which being inacceflible, except by a narrow 
paflage between two morafles, he ordered Pfuel to difmount 
his dragoons, and attack it on foot.^ This fervice being per- 
formed, the Swedes were drawn up in order of battle as they 
arrived ; and Bannier^ at the head of his own regiment, 
charging the left wing of the enemy, a furious conteft enfued, 
and the illue continued long doubtful, until Torjlenfon arriving 
with his horfc, determined the viftory in favour of the Swedes: Bannier 
for the left wing of the Saxons giving way, the right was over- 
whelmed with fuch condernation, that the greaceft part of it 
laid down their arms without fighting, and their whole army 
was purfued with great daughter. Above two thoufand were 
flain in the aflions by which Bqnnier^ whofe lofs did not ex- ? 

ceed four hundred, made himfelf mafter of five and forty pair 
of colours, fixty ftandards, together with all their cannon, 
baggage, and ammunition *. 

TBy this viftory IVeteravia^ Saxony^ Mifnistj and 

the neighbouring provinces^ were left under the dominion of 
the Swedes : for the wreck of the Saxon army was deftroyed 
by major-general Pfuelj wh'Jj falling fuddcniy upon a body of 
troops rallied by Maracini near Kemnitsj^j cut them in pieces, 
and took their general prifoner. Tefjlenfn was ordered *tb 
renew the fiegc of Prieberg \ but, perceiving the breaches were

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well repahed, he contented himfelf with blocking up the 
place, and went to join the Swedijh army, which by thi$^tiine 
had reduced Pirna, 

While BannUr and his generals thus filled Saxony and 
Bohemia with terror and difmay, general Koningfmarck afled 
the fame part in Franconia ; and Axel-Cili made great progrefs 
in Mecklenburg and Brandenburgs where many places furren- 
deied without oppofition, and a good number fecured them- 
felves frorp the temped by demanding a neutrality : as for the 
circle of Lower Saxony^ and the hans-towns, they promifed to 
the regency of Swiden^ that they would neither furnifh the 
emperor or his allies with troops or money. 

IlasreM HASFELDj the imperial general, taking the advantage of 
Manen- being at a dift^nce, furprifed Marienberg^ blocked

is obliged himfelf mafter of that place. Banniery being apprifed of thefe 
to retire by motions, quitted Brandecky where he was encamped, and pafT- 
Jlaunitr, ing the Elbcy Teemed to have a defign upon Prag:te ; but, all 
of a fudden he turned towards Mifniay in order to meet Has- 
feidy and relieve the towns that were threatened by that gene- 
ral. He accordingly drove ^oCroatSy who blocked up-Kem* 
nitZy under the cannon of Drefdcn : then marched towards 
Pirn in quell of the eleflor of Brandenburgy who had joined 
Hasfeld\ but they did not think proper to hazard a battle 
againft fuch viilorious troops, fo ihat all he could do was to 
harrafs them in their retreat. He afterwards re-entered Bohe* 
tniay with intent to attack the imperialifls, who were en- 
camped upon the IVhite Mountainy at fome diftance from 
*u}ho takes Prague j but they wifely retired into the town, and the Swedes 
Konig- undertook the ficge of KomgfaaU in which they fucceeded 
faal. without much difficulty \ 

1’he emperor, finding his arms incffedlual to flop the pro- 
grefs of Bannhry had recourfc to other arts, by which that 
general had like^o have been amufed to his own deftruflion. 
His wife, who had a great 'afceiidcncy over him, was tam- 
pered with by the count de Schlitty prefidentof the council of 
war in Bohc^iiiay to whom Ihe was allied 5 and Ihe lifiened to 
his instigations fo far as to difpofe her hulband to a pacifica- 
tion with the houfe of AuJlttOy in whofe name the count pro- 
inifcd that Bannier fhould be created a prince of the empire, 
and be gratified with the poflellicn of two dutchies in Sileftd. 
Thefe fpicndid offers actually' began to dazzle the eyes of the 
*&uosdcy who could nofi think of negledling fuch a glorious 
pppoitunity of putting an end to his fatigues: the negotiation 
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wasiiegun by a phyfician of whom Schliit fent on 

pretence of vifiting thp marechaPs lady, who was indifpofed ; 
and proceeded fo far, that Beauregard^ the French minifter, 
who attended Bannier^ got an inkling of the deflgn, which 
he immediately communicated to the count d^Avaux at Ham* 
hurgh^ who exerted himfelf with fuch addrefs on this occafion, 
that *thp«counciI of Stockholm would not inveft Bannier with 
the full powers which he demanded, 

FRANCE was very much alarmed at this fecret correfpon- 
dence betweei^ the Imperial ifts and the Swedijh general, and 
took every meafure (he could devife to break off the negotia- 
tion, which was no other than a political ftratagem of the 
imperial court to amufe Bannier until the arrival of Picolomini, 
who was ordered to march from the Low Countries with an 
army to retrieve the Aujirian affairs in Bohemia. The feheme 
fucceeded to their wifli ; for the marechaL was not undeceived 
until he fa w the archduke arrive \n Prague^ with a 

body of five thoufand men, which were foon followed by ge- 
neral Picohmini at the head of another, confiding of twelve 
thoufand. 

The departUiC of this officer left the duke de Longueville 
at liberty to advance along theiiAz/r^, and reduce Op* 

penbeimy Bingen^ and Creittznach. Indeed the Bavarian army, 
which had thrown itfelf into the Rhingaw, hindered him at 
firft from extending his quarters; but for want of provifions 
it was foon conftrained to retire into TFirtemberg^ fo that all 
this fide of the Rhine was left to the difcreiion of the JVeyma* 
rian troops. However, as this country could not long furnifli 
them with fubfiftence, the duke aflcmbled the chiefs at Creutz* 
nach^ in order to deliberate upon their next motion. Here it 
was determined to crofs the Rhine ; and this enterprize being 
effected By the condudl and invention of the count deGue- 
brianty they found very good quarters in IVetoravia and High . ^ 
HeJJ'e - 

Among the other pretenders to the fucceffion of the duke chailcs- 
de Weymar^ Charles- Lewis ^ prince- palatine, was Iftongly re- Lewis

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this pio}c£l; was not at all reli(hed by cardinal Richelieu^ ^vlio 
deferred the grant of this paflport fo long, that Charles-Lewisy 
in the impatience of youth, refolved to go incognito ; and 
aSually arrived at Paris^ from whence he fpt out for the 
fnarian army« The cardinal, being perfectly aware of all his

•ders to declare to th6m, that the only expedient for removing 
the Imperialifts from their neighbourhood, would be to follow 
the example of the landgravefc of Hejfcy and join the*crowns 
gf Sweden and France. Trfs remonftrance had weight with

Cajfel^ whither they were followed by Picolominu Here they 
were ftrengthened by a reinforcement from the duke of Lunen- 
burg ; in confequence of which they marched up to the Impe^ 
rialifts,but found themfo firongly intrenched, that they would 
not venture to attack them then they retired to Hohr upon 
the Wefer^ with a view to put their troops into winter quar- 
ters in Franconia and upon the Danube. Picolomini likewife 
decamped, and took the road to Wejlfhalia^ with defign to 
throw a bridge over the Wefer^ and enter the dominions of 
Brunfwkk \ but this, proje£t was difconcertcd by the diligence 
of Bannier. This was the fourth time that the confederates 
had been in fight of the whole imperial forces, without en>^ 
gaging in a general battle : nevertbelefs both armies were mi- 
ferably reduced \ for the fcarcity of provifions, and the fa- 
tigue of marciies and encampments, produced fucb mortality, 
that the number of the Imperialifts was dtminifhed by ntne 
thoufand ; and the Swedes who died, were pretty much in the 
fame proportion to their army : but whatever the lofs might 
be on either fide this campaign, it was certainly very glorious 
to Picolominu who not only obliged Bannier to quit the here- 
ditary countries of the houfe of Auftria^ but alfo drove the 
confederates from Franconia^ and reduced thenri to the necef- 
fity of defending the dominions of their, allies, ■ inftead of 
forming enterprizes as ufual againft the army *of the em* 
peror (Z). \

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Mean while the eledors had aflembled at NurmherA in 
. order to deliberate upon the means for reftoring peace to the 
- empire* or for continuing the war, in cafe they Ihould not be 
able to reconcile the interefts of the princes. Here the de- 
puties, of l^unenburg complained of the injuftice that was done 
Ito their mafter, in obliging him to withdraw the proce£tion he 
had granted to the town of Hildejheim ; and thts grievance, 
together'with the pretcnfions of the ele£tor of Brandtfttlur^ to 
JjPsmiraniay were examined and referred to the diet of Katijinn^ 
which the emperor had convoked for the month of SiPternber^ 
As no efFedtual fteps could be taken towa'-cls a general peace, 
without the ^onfent of the powers which were at war, a pro- 
pofal was made to invite their plenipotentiaries to this diet ; 
and though the emperor and his allies did not much relilh this 
propofal, becaufe they were afraid that the treaty of Prague 
would be aboliflied by the intrigues and remonftrances of the 
French and Swedijh miniflers ; yet, in order to avoid the fuf- 
picion of an intention to perpetuate the war, they confenred to 
expedite fafe conducts for the ambaiTadors of foreign princes, 
to come into the empire to treat of the pieliminaries cf the 
peace. Cologn was the place affigned to the French^ and Za- 
becky or Hamburgh y to the Szvedesy whither tike emperor en- 
gaged to fend his miniftcrs. I'his article being difculTed, they 
proceeded to confider that of winter quarters for the troops of 
the empire ; and ihefe v/ere left to the choice of the emperor, 
who was likewife enabled to recruit and augment his army by 
a fubfidy of one hundred and fifty Roman months, granted by 
^hc circles of Auftria and Ravarta ; another of fixty, by the 
reft, which pleaded poverty in confcqucnce of the war K 

'The diet made thefe conceflions, in hope of obtaining with 
more facility of the emperor a general amnefty, in favour of 
thofe places that were enemies to the houfc of Aujiria : but 
the Catholics and Proteftants could not agree upon the year 
from which it (hould take effect ; the lafi, defiring that it 
Ihould commence fiom the time when Frederic was crowned 
king of Buhejniq ^ and the others infilling upon its being dated 
from tJiC year in which Gujiavus Adolphus undertook the war 
againfr the emperor. 

tbefc deliberations at Raiishorty LutzoWy one of 
Ferdinand's aulic counfellors, was pmployed in negotiating the 
preliminaries at Hamburgh with fne count i Avaust and SdU 
viufy the plepipotenti^ries of France and Swedeny though 
he at firfl made feme fcruple pf treating with the former, 
caufe in the fafe epndud^ granted to that minifier, 6V^^»;was 
the place aifigned . for his nego^ation : however, the king of

Chriftian majefty ; and that Sweden (hould give fafe conduCls 
to the emperor’s plenipotentiaries, and to thofe of the elec- 
tor of Meniz and Brandenburg.

The emperor refufed to ratify this previous treaty or con- Tbe em- 
vention, which he faid was prejudicial to his honbur., as well peror re^ 
as to the intereft of the Germanic body ; for thefe could never »■-»-

the oath they had taken i or confider the treaties w\h France^^,^’^* 
and Sweden as one, inafmuch as he had never approved of the^*^^‘ 
alliance between thefe crowns. He therefore recalled LuizoWt 
and fent in his room count dCAveriberg^ with orders to 
make thefe objections, and propofe the negotiation of a new 
treaty i but his propofal was not accepted, and the plenipottntia-.

der Gue- . rrw, he advanced to Awerbach On the nineteenth the con- 
hriant. federates marched to Schjuendorf ; and next day the count of 
Neffau and Wittemberg^ being detached with fix regiments of 
cavalry to reconnoitre the country between Ratisbon zhAStrau^ 
hingertt croffed the Danube upon the ice, and took above fif- 
teen hundred of the enemy^s borfe. The emperor himfclf 
ran a very great rifque of being furprifed ; for that very day 
he intended to hunt, thinking himfelf fecure in an advanced 
guard, which was a^^ually carried off by the Swedes^ who 
likewife took his litter, haviks, and equipage. The approach 
of thefe armies filled Ratisbon conflernation : the bridge 
was immediately burned ; but the country was covered with 
enemies, the villages fet on fire, and the town defencelefs, 
unprovided, full pf ftrangers, malcontents, and fufpeded 
perfons 

The defign of the allies was to take the advantage of 
the frofl-, to block ujp and ftafve the town ; but the weather 
becoming more mild, the count efe NaJJau and WitUmberg were 
obliged to repafs the river before it fhould be thawed, and 
rejoin the army, whiph had arrived at Regenjiauff^ about two 
leagues from Ratisbon. Nevertbelcfs, Bannier^ who would 
not retire until he Ibould have made another attempt to dlf- 
folve the diet, approached that city on the twenty- fixth day of 
February^ and who commanded the van, placing his

dergone. His army being Toon formed by the activity 
the archduke Leopold and Picolminiy one patt of it “ndcr^®^^ 
marechal Gleen^ went in purfuitjof Bannier^ while the other^ 
commanded by Ptcohmtni^ befieged Newmarck^ which was 
defended by a Swedijh officer called Schlang^ who after hav- 
ing Tudained five affaults, was obliged to Turrender priToner of 
war. Immediately after the redui^ion of this place, the im- 
perial general rejoined Gleen^ in order to ip\iT(\xe Bannier^ who 
retreated acrofs the foreft of Bohemia ; on the other fide of 
which, finding himfelf impeded by the river Pleifs^ he col- 
leSed a number of boats with fucli expedition, that he had 
tranfported his men when PUolomini appeared upon the bank. 

This obftruftion, however, did not retard the progrefs of tlic Bannier 
enemy ; the Aujirian cavalry fwam acrofs the river, and the rctreati 
Swedes being now hemmed in between the Pleifs and the/»/0 Bo- 
Moldawj BannieF% ruin feemed inevitable, when he extri- hernia, 
cated himfelf by one of thofe efforts of military genius, which 
redound more to the honour of a general, than does the ac- 
quificion of a viflory, becaufe fortune has no (hare in the 
fuccefs. Finding himfelf thus fevcrely preffed, he pofted 
fome troops in a mill below Pr^//z,»which made fuch a 
long and gallant refiftancc, when attacked by Picolomini, that 
his army had time to retire to Zuiciaw on the Moldaw, whi- 
ther his baggage and artillery were coifvcyed in the night : 
here likewife he was joined by QuibrianU who, after the 
fiege of Newmarck had put himfelf in motion, and by fur- 
prifing marches arrived at this place, wilhoulThaviflg been at- 
tacked by the Auflriam, AH Germany admired mis march, 
and Bannier^s retreat, which indeed were fcarce credible, 

GUen and Picolomini ac^fed one another of neglcft, and were 
ordered to repair to Rmsbon to give an account of their con- 
duit, which fatisfied the emperpr's fon, Ferdinand king of 
fiungary^ who fent them back to their pofts. Gleen\ at the • 

^ead of nine Bavarian regiments, advanced towards the Rlnne^

towards Zeitz Mean while, Bannier, in confequence of 
the fatigues he had undergone, fell Tick at Zutchw^ and or- 
dered himfelf to be conveyed to Halberjladt^ where he died on 
M the twentieth day of May^ in the forty-firft year of his age, 

Hdber- infinite lofs and inexpreffible regret of his party. This 

great officer had learned the art of war under Gujiavus Ado^^ 
phuSi whom he had well nigh rivalled in reputation and fiiccefs. 
He was remarkable for his moderation and humanity towards 
thofe whom he conquered : he always avoided the eftufion of 
blood, as much as the nature of his occupation woCild permit : 
he was robuft, ^patient, laborious, and active, adored by his 
foldiers, who chearfully underwent all forts of toil and dan- 
ger under his command ; and all Europe acknowledged him to 
be tbemoft able general of his time, efpecially in the know- 
ledge of encampment, of drawing up an army in order of bat- 
tle, and of making a retreat in the face of an enemy of fiipe- 
rior ftrength p. 

Chrillian FRANCE and Sweden had been alarmed at the death of 


dukeajf" George duke of Brunfwick- Lunenburg y which happened in 
Brunfwick Aprtly becaufe they apprehended that the eledlor of Saxony 
renew the would induce Chrijlian his fuccefibr, to make an accommoda- 
mllmnu with the houfe of Au/iria\ but, in fpitc of the intrigues 
of the court of Dre/den^ and the menaces of Ficolominu the 
W^Swe- ^^^chefs- dowager and her fon concluded at Hildejheim, a 
“ new treaty with the two crowns, and engaged to join her 
forces to thofe of France and Sweden. Neverthelefs, this al- 
liance was not of confequence enough to prevent the difquiet 
of Sweden^ which was overwhelmed with grief and confterna- 
tion at the death of Banniery fcemingly produdlive of fuch 
troublefome confequefhces : for bis army was almoft wholly 
compofed of GermanSy who were retained in the fervice by the 
fingle authority of the general 3 and now he was dead, they 
would be expofed to the arts and temptations of thofe princes, 
who were lying in wait for fuch an opportunity of inveigling 
them into their own fervices. Accordingly they were tam- 
pered with by the eledor of Saxonyy and even by Chr'tjlian 
duke of Lmenburgy whofe aim was to beat the head of an in- 
dependent army, that would aft againft the emperor for his. 
intereft only : but the young prince was^dilTuaded by Guelriant 
from the execution of his fcheme, wfiich was altogether ex- 
travagant ; and the army, which at firft feemed inclinable to 
mutiny, laid afide all thoughts of declaring for themfelves.

The elector of Saxony feeing the Swedijh army without a Tbi ikavr 
‘general, rcfolved to feize this opportunity of retaking Zuickaw^ ^ Saxony 
which was invefted by general Borry^ and, after a uege of five retakes 
weeks, furrendered upon capitulation, tho’ he did not keep his Zuickanr* 
word with the garrifon, which he difarmed on pretence of 
their having ufed iron and tin balls, contrary to the laws of 
war T and, in order to avoid captivity, they were conftrained 
. to inlift in the ele£lor’s fervice 


The redu(ftion of Zuickaiv^ and the death of Bannierj ele- 
vated the hopes of the emperor and duke of Bavaria to fuch 
a degree, that they breathed nothing but total deftrudlion to 
the army of the confederates. The archduke Leopold joined 
Picolomini in Saxony^ when, trufting to the fuperiority of their 
numbers, they refolved to compel the forces of George duke 
of Lunenburg to abandon the blockade of WoUhnhuttle^ and to 
reduce the princes of Brunfwick and the landgrave of Hejfe to 
the neceility of filing for an accommodation. But thefe pro- ^he Imfe^ 
jefls were foon fruftrated by the Swedes and French^ who, un- rlaltfts are 
dec the command of Guebriant^ met and defeated them near defeated 
Wolfend)uttlt\ Four thoufand Imperialifts were flain upon the 
fpot, and a great number taken prifoners, who received quar- 
ter, contrary to the refolutions taken on both fides before the 
battle began. The greateft part of thofe who furvived, being 
favoured by the night, fled for refuge under the cannon of 
Wolfembuttley and the reft reached the foreft of Fimelfen. No 
other event of any confequence happened in the courfe of this 
year ; and the winter approaching, the HeJJian troops and 
thofe of Lunenburg went into winter-quarters near the Rhine ; 
while the French and Swedes remained in their camp near Sa-^ 

Jladty waiting the arrival of general ^orjlenfony who had 
begun his march with eight thoufand Swedes^ and was the 
petfon whom the regency had chofen as tlie fucceflbr of Ban^ 
nier. This officer, upon his jundion with Guibsiant^ pro- 
pofed to go together and take winter^quarters in Bohemia i 
but in this propofal the count could not acquiefcp, becaufe car- 
dinal de Richelieu^ who was bent upon the conqueft^pf Rouf 
JilloHy had ordered him to lead the French troops back to the 
Rhiniy on pretence of making a powerful diverfion next year, 
or of defending that fronijer againft any attempts of the Im- 
perialifts. In confequence of this fcheme, the armies were 
parted, Guebriant entered IVefiphalkty ^nd Torjlenfon pene< 
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trated into Bohemia^ in oi^der to try their fortunes fepara^ly, 
as Toon as the feaibn Ihould permit K - ' ^ 

The princes of Germany^ whofe country had been fo long 
ravaged by fo many different armies, longed eagerly for peace ^ 
but no one expreucd moie impatience than the young count- 
palatine, in whofe favour the EngUJh refident at Vienna had 
mperor in orders to repeat the moft preffing folicitations. The duke of 
favour of Bavaria confented to reftore the Lower Palatinate Oie 
count, and even to quit theC^prr, as foon as he (houJd be re- 
imburfed of the thirteen milhons that were due to him ' : but 
the Spaniards could not be prevailed upon to rclinquifh the 
places whichtthey poflefled in the Lower Palatinate \ and the 
archdutchefs Claudia affirmed, that the prefedure of Germer- 
jheim made no part of it, but belonged to her children the 
, archdukes of Aujiria : to fupport this aflercion, Ihe alledged, 
that the Palatine princes had never pofiefTcd it in any other 
way than as a mortgage ; that the emperor had made a grant 
of it to the archduke Leopold^ to whom the fubjediis of it had 
taken the oath of allegiance; and that it was but a very flight 
recompence for the fervices which her hufband had done the 
emperor and common caufe of Germany^ 

Ferdinand FERDINAND^ that he might not feem averfe to peace, 
pfopo/es an which was fo eagerly defired by the whole empire, promifed 
expedient ^ reftore the Lower Palatinate to the Palatine princes, and re- 
for fausfy- j^fiburfe them of the fums which their anceftors bad lent upon 
ing that mortgage of this prefefture, provided they would renounce 
all the alliances in which they had engaged againft the houfe 
of Aujiria ; but this offer, which was not made till next year, 
they rcjedled, becaufe he refufed to re-eftablifti the count in 
the eledorate, and the dominions thereto annexed ^ 

About this timG the minifters of France and Siueden were 
employed at Hamburgh in renewing the treaty of alliance be- 
Qcn rene^ twccn thefe crowns, which was on the point of expiring. The 
opalliance d^Avaux^ and Adler Salviusj who were the two nego- 

^ ' tiators, exerted all their dexterity in obtaining their feparate 

aims. The former affirmed, that the duration of the treaty 
was not l^iced to a certain number of years, fo as that they 
{hould put to the trouble of renewing it from time to time, 
while the Swedes were loth to tie up their own hands, and de- 
prive themfelves of the liberty of concluding a feparate peace 
with the emperor, in cafe favourable conditions fliould be 
offered. However, the regency refleding that they could 
neveV be fecure in a feparate peace without the guarantee 
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'bf fftinci^ gave up that point, and rcftriflcd themfeWcs to the 
denr^d of an augmentation of the fub(id]( froni Franu^ to- 
gether with a powerful diverfion upon the Rhiney and in the 
hereditary countries of thehoufe of Aujiria^ or at Icaft in Ba^ 
varia *. They difputed a long time on thpfc two articles : 
the count d'Avaux alledged, that Prana was too much ex- 
haufted to bear (b great an expcnce : that in the courfe of 
fouf^ five years (he had given immenfe futns to the Swides 
and Dutchy from which (he had reaped no advantage ; for the 
allies had converted their money to their own private occa- 
fions. With regard to the diverfion he obferved, chat it would 
be impolitic in the French to fend their troops into^emote pro- 
vinces, without any profped); of emolument, while, by afiing 
upon the Rhine they might extend the conquefis, and ag- 
grandize the power of their country. Notwithftanding theie 
obje£lions, it was agreed, that in cafe of a truce the treaty 
(hould be in force until a peace could be concluded ; but du^ 
ring that interval, France (bould not pay to Sweden more than 
(even hundred and fifty thoufand livres yearly : that the land-

dominions. This was no other than the view of fecuring to Swedpn. 
hin^elf the dutchy of fagerndorf after the death of the pre- 
fencduke£r»^, who had no children.

Under pretence of treating with them concern- 
ing the interefts of his aunt, who was dowager of Sweden^ he 
endeavoured to pave the way to the throne of that kingdom, 
which he was ambitious of niountihg, by . marrying the young 
queen, u^ho was now in the fifteenth year of her age. Thia 
match, which had been projefled by her fd^lhox Guftavus^ 
with a view of m\img Pomerania and PruJJia to the kingdom 
of Sweden^ was now countenanced by England and Hollandf 
as an event that would tend to the fupporc of the Proteftant 
religion, and the ballance of power in Germany^ where ths 
houfc of Aujlria preponderated to fuch a formidable degree : 
but the Swed'ijh regency had other views, and took fuch mea- 
furcs as efte^ually difappointed the aim of the eledlor, though 
the negotiation was ferviceable to the allies; for, while it re- 


mained upon* the carpet, he made but very feeble efforts ill 
. favour the contrary party 

.A, D. The difpofition of the dukes of Lunenburg^m^ regard to 
1642. the allies, became every day more and more equivocal. They 
The dukes demanded of France the fame ft .'bfidy of money which that 
of Lunen- ^rown granted to the landgrave of Hejp ; and of the Swedes^ 
thfr reflitution of fome places which they had pofTefTcd for 
^ the years. Being difappointed in this quarter, they attempted 
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an accommodation with the emperor, who had long 
foli^ited them to re-unitc with his interefls : but they would 
not enter into any negotiation with his imperial' majefty, until 
he fliould put them in pofleffion of Wolfemhuttle \ and the con- 
ferences which were held at Gojkr upon this affair, being 
protradted to a great length of time, the allies reaped the ad- 
vantage of their uncertainty and fufpence, for they flill conti- 
nued to treat the Impcrialifls as enemies, and at laft the con- 
ventioii proved ineft'edlual. 

Nor was the emperor more fuccefsful with the thirteen Swifs 
cantons, which the diet of Ratijbon had required to rccal the 
troops of their nation, that were in the fervice of France^ and 
to hinder the forces of that kingdom from palling through the 

territory into the empire f but neither the letters of 
the diet, nor the promifes of the Catholic cantons, produced 
any effedls in favour of Ferdinand^ who did not much confult 
his dignity in trying fuch feeble refources, and who now fuf- 
tained an irreparable loft, by the reconciliation of France with 
Charles duke of Lorrain^ the firft ftep towards which was his 
relinquifliing his correfpondcnce with the houfe of Aujiria ; 
yet even this misfortune was not of fuch confequence to the 
emperor, the progrefs made by the arms of France and 
Sweden^ 

The count de Guebriani having crolTed the Rhine in Ja- The emwt 
nuaryy upon a bridge which he built at IVefel^ marched to Or- de Gue- 
dinguen^ which furrendered at difcrction ; and underftanding biiant 
that Hasfeld was on his march to join Lamboyy whofe quar-/’"^^ 
ters were near Konpen^ he refolved to hinder this junftion by 
attacking the laft in his intrenchments. With this view he 
left his baggage at Ordinguen^ advanced towards the enemy, i ' 
drew up his army in order of battle, and pjoceeded to the at- ^ 
tack. After an obftinate oppofition, the Aujirian infantry 
was forced and put to flight : Lamboy^ who rallied his troops, 
and returned to the charge, was, togethej with Merely fur- 
rounded and taken ; and of the whole imperial armjr, not above 
fix hundred efcaped. This viflory, obtained upon the feven- 
teenth day of January y was followed by the conqueft of Flints^ 

Beverty Berchcniy Cajiery and Guewembruck ; fo that t»^ count 
de Guibriant faw himfclf mafter of almofl: the whole eleSo- 
xzit of Cologn His next ftep was to befiege Kempen, which 
Greensfe/d defended with gr^t gallantry and (kill ; but a large 
breach being made, he knew it would be impoflibic to fuftain 
the affault, and therefore capitulated upon honourable term# 
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The defeat of Lamboy^ and fuccefs of the French gerifer^l,i^“ 
did not hinder the archduke Leopold and Picolomini^ who 
manded the Imperialifts in Moraviay from marching againft 
T!orJlenJony whom they intended to furprife ; but finding the 
Swedijh general always upon his guard, Picolomini refolved to 
fubftitute artifice in the room of valour, and tampered with 
one Seckendorf a Swedijh co\oi\t\^ fo fucceisFully, that he pro- 
mifed to admit the Imperialifts into the camp by nigh^: nhis 
defign, however, was difcovered, and the traitor being coii- 
vi£led of the crime, was beheaded at Sahuedel. In the mean 
time the duke of Saxe-Lawemburg^ with a detachment of jtuf- 
irtans^ cntcriiig Sikfia attacked Beuthen^ which was defended 
by three forts. The firft was abandoned by the Swedes^ who 
took refuge in the fecond, where they were forced and put to 
the fword ; and the garrifon which was in the third, capitu- 
lated, in order to avoid the fame fate. The duke having razed 
thefe three forts, reduced the caftle of Carloth^ and marched 
againft Buntzlaw^ which he befteged and took. Naumburg 
lurrendered almofl: without refiftance ; and all Sllefia being 
thus fubjedled to the houfe of Aujiria^ he joined the archduke 
and Picolomini 

SILESIA was no fooner abandoned by the Imperialifts, 
than Torjlenfon marched thither to recover the places which 
had been loft, and proceeded in his conquefts with furprifing 
rapidity, which, in oider to check, the duke of Saxe-Lawem- 
burg marched towards Schwentz with great expedition. He 
found the Swedes in order of battle, and having no defirc to 
engage in a general action, thought proper to retire ; when 
Torjlenfon purfued him at the head of his cavalry, and found 
means to decoy him into an ambufeade of his mufquetcers, 
who charging the Aujlrian fquadrons in flank, foon put them 
in diforder, and produced a panic among the infantry, in con- 
fequence of which they fled with great precipitation. The 
duke made many efforts to rally his troops* but the Swedijh 
horfe, far from giving him time, fell upon his men with fuch 
impetuoflty, that three thoufand were killed upon the fpot ; 
the dukjf hinffelf being dangeroufly wounded, was obliged to 
furrendCT, with the greateft part of his officers, and was cqq^ 
veyed to the next town, where he died without ifllie by his 
dutchefs Chrijlina^ daughter of John Albert duke of Mecklen- 
burg ^ 

TORSTENSON having now no enemy near to oppofe 
him, invefted Br/egj and in all probability would have taken 
the place, had not the king of Hungary ordered Picolomivi to 
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affemble all the forces he could colIe<a, and fuccour the place 
cveii^at the expence of a battle. The archduke Leopold^ fore- 
feeing, that the reduftion of Brteg would be followed by the 
lofs of all Stlefta^ joined this body, which being greatly fupe- 
rior in number to Torjienfony obliged him to relinquilh his en- 
terprize ; though he retired in good order, and intrenched 
himfelf in an advantageous fituation between Grave and Gros^ 

Glofat:^ the fiege of which laft place the archduke imme- 
diately undertook ; but the beheged made fuch a vigorous de- 
fence, that he defpaired of reducing the place, and retired to 
Luhen^ where he eftabliflied his head-quarters. The Aujirians 
were not more fuccefsful in the fiege of Olmut'»^ from which 
they were recalled by the archdu^p, in order to adl to greater 
advantage againft Torjienfotu 
This general being ftrengthened by a reinforcement from rj. « 
Sweden^ had palled the £lhc with intent to 
and having feized two polls, the pofleffion of which might fa- takes 
cilitate that enterprize, ordered general Koningftnarck to inveft 
the place, in hope of making himfelf matter of it, or ofLtipfick, 
obliging the Imperialifts to fight, Ihould they come to its re- and in- 
lief. Accordingly! while he was employed in the operations urrupted 
of the fiege, he received intelligence that the Aujhiam had h f'"- 
crofled the Elbe\ and, in confequence of this intimation, he 
converted the fiege into a blockade, and made preparations for 
receiving the enemy. On the thirty-firft day of OSfober^ the 
count deBouchain^ who commanded a body of C?'oats and Hun^ 
garians, advancing within two leagues of the Swedijh camp, 

^orjienfon marched out to meet them at the head ol his ca- 
valry ; but underttanding that the archduke had drawn up his 
army in order of battle, he returned to his camp to deliberate 
upon the next ftep he Ihould take. Meaft while Leopold ap- 
proached Leipjick in fuch a manner, as that the Stuedes were- 
between his army^nd the town ; and Torflenfon finding bim- 
felf between two fires, filed off his troop? into a plain at the 
diftance of a league from Leipjick, The Aujiriahs^ imagining 
his defign was to avoid an a£lion, followed hini in his march 
with a view to harrafs his rear ; but the Swedijh genej*d having 
put his army in order, faced about to the enemy, ana a mu- 
tual cannonading enfued. Major-general Wittemberg^ who "^bo art 
commanded the right wing of the Swedes^ charged the left 01 
the Imperialifts with fuch fmpetuofity, that they were routed 
after having made a flight reliftance ; however, their tight 
wing behaved with more valour, and the cmpcrorN cuirafticrs 
hadfwell nigh tyoke the Swedljh cavalry, w^hich was tallied by 
KoningfmarckyZxA at length )ut the Aujiriam to flight. While 
the cavalry of both armies tnus difpuied the victory, the in- 
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fantry in the center fought with inexpreflible rage and refdiu* 
tion, until the Swedijh foot, animated by the example of their 
horfe, and fupported by a body of refervc, which advanced in 
the heat of the a£lion, obliged the Imperialifts to leave the 
held, and retreat into a wood, after having abandoned their 
cannon. 

TORSTEN SON purfued the left wing as far as Leipjick ; 
Koningfina^ck gave no quarter to the right ; and the 
infantry being driven from the wood to which they had re- 
tired, were furrounded by the enemy, and cut in pieces. In 
this battle, which was fought in the plain of Breitenfeldt on 
the fecond day of Nove 7 nher<i the Imperialifts loft above eight 
thoufand men, including three hundred officers that were 
found among the flain (B). Xs for the conquerors, they took a 
great number of prifoners, together with forty-fix pieces of can- 
non, one hundred and lixteen pair of colours, feventy-five ftan- 
dards, the chancery and plate of the archduke and Picolojnim^ a 
great many coaches, and fix thoufand waggons ; and their whole 
lofsdid not amount to one thoufand men, including fome offi- 
cers of diftin£tion With regard to Picolominiy he efcaped to 

with twelve hundred horfe ; but as he did not doubt 
that Torjienfon would renew the fiege, he would not (hut him- 
felf up in that place, but retired with the archduke into Bo* 
hernia^ to reaflemble the wreck of their army. 

This total defeat of the Au/lrians overwhelmed the court 
of Vienna with confternation. General Enkenford was ordered

their enfigns were torn in pieces; 
and the prevot, having men- 
tioned the caufes of their de- 
gradation, and razed them from 
the regifter#of the imperial 
troops, pronounced the fen- 
tence which had been agreed 
upon in the council of war, 
condemning the colonel, cap- 
tains, and lieutenants, to be 
beheaded, the enfigns to be 
hanged, and the foldiers to be 
dec^ated. This fentence, how- 
ever, was partly mitigated at 
the intercelTion of many perfona 
of diffindlion, though the colo- 
nel aftually loft his head, ifeijf. 
/.f/V. r. ;r. 
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to jnake new levies with all expedition, Hasfeld and TVahl 
were fent for to court, Goltaker and Galt% exerted their utmoft 
diligence to join the archduke, and all the troops in the fer* 
vice of the houfe of Aujhia were aflembled to Itop the pro- 
grefs of the viSorious Torjlenfon ^ 

This general had returned to the fiege of Leipftek^ which Torften- 
^e«carricd on with unabating ardour, by means of fixty pieces fonretn 7 nr 
of battering cannon : but the valour of the garrifon was equal fiege 
to that of the befiegers. They made a number of fuccefsful 
fallies, in which they damaged the Swedijh works ; but, being 
deftitute of all hope of relief from the eleftor of Saxony^ they 
fent deputies to Torjienfon to demand a fum of money, in con- 
Uderation of which they would ^ve fecurity that the eledloral 
troops in the citadel fhould live on good terms with the Swedes^ 
and the burghers fhould obferve an exaft neutrality during the 
prefent war. Thefe propofals were rejeSed by the Swedijb 
general, who proceeded his attacks with incredible vigour, 
until he had advanced to the very baflions of the place. Not- 
withftanding this progrefs, the garrifon defended themfelvcs 
with great obftinacy until the French troops arrived in the Sive-- twhUh he 
dtjh camp, when the town and citadel furrendered upon thefe 
conditions : that fifteen hundred Imperialifts, who were in the 
town, fhould engage in the fervicc of Swcdeni that the 
SaxonSf who compofed part of the garrifon, fhould be con- 
duced to Drefden^ with their arms and baggage j that the 
town fhould redeem itfelf from pillage by the fum of feven 
hundred thoufand rixdollars ; and receive a Swedijh governor, 
without a garrifon, though the Sivcdijh troops fhould take pof- 
feflion of the citadel s. 

The articles of capitulation being executed, Torjlenfon A. D. 
propofed an interview with the count deGuebriant at Rudjiadt^ *^43* 
in order to deliberate upon the march of the troops, and win- A plan of , 
ter-quarters for bbth armies. His defign, being to purfuc the 
intereft of Sweden only, he would have perfuadqd the 
general to march into Bohemia j but Guehriant reprefenting 
that fuch a motion would difappoint them of the fryit which 
they might expeC from their viCories and fuccefs,«another ,.^/j * 
plan of operations was fettled, in confequence of which the 
French fhould pafs the Maine and the Neckar^ in order to op- 
pofe the defigns of Hasfeldmzn^ JVahl^ the Bavarian generals, 
while the Swedes fhould befiege Hojf in the marquifate of 
Culmhach^ in Franconia^ and, after the reduCion of that pfece, 
advance to the Upper Palatinate \ and the march of both ar-

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mies was regulated in fuch a manner, that in two days they 
could join one another This was certainly a very feahble 
project, and the moft advantageous enterprize that could 
have been undertaken in favour of the common caufe. The 
armies of the emperor and duke of Bavaria were not ftrong 
enough to make head againft thofe belonging to the two 
crowns ; and the fmall body which Guebriant propofed^to«d^ 
tach into Germany^ by Brifack^ would have made a very*^ ufeful 
diverfion : they would have made themfelves matters of towns, 
and excellent pofts for winter>quarteis, and there was nothing 
Torften- jQ obftruS their fuccefs. But this fcheme was defeated by

The archduke and imperial generals being aflembled at 
PUfen^ to concert meafures for flopping the current of the 
enemy’s fuccefs, it was refolvcd to march to the relief of Frie^ 
f>erg^ which was by this time blocked up by Torjienfon^ who, 
being apprifed of their defign, left one half of his infantry to 
continue the blockade, and marched out to meet them with 
the reft of his army. After having fcoured the country for 
three days, without finding the Imperialifts, he returned to 
the fiege, in which he proceeded with indefatigable induftry : 
confiderable breaches were made, and an aflault aftually given ; 
but the garrifon futtained it with fuch courage, that he was 
fain to recal his troops for that time. However, he was em- 
ployed in making preparations for another attack, when he 
underftood that Pvohmini^ at the head of fourteen thoufand 
men, approached to the relief of the place. He no fooner 
received this intimation, than, ranging his army in order of 
battle, he put hiryfelf in motion to meet them half-way ; 
when Picoloininiy forefeeing his defign, took another road, by 
which he threw i'upplies into the town, and then retired with 
the utnjoft expedition; fo that the Swedijh general, now 
defpairkig of being able to reduce Frieberg^ marched into Lu- 
in order to wait for the reinforcements which he ex- 
pedled, with Sialhans and Koningfmarck^ fxom Pomerania

Proceed- The conferences were ftill continued at Hamburgh^ though 
pigs at in 5 cold and inefieSual manner.

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Viinna and Madrid forefaw that France and Sweden would fet 
an high price on the peace at that conjunflure, they feemed 
very indifferent about renewing the negotiations. The king 
of Denmark had, the preceding year, fent to Langerman^ his 
minifter at Hamburgh^ a model of ratification of the prelimi- 
nary treaty, touching the fafe-condu<Ss, which model was 
appi;oved by Salvias and St. Romain, the Swedijh and French 
eAvoysl But the emperor’s minifter, the count d'Averfperg^ 
cavilled about the title of ambaffador, which it beftowed upon 
Salvius ; and the term affigned for the commencement of the 
congrefs, and thefe two articles, produced long debates : at 
length, however, the emperor finding the allies determined 
againft any alteration, was obliged to acquiefee in this model, 
and the negotiators communicated to one another copies of 
the fafe-condufls and ratifications. Thefe being examined 
and exchanged, and all the formalities adjufted, they agreed 
to open the conferences for a general peace in the month of 
fuly ; and, the preliminaries being publiflied, all the nations 
which had been fo long expofed to the calamities of war, con- 
gratulated themfelves upon the near approach of peace, plen- 
ty, and fecurity. Neverthelefs, this agreeable profpeft was 
fuddenly overcaft by the death of Lewis the thirteenth, king Death of 
of France (C), which happened on the fourteenth day of May^ Lewis the 
and induced the Swedes^ who were dubipus of the politicks thirteenth 
of tile new government, to think of afeparate peace with the 
emperor.

Tkmtoten- The eyes of all Europe were now fixed upon the aflemblies 
iiaries vp- at Munjler and Ofnabrug. The plenipotentiaries nominated 
pointed for hy the emperor were the count d^ Averfperg and the baron de 
the nrgnti^ Krayie^ with Henry of Saxe-Lawemburg^ who was chief of the 
atiom at embafly : France appointed the count d'Avaux^ and Abel

importance K 

CHRISTIAN’, king of Denmark^ alarmed at this irrup- 
tion, complained o(, it to Torjlenfon as a palpable infringement 
of the treaty which he had lately concluded with Sweden ; but 
finding that, inftead of paying any regard to this remonftrance, 
he penetrated into ,Jutiandy and made himfelf maftcr of al- 
moft all the^ towns in that province, his Danijh majefty had 
recourfe to the afliftance of the emperor, who ordered Galas 
to march^mmjsdiately to his relief, though the winter was by 
this tim® pretty far advanced. Though their march was very 
much retarded by the fnow, which rendered the roads almoft 
impafTable, thefe auxiliaries at length appeared on the fron- 
tiers of Holjiein^ and their genci;al refolved to famifh the 
Swedes who were in Jutland, by occupying the defiles between 
Siapflbohn and Shfwick. This enterprize was defeated by the 
vigilance of Torjlenfon^ who marched towards Rensburg,, with 
intent to give Galas battle, in cafe he fliould .^ute the {faf-

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fage ; but the Aufirians did not think proper to give him the 
leall moleftation, fo that he quitted intercepted feme 
of their convoys, and encamped near Rat^hurg^ whither he 
was followed by the imperial general, whofe troops did no- 
thing but exhauft the country. ^ The Dana complained, that Mifunder^ 
the llownefs of Galai^ in executing the project of ftarving the flanding 
Svgedesy had given them time to retire with fafety; while 
on the other hand, alledged, that the Danes had promifed Danes 
great deal, and performed nothing; that he expeSed to have Impe- 
found money for the fubfiftence of his troops, together with a 
reinforcement of four thoufand difeiplined foldiers, and twice 
the number of peafants; inftead of which, h^faw not above 
four thoufand raw men, ill payodj and miferably equipped 

In the beginning of this war, the duke of Neuhurg and the 
nrcbbifliop of Colog}: had projeded a league in the circle of 
JFcJiphaUay with defign to defend thenifelves equally againft 
the Swedes and Aujlrians^ and to maintain an exadf neutra- 
lity. This affair feemeef to be the more important, as the 
circle of Fravconta appeared well difpofed to follow the ex- 
ample ; and the count d' Avavxy in a letter to the duke, re- 
prefented, that fuch a league would be altogether oppofite to 
the intcrefts of the Germanic body, bccaufe, in obliging the 
foreign troops to quit the empiie, it would furnifh the houfc 
of Aujlria with means for enllaving the whole nation. This 
argument had no eftedl upon the duke, who perfifted in his 
defign, which however mifearried in the fequel through want 
of money. 

The treaty which the ele£lor of Brandenburg negotiated 
with France proved alfo ineffeftual. He wanted to be fup- 
ported by that kingdom in his pretenfions to the fucceflion of 
*Juliers^ and in his fcheme of marrying the queen of Sweden \ 
but, as I have alieady obferved, Swedes dreaded the 
vernment of a foreigner, who would, in all probability, be- 
llow the beft pofis of the kingdom upon his own creatures and 
followers, to the prejudice of the natives ; and France did not 
wifh to fee fuch an acceffion of power to any Proteftant prince 
of the empire 

During thefe efforts of the ele£lor at the Fremh court, 7he pro- 
the emperor’s commiffarics, affembled at Frankfort^ ^T^W^Aceedings of 
their endeavours to deftroy the alliances fubfifting between the ^be dies at 
princes oi Germany and foreign powers.

But this propofal was indifferently received by the deputies, 
who, fufpe£ting the houfe of Aujirta of a delign to protrafb 
the war, alledged, that the firft objedt of their deliberation 
ought to be the means of reftoring peace to Germany. The 
imperial commiffaries, in order to remove the fufpicion they 
had incurred, affented to thejuftnefs of this propofal ; but j;e- 
prefented, that, in order to procure a general folid peace, the 
members of the Germanic body ought, firft of all, to be united 
among themfelves ; that the landgrave of Hejfe fliould detach 
himfelf from France and Sweden ; and the eleftor of Branden* 
hurg be obliged to renounce his neutrality, and aft in concert 
with the other ftates of the Anpire againft all foreign powers 
whatever. This article was after a long debate rejefled, and 
a refolution taken to make peace with foreign princes, before 
meafures could be taken to re<eftabliih union in the empire> 
becaufe the one neceffarily depended^ upon the other 
CeUege of The next queftion that fell under confideration was, whe- 
the princes ther or not the college of the princes and towns fliould fend 
and mvns deputies to the congrels at Mmjler and Ofnabrug. The col- 
claim the lege of eleflors reprefented, that they were the depofxtory of 
privilege the rights of the empire, and the guardians that ought to pre- 
nf fending ferve them j that it would be impoffible to keep the negotia- 
deputies to fecret, provided they (hould be communicated to fuch 
t?e con- ^ number of envoys, and thatconfufion muft neceffarily attend 
fuch a number of opinions. The deputies of the princes and 
towns, on the other hand, declared, that they had no inten* 
tion to encroach upon the prerogatives of the eleftors, or 
even to mingle in the conferences held between the imperial 
minifters and amba^dors of foreign princes; but it was no 
. more than reafonable, that they fliould aflift in the delibera- 
tions about the common intereft of their country, on which 
fubje<a no refolution, ought to be taken without their privity 
and confent 

This pretenfion was extremely difagrecablc to the emperor 
and great^ft part of the electors, who, fearing that the party 
of their adverfaries would prevail, fo as that they fliould be 
obliged to acknowledge their right of deputation to the con- 
grefs of [Vejiphaliay propofed to continue the diet at Frankfort^ 
where the ftates fliould be exaftly informed of the negotia- 
tions at Munjler and Ofnabrug, They promifed at the fame 
time no convoke another general affcmbly, for regulating the 
differences on account of religion, and reforming the abufes 
which had crept into the aulic council and impoyal chamber.

^HESE propofals gave rife to warm debates, in the midft Supptrui 
of which they received letters from the plenipotentiaries of in their 
France^ expreffing their aftonifliment that the members of the pretenjicns 
empire, after having called in foreigners to their affiftance, by the court 
and fupported a long and troublefome war, fliould let (lip a France* 
favourable opportunity of retrieving their liberty, and con- 
vinting the world of their fovereign power to make peace or 
war, independent of any fiiperior. They likewife exhorted 
the deputies of the empire to repair forthwith to the place of 
conference, and openly accufed the houfe of Aujlria of a de- 
fign to opprefs the freedom of Germany, ^ 

FERDINAND was fo much incenfed at this affront, that 
he demanded authentic fatisfa(Sfion, and would have confi- 
dered as null and void the pafiports he had received from 
France for his ambafladors, on pretence that they were not 
figned by a prince of the blood, or ratified by the parliament 
of Parity whofe authority .was very great during the minority 
of Lewis the fourteenth. Various were the opinions'of the 
electoral deputies, concerning the manner in which this out- 
rage ought to be refented : but the fubjedl: of their delibera- 
tion was foon changed by the progrefs of the French arms upon 
th,e banks of the Rhine^ though the misfortune of their coun- 
try ftill remained. The princes and ftates of the empire were 
irrcconcileably divided on the fcore of religion. The Pro- bet%ijeen 
teftants, who were often at variance among themfelves, and the Catho* 
always furpaffed in number by thofe of the other communion, lie and 
made very weak and languilhing efforts in return to the invi- Protejlant 
tation of France and Sweden ; and the Roman Catholics facri- ejlates of 
ficed the liberty of their country to the interefts of the houfe mpin^ 
of Aujiria, Among other inftances of gtheir attachment to 
this family, they oppofed and rendered ineffeftual a fcheme of 
the princes and cities for removing the diet to Munjler^ that it 
might be more at hand to confider the articles of the peace \ 
for the emperor forefaw that France and Sweden wou*d form a 
confiderable party in fuch an affembly, and the eleflor of Ba- 
varia was afraid that the caufe of the Palatinet would be 
brought before that tribunal • 

FRANCE being difturbed by the war between Sweden and A. D- 
Dcnmark^ which was fomented by the emperor, fent thefieur 1644. 
de la Thuillerie to Copenhagen^ in order to negotiate an accom- 
modation ; but his propcjfals met with little regard, until the 
retreat of Galas^ and the bad fuccefs of fome fea-engagefaents 
r^dered his Danijh majefty more tradable. Now that he def- 
paired of obt Jning freih fuccours of the emperor, he lifiened

perialifts commanded by the baron de Merci. 

Theimpc- In the month of May the Bavarian army being recruited 
rifd/ji.iakemA augmented, went and laid ficgc to Frihurg. Turenne 
Fnburg. was no fooncr apprifed of this motion, than he marched to the 
relief of the place ; but count de Alerci, brother of him whom 
he had juft before routed, took fueh meafures as cfteftually 
prevented the French general from throwing liipplies into the 
town ; fo that finding himfelf too weak to aft with vigour 
againft the enemy, the vifeount retired, and encamped within 
a league and an half of the town, which was obliged to capi- 
T he duke tulate. 7'he queen-regent of France being informed that 
d'Knguicnthe king’s army was greatly inferior in ftrength to the Bava- 
nandvif rians, ordered Lewis de Bourbon ^ d' Enguien, to join 7«- 

foinit de renne with a reinforcy;mcnt ; and thefe two generals attacked 
lurenne the count de Merci with fuch impetuofity, that notwithftand- 
. ing his fituaiion, which feeraed almott inacceflible, he was 
e retire witM the lofs of three thoufand men. This 

V-ln which. lafted feven hours, on the third day of Auguji, 

tire into immediately followed by another, in which the Bavarians 
the court- had at firfk fonfc advantage. The duke rallied his 

/rv/y’Wir- kroons, wjuch were in diforfler, and marched up to the enemy, 
temberg. whom they drove from their intrenchments three feveral times, 
but at length they were repulfed with fome lofs, though as nei- 
ther party quitted their ground, the viftory remained unde- 
cided. Alerci, who had loft one . half of his infantry, refolved 
to avdid a third (hock by a quick retreat, which he effefted in 
good order, notwilh (landing the efforts of the Frerith, who 
attacked his rear. Continuing his route, reached the 
couzitry o* IFirUmbcrg, leaving u the enemy his artillery and 

baggage. 
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baggage, with all the towns lituated between the RJnne and 
the J^ofelUy from Ment% to Landaw 

FRANCE and Sweden were not the only foreign enemies 
that incommoded the houfe of AuJijria^ Rogotskiy vaivode'of 
Tranfylvaniay had propofed to thcie crowns an alliance againft 
the emperor ; and they would not let flip this opportunity of 
finding employment for the emperor in Hungary and Bohemidy 
while the Swedes were employed in the Danijh war. Accord- 
ingly a treaty was concluded, and the coni'entof the Grand 
Signior, to whom Ragouki was tributary, being obtained, the 
Tranfyhanian prince took the field with thirty thoufand men. 

He advanced into the county of Neugrady undentook the fiege 
of Filecky which he was conftrained to abandon, while ano- 
ther corps of his army invefted daffovia. Having made him- 
felf maftcr of a great many places, his army increafed to fixty 
thoufand men, whom he divided into four bodies for the con- 
venience of provifion. 

In order to oppofe tha progrefe of the vaivode, the em- 
peror fent the troops that were defigned as auxiliaries to the 
king of Denmarky under the command of the count de Bou- 
chairiy who entered Hungary with eight thoufand men, and 
marched diredly to Prejburgy where he expeded to be joined 
by thirty thoufand Hungarians. Before thc(e could be af- 
fembled, Cajfovia was taken by Ragotskiy who then convened Ragotski 
thettates of 'Tranfylvaniay of which he obtained an augmen- 
tation of his forces. For the juftification of his condud, > 

publiOied a manifefto, addrefled to the noblemen of Hungaryy 
in which he allured them, that his whole aim in taking up'^f, 
arms was to defcnd their liberty and privileges from the en-^^^^ 
croachment of the emperor, whofe defign was to make that 
kingdom hereditary in his family: he therefore conjured them * 
to join him in fuch a laudable undertaking. This manifefto 
was anfwered by Ferdinandy who reproached the vaivode for 
having made an alliance with the enemit« of the empire, to 
whom (hefaid) he had promifed to deliver up <he piincipal 
places of Hungary, At the fame time he augmented the count 
de Bouchain^s army, and gave the chief comm^nd tJ> general 
GoeutZy who encamped within a few leagues of Freshing ; but 
being itill greatly inferior to the enemy, all he could do was 
to harrais and atc;^ck their parties, cut off their provifions, and 
intercept their convoys. Rsagotjki*^ troops being raw, undifei- 
plined, and without fubordination, he durft not venture to give 
battle, until he fliould be joined by a reinforcement which Tir- 
JhnJ^ had promifed to fend to his affiftance, together with a

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film of money ; but inftead of this fupply, he fooh received 
intelligence that the Swedijh general had occafion for al? his 
ftrength to make head againft the king of Denmark \ that the 
grand vizier, his prate£lor, was dead ; and that the king of 
Poland intended to declare againft him. Thefe concurring 
circumftances filled him with fuch defpondence, that he be- 
lieved himfelf on the brink of ruin, and refolved forthwith tO 
retreat. He was eagerly purfued by Goeufz ; but the couhtry 
being deftitute of provifions, the imperial troops were half-

the Saale at Bentburgy he was joined by the Saxons : but 
hearing of the junflion of major-general Konlngfmarck and 
T'orfenfony he could not afford the leaft repofe to his troops 
until he arrived at Hally and eftablifhed his quarters between 
fVeten and Treidemherg, Here he was reinforced by a body of 
Saxonsy under general Enkenforty who had reduced the town 
of Lukaw ; but this reinforcement ferved only to increafe the 
dearth of forage and provifion in his army : for fuch was the 
vigilance of Torjlcnfony who had purfued him all the way, and 
was now encamped at Oldenjleheny that no party could go out 
of the imperial camp without being attacked. Konin^marck 
defeated a convoy dr fifteen hundred loaded waggons, of which 
he took one 'thoufand, together with twelve hundred foldiers, 
and four hundred horfes* : and this misfortune was followed by 
another olf the fame kind, in fight of the Imperialifts, who 
durft not move from their fituation : neverthelefs, find- 
ing it would be impoflible for him to fubfift in the place where 
he was, had recoiirfc to a ftratagem that fucceeded. He de- 
tached colonel Donabe with fifteen hundred horfe, and two 
thoufand foot foldiers, to furprife Eijlehen ; and this officer fet 
out in the dark, fo as to conceal his march from the Swedes. 
Torjienfon was no fooner informed of this motion, than he fol-

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lowed the detachment with the heft part of his cavalry, in or- 
der 19 cut off its retreat ; then Gahs^ taking advantage of their 
abfence, decamped without lofs of time, taking the road to 
Sta$forty where general Enkenfort waited for him, and arrived 
at Magdeburg^ leaving behind him fome pieces of artillery 
which he could not carry off. Notwithftanding all his vigi- 
lance and expedition, the &wede was at his heels, and ham- 
pered him in fuch a manner, that he could not find fubfif- 
tence for his troops, which were reduced to fuch mifery, that 
many died of famine, a great number deferted to the Swe^ 
dijh army, and all the relt were fo exafperated againfl; Galas ^ 
that they engaged in a confpiracy to blow him^up with gun- 
powder } but this combination was happily difeovered 

The imperial general being tfius as it were befieged. Tor- Galas 
Jlenfon left part of h\% 2 Lxmy vj\iki Koningfmarck toltarve 
Aujirians^ while he himfelf, at the head of twelve thoufand 
men, took the road to Annejberg ; and making himfelf matter 
of the pa6 of PrefnitZf advanced into Bohemia^ every horfe- 
man carrying a pike and (hovel, and every foldier being provided 
with viSuals for eight days. As for GalaSf he was reduced to 
fuch extremity, that he refolved to cut his way, fword in hand» 
through the Swedes^ and was lucky enough to efcape into the 
circle of Leutmeritz. • Mean while Torjienfon^ who now 
found himfelf nineteen thoufand ftrong, advanced direftly to 
Prague^ in hope of furprifing that city, and taking the em- 
peror and archduke Leopold^ who had redded there for fome 
time : but Ferdinand was no fooner apprifed of his marph, 
than he ordered all the troops that could be allembled to ap- 
proach the place, under Galas^ Hasfeldy John de Werty and 
the counts of Brouay eecA Montecuculli \ yet all thefe forces 
could not dittipate his fear, in coni'equence of which he and 
Leopold retired to Vienna \ 

The imperial army being formed, encamped between 
bor and Budeweisy at a fmall diftance katn the Swedes, and 
each fide watched the motions of the other witii equal di!i<^ 
gence and addrefs : at length Torjlcnfon, in order to decoy the 
Aujirians from their poft, fpread a report that he intended to 
march to Moravia, and actually took the road to t^at pro- 
vince, ’till finding the enemy in motion to follow his route, 
he returned and encamped at Strockwitz. On the fecond day ef^g j^pg^ 
of March he patted the Moldaw, and arrived in the ne«gh- rialijls are 
bourhood o^Thabor, whither he was followed by the Aujirifins^ defeated ac 
Here, though both armies glowed with an equal defire of bat- Janckaw

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enemy, and during four days nothing happened between them 
but flight {kirmifhcs ; at laft the Swedes reiblved to advance , 
to the Imperialifls : the cannonading began at break of ^ay^ ^ 
and about feven o’clock in the morning, both Tides were en- 
gaged in an adlion, that continued for the fpace of four hours, 
with equal obflinacy and fucccfs on both Tides. At firil the 
left wing of the Swedes began to give way ; but being timely 
fupported, the battle was reftored, and they charged the 
trians with fuch fury, that their cavalry was routed, and their, 
infantry cut in pieces ; general GoeutZj and about three thou- 
fand men were killed upon the fpot ; fix and twenty pieces of 
cannon were taken, together with Tixty-three pair of colours, 
and the number of the prifoners amounted to four thouTand, 
comprehending general Haafeld^t and Teveral officers of diT- 
tinclion. The Swedes^ in purfuing their viftory, overtook a 
party of fugitives, who had efcaped to the neighbourhood of 
Krembs upon the Danube^ flew twelve hundred, and took the 
reft, together with three thoufand horTe : then they fent a re- 
inforcement to OlrmitZi and filled all the hereditary domi- 
nions of the houfe of Aujlria with confternation and def- 
pair^. 

FERDINAND^ terrified at thefe repeated misfortunes, 
prefled the eleflor of Bavaria to aflift him with troops, and 
the duke fent four thoufand men towards Fienna^ excufing 
himfelf from furnifliing a greater number, on account of his 
being obliged to protect his own dominions from the infults of 
the French j who threatened the Upper Palatinate. Galas col- 
ledled the broken remains of the imperial army in Bohemia^ 
fet on foot new levies, and having formed a body of troops, 
encamped under the cannon of Pilfeny to obferve the motions 
of Totflcnfon. Th^? general, in confequence of his vidlory, 
had reduced LeipnitXy PilgraHy Iglawy and feveral other 
places : the towns of Krembsy Stebty and the foxt of TyrnJieinj 
Tubniitted to the coqqueror, fo that he was maftcr of the Da^ 
nuhe on the j\Ljmvian fide j and all the towns of this province 
Torflcn- furrcndcrcd at diferetion, except Brinny which he befieged, 
fon brfl-gis as the coirqucfl: of it feemed neceflary for his junaion with 
Briiiii. R(igotJk\ in order to penetrate into Hungary and Aujlria. 

Tills enterprize raifed fuch terror mFiennay that the em- 
peror retired to Raiij/miy and the emprefs, with the nobility, 
took refuge at Gratz in Stiria. AIJ the valuable furniture was 
removed ; the fiiburbs were pulled down ; the baftions and 
rumfurts repaired ; fome old regiments threw themfelves into 
the place i the burghers and Itudcnts were armed, thejsaa*

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gazin^r were filled, and preparations made for llipporting a 
longdfiege, which, however, Torjlenfon never dreamed of un- 
dbrtaking. He was now employed at that of Brinn^ which, 
by its gallant refiftance, gave Ferdinand X\m^ to put his affairs 
in ibme order. He declared the archduke Leopold generalif- 
fimo of his forces, and Galas^ who ibrved under him in qua* 
liiy of lieutenant-general, alTembled the militia from all quar- 
ters augment th^ army, that they might hinder the Swedet 
from croffing the Danube^ and fending parties to lay Upper 
Hungary and Auflria under contribution. While the Impe* 
rialifts thus exerted themfelves in repairing the damage they 
had fuftained, the eledlor of Bavaria was bufy in^taking mea- 
fiiresto ftop the progrels of the French conquefts, which alarm- 
ed his whole dominions. Genera! Merci having received in- Metci iho 
tcHigence, that the vifeount de Turenne^ after having quitted Bavaria*^ 
his winter-quarters at Spire^ had eftablifhed his head-quarters general 
at Mariendal^ which he had taken, and that his troops were 
difperfed in the neighbouring towns for the convenience of 
finding fubfiftence, refolvcd to attack him unaware before he 
fliould be able to rcaflemble them, and with this view ex- Turenne, 
tending himfelf in the plain of Mariendal^ he drew up his ^^ddefeau 
forces in order of battlb, placing his infantry in the center, and 
his cavalry on the two wings. After having cannonaded the 
French for fome time, he put himfelf at the head of his in- 
fantry, and marched to* the attack of a fmall wood which co* 
verea their front, a poft which it was abfolutely neceffary to 
poflefs, before his left wing, commanded by ^ohn de Wert^ 
could aflr to advantage. Turenne^ at the fame time, with his 
cavalry, charged the right wing of the Imperialifts, which he 
broke, and penetrated as far as the fecond line: but three 
thoufand foot foldicrs, under the command of general 

Rofe^ were routed and difperfed by the Bavarians^ and de Wert 
perceiving their diforder, advanced with his left wing to take 
the vifeount ds Turenne in the rear. This general, feeing the 
riique he ran of being furrounded, ordered his ^cavalry to 
wheel about and retire aCrofs the wood ; at the other fide of 
Which being joined by three frefli regiments, ano' fifteen hun* 
dred horfemen who had been already engaged, he ranged them 
in order of battle, with a view to attack the enemy fliould 
they pafs the wood to purfue him ; but Merci did not think 
proper to try the experiment^ and the French general having 
rallied his troops, repalled the Tauber^ and retired in good qr- 
dcr. , Neverthelefs, he was very much harrafled in his retreat^ 
and ofren obliged to face about to repulfe the enemy, in whofe 
defpight he croffed the Mainey and reached the frontiers of 
HeJTey where he was joined by *'he reft of his army, after hav- 
Mop.

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ing loft a good part of his infantry, twelve hundred horic,

Turenne The eleftor of Bavmia elevated by the advantage he had 
h Ttm obtained, made very lofty propofalsof peace to France^ which, 
forced h without paying the leaft .regard to them, fent a reinforcement 
the duke of eight thoufand men to Turenne^ under the conduct of the 
d’Enguien Enguien ; and thefe two generals refolved, either to 

oblige the Bavarians to come to a general aflion, or to drive 
them as far as the Danube^ and then undertake the fiege of 
lleilhron. With this view they marched diredlly to Dunitels^ 
hubely and encamped near the enemy, who were intrenched 
at Weietcwaiigh : their intention was to attack Duniuhhuhel \ 
but underflanding the Bavarians were in march to fruffrate 
that feheme, they relolved^omcct them half way, and juft as 
they quitted a wood, perceived their vanguard filing off on one 
lidc. Turenne^ whole turn it was to command, drew up his 
fquadrons in order of battle, and the Bavaftans took poft upon 
a fifing ground, which was fo inacctftible that the French 
would not attack them, though they cannonaded each other 
with pretty equal fuectfs. The duke fr Enguien feeing it would 
he impoftible to bring the Bavayians to an aftion againft their 
will, determined to profecutc his defign of advancing to the 
Dariule^ and took the road to NorSngeny while the enemy 
marched towards Donciwert* Orders were actually given to 
return to llailbt on, when news were brought that the Bava^ 
rians were in maich within a league and anhali of the army ; 
and in a little time they appeared on this fide the river of 
IFeymitz, The duke immediately drew up his army in order 
of battle upon the plain, giving the command ol the right 
wing to the maicchal de Grammont, that of the left to the vif- 
count du Tuytjwe^ May fin was at the head of the infantry of 
the fiift line ; the fecond, compofed chiefly of Hejfians^ was 
commanded by major-general ana the fieur de Chahot 
condudlcd the bod^ of referve. The Bavay iems put themfelves 
in order, vpon a mountain of ea(y afeent \ their right was 
compofed of the infantry pofted upon a rifing ground ; and 
the tkeir army was intrenched. There was a village 

belowf and upon their left a caftloy which they manned with 
fomc tioops. The adiion was begun by the French general, 
who ordered Marfin to attack the village ; but he being dan- 
geroiifly wounded, and the troops under his command giving 
way, the duke fent in his room the marquis de Moujfau, with a 
rctnforcemcnt, which w^as broke, and would have been entirely 
defeated, had not the general, in perfon, led up the whok in- 
fantry to their afBftance. *

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Yet, notwithftanding al! his efforts, this firft advantage 
of thf enemy might have ended in a complete viflory on their d'Enguien 
sfide, had not their general, count de Mercty been killed in the attach the 
hotteft of the aftion. Even the death of this great captain, Bavarians 
and the intrepidity of the duke d^Enguien^ who behaved with 
the moft heroic ardour, could not prevent the deftruflion of 
a great part of the French infantry. On the other hand, the 
left i^ing of the Bavarians fell with fuch impetuofity on the 
'French cavalry, that they were routed, and the marcchal de ]sjordlin- 
Grammont taken prifoncr ; while John de Wert^ attacking the 
corps de referve, defeated and penetrated as far as the^ 

baggage, which was pillaged. During thefe tranfadiions, 

Turenne attacked the right wing^of the Imperialifts ; and, 
having reached the top of the hdl in good order, a terrible 
engagement enfued, in which the firft line of the Aujfrians 
was broke ; but general Gleen^ advancing with the fecond, 
difconcerted the Ftench^ who being in their turn feafonably 
iiipported by the duke AEn^iien^ the enemy were obliged to 
give way ; and their cannon being taken, was pointed againft 
the reft of their right wing, that extended to the village : then 
Turenne^ charging the Bavarians in flank, repulfed them be* 
yond the village, after having taken Gleen pribner; and feme 
regiments that were intrenched at a church and farm in the 
neighbourhood, defpairing of affiftance, furrendered at difere- 
tion. John de IFerty being informed of what pafled on the 
hill, haftened thither with his vi£lorious wing; but he was too 
late, the day was loft, and every thing in confufion : fo that 
all he could do was to conduct the remains of the army to 
Donawert^ whither they reticated by favour of the night, 

.though they were purfued to the banks of the Danube. This 
victory was dear boiight by the French^ four thoufand of 
yvhom were flain upon the fpot ; though they kept pofTeffion 
of the field, took a great number of prifoners, and made 
themfcives mafters of the enemy's artillery **.• 

After the retreat of the Bavarians^ Nordlingefi and 
neighbouring places opened their gates to the conqperojs, who 
afterwards marched into the county of Hohenloe^ where they®^^^'* 
found abundance of forage and provifion ; while the enemy^ . ^ 
encamped within five or fix leagues of them, and both fides \ f 
Vcmained in that fituation till the feventeenth day of

ment ; and Ferdinand^ who was then upon the eve of a peace 
with RagQtJki^ fo that he had no occafion for troops in Huip- 
gary^ fent a large detachment of horfe and dragoons into Ba» 
varia^ under the command of the archduke Leopold^ accom-, 
panied by general Galas ; and they being joined by John (k 
Wert and GUen^ who had been exchanged for the maitchal 
de Grammonty marched forward with great expedition, in or- 
der to furprife Tureme^ who, being apprized of their defign, 
palled the Neckar^ and fortified himfelf under the cannon of

The duke of 
Bavaria put his troops in wintes-quarters in Suabia : Gram- 
moni returned to France with the army of the duke d'Enguien \ 
and the vifeount de Turenne finilhed the campaign by re- 
ne eUBor eftablilhing the eleftor of Triers in his dominions. This 
o/Tntts prince, after a captivity of ten years, had obtained his liberty, 
it re-ejla- and permifiion to go to the congrefs of Mnnjier^ in confe- 
blijbed in quence of a fecret treaty with Ferdinand^ by which he fub- 
bis dom- mitted to the articles of the peace of Prague^ relinquilhed to 
worn, Spaniards the pofleflion of what they had taken, and pro- 

mifed to retrieve what was occupied by the French, As he 
had ligned this treaty with no other view than to deliver him- 
felf from a tedious and difagreeablc imprifonment, he was no 
fooner enlarged than he had recourfe to the proteflion of 
France^ and the queen- regent ordered Turenne to efteft his 
reftoration. Accordingly that general iiivefted Triers^ the 
garrifon of which was obliged to capitulate, and the eledtor 
entered his capital amidft the acclamations of his fubjedls. 

During thefe tranfadlions the eledlor of Saxony^ feeing 
himfelf unable to flop the progrefs of Konigjmarck^ who had 
reduced ‘'a nifmber of places luThuringia zm Mifnia^ had re- 
courfe \o negotiation, and concluded a truce with the Swedijb

While the pope and (Venetians fent the nuncio Chigi and 
Contareni to mediate an accommodation at the congrels of 
MunfleTy the parties concerned proceeded in their conferences 
at Ofnabrug without any interceflbr, and drew up prelimina- 
ries,* which were publifhed under the title of Propofttions of 
peace : but in thefe the demands of the emperor and the king 
of Spain were fo high, that peace feemed to be at as great a 
diftance as ever ; for they infitted upon having every thing re- 
ftored that had been taken from them during the war. France 
wanted to preferve all the conquers Ihe had made in the Low 
Countries^ and in Roujiilon ; and demanded, that the emperor 
Ihould make an abfolute ceffion of the biflioprics of Meiz, 
-Touly and Verdun ; which, however, flie confented to hold as 
fiefs of the empire, by which means fhe would have a feat in 
the diet, and a fliare in elcding the emperor : fhe likewife 
claimed Alfa'ce^ pretended to appropriate Lorrain by right of 
confifeation, and to retain the conquefts (he had made on the 
coaft of Italy, 

The Dutchy though heartily tired of the war, by which 
they were loaded with debts and taxes, were yet afraid of con- 
cluding a feparate peace with Spain and the emperor, left they 
fhould give umbrage to the king of France, who was a dan- 
gerous neighbour, and therefore they delayed the departure 
of their plenipotentiaries for Munjier, 

SWEDEN was refolved to keep Pomerania^ notwithftand- 
ing the oppofitiort of the cledlor of Brandenburg ; and, more- 
over, laid claim to three bifhoprics in the circle of WeJlphaUa^ 
and to two in Lower Saxony, The emperefr, who dreaded the 
Swedijh arms, attempted, by flattering the minifters of that 
crown, to detach them from the interefts of France, which 
continued ftill to cultivate the friendfhip fff queen Chrijiina^ 
though not at all dlfpofed to fee Proteftants in pofleffion of fo 
many Catholic diocefes. 

The king of Spain^ notwithftanding his higfl pre*ienfions, 
was reduced to fuch extremity, by the lofs of feveral battles, 
the conquefts of France in the Low Countries and Roujiilon^ the 
revolt of Catalonia and Portugal^ the infurreSion of Naples^ 
and the invafion of Sicily by fhe duke de Guife^ that he invefted 
his minifters at Munjier with the moft ample powers to 
a general peace, or even to conclude a feparate treaty with 
the kjng of France^ or the ftates-general.

FERDINAND wiOied for nothing more than a pac|i,fica- 
tion ; but the fame motives that infpired his wifh, hindered 
him from enjoying it : for he had been fo unfortunate in his 
operations of war, that he was afraid of making advances to 
a peace, which he could not expert on any other than unfa- 
vourable terms. 

As for the elector of Bavarwy though connected with the 
emperor by the ties of Intcrcft and religion, he fccrctly fa- 
voured the views of France upon Alface, in hope of acquiring 
a powerful neighbour, to whofe aiTiftance he could have re- 
courfe, in cjfe of any future breach with the houfe of Aujlria. 
His troops and dominions were ruined, therefore he wifhed for 
peace ; though he dreadcH a general accommodation, by 
which he might be obliged to reftore the Palatinate and the 
eledloral dignity. Mean while, his private correfpondence 
with France did not efcape the penetration of Ferdinand^ 
plenipotentiary the count de Tranfnandorff^ who traverfed his 
defigns in the negotiation, and reprefented him to his mafter 
as a perfidious ally. 

All the interefted powers were jealous of one another; 
and this jcaloufy, together with the differences about religion, 
raifed very Ifrong obi fades to a general peace. 

'rHE ceremonial being adjufted at the congrefs, with refpeft 
to the titles conferred on thedifterent powers (B), a difpute arofe 
among the three colleges of the empire. The emperor had 
been obliged to admit the eledors to the congrefs, contrary to 
his inclination ; and now the princes and towns claimed the 
fame privilege, which was fupported by France and Sweden^ 
beraufe theie poweis thought the confent of all the {fates 
hiight be necelTary to confiim the acquifitions they intended 
to make in the empire. Ferdinand was therefore obliged to 
grant them permiflion to fend deputies to the afi'embly of IPyi-

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phali^ : it was accordingly agreed, that the Catholics and Pro- 
teftants of the three colleges, (hould be equally divided in the 
cities of Mimjier and Ofnabrug^ with liberty of palling and 
repairing occahonally, in order to communicate their delibe- 
rations. 

The* regulations being made, they were all unanimous 
in t4)e article of politics ; but when religion came upon the 
carpet, the Proteftants complained that the aulic council, 
compofed entirely of Catholics, took cognizance of religious 
as well as civil caufes, and decided upon petitions without 
hearing the parties j and embraced every oppori^inity of op- 
preffing thofe who adopted the confellion of Augsburg. Thefe 
complaints, though fupported by the Swedes^ were referred to 
the decifion of a general diet, that they might not interfere 
with the negotiations ; arid this evafion convinced the Protef* 
tants of the power and obflinacy of their adverfaries. 

Mean while Torjhnfin tavaged Aujiria to the very gates of Tor/lcn- 
Vienna^ while the archduke Leopold^ with the wreck of the fon r^'z/d- 
Imperialifts, who had been fo often defeated, intrenched Auf- 

felf at Lagenlahd^ and the emperor retired to Lintz, In Bo- Mo- 
hemta^ general Konigfmarck reduced one town after another, **avia, and 
and laid the country under contribution 5 and Wrangel com- Bohemia, 
manded in Pomerania^ and over-awed the negotiations 
Munjier and Ofnabrtig, Torjienfon^ however, that his army 
might not be infefted with the plague which raged in Vienna, 
decamped from Stockeraw^ and marched into Moravia^ and 
afterwards advanced into Bohemia^ as if he intended to under- 
take the fiege of Prague : but the archduke Leopold being 
joined by the count de Bouchairty took effedual meafures for 
covering that city ; while being tfrribly afflifted with 

the gout, quitted the command of the army, and retired to 
his own country 

He was fucceeded by general JVrangeU who found himfelf 
at the head of fifteen thoufand horfe, and eight ihoufand jn- 
fantry, exclufive of the garrifons, and a flying camp under the Hets fuc- 
condud^ of Konigfinarck ; for at this time WitteMerg had ceeded by 
retired from Silefia to join the main body. Againft thefe the Wrangel, 
Imperialifts advanced, to the number of thirteen thoufand re- 
horfe, and eleven thoufand foot, reinforced by twelve regi- 
meats of cavalry, and eighteen of infantry, belonging to 
cleSor of Bavaria. Their defign was to attack the Swedes 
before they could be joined by Konigfmarck^ or the French 
malu a diverfion upon the Rhine : but Wrangel^ in order to 
avoid a battle wtth an enemy, who in a little time muft be

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obliged to divide his artny^ decamped with great expedition, 
and retreated into Mifnia : then he detached a body of tioops 
with WiiUmherg^ to levy contributions in Silefia^ and begin- 
ning his march towards the IFefer^ reduced Hoxter^ Pader* 
StaJbergerij and fome other fmall places in his route. 
The vifcount de Turmne having given him to underftand, that 
he would pafs the Rhine ztBacharac in the beginning of 
Wrangel advanced into Upper Heffiy and pofted himfelf near 
Wetzlar^^ where he was joined by Konigfmarck ; but Turenne 
failing in his promife, the Swedijh general faw himfelf expofed 
to the utmoft danger from thelmpcrialifls, who now advanced 
againft him with all their forces. In this dilemma he en- 
camped near Amenibourg^ in order to obferve the defigns and 
countenance of the enemy, as well as to wait for his junction 
with the French^ 

In order to prevent this junftion, and cut ofF the Swedes 
from all fupplies of provifion, the^ Imperialifts and Bavarians 
pofted themfelves upon a riling ground, at the diftance of 
half a league from the Swedijh camp, which they overlooked} 
but they were difappointed in their expeflation : for IFrangel 
was plentifully fupplied from CaJfelj while they themfelves 
fufFered greatly by want of provifion and forage ; and the 
, . Swedes were joined by marechal Turenne^ in fpite of all their 
vigilance and precaution This jundiion being effeded, the 
allies advanced to the enemy, who had retired to a fiiong 
count Ta- ^bc convent of llmenjlad ; but as the Imperialifts 

xenne. choofe to hazard a battle, they ravaged Franconia and 

Suabiay and palling the Danube and the Lech^ invefled Rain^ 
ra- which was obliged to capitulate. Then they undertook the 
9uage Ba- fiege of Atigiburg^^ in which they had made confiderable pro* 
varja, g,.g|g . ^v^heii the archduke approaching to its relief, they re- 
linquiflicd the enterprize, and retired towards Lawinguen^ 
Wrangel was very ^firous of penetrating farther into Bavaria^ 
as they had a manifeft fuperiority of ftrengtb ; but the French 
rejeded the propofal, and, indeed, during the whole courfe of 
the war, ifthcj^had carried on a I’ccret conerpondence with the 
Bavariaps ; for they had no defign to opprefs the enemy in 
fuch a manner, as that the Swedes fliould be able to fubfift of 
themfelves without the affiftance of France : for this reafon 
the allies abandoned Bavaria, afce|r having pillaged the coun- 
try, and went into quarters in Suabia. Turenne feized this 
pla(X:s along the Danube, and Wrangel occupied the country 
that extends towards the lake of Conjlance ; though they af- 
tjsrwards made an irruption into Bavaria by the way of

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and routed two thoufand horfe near Bruckheim ; and IVrangel 
had *the good fortune to furprize fome fortrefles arid caftles^ 
where he found a very rich booty. While the main body of 
the Swedijh army gained thefe advantages in this part of G^r- 
many^ Wittemherg^ with a detachment of five thoufand men, 
took JVartemberg in Silefia^ which, together with Bohemia and 
Mogavwy he laid under contribution, and compelled a body 
of imperialifts to retire : yet, in themidftof thefe tranfadions, 
the emperor’s troops found means lo retake feveral places in his 
hereditary provinces, which had been conquered and garri- 
foned by the Swedes ®. The emperor feeing the S%vedes em- ^ 
ployed in ravaging took that opportunity of repairing 1647. 

to Prague, where his cldeft fon Berdinand was crowned king empe-' 
of Bohemia : from thence he fet out for Presburg, where, roPs fan 
aflcmbling the ftates of Hungary to determine the differences Ferdinand

Perhaps he might not have been fo indulgent to the Pro- 
teftants, had not he dreaded diffenfions m Hungary ^ '^*'*^*' 0/' Bav S 
might have been of the worll confequences to his intereft at 
this junaure, when he was abandoned hy Maximilian a fipar ate 

of Bavaria^ who now concluded a feparate peace with 
French, to whofe hands he configned Lawinguen, Gondeljin- France. 
guen, and Hochjlet, and withdrew his fubjeas from the fervice 
of the emperor At the fame time he negotiated a neutra* 
lity for the archbifliop of Cohgn, and his example was after- 
wards followed by the archbifliop oiMentz, and the landgrave 
of Hejfe-Darmjladu who were reduced to the neceflity of 
taking this ftep, by the arms of Turenne, who laid wafte their 
country ; fo that now France had no other enemy in the em- 
pire than the houfc of Auftria. 

Nor did the Swedes fail to take the advantage of the Bava^ 
rians defeaion : they fccured the towns th?y poffefled in fPeft^ 
pbalia and Upper Suabia\ made thcmfelves mafters oiSchiuem^ 
furt, which had cut off the communication betyeen^thefe two 
provinces ; and after this atchievement, TVrangel jentering 
Bohemia invefted Egra, which was obliged to capitulate before 
the approach of the Auftrian army under Melander* This ge- 
neral being a Proteftant, tlje Catholic oiHccrs refufed to obey 
his orders, and a mutiny would have enfued, had not the 
emperor taken the command in perfon. Scarce had ha ar- 
rived at the camp when he had like to have been furprifed by a

detachment of the enemy, and a battle enfued, in whiclj the 
Swedes obtained the vidory, though at a confiderable ex- 
pence. 

At this period, when the intereft of the emperor Teemed 
almofl; extinguiOied, the face of affairs changed all of a fud- 
nvhich he den. The eledlor of Bavaria^ by the inlinuation of the pope's 
e^fter- nuncio and the bifhop of Ofnahrug^ was prevailed upon t»re- 
ivards re- non nee the treaty he had concluded with the French at JJbn^ 
msmees. re-unite himfelf to Ferdinand ; and the eleftor of Cologn 

had already infringed his neutrality. Maximilian attempted 
to juftify his/rondufl: in a manifcfto ; then he took the field, 
and invefted Memmingen^ which was occupied by a Swedijh 
garrifon, and compelled it \o capitulate. The conqueft of 
this place was fucceeded by the taking of Iglaw in Moravia^ 
which furrendered at diferetion to the count de Bouchain: the 
Imperialifts made themfelves matters of Ravenjburg in Suabia^ 
and divers advantages were gained, over the Swedes in JVeJi- 
phalia by general Lamboy^ who commanded the Aujirians in 
that province. 

The reunion of Xht Bavarians vAih the Imperialifts gave 
thefe lail fuch a fuperiority over the Swedes ^ that IVrangel re- 
(blved to retire; and having provided for the fecurity of the 
places he had conquered in Bohemia^ he began a long and dif- 
ficult march through the dominions of the eleSor of Saxony^ 
followed and harrailed by Metander^ the imperial general, as 
far as Jena in Mifnia. At laft he arrived in the dutchy of 
Brunfwick, where he put his troops in winter-quarters, and 
then exerted all his endeavours to recruit and augment his 
army, that it might be in a condition to take the field in the 
fpring t 

Jlojlilities The French^ on their fide, without waiting for a favourable 
recommence fca(or) 9 attacked Weijfenfteig^ belonging to the elcftor of Ba-- 
between the varia^ which they ri'duced, and afterwards furprifed the cattle 
French oT Hohentechherg ; while the Bavarians^ on their return from 
and Bava- Hcjfe, which they had plundered, made themfelves matters 
nans, Qf fome pdfts, «and feemed to prepare for fome more important 
expedition. 

A. D. IFRANGEL advanced in the fpring to join the vifeount de 
1648.' *Turenne ; but they were obliged to feparate for want of pro- 
vitton : and while the Swede marched along the Maine^ the 
French general kept on the left of the Neckar, Wrangel 
wanted to make Bavaria the theatre of the war ; and Turtnnt 
v»^ould not confent to leave Suabia and WirUmberg^ where he 
had eftablilhed his magazines. Perhaps be had fecret ortiers

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CO fpare the duke of Bavaria^ in hope of gaining him over 
agaiA to the interefts of France. This certainly was the opi- Wrangel 
nion of JVrangel^ which he avowed openly to Turenne ; who and Tu- 
neverthclefs continued (launch to his purpofe, in which the renne at^ 
Swedifl) general was obliged to acquiefce. 

They joined again, however, in order to drive the Impe- imperlaU 
riali£s beyond the Danube. Thefe, under the command of 
Melander^ had retired towards the Neckar j and, being purfued 
by the confederates, proceeded to Augihurg^ in order to cover 
themfelves with the river but their march being retarded 
by their baggage and carriages, the confcderatcs^came up and Augsburg, 
attacked their rear. The adlion foon became general, and 
both Tides fought with incredible? refolution ; until Mclander 
being killed on the fpot, the Impcrialifls fell into confufton, 
and were utterly defeated, notwithftanding the inconceivable 
efforts and intrepidity of Montecuculli and Ulric duke of JVir- 
temberg^ who made a fine r,ctrcat with the remains of the army 
to Augiburg^ where they pafiJjd the Lech : Picolomini after- 
wards took the command, and retreated towards Pajfau% 
while the Swedijh and French generals, paffing that river, pe- 
netrated into Bavaria^ and laid the whole country under con- 
tribution ; To that the duke was obliged to quit his capital, 
and demand an afylum of the archbilhop of Saltzburg K 

This was not the only lofs which the Imperialifts I'ufiained Baron 
(ince the opening of the campaign. Baron Lamboy^ whoLamboy 
commanded the troops of We/iphalia and CoUgn^ gave battle to " defeated 
the HeJJiam near Grevemburg in the dutchy of JulierSj and h 
was defeated : and the count of Konigfmarck furprifed the new 
city of Prague^, while Wiitetnberg made himfclf mailer 
Thabor. In a word, CharlcS’-GuJlavui^ jprince-palatine, ar- 
riving from Sweden with a reinforcement of eight thoufand 
men, undertook the fiege of old Prague^ and carried on his*^ 
attacks with fuch vigour, that the place n^ft have been taken, nigfmarck 
bad not the emperor, dreading the lofs of this city and the 
whole kingdom of Bohemia, refolved in earneft to conclude 
the peace » i 

. Hitherto the negotiations at Munjler and Ofnqjtrug bad The arti- 
varied according to the viciffitudes of the war : the ceffion of cles of 
Alface to France, and the feveral demands of the treating 
powers^ met with fuch difficulties, and formed fuch obftruc- 
tions, as one would think almoft impoflible to furmount : ne- ^ r" * 

verthelefs, after infinite debates and altercation, all thefeMiffi- 
culties and obftru£lions were removed 5 and at length they 
^efermined this famous negotiation, which for the fpace of

ferences were tranflated to Ojhabrug^ and from thence tranf- 
ported to Munfter^ and at each place a treaty was concluded^ 
iince well known by the appellation of The Peace oi^ 
Westphalia, 

These being cohfidered as fundanrental and perpetual laws 
and conftitutfons, which ferve as a bafis to all fubfequent trea- 
ties, it will be neccflary to give extrai^s of them for the in- 
formation of the reader.

eledors, princes, and ftates of the empire, on the other 


part. 

That the circle of Burgundy (hall be and remain ik 
member of the empire, after the differences between France 
and Spain (hall have been determined ; and that neither the 
emperor nor any of the ftates of the empire (hall intermeddle 
in the prefent war between the tv^^o crowns. 

“ That thedifpute touching (hall be fubmitted 

to athitrators, chofen by both parties ; and that it (hall be ter- 
minated by the treaty between France and Spain^ or by fotne 
other amicable expedient. 

That the ele£fors of the facred empire, the princes 
and ftates, comprehending the nobility holding immediately 
of the empire, their vailals, fubjeffs, and citizens, (hall 
be fully re<eftabli(hed on both (ides, with refpeft to fpirituald 
and temporals, in the condition which they lawfully enjoyed, 
or might have enjoyed before the deftitution, notwithftanding 
;dl the changes made to the contrary, which (hall now be an- 
nulled. ^ ^ 


That if the poffeflbrs of the cffc£ls and rights to be 
yeftored (hall think it incumbent upon them to make excep- 
tions. they (liall not, for all that, hinder the reftitution ; but, 
this b^ihg once made, their reafoifS and exceptions may be 
examined and difeuffed before Competent judges. 

‘‘ That the elefloral dignity which the ele6lors-palatine 
have formerly enjoyed, with all the regal rights, ofllces, pre- 
cedencies, fSTr.' as alfo all the Upper PaJatittatey land the county 
of Chuja^ with all their dependencies, &fr. (hall be vefted, as 
in paft times, fo for the future, in Maximilian count-palatine 

pf 
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of the Rhlne^ diike of Bavarh^ and his children, and In all 
the fVillielmine line, as long as it (hall produce male ifliie. 

As for what concerns the Palatine houfe, the empermr 
and empire, in regard to public tranquillity, confents, by vir- 
tue of the piefent convention, that an eighth deflorate fliall 
be eftablifhed, and pollcfl'cd by Charks^-Lewh count-palatine 
of the Rhine^ his heirs, and all hrs defeendants. of the Rodol^ 
phim line, according to the order of fucceffion exprcflcd in the 
Golden Bull, ^c. 

“ In the fecond place, that all the Lower FalatinatCy with, 
one and all the efFccts, ecclefiaftic as well as fccular, the rights, 
appurtenances, is'c, lhali be intircly lellorcd j:o him ; and 
every thing which may have been euafled to the contrary (hall 
be repealed. ' 

That if the male iffue (liall intircly fail in the TVilliel* 
mine line, while it flill fubfids in the Palatine family, the 
elefloral dignity fliall revert to this laft, and the eighth elec- 
torate by thefe means be extinfl. 

That t\\Q Pa^a Familia between the elefloral houfes* 
of Heidelberg and Neuburg^ confirmed by the preceding em- 
perors, touching the elefloral fucceffion, as alfo the rights of 
the whole Rod^phine line, fo far as they are not contrary to 
this difpofition, (hall be preferved and maintained in their full 
force. 

“ That the faid Charles Lewis^ and his fucceflc>rs to th« 
Lower Palatinate^ (hall not in any (hape molcft the courts of 
Linangen and Daxburg ; but leave them in peaceable pofieffiofi 
of their rights, Wc. 

“ That thofe of the confeffion of Augsburg^ who have 
been in poflTeffion of churches, and, among others, the 
burghers and inhabitants of Oppenheim^ (lull be maintained io 
the ecclefiadical (late of the year 1624 ; and that others, who 
arc defirous of embracing the fame exercife of the confeffion- 
-of Augsburg^ (hall beat liberty to praflifeje in public as well 
as. in private, &c. 

That the moft Chriftian king fliall reftore to the duke 
of Wirtembergj the towns and fortrefies of H>henWeily Sohs^ 
rendorf Tubingen^ and all the other places which he occupied 
in the dutchy of iVirtemberg. 

‘‘ That the princes of IVirtemberg of the branch of Mont-- 
beliard^ (hall be likewife le-eftabliffied in all their dominions 
fituated in Alface^ and elfewhere, and particularly in the two 
fiefs of Upper Burgundy^ called Clairval and PAjfavanU * 

“ That the eleflors, princes, and Hates of the Roman 
empire, (Iiall ci5oy,nvithout contradiflion, the right of voting 
in all delibexations touching^ the afiairs of the empire, efpe^ 

cially 
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cially when they turn upon the declaration of war, the impo-* 
fition of a tribute, the levies of troops, treaties of peac^ or 
allrance ; and they {hall treat of ocher fuch affairs, which 
henceforth {hall not be fettled without the privity and free 
concurrence of all the {lates of the empire. 

That each of theftates {hall freely, and forever, en- 
joy the right of making alliances among themfelves, or with 
{Grangers, for their own prefervation and fecurity, provided 
that thefc alliances {hall not be formed againft the emperor 
and the empire, or contrary to the public peace, &c. 

‘‘ To the end that peace and friendlhip may be more and 
more {Irengthened between the emperor and the king of 
France^ &c. it is agreed, that the fupremacy, the rights of 
fovereignty, and all other rights to the bilhoprics of Meiz^ 
Toul^ and Verdun^ to the towns fo called, and to the whole 
extent of thefe biflioprics, and efpecially to MetZy {hall, for' 
the future, belong to the houfe of France^ with which they {hall 
be incorporated perpetually and irrevocably, in the fame man- 
ner as they have hitherto belonged to the Roman empire, ra- 
ferving, neverthelcfs, the right of metropolitan, which be- 
longs to the archbifhop of Triers, 

“ That the emperor in his own name, as well as in that 
of the mod ferenc houfe of Jnjiria^ and alfo the empire, {hall 
cede all the rights, properties, domains, pofleffion, and jurif- 
didion, which they may have hitherto had to the town of 
Brtfack^ the iandgravate of Upper and Lower Alface^ the SmU 
gaw^ and the provincial pretedture of the ten towns fltuated 
in Aljace^ namely, Haguenau^ Scelejiat^ TTeiffimbtergy Colmar y 
Landaw^ Oberenhehriy Rofljcimy Mmjlery Tal faint gregoirey 
Kaijerbergi Turingheim^ and all the villages and other rights 
depending on the £aid prefecture, and {hall transfer all and 
every one of them to the moil Chriftian king, and kingdom of 
France \ fo as that the town of Brifacky with the villages of 
Hofjladty NiederenftKgy Hartenu and Acharremy belonging to 
the community of the town of Brifacky with all the territory 
and precinCts, according to their antient cxccnt, fhall, for the 
future, appertain to the crown of France^ without prejudice, 
neverthelcfs, to the privileges and immunities heretofore 
granted to the faid town by the houfe of Aufiria. 

“ Itc7ny The faid landgraviate of Upper and Lower Alfacey 
and the SuntgaWy as well as the prdVincial prefecture over the 
faid ten towns and places depending : Itemy all the vaflals, 
inhabitants, fubjeCts, men, cities, boroughs, caftles, farms, 
fortreiles, woods, forefls, mines of gold, filv^r, and otl;^r 
metals, rivers, brooks, pafturages, and thie rights of regality 
and other rights and appurtenaiKer^ without any referve, {Iralt 

hence- 
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henceforward belong in perpetuity to the moft Chriftian king* 
and t^ the crown of France^ and (hall be incorporated with the 
laid crown* with all forts of jurifdidion and fovereignty* 
without contradi£tion on the part of the emperor* the empire* 
the houfe of Auftria^ or any other ; in fuch a manner* that 
no emperor or prince of the houfe of Auftria^ (hall ever ufurp 
or even pretend to any right or power over the faid countries* 
as well on the other fide as on this (ide of the Rhine, The 
moft Chriftian king (hall, neverthelefs* be obliged to main* 
tain in all* and each of thefe countries* the Catholic religion* 
as it hath been maintained under the princes of Auftriaj and 
to bani(h all innovations which may have crept into it during 
the war. 

“ In the fourth place, with the confent of the emperor 
and all the empire, the moft Chriftian king and his fucceilbrs* 
in the kingdom of France^ (ball have a perpetual right to keep 
a garrifon in the fortre/s of Phllipsburg^ as proteftor ; which 
garrifon (hall be limited to a proper number of foldiers, that 
cannot give any juft tufpicion to the neighbourhood, and (hall 
be maintained intirely at the expence of the crown of Frame* 
The palFage by land and water (hall be free through the em- 
pire* as often as there (hall be occafion to convey thither Ibl* 
diers* neceflaries, or ammunition. 

Nevertheless, the king (hall pretend to nothing in 
the fortrefs of PhiHpsburg^ except the prote£lion, garrifon* 
and pafTage : but the property of the place, the jurifdidlion* 
the poiTefiion, all the emoluments* fruits, revenues* rights of 
regality* and other rights and fervitudes* men* fubje^s, vaftals* 
and all thacanticntly did, or ought, to belong to the biihopor 
chapter of Spire^ in the whole extent of the bi(hopricof Spire^ 
and of the churdies incorporated therewith, (hall remain in 
their polTeflion for the future, and be preferved to them intirely 
and inviolably* faving always the right of protedion. 

“ The emperor, the empire, and tbp archduke of In- 
fpruck Ferdinand’CharUsy rcfpedively, abfolve ,the orders* 
ipagiftrates* officers, and fubjeds of the faid counties and 
places, from the engagements and oaths by which *they have 
been hitherto bound to them and the houfe of Auftfia \ and 
remit and oblige them to yield fubjedion* obedience* and fide- 
lity to the king and kingdom of France ; and thus eftablifh the 
crown of France in full and^juft fovereignty and pofleflion over 
them* renouncing* from henceforward for ever* all the rights 
and pretenfions which they may have to them : and this^tbe 
emperor* the faid archduke and his brother* for them and 
thefr defeendent^'; as they are concerned in the faid ceftion* 
(hall confirm by particular letters patent* and caufe the Ca- 
^ 2 iholic 
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tholic king to make the fame renunciation in the moft au*» 
thentic form ; apd this {hall likewife be done hi the na^e of 
the whole empircj on the very day that the prefent. treaty ihaJl 
be figned. 

For the greater validity of the faid cei&ons and alientMt 
tionSf the emperor and empire, by virtue of the prefenc 
traniaAion, exprefly derogate from all and every the decre *::^ 
conftitutions, llatutes, &c. which may be contrary thereto^. 
he. 

«« Immediately after the reftitution of Rbinfildy the for^ 
tiiications of that place lhall be razed, as well as thoie of Fort 
RhinaUf Saverne in Alface^ and the caftles of Hohenbach and 
Neuburg on the Rhine \ nor fhali there be any foldier in gar« 
rifon in any of thefe places. ^ The magiftracy and inhabitants 
of the faid town of Saverne lhall exadily obferve the neutra* 
lity ; and the king’s troops (hall pafs through it freely and 
fecurely, as often as there lhall be occafton. 

No fort lhall be raifed on the banks of the Rhine^ on 
this fide, {torn Baftl to Philipjburg ; nor fliall the courfe of tlie 
river be impeded or altered on either fide^ in any fliape what'* 
foever. 

u With refpe£l to the debts of the chamber of Enftjheim^ 
the archduke Ferdinand-Charles lhall take upon himfelf one 
third of all thefe debts, vritbout diftinflioii, feV. when he re- 
ceives that part of the province which is to be reftored to him 
by the moft Chriftian king. 

“ And with refpefl to the debts with which the colleges 
of the ftates are charged, by a particular convention made 
with them, and by the princes of Aujtria^ or fuch as the fame 
ftates have contraded in common, as being thereunto obliged, 
there lhall be a fiiiCable diftribution between thofe that pafs> 
under the dominion of the king, and thofe that remain under 
that of the houfe of Auftriaj to the end that each may know 
what lhare of the fr id debts he is to pay. 

The moft Chriftian king lhall refiore to the houfe of 
Auftria^ and efpecially to the faid Ferdinand- Charles^ 

eldeft fon t>f tKe late archduke Leopold^ the four foreft< towns, 
namely, Seckingen^ Lauffemhurg^ and WaldJhutj with* 

all their territories, bailiages, farms, villages, mills, woods, 
forefts, vafials, fubjeds, and appurtenances on this as well 
as on the other fide of the Rhine. •. 

“ Item. The county of Haverfteim^ the Black Forefty all 
Utizijpper zni Lower BrifgaWi and the towns therein ficiiated,- 
antiently belonging to the houfe of Auftriay namely, Neukcjrg^ 
Fribwrgy Endingeny Kenfingeny IValtrichy Willtngen^ Braulingen^ 
with all their territories, bailiages, fztms^ villages, mills,. 

W9ods» 
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woods, forells, as alfo all the inonafteries, abbeys, pre- 
latur^s, provofiftips, fsTc. and all the rights of regality, other 
rights, jurifdiaions, fiefs, fffr. antiently belonging, in that 
whole country, to the fovereignty and patrimony of the houfe 
of Aujlria* 

‘‘ Item, All the OrntnaiVj with the imperial towns of Of^ 
fmburgy Ghgembachy and Z^//, upon the Hojmrfpach^ fo tar 
as they depend upon the prefefture of Orntnaw^ in fuch a 
manner that no king of France (hall or ought ever to pretend 
or ufurp any right or power over the faid countries, fituated 
either on this or on the other fide of the Rhine \ provided al- 
ways, that the princes (hall acquire no new right to them by 
this prefent reftitution. 

That henceforward the tra 3 e and paflTages (hall be free 
to the inhabitants of both banks of the Rhine^ and of the ad- 
jacent provinces. 

That the mod Chriftian king (hall oblige himfcif to 
leave the bi(hops of Strnjhterg and the town of Straf 

Intrg^ and the other efiates or orders which aie in both /f/- 
facesy immediately fubjcdl to the Roman empire ; the abbots of 
Mourhach and Luders^ the abbefs of Andtaw^ Munjler of Val^ 
St, Gregoitey of the order of St. Benedilf^ the palatines of 
Luzeljhin^ the counts and barons of HanaWy Flekinjieiny Ober- 
Jieiny and the nobility of all the Lower Aljace : iuniy the ten 
imperial towns which acknowledge the prefefture of Hague- 
naw: all thefe the moft Chriftian king (hall leave in lhat 
liberty of pofieiling the Indemnity,^ with regard to the Roman 
empire, which they have hitherto enjoyed, in fuch a manner 
as that he (hall not hereafter pretend to any royal fovereignty 
over them ; but remain content with fuch rights as belong to 
the heufe of Aujlria^ which are by this treaty of pacification 
ceded to the crown of France: provided ftill, that nothing 
(hall be underftood in this prefent declaration as derogatory 
from the fupremacy granted to the ftates o 6 that province, as 
holding of the empire. • 

** In like manner the moft Chriftian king, as a compenfa- 
tion for thefe ceffions, (hall pay to the faid archdtike Ar^/W/rf- 
Charles three millions of livres, Turnois, within the three fuc- 
cceding years of 1649, 1650, and 1651, ztSt.Jo/m's-Day^ 
paying every year one third of the faid fum at BaJilj in good- 
and lawful money, depofifed in the hands of the (aid arch- 
,duke, or of his deputies. Over and above the faid fum, ^ the 
moft Chriftian king (hall be obliged to charge himfelf with 
twojthirds of the debts of the chamber of Enftfhtimy without 
diflinilion, lAc, ’TVIbreover, the mention made of the Catho- 
lic kin^, and the nomination of the duke of L07 rainy in the 
^ Mod. Hist, Vol. XXX. U treaty 
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treaty between the emperor and Sweden^ and the title of land- 
grave of Jlface given to the emperor, lhall in no (hape prqu- 
dice the moft Chriftian king. 

** That neveiihelefs the peace concluded (hall remain in 
full force and vigour : that all thofe concerned in this tranf* 
adion (hall be obliged to defend and protedt all and every the 
laws and conditions of this peace againft every perfon what- 
fgever, without diitindVion of religion, i^c. and if in thefpace 
of three years the difiFerence cannot be determined, isfr, one 
and all the parties concerned in this tranfadlion lhall be bound 
to join the injured party, and aflift in redrelling the grievance 
with their coiinfel and forces, 

Such were the conditions of the treaty, property regardins 
Prance and the empire. That which concerned Swe^n^ and 
was concluded at Ofnabrug^ was the fame with regard to ge- 
neral claufes : but the particular articles imported, that the 
archbifliopric of Bremen (bould devolve to Sweden^ faving the 
rights and liberty of the town and bifhopric of fVerden^ the 
e&ds of which (hall be fecularized ; and Sweden lhall hold 
the fiefs of thefe benefices immediately of the empire, with a 
deliberative voice in the diets. Moreover, that crown (hall 
pofl'efs the town and port of Wijmar in Mecklenburg^ with 
Suiin^ and all the Upper Pomerania : the Lower fliall remaii\ 
in pofleiBon of the eleSor of Brandenburg ; who (ball not 
enjoy the bilhopric of Halberjladt^ or the principality of Min-- 
deny with the county of Hoheinjieimy and the archbilhoprre of 
Magdeburgy till after the death of the adminifirator Augujlm^ 
duke of Saxony, 

It was likewife ftipulated, that, if the male branch of 
Brandenburg (hould fail, all Pomerania (hould revert to the 
crown of Sweden, -In order to indemnify the duke of Meck^ 
lenburg for the town and port of Wifniary he was put in pof-. 
feifion of the bilhoprics of Swerin and Ratzburg^ with two 
commanderies of the order of St, John of Jerufalemy fituated 
in the domiisions of that prince. The dukes of Brunfwick 
and Lunenburgy as a compenfation for the coadjutorihips of 
Magdeburgy Bremeuy and Halberjladty &c. which they had 
ceded, vaere, with the Catholics, fecured in the alternative, 
fpcceffion of the bilhopric of Ofnahrugy without altering the 
flate of religion on either ilde. 

In order to reimburfe the crown of Sweden for the fums. 
fire had. expended, it was agreed to pay (ive millions of crowns, 
in tliree terms, to be charged upon the circles of the empire^, 
excepting however thofe of Atfftt iay Bavarwy and Burgundy*, 

With refpe(S): to the complaints of the l^rotcftants, touch- 
ing the adminidration of jufiice *n the imperial chamber and 
5 aulic 
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aulic council, it was decreed, that, befides the judge and the 
four prefidents, two of which, in the nomination of the em- 
perA, fliould be of the Augsburg confefRon, the number of 
ailbfTorS'fliould be increafed to fifty; fo as that the Catholics 
fhould be reftn<^fed to the prefentation of twenty-fix, com- 
prehending the two appointed by the emperor, and the other 
four and twenty fhould be prefented by the Proteftants, who 
ihould be permitted in each neutral circle, not only two Ca- 
tholics, but the fame number of Proteftants. That the em- 
peror fliould decree, that in the imperial chamber, as vircll as 
in the aulic council, the judges of both religions, being equal 
in number, fhould decide ecclefiaftic and civil caufes between 
Catholics and Proteftants, or between thefe laif only, or be- 
tween the Catholics and an intftvening Protettani ; and, for 
that efFed, hefhoukl choofe in the circle a fuitablc number of 
lawyers well verfed in the affairs of the empire, and take fuch 
tneafures as fhould prefetve an equality of judges in* both re- 
ligions \ , 

The articles of this treaty were now figned by all the mini- A. D. 
flers aftembled at each congrefs, except thofe of the county of 
Burgundy, who, in the name of the king of Spain, diredlor of 
that circle, not only refufed to fubfenbe, but formally 
tefted againft them, as prejudicial to his Catholic 
Ncverthelefs, the treaties were next day publifhed at ^ 

and Ofnahrug, and couriers difpatched to all the generals to 
Order a cefTation of arms. 

Notwithstanding all the precautions that could be 
taken, many difficulties intervened before the ratification coultl 
be efie£led. The pope publiflied a bull, annulling all the ar- againfl 
tides which he conceived prejudicial to the Roman Catholic ^b>icb thi 
religion. The king of Spain employed hj^ influence with the^i^^ 
emperor fo effedually, that Ferdinand had well nigh fruftrated ^ 
the whole negotiation. He wrote to Munfter, that the Catho^ 
lie king was lawful pofleflbr of the Bower^^Palatinafe, which 
he had acquired at a great expence, and of whicji he had re- 
ceived the inveftiture in the mbft folcmn manner : but as the 
Hates of had not been confulted, the)fc deemed it il- 

legal, and paid no regard to the remonftrances of^the em- 
peror 

The Swedes were in no hurry to exchange the ratifications, 
becaufe the article concerning their winter-quarters was not 
yet executed ; and the French refufed to quit Germany^ until 
the Spanijh branch of the houfe of Auftria fhould have* re- 
nounced Alface and Suntgaw: for this rcafon the vifeount of

Tureme kept his army encamped on the banks of the Ifer ; 
till at length the deputies of the dates, impatient to fee the 
exchange of the ratifications thus retarded, declared, ih the 
name of the Germanic body, that every article fliould.be faith- 
fully an4 eiFe(Elually executed after the exchange : at the fame 
time they propofed a fure and commodious plan for evacuating 
the places, and disbanding the troops. In confequence of 
their declaration, the plenipotentiaries of the different powers 
•mutually delivered the ratifications of the treaty, and began 
to take meafures for its being put in execution \ 

This fubje<5l was difcufled in conferences zi Nuremberg^ 
where the treaties of execution were figned, on condition 
that the emperor fhould immediately disband part of his 
armies and troops, and maintain the reft in his own domi- 
nions ; that the king of France (hould withdraw all his troops 
that remained in the empire ; and that three terms (hould 
be fixed for the refiitution of the places, within the year: 
and as it was forefeen that the oppolition of the Spaniards 
would put it out of the power of the houfe of Auftria to de- 
liver up Frankendal within the term preferibed, the emperor 
obliged himfclf to furrender Heilbron^ as a fecuriiy to 
Charles-Lewh count- palatine, until Frankendal (hould be re* 
flored. 


Terms were likewife fixed between the empire and Swe^ 
dertf touching the dirmiflion of troops and evacuation of 
places i as alfo for the payment of the fum due to the Swe^ 
dijb foldiers : and every thing relating to the amne(fy 
granted to the princes and towns which had efpoufed the 
Swedijh party, as well as to the redrefs of 'grievances 
which the Proteftants fuffered, and the repartition of the 
five millions of ^ixdollars to be payed by the circles to 
Sweden^ was confirmed by this treaty, which was figned by 
the plenipotentiaries of the emperor, of Sweden^ and of the 
princes and ftates the empire.

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CHAP. XXI. 


Giving a Detail of the*War with Turks in Hun- 
gary, and with the French on the Rhine, to the 
Peace of Nimeguen. 


XTEAN while Cenringius the celebrated civilian, under- A. D. 

took to anfwer the pope’s buTl againft the ereflion of an i6^o, 
eighth deflorate, the liberty of confcience, and fecularifcd Conrin- 
bifhoprics granted to the Proteftants. In his juftification 
the peace of IVeJiphalia^ he proved, that the dignity of elcflor^'^^'"^ 
was purely temporal, and al4)gether independent of the pope’s 
authority ; and that it was abfolutely neceflary to fecularize 
fome benefices, in order to reftore the peace of the empire. 

7'he next conteft that engroiTed the attention of the em- 
peror, was the famous difpute which had continued fo long 
touching the fuccefSon of the dutchies of Juliers and Berg^ 
between the eleflor of Saxony^ the marquis of Brandenburgs 
and the duke of Neuburg 5 in order to terminate which in an 
amicable manner, Ferdinand cony an aflembly ztDrefdeUs 
where many expedients were propofed, and mutual offers made 
for effefling an accommodation ; but after all their confe- 
rences, the affair ftill continued undecided (D). 

Never- 


(D) In order to convey a di- 
flinfl idea of this difpute, it will 
be ncceffary to trace it to its 
origin. Albert y duke of Saxony y 
from whom the elefloral branch 
defeends, received from Ferdt^ 
nand the third, the reverfion of 
Juliers and Berg ; and this even- 
tual invefliture was confirmed 
by Maximilian the firft. Not- 
withftanding this patent, CbarlBt 
the fifth, in 1^21, bellowed the 
inveftiture of thefe dutchies up- 
oa duke John the fecond and 
his wife, with this f /ovifo, that 
be fhould fatisfy the houfe of 
Saxony with regard to its pre- • 
tenfions. Next year, however, 


the emperor being made fen- 
fible of the juflice of the Saxon^u 
pretenfions, offered to bellow 
upon the duffes the^fame invef> 
titure of Juliersy Bergy and the 
county of Ravensbergy declaring 
that he had no inrention to in- 
vade the right of the dukes of 
Saxory. Perhaps this declara-

TtiE feffion of the diet by this time drawing near a clofe, 
the Proteftants foreleeing, that the indulgencies granted to tej^anrs 
them by the treaty of IVeJiphalia would not have their due choo/e the 
effedt, unlefs they could be united under one chief, v^ho eleem^ of 
Ihould diredt their conferences, and execute th^r refolutions, Saxony as 
chofe the eledlor of Saxony to peiform that fundlion, not only chief 
on account of the high rank he maintained among the ftates 
of the confeffion ; but alfo out of gratitude to 
houfc, which had rendered fuch fignal fervices to the Protef- 
tant caufe.

Mean while the eledfor-palatine was invefted with the title 
of arch-treafurcr, inftead of arch-fteward of the holy Roman 
empire, which the duke of Bavaria affunied, in confequence 
of having been invefted with the eledtorate of the count pala- 
tine.

Finally, the diet concluded with thfir enadting a decree, 
enjoining all the members of the Germanic fiody to obferve 
the treaties of Ofnabrug and Munfters as fundame^ital laws of 
the empire, notwitbftanding the protefts of tne archbifhop of 
Pifos who aflifted as pope’s nuncio attbisaflembly.*

The emperor having ratfed his fon Leopold to the throne of 
Hungary,^ with the confent of the ftates convoked for that 
purpofe at Presburgy and amufed the Proteftants of that king- 
dom with promifes of favour and indulgence, he returned to 
Germanyy and opened the diet at Frankforty in order, if 
ble, to terminate the differences between the Proteflants and 
the Catholics, touching the exercife of religion, the temporal 
and fpiritual juritdi£fion, and the privilege of filling public 
offices ; but notwithftanding an infinite number of propofi* 
tions, on bofti fides, and almofl inceffant debates during the 
fpace of /even years that tho diet lafled, thefe contefts could 
not be compromifed ^ 

As for Ferdinandy he left them to difpute at their leifure in 
fpeeches and writings, and feemed to intereft himfcif more in 
foreign affairs, than in helping to appeafe the inteftine trou- 
bles of the empire. He a£ted as mediator between ^p^/'/rand 
the dukes of Modena and Savoy ; ordered twelve thoufand 
men to march mioTyroly to attack Piedmonty in cafe this laft 
prince fhould prove refractory ; and fent a reinforcement of 
troops to Cafimtry who returned from Silefta to Lublitty where 
he was affedionately received by the Palatines, and began to 
renew the war with Sweden^ on the promife ot being power- 
fully fupported by the cham of Tartary. His firft attempt 
was upon IVarfoviay which was garrifoned by the SwideSy and, 
after an obflinate rcfiftance, furrendered at diferetion : but 
this fmile of fortune was not of long continuance. Gujlavusy 
being joined by the eleClor of Brandenburgy advanced, and 
gave him battle, jn which he was defeated, and TVarfovta 
opened its gates to the conqueror. After this aClion, as the 
cleClor refufed to march farther from Prujfiay Guftavm left the 
command of his army to IVrangcly and repaired to Lubecy to 
terminate a treaty which his minitters negotiated with Hol^-

The neighbourhood of the Sxvedes incommoded Pruffia fo 
much, that the eleclor of Brandenburg eagerly wifhed for an 
opportunify to break Avith them: the king of Denmark 
jeded an irruption 'mto Siveden^ and the emperor fee on foot a 
negociiatioii for raifiBg the archduke to the throne of 

PoUmdfy and procuring the relignation of Cafwiir ; for which 
purpofe he fent the baron L^folay as his miniftcr, to Dantzick ; 
but that effort mifearrying, he concluded' a treaty with Frederic 
king of Denmarky in which the Mujeovites^ 9^rtar5y and fhe

the eledor of Brandenburg fliould be at liberty to accede, im- 
porting, . that his Danijh fhould declare war againft 

Sweden^ and that the emperor ihould fend fixteen ^thoufand 
men into Poland to join the Poles^ and ad againft Gujlavm. 
This league was approved by the cham of the Crlm Tartars^ 
wh(Mrdered an army of an hundred thoufand men to march 
to the affiftance of Cajimir^ while Ferdinand reinforced him 
with fifteen thoufand horfe and foot, and the king of Denmark 
declared war againft the Swedes by a manifcfto ; but the em- 
peror did not live to fee the efFed of thefe meafurcs, for he 
died at Vienna^ in the forty-ninth year of his age, and in the 
twentieth of his reign • 

This prince mounted the imperial throne during an obfti- 
nate war, which afflided the Germanic body in all its parts ; 
and it may be affirmed, that no emperor ever faw himfcif at- 
tacked by fo many powerfi^l enemies at once, or fuftained fuch 
defeats and mortifications without finking altogether under his 
misfortunes. He was religious even to fuperftition, exprefied 
on all occafions a tender regard to his fubjedls, and not wholly 
void of liberality, though very unfortunate in the diftribution 
of his favours ; for he fcemecl to think, that his bounty con- 
ferred merit on the undeferving ; and, in confequence of this 
prejudice, he admitted into his councils feveral perfons who 
engaged him in unlucky enterprizes, and were in a great mea- 
fure the caufe of his mifearriages (£}.

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It was at the diet of Raiishon^ in the reign of this enrpe- 
ror, that the fefllon of the princes, and the other ftates in the

The duke of Neuburg was alfo competitor for the imperial 
crown, and attempted to avail himfclf of the afliftance of 
France^ by which he was for fome time cajoled ; but cardinal 
Mazarine actually employed all his addreis and infinuation to 
perfuade the cledlor of Bavaria to afpire to the imperial dig- 
nity ; the king of Sweden backed the exhortations and pro- 
miles of France \ every argument that could foothe his appre- 
henfion, gratify his pride, or influence his ambition, was em- 
ployed by the French deputies ; they even interefted his wife 
and mother in their fcheme, but, in fpitc of all their united 
efforts, the eleilor perfifted in his refolution to rcjedl their of- 
fers, faying, He chofe rather to be a rich eledor than a poor 
emperor;” and his refufal paved the wa)»<o the election of 
young Leopold. Neverthelefs, the eleilors were ftill divided in 
iiich aj manner, that the vote of Brandenburg could make 
either fcale preponderate. The /VvwA gained over Charles count

of Lewis the fourteenth, by which they obliged themfelvcs to 
proceed to a new election, in cafe the future emperor Ihould 
contravene this capitulation, 

FRANCE^ having gained this important point, raifed no 
further obftru6tion to the fiiccefs of Leopold- Ignatius, king of 
Hungary and Bohemias who was unanimoully elet^ted emperor, 
and ligned accapitulacion, promifing to take pro|Ter mealures 
for the redintegration of the circles, to abftain from alienating 
aught belonging to the Germanic body without the eonfent of 
the circles ; from citing the eleftors, princes, prelates, counts, 
noblemen, and other ftates, to any other than the ordinary 
tribunals of the empire ; but to leave all of them in general, 
and each in particular, to enjoy tlieir immediate juftice and 
priviledgc of non appellando, according to the Golden Bull, 
and other ordinances of the holy empire : he obliged himfelf 
to preferve the liberty of the ten towns of Alfaccy and their 
union with the empire, without prejudice to the prefeflorial 
jurifdiftion ; to rc-eftabliOi the elediors and ftates in the pof- 
feflxcn of what had been taken from them by force, accord- 
ing to the treaties of Wejlphalia and the edift of Nuremberg ;

at Rofchild^ but in terms very difadvantageous to him ; there- 
fore he fought an opportunity to evade them, in which difpo* 

Atign he was encouraged by the emperor and the Duichy who 
promifed to aiEft him with all their forces. The king of Swe^ 
deny being informed pf this, fuddenly embarked ten thoufand 
men, made a defeent upon Zelandy and even bcfieged Copen- 
hagen ; but was forced, after three months fpent in the fiege, A- D.

This invafion of Pomerania by the Auflrians and Branden^ 
burge7‘s was the fubjedl of the deliberations of the diet, then 
afl’embled at Frankfort. The majority of the deputies were 
of opinion, that the emperor and the eledior of Brandenburgs 
by a^ing againft SwedeUy had broke the treaty of Ofnabrug ; 
and that the Germanic body, having guarantied the execution 
of it, ought either to oblige thefe two powers to recal their 
troops, or fend afliftance to the king of Sweden, Leopolds 
fearing one of thefe two refohitions might be agreed to, wrote 
to the diet, <that he transferred their aflembly to Raii/bony 
hoping at that place to over-awe their deliberations : but it 
was anfwercd, that he claimed a right not granted to him by 
the conftitucion of the empire ; and that the aflembly, having 
been convoked at Frankfort to put the treaties of IV^lphalia in 
execution, could not be tranfported elfewhere, without the 
confent of the ftates. The deputes of Saxony and Bavaria 
did not approve of this anfwer ; but the reft, fupported by the 
promifes of the king of France y payed no regard to the order 
of the emperor, but continued their feffion at Frankfort.

The emperor then applied himfelf wholly to provide for a -A. D. 
war jyuh the Turks. The ba(ha of Upper Hungary had laid *66i. 
feveral villages in the neighbourhood of Zathmar under contri- Leopold 
bution, and had publilhed a manifefio^ threatening with fire 
and fword the inhabitants of the county, if they refufed 
acknowledge the fultan for their fovereign : befides, the infi- ^ ^ 
dels' made fuch great preparations, that it might eafily be per- 
ceived they defigned fome important conqueft. Leopold^ pre- 
paring to oppofe them, acquainted the Tranfylvanians with his 
intention, and demanded of them Zekelheid and Kovar^ as 
places of arms, and fecurities for their fidelity. He fent 
Montecuculli with twenty thpufand men into Hungary : Zekel^ 
held was garrifoned with five thoufand Germans ; the fortifica- 
tions of the frontier towns were repaired ; the command of 
the army given to count Staremberg \ and de Souches made 
grand maiter of artillery. 

These preparations gave a great deal of uneafinefs to the 
Palatine and other Hungarian lords : they were perfuaded that 
Leopold intended by them rather to conquer Hungary^ than op- 
pofe the invafioil of the Turks : they declared loudly that the 
imperial troops, by entering their country, violated their pri- 
vileges ; and that the emperor, by taking pofleffion of the 
places of firength, wanted only to drive the Proteftants out of 
Hungary j as he formerly had expelled them from Bohemia. 

These difcourfes, which were not without foundation, 
made an imprefiion upon the people. They aflembled in a 
tumultuous manner, and requefted of the palatine and arch- 
bithop of Strigonia^ to reprefent to the emperor, that he mud 
recal his troops, as the articles which he had fwom to obferve 
at his coronation, prohibited him from bringing Germam into 
their country. Thefe two lords promifed to fpe^k tew the em- 
peror, though they expected but little redrefs, as he* could not 
draw ofF his troops without expofing the frontier to tlie inva^ 
fion of the Turks. The Hungarians obferving no effeS from 
their promifes, abfolutely re&iled to give winter-quarters and 
provifions to the troops. Leopold being informed of this,, fent 
tor the archbilhop and the count of Nadajli^ and feveral other 
iords, to Vienna ; having difeourfed with them, he made them 
pronrfre to allow winXer-quarters for his army in Upper Hun* 
gary.

The Germans^ in 
defpair to fee themfelves thus treated, excrcifed in their turn 
the utmoft violences againft tfi^ Hungarians ^ which confe- 
quently greatly irritated them againft the emperor* 

D. cThe negotiations of peace not fucceeding, the grand vizier

peror upon this demanded jnoney and troQps from the princes 
of the empire ; who firft petitioned for a general diet to he 
called, to regulate what each^ought U> fond.

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cordingJy aflcmbled at Ratiflon on the twentieth of Januaryv^ 
and ctieliberated upon the means of defending the empire from 
the defigos of the Turks^ of putting the treaties of Wejlphalia 
in execution, and of regulating what could not be finjftied at 
the laft diet. The divifion among the deputies prevented 
their coming to any refolution about the fuccours to be given 
to thjp ^peror, till they were furprifed with the news oiNew- 
haufel's being taken by the Turks^ which happened on the 
twenty- fifth of September, Then they determined to a/Tift 
Hungary with men and money, and the eledtors of Mentz^- 
Saxony^ Brandenburgs and Bavarios fent troops to the em- 
peror ; but their march was fo flow, that they gate the Turks 
time to take up their winter-quarters in Upper Hungary, 

Thk emperor like wife wrote to the Hungarians to raife 
forces, and make other preparations for war. But they, 
either not thinking the danger fo preflrng, or being left afraid 
of the Turks than the Germans^ acquainted Leopold^ that they 
had refolved to aflTemble the arriere ban, and intreated his im- 
perial inajefty not to fend any army till their troops were 
raifed ; but if he wanted to put garrifons in the towns, they 
confented to it, provided they were brought by water, and 
fubfifted from the provifions which were in the magazines. 

Mean while the Turks were advancing with great fpeed,- Turks 
and direfting their march towards Friuli, Edtvard count of advance 
Averjperg had taken the field with fome German and Croatian towards 
regiments to defend the frontier ; and hearing that the Turks ;

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and put that place in a condition to maintain a fiege; for 
though the twenty-fourth of Auguji had been appointed for 
their general renj^ezvous at Vabergy when the imperial officer 
came there, he did not find a man. This extraordinary con- 
duct had furprifed the court of Viennay and therefore count 
Jlothal was fent into Hungary with full powers to treat with 
the fiates ; who, being affembled in a diet at CaffoviUy at laft 
granted him what he demanded., * 

Nevf.rthsless Leopold was ftill difirullful of them ; and 
being likewife diflatisfied with the lords of the Germanic body, 
he applied himfelf to foreign princes for affiftance againft the 
Turku Thfe pope allowed him to raife the fixth penny upon 
the goods of ecclefiaftica in Aujiria and Bohemia^ \ the 
king of France fent him two thoufand horfe and four thou- 
fand foot, which were joined by a great number of voluntiers ; 
eight hundred horfe and fix hundred foot were obtained from 
the king of Swederiy upon condition of allowing liberty of 
confciencc to the Proteftants of Hungary y and granting to the 
Swedes the invefiiture of the dutchy of Bremeuy and of Po^ 
merania. 

The count of Serin! began the campaign by burning tho 
bridge of EJ/aky which was in the pofleffion of the Turks. 
Soon after he took the city of the Five Churchesy and many 
other places fituated betwixt the Drave and the Danube, The 
count de Souches, who commanded a feparate body, gained 
great advantages over the Turks, He made himfelf mafier of 
^ewtria ; and marching afterwards to befiegc Newhaufely he 
met with four thoufand whom he defeated. He pur- 
fued them to the banks of the Grany where they, receiving 
reinforcements, a^ain oppofed him ; but, being vigoroully at- 
tacked, (hey were intircly routed, and their artillery and bag- 
gage taken. Immediately after he marched to Lewentxy 
which he attacked with fuch fury, that the garrifon, being 
ftruck with a panic, furrendered at diferetion. 

The baflia of Buday having aflcmbled the troops of Mol- 
davia and Tf^alachiay thought of recovering the place before 
the breaches were repaired. In effeft, he befieged it ; but the 
count de Souchesy paffing the Gran with his little army, en- 
camped within a league of the befiegers ; and both fidcs draw- 
ing up in order of battle, the Ipiperialifts attacked the Turks 
Tartars with fuch vigour, that they foon put them to 
:0ighr. 'I'hc troops of Moldavia and Walachia went home, 
aui! their retreat paffed for a revolt. The count de SoucheSy 
piirfuini; his victory, took pollefiion of riie city of Barcem \ 
and, af:er that, led his troops to Comoro for rcfrelbmcnt.

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Mean while the grand vizier, having made himfelf mztter T/j^ grand 
of Setiinfivar^ in fight of the Aujirians^ who neither durft affift *vi7der ts 
the place nor offer battle, animated by this fMccefs, palled the de^ 

Muer^ and formed the defign of marching Vienna. Monte- 
cuculli^ who obferved Ottoman undertook ^to 

him near St. Godard^ upon the Raab. ^ The Turkijh general, 
having found a ford, tranfported a pait of his troops with de- 
fign to offer battle : but he committed a great error in de- 
ferring till next day to tranfport the reft ; for there fell fuch 
a heavy rain all night, that th^ Raab overflowed its banks. 
Montecuculliy refolving to prevent the re-union of the Turks^ 
drew up his army in order of battle, to attack tf^ofe who had 
paffed to his fide of the river ; and the Turks^ ftill endeavour- 
ing to pafs the river over a finall vvooden bridge, were repul fed 
by five hundred French voluntiers (G). This memorable 
action began on the third of Augufty at nine in the morning, 
and lafted till four in the afternoon- . The victory was long 
doubtful ; but at laft the Turks were intirely defeated, with 
the lofs of twenty-two thoufand men, and feventcen pieces of 
cannon 

This defeat appeared fo confiderable to the grand vizier, 7-^^ 
that he fent next day to offer a negotiation of peace, which immedi^ 
was concluded at Temefwar the tenth of Auguji, The Hun^ ately con-^ 
garianSf zxA Abaffi the vaivode of aftonilhed exclude a 

this precipitation, complained* that, inftead of confulting their pace, 
intereffs, they had treated without them, and at their ex- 
pence, they being Hill abandoned to the Turksy and expofed 
to the incurfions of the garrifon of Newhaufel ; that the em- 
peror might have obtained much more advantageous condi- 
tions from the infidels, confidering the terror in which they 
were; and that Newhaufel ought certainly to have been deli- 
vered up, or its fortifications razed. The miniffers of the 
emperor endeavoured to excufe themfelves, by affirming, that 
they were obliged to have more regard to the fad fiate to 
which the empire was reduced, than to the uncertain confe- 
quences of a vidlory.

The murmurs oi. the Hungarians were not appeafed by 
thisanfwer; but proceeded fo far as to threaten a revolt, if 
there wds no regard paid to their remonftranccs. The mal- 
contents hearing that his imperial majefty’s refident with the 
grand vizier was carrying the treaty to Vienna^ to be ratified 
by the emperor, attacked him on the road, took hit^Korfea 
and money from him, and with difficulty reftored to him the 
difpatches he was carrying to their ,fovereign. The emperor 
no fooner heard of this violence, but h£ fent for the principal 
lords of Hungary to Vienna ; and prince Lohjkowitz^ prefident 
of the imperial council, tq\d them, that the Turkic feeing 
their meafures broke, had of themfelves propofed a peace ; in 
which it v/as agreed, that Tranfyhania fhould enjoy its liberty, 
though formerly claimed as a province by the infidels ; that 
the counties of Zathmar and ZamboUck were I ike wife ceded to 
the emperor; the bounds of Hungmy extended to iheTibifque^ 
a rapid and deep river, and confeqi,crtly a good frontier 
againil the Turks', that his imperial majefty had referved the 
power of building forts to reftrain the garrifons of IVaradin 
and Ncwhaufel ; and as he had refolved to recal all the Ger^ 
man regiments from Hungary^ piovided they would put garri- 
fons in their place, the lords of that kingdom ought not to 
make any difficulty of figning the treaty in the name of the 
* ftates.

1665. Lohjkowitz : ncvcrthelefs they told him, that all the 

officers of war, even to a general, who Ihould ferve beyond 
the Danube^ muft only be natives of Hungary ; and they were 
not obliged to fifpport German garrifons, repair the old, or 
build new fortifications. 

T HE emperor, being able to obtain no more from the Hun^ 
ga 7 ‘ia? 2 s, promifed Ko exempt them from the lodging and fub- 
fiftcnce of f6reign troops 5 to leave them the command of all 
the towns beyond the Danube ; and a liberty of putting garri- 
fons of ifieir oVn chufing into thofe of the mountains ; with a 
power Irkewife of bringing huiTars and heyduques into the 
neighbourhood of tJewhaufel^ till the fort which was propofed 
ffiould be built. The lords, fatisfied with thefe conditions, 
ratified the treaty, brought back Ae royal crown to Prejburg^ 
frorp whence they had taken it the year before, and returned 
quietly to their pofleffions. 

After the ratification of the treaty, jthe lords exposed 
fhat the emperor would withdraw the German troops from 
Hungary 5 but he having cededi to Mkhacl AbafR^ vaivode pf

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TrartJ)han!ay^t\\Q places depending upon that province, the 
garnfons coming from thence were transferred to ToJ^aiy Zath^ 
mary Kalo^ and Omd. The Hungarians hoped that, at leaft, 

Neutria and Lewent% would be put into their hands ^ but, af- 
ter they had earneltly demanded them feveral times, they 
were refufed, and German garrifons put into both thefe 
places. 

TrriTtesE abfolute proceedings of the emperor, and manifeft 77^^ Hun- 
breaches of the liberty and privileges of the nation, re-united garians 
all the Hungarians againft the houfe of Aujiria. They refufed revolt* 
to pay the ordinary taxes, and univerfally complained of the 
government. The palatine and principal lorcK of the king- 
dom, far from oppofing thefe commotions, even encouraged 
the difeontents of the people, taking umbrage at Leopold*^ 
pretending to govern by himfelf, and not admitting them to 
any part in the adminifbation. 

The emperor, to quell the revolt in its beginning, fent 
frefli troops into Lower Hungary^ which only contributed to 
irritate their minds ; they imagining that he wanted to deftroy 
the lords that were moft confiderable for their wealth and au- 
thority with the people, and to leave only in the kingdom 
peafants, manufaciurers, and artificers. In this perfuafion, 
they refolvcd to feize upon the perfon of the emperor; and 
folirited him to come to the diet, that was to aflemblc at 
Presburg on the twenty-eighth of September, But he, whe- 
ther informed of the plot, or his council not thinking it fafe 
for him to truil himfelf in the hands of the Hungarian lords, 
pretended a great manv reafons for not coming. 

About this time Le^,fold m-irried Margaret-Therefa^ infanta A. D. 
of Spain, I'he rejoicings of this folemnity were fcarccly over, 1666. 
when he was alarmed with the news of the*^eat preparations of Leopold 
Lewis the fourteenth of France^ to take pofleflion of the 
Countries^ in light of his wife, as foie heiir to the late king 
Spain by his firlt marriage, pretending thdl the females of the • % 
firft bed inherit to the prejudice of the males oT the fecond. ijpjjjj 
Lewis the fourteenth, before he declared war, hjd fecured ^ 
the alliance or neutrality of feveral princes of Gtrmany^ and 
had likewife engaged the EngHJh and. L)utch to cSnclude a 
peace, to prevent the firft from joining Spain^ and to put the 
iaft in a condition to aflift J;iim. After the conclufion of this 
peace, he made a treaty with Sweden^ which engaged to keep 
twelve thoufand men in the territory of Bremen, to aft on the 
fide of the empire, in cafe Leopold fiiould join Spain, and de** 
elanc war againft Srgnee. 

Having concerted thefe meafurcs he took the field, and 
epteflng the Lo^ Countritf immediately feized Charleroy,

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A. D. Bincht Aetb^ Teurnay^ Douay^ Aloji^ and LiJU ; and at the 
1667. fame time defeated the army which came to th6aG<^

attacks thefe proceedings, and hoping to engage the ftates of the em-

, Germanic body was interefled in its prefervation ; aitfi (hat 
Franc c- could not attack it without declaring war againft the 

empire ® : but the deputies, whether fecretly in the intereft of 
France^ or employed in affairs that feemed to them of more 
importance, neglcded this reprefentation. 

The great concern of the^diet then was tocompofe a new 
imperial capitulation, to remain conftant and invariable, which 
the emperors fhould be obliged to fign at their eledfion. This 
matter had been formerly treated of in fome diets by the elec- 
tors, at their own feparate meetings ; but being complained 
of by the princes and cities, it was ''again canvaiTed at this ge- 
neral diet, where they were all prefent, and a projedl for a 
perpetual capitulation was agreed upon ; but this fcheme, tho* 
approved in a general diet, has never yet received the neceflary 
fandtion to render it a law of the empire. The deputies 
had likewife under confideration, the differences betwixt the 
cledlors of Meniz and Cologn^ and the duke of Lorrain on 
one part, and the count palatine on the other ; but deter- 
mining nothing, the parties complaining proceeded to right 
themfelves by arms. 

A GREAT number of the villages of the having 

been rendered defolate by the long wars, the count grantecl 
lands and privileges to all ftrangers who fhould come and fet- 
tle in them ^ and*'by a right called Wil^angiat^ appropriated 
The eh^or them as hjs fubjedte. The eledfors of meniz and Cohgn^ the 
^Mentz duke of Lorrain^ and the cities of Spire and IVorms^ feeing the 
declares number of their citteens diminifh, difputed this right with him ;

Afterwards he 
xcio\i Odet}iheim^ //I?i,.and fome other fmall places ; fo that 
the palatine, too weak to *make oppofition, propofed an ac- 
commodation, which was broke off by the duke of Lorrain.^ 
who fent the prince of Lillcbonne with fome forces, engaging 
Che archbifhop to continue the war.

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This prince, who had commanded in Flanders^ was very 
earneft to bring the matter to a decifive action ; but the Pa- 
latine army, not able to aft offenfively, had intrenched itfelf 
partly behind an inacceflible marfh, and partly under the can- 
non of FrankendaL But the prince, after many f£:irml(hes, 
drawing them to a general engagement by an ambufcade, 
routed them entirely. The eleftor- palatine, alarmed at this 
defeat^ propofed an accommodation, and a truce was agreed 
to for four months ; during which the deputies of the parties 
ihould aflemble at (Dppenheim to negotiate a peace : but he not 
waiting this deciAon, and impatient to attack the duke of 
Isorrain^ broke the truce, and entered the county of Falkenjiein. 

On the Arft news of thefe hojAilities, the duke ordered a 
body of troops, who were in winter-quarters in the bilhopric 
of Spire^ to make reprifals upon the lands of the palatine. 

They accordingly made an incurAon, and carried off Ax hun- 
dred horfes and a great many cattle. The palatine having 
made feveral unfuccefsfur attempts upon Kijloe^ and feeing 
his ftates threatened with approaching ruin, refolved again to 
enter into an accommodation. A fufpenAon of arms was 
agreed to, and the prifoners on both Ades were reftored. Thefe 
two articles were the preliminaries to a treaty afterwards con- 
cluded at Heilbron^ on the feventh of February^ by which the 
right of Wildfangtai was con Armed to the eleftor- palatine. 

During thisdifpute between the eleftors, Leivisiht four- 
teenth had caufed his troops to march oft* towards Frnnche- ^ ^ 
comte^ under the command of the prince of CmdL This ge- Lewis tie 
neral took Befan^on on the feventh of February y while thema- fourteenth 
rechal of Luxemburg made himfelf mafter of Salins.

was ceded to Lewis the fourteenth, on condition that he fli&uld 
reftore Framhe-comte. 

The Hungarians being ftill diffatisfied with the emperor’s 
conduit, laboured to fliake off the yoke, or leflen their de- 
pendence ; therefore the deputies of Upper Hungary refufed to 
come to the diet, which was convoked at Prejburg ^r the 
coronation of the emprels, unlefs the demands which they 
made at the laft diet were granted to them. They complained 
likewife, that the office of palatine, vacant by the death of 
IVeJfelini^ was negleftcd to be filled up by the emperor ; and 
the Proteftants alfo refufed to come to the diet until their 
churches fhould be rcftorec. Leopold^ in order to fupprefs 
thefc complaints, promifed to the deputies to grant their de- 
mands, and Ragotjki to reftore to the Proteftants their 

churches and the revenues belonging to them ; in confequence 
of which condefcenfion, many of the deputies came tp the diet 
the fixteenth of April, 

Nevertheless a number of malcontents, uncafy at fee- 
ing a German garrifon in Tokai, aftembled at Ze 7 nbltn^ and 
fent deputies to the emperor, requiring it fliould be difmifled^ 
They reprefented to Leopold^ that the places of the kingdom, 
which ought to be garrifoned by the militia of the country 
only, were filled with ftrangers, though direftly contrary to 
their privileges j and that the Proteftants received all manner 
of bad treatment from the Catholics. The emperor endea- 
voured to fatisfy them j but his reafons having no efFe6f, they 
aftembled at the caftle of Kivar^ upon the frontiers of Tran^ 
fylvama^ and a league was propofed betwixt the Hungarian 
proteftants, and ihj^^ranfylvanians^ to drive the Germans out 
of the kingdom, demoliln Zathmar^ and arm themfelves for 
the defence of the reformed religion : but the difficulties which 
occurred, put a flog to their refolulions, and they feparated 
without having come to any conclufion. 

The eleJlcr Mean while the elcclor-palatine being diflatisfied with the 
palatine peace concluded at in the beginning of the former 

renc'ivs year, agaip had rccourfe to arms, upon account of the right of

the 
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the armies engaging near Heidelberg^ after an obflinate dif- 
putSf the palatine at lad was defeated, and the emperor, who 
needed the aflidance of Germany to calm the troubles of Hun^ 
gary^ writing to the parties to negotiate a peace, the elcftor 
anfwered, that he was veiy well difpofed to an accommodation. 

The duke, not minding the folicitadons of the emperor, and 
jneenfed at the dcklenefsof the palatine, ordered new levies, A. D. 
and pTopofed to raife eighteen thoufand men ; but the king of 1^69* 
France taking umbrage at that great armament, and reprcfeqt- h 
ing to him that he mud difband his troops, and conform to 
the general peace, which allowed him only one company of ^ 
guards, and another of light horfe, the duke replied, that he ^ 

was ready to agree to thefe terras, provided his fubjefts ^^^^conduM 
protcdled from the hodiliiies of his enemies ; in confequcnce hetween 
of this reprefentation a truce was agreed upon for fix weeks, thm, 
which ended in a treaty of peace. 

During the negotiation of this peace, the duke formed a 
feheme of aflbciation with the archbifhop of Cologn^ the bi« 

(hops of Strasburg and Hildejheim^ and fome other princes of 
Germany^ which was concluded at Nancy, Each member was 
taxed a certain fum, and a number of horfe and foot. The 
city of Frankfort was appointed for the place of the council 
of the union, in which each party had a deliberative voice ; 
but if any one, furnifhed a double contingent, he was to have 
a double voice ; and in cafe of an attack made upon any of 
the confederates, the reft obliged themfelves to arm in his 
defence. 

About this time alfo the count of Najfau demanded from 
the diet at RatUhon^ the reftitution of the county of Saaver-^f^^^'^ 
din, then in pofleffion of the duke of Lorrain, He founded 
his demand upon the treaty of Wejiphalia\ Tjut Rifaucourty the 
duke’s envoy, reprefented, that his mailer, for want of a 
condudl, not being able to appear at the congrefs at Munjiery Saavcrdiiw 
it was not juft to oblige him to the exdfcution of an article ^ 

made to his prejudice in his abfence ; that the county of Saa- 
verdtn had been adjudged to his highnefs after a^procefs of 
an hundred years ; and if the diet hearkened \o the demands 
of the count of Najfauy he hoped they would likefiifc attend 
to the treaty, by which the emperor had obliged himfelf to 
make no peace, till that prjnce, his ally, was re-cftabliflicd in 
his dutchies and pretenfions; The diet, influenced by thefe 
reafons, obliged his highnefs only to reftore to the count of 
Nqffauj fome villages depending upon the county of Saaver^ 
din^vXX the affair Qiguld be judged to the bottom by arbitrators 
appointed for that purpofe. After this decifion of the diet, Ri» 
faucQurt went to Fienna^ and^oncluded an alliance betwixt the 
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duke and the emperor, who made no difficulty of admitting 
him to the alliance of the houfe of Aujlria^ and forthwith*ap*‘ 
pointed him general of the Aujlrian horfe, which were imme- 
diately to march into Hungary. 

I'he malcontents of that kingdom had aflembled at 
Tiathmar^ and refolved to raife a company of an hundred 
troopers, whofe officers fhould be Proteftants. At tltf fame 
time, the count of Strafolte having received an order from 
Vienna to repair the fortifications of Tokay^ the gentlemen ab- 
folutely refufed to contribute to the fortifications, and made 
loud complaii^s of the violation of their privileges, by putting 
Counts foreign garrifoiis into their towns. While the emperor was 
Tattem- taking meafu res to ftifle thl'fe difeon tents, the count of 7ir- 
bach and tembach^ at a conference with the count of Serini, (hewed him 
Serini en- a paper written by the hand of Nadajli^ concerning the pre* 
ter into an fervation of their privileges, and the manner of driving the 
ojfocinuon^ Q^Ytnam out of Hungary. Next day they fubferibed to this, 
engaged never to forfake each other ; but as they could 
\^anc!of execute their defign without the affiftance of the T«rifr, 
i^^Turks refolved to fend deputies to Conjlantinople ; and, that the 
^emperor’s refident might not difeover their negotiations, they 
employed Tranfylvanians^ who, being under the protefiion of 
the Porte^ would not be fufpe£led. 

Upon the firft overture made to the grand vizier, he pro- 
tnifed to fupport the malcontents, if they would become tri- 
butaries to the Porte * but, rather than aflent to that hard 
condition, they chafe to continue faithful to the emperor ; 
and behaving fent regiments into Hungary^ to prevent the ir- 
ruptions of the Turks and Tranfylvaniansj they were ready to 
facrifice their lives in defence of their country, and his juft 
rights : but far from meeting acceptance with the emperor, 
his mind feemed rather irritated againft them. The Hunga^ 
rians then defpairirg of having their privileges reftored, again 
A. D. renewed thet negotiations with the Porte : they intreated the 
1670.* grand vizier to fend an hundred thoufand men into Hungary \ 
and offeretl, 01- their part, to enter the hereditary countries of 
Aujltia with a powerful army, and to ravage the frontier pro- 
vinces of Gertncuiy with fire and fword, to prevent the fubfif* 
tence of any troops that might come to the affiftance of the 
emperor : they confented alfo that’ the Turks (hould keep the 
places which they had conquered, leaving the reft of the king- 
dom at liberty, and fatisfy themfelves with an annual tribute.’ 

The fultan being then at w^ar with the Perftansy was not 
much difpofed to break with the empeiof : he therefore re- 
' fnfcd to engage with the Hungarians^ unlefs the places of 
ftrength were put in his pofleffioh as a fccurity, and even made 
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110 difficulty of revealing indireftly the fecret negotiations 
with' the malcontents. The emperor having notice of this ^hkb is 
from his fefident at the Porte^ was afterwards fully informed difct,^ed 
of the plot, by means of the count of Tattenihach\{tx\2Si\^ *be em- 
who having been imprifoned by bis mailer upon a fufpicion of 
robbery, and thinking to be revenged and regain his liberty, 
fcnt fome papers relating to the confpiracy, written by Tattem- ^ 
bach's own hand, to Vienna, Leopold^ upon this difcovery, 
fent orders to the chancellor of Gratz^ diligently to obfervc 
the condudl of Tattembach. * 

At the beginning of Lent count Serini took the field, to the 
furprize of all thofe who were ignorant of the confpiracy. 
Tattmbach^ to avoid fufpicion of icing concerned with him, 
offered to the chancellor to endeavour to difeover his inten- 
tions, and foon after came to Gratz^ to take his place at the 
council 5 but was immediately arrelled, and an officer fent 
to his callle to feize his papers ; upon which he confefled 
the engagements he had with count Serini^ a copy of which 
information was fent to the emperor. While the count Serini 
was to a£l in Croatia^ and keep up the fpirit of the PVa» 
lachianSf who had already joined him with eight thoufand 
men, Ragouki had promifed to feize Moniafeh in Upper Hun^ 
garyy where his father’s treafures lay , and coming to Tokay^ 
where he treacheroully furprifed the governor and fome of his 
chief officers, he endeavoured to make himfelf mailer of the 
town; but being repulfed, he marched to Montafehj where 
the gates were Ihut againll him by his mother, and the can- 
non pointed to anfwer his demands. 

The emperor, finding that the malcontents were growing Theempe- 
powerful, rcfolved to reduce them by fog:e^ and ordered the ajks 
march of fome troops into Hungary ; and, that his condu£l f^Jfiftance 
might be approved by the Hates of the empire, ^fcnt a copy ofA®'* ^be 
fome of the ^onfpirator’s letters to the diet at Ratijbon^ and 
demanded the alfillance of the ftates againll tl^e rebels and 
Turks, The diet promifed an affiHance of twenty-fix thou- 
f^nd men ; but not being able to agree upon tlys nymber that 
each member Qiould furnilH, they concluded nothingjhat year. 

IJefidcs the troops that were fent iqto Hungary^ major-general 
Spankau was fent with fix thoufand men and eight pieces of 
cannon againll count Serinbxn Croatia, who was then greatly 
cmbatralred, the IValacbians having deferted from him for 
want of pay, and he having failed in his enterprize ag&inft 
Copnanitz, which he had promifed to deliver to the Turks. 

Thtf malcontents Upper Hungary not riling as he expefled, 
and the imperial army advancing to beliege him, he was per- 
fuaded lo implv^rc the meity of the emperor : but while 
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a monk mediated a reconciliation, Spankau bedeged Schake^ 
torn with the imperial army ; and, denying any know- 
ledge of a treaty, prefled the town fo vigqroufly, that count 
Seriniy defpairing of defending it, endeavoured to cfcape with 
his brotfler-in-law, count Frangipani j but they were both 
taken, and carried prifoners to Fienna. 

While Spankau was reducing \ Ragouki had bc- 

ficgcd Tokai and Zathmar m Upper Hungary^ and haJ'feizedi 
all the pafles, to prevent the imperial army from coming to 
relieve them ; but receiving a Jetter from count Serini, by a 
meflengcr of the emperor, :isking the liberty of the governor 
and officers o^Tokai, and exhorting him to fubmit to his fove-* 
reign as he had done; at th(^ fame time he judging it was im- 
poffible to continue the war v/ithout ruining himfelf, and glad 
to have propofitions made to him by the emperor ; immediately 
laid down his arms, and fet his prifoners at liberty, praying 
their afliftance to procure his pardon ; which at length, by the 
mediation of his mother, was granted to him, together w'ith 
the pofllffion of all his former eftates. 

The emperor, having now no more to fear from the mal- 
contents, fummoned to Vienna the chiefs of the nobility of 
Upper Hungary \ and at the fame time declared, that thofe 
who refufed to appear fliould be judged guilty of treafon, and 
proceeded againft by military execution. Soon after Pagife^ 
rents^ the fecretary of thc'iiirociation, being taken at CaJIovia^ 
there were foujid in his chamber five boxes full of letteTs and 
papers relating to the confpiracy, by which it was difcm^cred 
that NaJaJii was alfo one of the confpirators. He, being 
feized, confefied himfelf guilty; and only requefted of the 
emperor to fpare his children, who had not been concerned 
in the crime. 

By means of thefe letters Leopold being informed of every* 
thing relating to the plot, appointed judges to try the rebels. 
Serini Serini, Nada^i^ Frangipani^ and Tattembach^ were con«*

I'hc emperor 

being irsformcJ of this immediately, made fevcral regiments Pre^burgi 

that were in B'.hcminy StinUy M'jravia^ and Aujlria^ march 

\\\\Q Hungary^ which the malcontents oeirciving, they had re- 

courfe rQ ins clemency, and endeavoured by their fubmilfions 

to furpafshis moft faithful fuhjects ; however, they demanded 

to be freed from the payment of^money to the German foldiers, 

and propofed to the cmp^i^ror to affign their fubrdlciice out of 

the contifeated eftates ; but he refufed, and told ^ern, that by 

their revoh they had lofl their privileges, aiid had no other 

part to chiife but tliat of fubmifliftn ; and, far from granting 

what they defned, he obliged them to mairuain thirty thou- 

fand men, to pay their ufual taxes, and to puiiifh the fe- 

ditious. 

VV HiLE the emperor wai employed in fettling the affairs of 
Hungary y L^wh the fourteenth was picparing to invade the 
Dutch, having taken umbrage at the triple alliance, formed 
between them, the EvgUjh, and Swedes, to preferve the tran- 
qu’lity of Europe, and chiefly defigncd to reftiain his ambi- 
tious views. Having fucceeded at the courts. of England 
Sweden^ in dilTolving the triple alliance, and fecuring them to 
his interefi, he lilcewife made a treaty with the elector of Co- 
logn, the bifhop of Munjler, and fevcral other princes of Ger- 
inayiy, and alfo prevailed upon the emperor to obferve a neu- 
trality, provided he made no attempt upon the territories of 
the empire ; but he could obtain nothing of the eleilor of 
Brandenburgs but an ambaflador fent to France to difluade him 
from making war againfl- the Dutch ; on^tke contrary, that 
elc£lur made an alliance with the ftates-general"^, and engaged 
to furnifli them with twenty thoufand men, one half of whom 
were to be payed by the ftates, v^ho, haviq^ forefeen the de- 
figiis of the French king, were taking all poflible •precautions 
to oppofe him ; and by their ambafiador at Madrid^ had en- 
gaged the court of Spain to.furtiilh them with mona/, and fix 
thoufand men from Ojlendy befides the recruits th^y were 
raifing in the territories of feveral «princes of Germany, and 
fix thoufand Swifs, brought by the count de Dohna, Other 
fuccours were promifed theifi, and confiderable levies were 
expelled from tfic prince of Anhalt, and the command of all 
their forces was given to prince Waldeck, and lieutenant-gene- 
ral JVurts\ but the^reat preparations of Lewis the fourteenth,

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and the public calamity that threatened, fo terrified the people 
^ of Holland^ that they not only declared IVilliam prince of 
^ ‘ • Orange captain-general and admiral of the republic, bift, in 

* ■ a tumultuous manner, altered their prefent form of government, 
and clccicd him ftadtholder and governor-general of their ar- 
mies by fca and land. That prince was then but nineteen 
years of age, and became afterwards the mod indefatigable 
enemy of the ambitious fchemes of LewU the fourteenth. 
T/jifEntr- Engllfl) began the firft hoftilities, by attacking the 

lifa at^ck E>utch fleet returning from Smyrna ; and, in the beginning of 
the Dutch March^ the French king marched with one hundred and twenty 
and thoufand men towards the Rhine^ the eledor of Cologn hav- 
tbe French ing opened to him all the pafles into his country. At the 
king in- fame time the biChop of Alunjler entered with all his forces 
into the northern provinces of the republic: the French vxa* 
Holland, mediately took Orfoy^ Burich^ IFefd and Rhinberg^ and paf- 
fing the Rhine at Tolhoufe^ they took Arnheirn^ the fort of 
Skenck^ Utrecht^ Doejburgy Zutphen^ Nimeguen^ Naerden^ the 
fort of Crevecceur^ the ifle and city of Bornel and Bodegrave^ 
having, in a few months, pafled three rivers, conquered the three 
provinces of Gueldresy Utrecht ^ and OveryJfeU and taken forty 
towns. The troops of the bifhop of Munjier and the eleftor 
of C(?/tf^«being joined, had taken GrW, Loeben^Bre^ 

wort, and were fet down before Deventer, which was obliged 
to furrender the twenty-fecond of June^ after having made a 
moft vigorous defence. The bimop of Munjier afterwards 
took Couvorde, and on the twenty-feventh of July opened the 
trenches before Groningen, but was obliged to raife the fiegc 
with lofs ; and the Hollanders recovering Couvorde, drove the 
troops of Munjier from all the places which they had poflefled 
in the province of Groningen. 

These rapid conquefts of the French caufed the emperor 
and fevcral princes of Germany to declare for Holland ; and in 
the month of Augujl Leopold wrote to all the membeis of the 
empire, to finite thcmfelves for the common fafety of the Gcr^ 
manic body, and to recal their troops which were in the fer- 
vice of 'Fja}ve and England ; and altho' the elcftor of Bava- 
ria, anjl the French ambaflador, by their intrigues at Vienna, 
endeavoured to prevent „any afliftance being fent to the ii?/- 
yet Leopold made a treaty with them, and engaged to 
^a'^iUhe ^boufand men to jocn the forces of the eledor of 

^^ate^-2cne- Brandenburgs and the treaty being publiftied, was followed with 
a manileflo, wherein the emperor declared, that as guarantee 
of the treaties of JVeJiphalia which the French had broke, he 
propofed to hinder them from entering, into the empire, and 
to flop their progrefs, which was now dreaded by all Europe. 

Otr 
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On the thirty-firft of January the elector of Brandenburgs 
at the head of twenty-fix thoufand men, and thirty pieces of 167^* 
cannon, and the duke of BournonvilUs the imperial general* 
left Lipjiadt^ and marched towards Loeji ", where they learned 
that Turenne had left Holland^ and was coming to mQpt them 
at the head of thirty thoufand The only fruits of this 
diverfion were, the evacuating of Groningen by the bifhop of 
Munjier^ and the fiege of Maejiricht railed by the French ; 
for though the eledtor of Brandenburg would have hazarded a 
battle, yet the imperial general, who had fecret orders only to 
a<Sl defenfively, would not give Vis confent. The eleftor not 
being powerful enough to a6t againft the French by himfelf, 
was obliged to retire into the county of Ravensberg^ while the 
Imperialifts went towards Lipfe f and the vifeount Turenne 
following after him, and forcing the pafles where he had 
left detachments, he was forced to quit If^ejiphalia^ and to 
retire into the bifliopric of HildeJIwm^ while the French took 
poflefTion of the dutchies qf Cleves and Marck^ and the city 
JVefel upon the Rhine. The bad fuccels of this campaign 
making the Hollanders murmur againft him, his friends repre- 
fented to him that he ought to m^ke ufe of that conjunfture 
to be reconciled to Lewis the fourteenth. I'hc itates likewife The ekHor 
having omitted to pay the fubfidies which they had promifed, ^Bran- 
and all the provinces which the eleftor poflelfcd in Weftphalia denburg 
being loft, he was difpofed to make an^ccommodation with . • 

France ; and a peace was concluded at IVofeUy by v/hich all his^^^^^ 
provinces were reftored to him, except the cities of Ret% and p 
(Vefel, which the Frenchk^^t till the peace (hould be concluded 
with Holland: the eledlor promifed not to give any more af- 
fiftancc to the Hollandersy referving to himfelf neverthelefs the 
liberty, to defend the empire in cafe it waj attacked 

The French having put garrifons into too many places, 
which confiderably weakened their army, and having ne~ 
gle6ted to pofl'efs themfelves of Am/lerdamyj\iz foul of the re- 
public ; Montecuculliy the imperial general, marching 

to join the prince of Orangey and prince Mauriccy governor of 
Frifelandy having gained feveral advantages ovqf thf*biftiop of 
Munjlery Lewis the fourteenth faw that he could ^not long 
preferve his conquefts 5 therefore accepted of the mediation o-f 
Sweden to negotiate a peace with the United Provinces. The 
place appointed for the con^refs was the city of Cohgn ; and 
the kings of France and Englandy and the ftates-general, fent 
their plenipotentiaries thither before the opening of the dun- 
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pign. As a fufpnfion of arms was not agreed upon, the 
prince of Conde arrived at Utrecht in the month of 
formed a dcfign of making himfelf mafler of Muyden ; but 
being repulfed by the Hollanders^ he endeavoured to let ofF 
the waters that overflowed the country, by opening the dykea 
towards the feaj but Was obliged to defift from his attempt; 
for as the tide rofe, he only let in more, which diflrefled bis 
liCwisthe own army. The king of France fucceeded bettef before 
foiirtmth Maeftricht^ which he befieged with an army of forty thoufand 
takes Ma- men ; and, though it was defended with the utmoft bravery 
ellricht, by the governor Fdrjau^ obliged it to furrender on the thirtieth

prince of . The prince of Orange^ ftot having forces fufiicient to op*

N^evden French had fer^d ; and began with the fiege of 

WBonn. which, after a week’s defence, furrendered on the 

‘ thirteenth of September. Afterwards marching his army into 
Brabant^ he had a conference with the governor of Spanijh 
Flanders^ who promifed to join him immediately with eight 
thoufand men ; and Montecuculli being then at Coblentx^ the 
three armies marched in conjundlion to befiege Bonn^ vi^ich 
furrendered after nine days fiege, as did Kerpen and Duren 
fh* upon the flrft attack p. I'hefe fuccell'es of the allies obliged 

French the French to evacuate the three provinces of Holland^ after 

evacuate b'avihg. exafted heavy contributions, and fecured the artillery 
the pro- and hoftages at Maeflricht and Graves. Neverthelcfs, trading 
^ advantages of the next campaign, they fought all means 

Holland. retard the negotiations of peace, which was not now fo 
impatiently, defired by the allies, efpccially as they had con- 
ceived fufpicions ^pf the mediation of the Swedes^ who, they 
believed, were too favourable to ; therefore the pleni- 
potentiaries at Cologn fpent their time more in ceremonies and 
entertainments than in bufincfs : and William count of Fur^ 
Jlemberg^ plepipotehtiary for the elector of Cologn^ having been 
^ jy feized and carried prifoncr to Bonn by order of the emperor, 
y Qccafion JO Lewis the fourteenth to recal his ambafladors, 

and carry the war into the empire; although the emperor de- 
clared, that the reafon why count Furjiember^ was taken prU 
foner was, that, being a valFal of the empire and pf the duke 
of Jif/lriaj he could not take upen himfelf the o^ice of ple- 
nipotentiaiy againft the iutereds of his mafter ; .that, befidcs, 
he tvas colonel of a regiment in the fervice of France^ and 
had not obeyed the letters of revocation of the court of 
Vienna.

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The duke of NoaUIes having entered Franche-compie^ Led- A nt^jj 
^Artnadc a league with the Dutch and Spaniards: the elector alUavee 
of Brandenburg alfo proniiled to join the imperial army with ugawfi the 
fix thoufand men ; and the elcftor Palatine, the dukes of French, 
Brunfwick^ and the landgrave of Hejfe^ acceded tef the al- ^ho take 
liance% which obliged the eIe« 5 !or Oi CoLgn and the bi(hop of Fefan^on. 
Munjier to abandon France ; but the cledlor of Bavaria and 
the duPe of Hanover remained neuter. Lewis the fourteenth 
coming to the camp, began the campaign with the ficge of 
Bejhnfon^ which furrendered in the end of May^ the garrifon 
being made prifoners of war. The French afterwards took 
Dole, Salins, tl^e caftles of youx and St. Anne. •Mean while, 
the German troops defiring to c^ter Alface, were prevented ; 
the French having feized Germerjhsim, and the city of Straf- 
burg having denied them the ufe of their bridge; therefore 
they retired with their troops between Heidelberg and Philip/- 
burg, where the duke of Bournonville was to join them with 
the imperial army: but thevifeount Turenne, to prevent that 
jundlion, took the route of Epingem, and in five days came 
within fight of the Germans, who were encamped upon a 
rifing-ground near Sintziseim, a finall town of the Palatinate, 
under the command of the count Caprara and the duke of 
Lorrain. The two armies engaging, the Germans were de- Turenne 
feated, and obliged to retire to Heidelberg ^ ; from whence defeau the 
marching to Worms, they were joined by the duke of Bout- near 
nonville ; and their army now coniifting of forty thoufand men, Sintz- 
they encamped upon the Netkar, to prevent the French from ^d 
paffing that river : but the vjfcount Turenne advanced with 
army, and fent his cavalry to find out a ford, rcfolving to at- 
tack their increnchments; upon which the imperial generals, 
declining an engagement, fenc off their Baggage, and in the 
beginning of the night decamped, and marched to Frankfort. 

The vifeount Turenne, being now mafter of the Palatinate, 
not only allowed his army to live at difgfetion, but ravaged 
the whole country with fire and fword, deftroying their 
woods, and fetting fire to their houfes and corn-fields. Thcfe 
calamities of the eleSor-ptilatine awakened the ofher princes 
of Germany ; and in lefs than a month the dukes of Brunfwicl, 
the elector of Cologn, and the new bi(hop of Munjier, fent 
troops to join the imperial army, which was encamped be* 
tween Ment% and FrankforU Thcfe forces, when united, 
being greatly fuperior to the army of the vifeount Turenne^ he 
was obliged to repafi the Rhine, and encamp at Lqndau ;

ivhilft the Imperlalifts paflTed over the bridge of Mentz^ rcnd» 
marching along the Rhine^ encamped between Spire and 
Philipsburg^ where, in a council of war, it was refblved to 
pafs the Rhine^ and take winter-quarters in Upper Jlfiice. Ac- 
cordingly they paffed over the bridge of Strashurgy the empe- 
ror’s refident having influenced the city to allow thcmi and 
encamping upon the river ///, they waited for the clt.ftor of 
Brandenburgy who was coming to join them with a reinforce- 
ment of twenty thoufand men.t The vifeount Turenney though 
inferior in number, yet profiting of the advantage of the 
piutual jealousies among the allied generals, refolyed to attack 
them before they were joined by the eleftor; and marching 
from Wantzenauy he advanced on the fourth of OSiobery at 
break of day, in order of battle, where the duke of Bournon- 
vilUy having placed a body of infantry with fome cannon in ^ 
Turenne wood, waited for him. The two armies looked at one 
affain de^ another for more than an hour v^^ithout any aftion ; but Tu^ 
feats the renncy fearing to be flanked from the wood, ordered it to be 
'^aUtesy ^ho attacked ; and, after a vigorous refiftancc, he made himfelf 
retire un- matter of it, and took teri pieces of cannon. During the 
der the difpute in the wood, the allies fell upon the center of the 
cannon of enemy’s line, and, notwithftanding their heavy fire, broke 
^Strasburg# through to the body of referve ; but being repulfed by fome 
fquadrons of horfe, and the foot rallying and renewing their 
fire, they were intirely routed j and the night coming on, they 
retired beyond the Illy leaving three thoufand dead on the 
- field " ; and having encamped under the cannon of Strasburgy 
waited for the arrival of the eledlor of Brandenburgy who, 
having been hindered by the diflicuity fome princes made of 
letting him pafs ‘through their territories, did not join them 
till eleven days after. This ftrong reinforcement obliged 7 «- 
rersne to quit his poft, and intrench himfelf behind the lines of 
MarUim-y but the Imperialiffs pafling the Brufehy he en- 
camped at ^Vtlferiy to cover Haguenau and Saverne. The 
clc£lor of Brandenburg not being able to prevail upon the im- 
perial gencral<^o hazard a battle, ^.he two armies lay eight or 
ten dayscwjthin a league of one another, without any hoftili- 
ties j and the Germansy not having any magazines, were foon 
^dittrelTed for want of provifions^ and obliged to return to 
Bhijheimy from whence they feparated into winter quarters in 
the cities of tipper Alface. 

Turenne protected the frontiers of towards

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ajt Stmef\ and the adlton continued till night, when the vi£lory 
remained doubtful. 

Wnitz the war was continued by both parties with fuch 
earneftnefs, pope Clement the tenth did not ceafe te exhort 
the emperor and king of Spain to renounce the alliance pf the 
I^roteftants, and be reconciled to France, He likewifc preffed 
the moft Chriftian king to turn his views towards peace, which 
now feemed alfo to be delired by the allied princes of Ger~ 
many But the emperor, Spe^n^ and HoUandy feemed to be 
far from entering into a negotiation : neverthclefs, the fiates- 
general made fome propofals of peace, which ^vere reje£led 
bv the French as too high demands ; and the billies, thinking 
their affairs in a profperous way, tvould not fubmit to any al- 
teration in the plan of accommodation. 

The vifeount Turenne^ having received a reinforcement of 
ten thoufand men froin Flanders^ advanced to furlri/i^ 

and fell upon the quarters of the Imperialifts, took a regiment*^^^^^^^^ 
of dragoons prifoners and defeated fix thoufand horfc otzx terstf the 
Mulhaufetiy taking the generals Caprara and Tunewaldy with Imperial 
feveral other officers, the duke of Bournonvillex^iyxxng in ijisyand d(^ 
to Colmar y the quarters of the troops of the eleflor. Turenncy feats 6000 
ftill advancing, attacked the allies, who were potted betwixt the near 
rivers of Turkeim and Colmar. The Iniperialifts, giving way, Mulhau- 
were fupported by the eleftor of Brandenburg ; and ni^t 
drawing pn, the French retired, and flood under arms, ex- 
pe£ting to renew the engagement next da)r; but the allies de- ^ 
camped at eight in the evening, and repafled the Rhine at 
Strasburgy the Imperialifts taking up their winter-quarters 
near Offemburgy and the elector of Brandenburg in Fran^ 
conia. • • 

That the elector might be called from affifting the Im- 
perialifts on the Rhincy the French had prevailed with the 
Swedes to invade the' Marches of Brand^hurgy though two 
years before they had made a defenfive alliance with that 
elefior*. Swedes at firft dbferved an exafi difcipline, 

cooinaitcing no great hofliVcies for three or founmodths ; their 
general declaring, that he would retire with his ai^y when- 
ever the eleeflior fhould make his peace with France : but pro- 
vifions beginning to fail, they ufed violence ; and not only 
pillaged the country, but* railed contributions upon feveral 
towns. The elector, who ws^ then in Franconioy ordered 
the prince of Anhalty governor of Ponieraniay to make no op- 
pof^ion ^ i but to^fhut the gates of the cities, and remain in

deBrandcn. p. 142*^ ^ Mem. de Branden. 
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Berlin till .he ibould arrive. At the fame he complained to 
the diet of Rathbon ; and on the ninth of March prefenTed a 
memorial, in anfwer to one that the king of S^wedcn fent 
to the dipt in the month of December : he concluded with de- 
Oring, that, lince the king ot Sweden had uled hoHilities 
againlf one of the moft faithful member? of the empire, thq 
diet would be pleafed to declare him an enemy, and ^proceed 
againft him according to the laws of the Germanic body. 
Though this memorial and feveral others were fupported by 
the emperor, yet it was not bbtbrc the middle of July that 
Sweden was declared an enemy of the empire ; the eledlor 
having left Prmconia^ and arrived at Magdeburg^ a month 
before, during his abfencet the Swedes had over run all Po- 
merania^ and taken a great many towns; but, from the mo- 
ment of his arrival, a^'airs fo fuddenly changed their appear- 
ance, that in lefs than twelve days all the country was re- 
taken, and the Swedes repuifed \vith conGdcrablc lofs. As 
the Swedes met with no oppofition, they had divided their 
army into feveral bodies, that their conqiiefis might be the 
more extenfivc ; but, as there were no polls then edabliihed 
i n ■ they had no information of the elpdtor’s Jong 

march, till they were furprifed by him at Rathe nau ; upon 
which that part of their army that was at Brandenburg 
marched towards Ther belling where they were to be joined by 
The eUclor IVrangel^ with fomc other of their troops : but the 

defeats the d^^or not waiting for his infantry, but purfuing them with 
Swedes at thoufand fix hundred horfe, and twelve pieces of cannon, 
Thcrbel- immediately attacked them ; and killing three thoufand of 
lin. their men, the remains of their army retired into Therbellin^ 

and broke down Abg bridge after them ; but not thinking 
thcmfclves fafe there, they retreated with precipitation into 
the dutchy of Mecklenburg, 

MONTE CUCUL L I having got a reinforcement of 
fome old rcgigients early in the fpiing, had advanced towards 
Stra/burg^ with a defign to enter into Alface ; but Turenne^ 
to cut oiFn^e qpmmunication between Strasburg and the im- 
perial armj;, rcfolved to pa^ the RSine^ and fucceeded in his 
enterprize before the Imper^alills had any knowledge of his 
purpofe. Having taken Wiljiadt^ he extended his army along^ 
the Rhine j to prevent the Imperial h'ls from paffing it ; while 
MontecucullU having thrown fuccours into Ojfeimburg^ lay 
with ‘'his army at Reuchen, The vifeount Turenne^ after a 
ftjarp difpute, having poffed bimfelf at Acheren^ obliged the 
Imperialifls to retire to Bihl^ lca:ving ore hundred meri' irf ' 
the /rattle and church>yard of Salsbach^ with orders .to defend 
them to the laft extremity ; but oC^e advancing, drew 
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up their cannon againft the caftle, which Montecuculli obferv- 
ing, •marched tJp with his army, with the defign of an en- 
gagement, and about one in the afternoon brought his can- 
non to play upon the French. Turcnne^ finding that his bat- 
teries were too low to have any efFed, and thofe of* the Im- 
perialiils bore upon his camp, went with Tome officers to 
view a rifing-ground, where a battery might he raifed to dif. 
mount that of the enemy ; and while he was talking to the 
officers, he received a ball upon his brealf, and tell dead 
upon his horfe’s neck. • 

Af'i'J-r the death of the vifeount the French^ in a 

council of war, refolved to decamp and repafs^the Rhine at 
Altenheim^ where they had their i>rid}ies ; and marching off 
on the twenty-ninth of July^ in the evening, they were at- 
tacked by MonUcucuUi^ in paffing the CheuUe s a!)J aher an 
adion of ten hours, in which they loft many men, and a 
great part of their baggage, they were obliged ro retise with 
precipitation to Alteriheinu where paffing the Rhine^ tijey in- 
trenched themfelves on the other fide. 

The emperor, to ficc Montecuculli from a part of his enemies, 
defired the princes of Lunenburg^ and the duke of l^orrain^ to 
march their troops towards the Lewer -Rhiney and make a diver- 
lion by befieging the city of Triers. The marfhal Crequi^ being 
informed of their intention, immediately marched xoMetz^ and 
having received a reinforcement from the army of the prince of 
Conde^ he encamped on the Snvernej with a defign of march- . 
ing to the affiftance of the belieged. The allies, not think 
ing it proper to wait for him, quitted their lines, and marched 
to attack him. The marquis of Gra??a began the engage- 
ment againft the left wing of the French,^ and drove them French 
from a rifing-ground fword in hand. The cavalry of 4 ’//, 
in the left wing of the allies, at firft gave ground ; but the 
duke of Zell rallying them, brought them back, and attacking 
the French in flank, their cavalry fled and left the foot to be 
cut in pieces by the conquerors, who falling *n fword in 
hand entirely routed them. The Frettch loft theiii cannon, 
mules, carts, and baggage,* and almoft ail their geTierals were 
either killed, wounded, or taken prifoners. Tne*tillies re-^ 
turned to their lines ; and having* received a reinlorceinent, 
continued the fiege of Trier%^ which furrendered on the twen- 
tieth day ; and the dukes of Brunfwick and Lunenburg^ hav- 
ing taken pofleffion of the town, left the army and wcn 4 to 
fecure their own territories, fearing that the duke of Hanover 
(]^uH declare in favpur of the Swedes^ againft the eleftor of 
Brandenburg*^ The duke of Lorrain dying foon after the

bank, were attacked by the Imgerialifts with fuch fury, that 
they were quickly put into diforder, and would have been cn* 
tirely routed, had not the EngUJhmhmxy fupported the charge 
of the Aujlrians^ till the duke of Luxemburg had rallied the 
French^ who continuing their march, encamped under the 
counterfearp of Saverne. The duke of Lorraln followed them* 
and raifing three batteries upon a rifing-ground, cannonaded 
them for four days; but the cleSor-palatine making great 
complaints of the garrifon of Philipshurg^ the emperor font 
an exprefs order to the duke to befiege that city, notwithftand- 
ing he wrote ioVtenna^ that he would oblige French army 
to furrender at difcrction in fifteen days : marching his army 
towards Strashurg^ he there embarked his infantry and heavy 
cannon, and advanced with the reft towards PhilipsBurg. 

The trenches were opened on the twenty-fixth of June^ and, 
after the fiege was well advanced, an unexpe^^ed event put all 
into diforder; for the Rhine fuddenly overflowing, wafhed 
down the tents, filled the trenches, and ruined the batteries, 
fo that the befiegcrs had all to begin anew. The duke of 
Luxemburg likewife, at the head of forty- five thoufand, men, 
made feveral attempts to affift the town, but not fucceeding 
he endeavoured to draw off the duke of by marching 

to befiege Friburg. Having fpent much time? in building a 
brid^^e over the Rhine^ the duke followed h\m with his caval- .

Rhinfeld^ caufcd them to lay over a bridge of boats, as tho* he 
had a mind to repafs the river at that place. The duke of 
Luxemburg apprehending this, repafTed. the Rhine to^ obferve 
him on the other fide, and poAeiled the pafles. to hinder the Im- 
perialifts from entering into the county of Burgundy : bur the 
feafon being far advanced^ the imp(?rial troops went into win- 
ter-quarters in Suabia and Franconia ; and the French army 
having lent lome of their forces into Lorrain^ and others into 
Burgundy^ remained in Alfcde* 

"I'he duke of Lorrain having heard at Florainville of nhc

tiring into Germany^ upon condition that neither he nor his 
troops (hdi^ld V carry arms againft France during the reft of 
the campaign. * 

While the duke of Lorrain was marching to the relief of 
the prince of Saxe, he heard of his accommodation ; but con- 
tinuing his route, he pafled the Rhine over the bridge of 
Sti'asbiogy and following the French army, found it encamped 
' Fhchersherg. Sending major-general Schultz, with a 
large detachment of cavalry to obferve the difpofition of 
their army, there followed an engagement betwixt thirtjr-fix

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iquadrons of the French and the detachment ; in \vhJch it 
viroulji have whojly been cut to pieces^ had not the duke of 
Lor rain come in perfon to thetr affiitance, and forced the 
French to return to their camp. Soon aiier the duke received 
orders from the court of Vienna to put his troops intcb winter- 
quarter, which he was obliged to lubmit to \ although he 
reprefented, that it was to be Icared that the mareehal (Jrequiy 
who wa« iiill in arms»* would lorm feme enterpiize againlt ^ ^ 
Friburgy as foon as the imperial army fhould be dilperled into ^ 
quarters. The imperial camp, was no fooner broke up than Pribure* 
Friburg was invefted by the French •y which when tneduke oifurrenders

GripV- paflfid o\ 4 cr to StralfumU where the count of Konigfmarck com-:, 
wald. manded, with one thoufand fix hundred horfe and fix hun- 
dred foot. Three thoufand of the citizens had likewife taken 
up arms, and, with a refolution of vigoroufly defenejing the 
town, had themfelves fet iiie to the fuburbs ; but the elector 
landing his artillery, fo furioufly bombarded the tovvh, that 
in a Ihort time one half of it'^was in flames. The citizens, 
affrighted, immediately raifed a flag of truce, without the 
knowledge ot the governor ; upon which the eIe(£lor ceafed 
iiring, and fent a trumpet* into the town to know if they 
would capitulate ; but the count of Kanigfrnarck^ pointing the 
cannon of the ramparts upon the town, threatened to hang 
thofe that dared to mention a capitulation. I'he bcfiegers re- 
newing their bombardment, and the bombs having fet Are to 
feven places of the town, and burnt the magazine, the flag of 
truce was again raifed, with the permiflion of Konigfmarck^ 
and two deputies fent to the camp of the eIe£lor, who fub- 
mitted to the terms of capitulation he preferibed. After 
Siralfund had Surrendered, the eledlor ordered the baron of 
Dorflin to befiege Gripfwaldy which was likewife bombarded, 
and the garrifon obliged to lUrrender at diferetion, before 
the Swedes could come to their affiftance. By the reduc- 
tion of this place, the eleilor completed the conqueft of Po* 
merania^ 

The duke of Lorrnin having begun the campaign in Al- 
face in the month of May^ encamped near Offemburg^ at the 
head of an army , of forty thoufand men, with a. defign to be- 
fi^ge Friburg ; but he difpofed his army, as though be had an 
intention of pafling the Rhine at Strasburgj and marching into 
Upper Alface, The motions of the duke obliged the mare- 
chal^-f Creqid to reinforce the garrifon of Friburg^ and en- 
camped near Colmar^ with a view to aflift Alface^ or in cafe of 
need to enjer ipto Brifgaw ; but hearing that the prince of 5^7- 
den was ^clearing the roads leading to Friburg^ and preparing 
magazines for a fiege,* he pafled the Rhine^ and encamped not 
far from Brifack. The duke of Lon-ain feeipg all his mea- 
fures broke, pofted himfelf between Brlfack and the French 
army, with an intention of bringing the enemy to an engage- 
meht ; but the marecbal Crequi leaving his camp, went and 
iortified himfelf within half a league of Friburg^ biit the duke 
cutting off fupplies from him, he was obliged to marclf into 
Alface ; and that the Impcrialifls might be prevented from fol*- 

1 lowing^ 
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lovJring him, he demanded of the cliy of Strasburg to have 
i^e fort, which commanded the bridge on the fide of Germany^ 

Ipbe^ut into his'hands, alledging, that it was to hinder them 
from breaking the neutrality^ The magiftrates having refufed 
to deliver the fort, he ordered it to be attacked, and, on the 
feventeenth of July carried it, having killed or taken prifoners 
all thofe that defended it : afterwards razing the fort, and 
burning part of the bridge towards Germany^ he entered Al- 
face^ and continued in the neighbourhood of Struiburg.^ The 
duke of Lorrain fearing that he would undertake the fiege of 
that city, immediately fent in * boats one thoufand foot, and 
four hundred horfe, who were received into the town. Crequi 
regarding thata^ion as a breach of the neutrality* ordered the 
two forts betwixt Strasburg and the Rhine^ on the fide of Al^ 
face, to be attacked, while the duke of Lorrain pafled that ri- 
ver near Philipsburg, and having made himfelf mafter of Lan* ^ 
dau, pillaged' it, and atterwards defeated fome detachments 
of French troops. 

THEcaufeof the little Yucceft of the Imperial ifts this year 
upon the Rhine was chiefly owing to the negleil of the court 
of Vienna, in not furnifliing the duke of Lorrain with money 
and magazines, for the fubililence of his troops, and under- 
taking the fiege of Friburg ; befides, the princes of Germany ^ 

difgufled with the war, did not ferve with the fame ardour as 
they had done in the beginning ; and the ^Hollanders, who 
wanted a peace, made fuch a weak refittance in ilie Loiv 
Countries, that the French were at liberty to fend great detach- 
ments from thence to ftrengthen their army in Germany \ and 
the king of Denmark, and the elector of Brandenburg, wholly 
employed with their cooquefts in Sweden, thought of nothing 
but augmenting them j the emperor alfo, mpre attentive to the 
troubles of Hungary, than the w^ar in A face, thought chiefly 
of reducing the malcontents of that kingdom. ‘ 

LEOPOLD, confidering the government of Hungary, and Leopold 
determining to Tupprefs the office of palatine, bpcaulc it ^wtfutprejfes 
too much power into the hands of one perlbn, adjudged it^^^ ojficeo/ 
more proper to govern that kingdom by a viceroy, vrho, 
ingall his authority from liim, and fubjeil: to beVccalled at 
pleafure, would be always fubmiffive to his orders. * Accord- 
ingly, five years before, he had ellablifocd ztPrefburg a 
Vereign court, under the tlirecl:ion of prince John 
Ampringhen, grand mafter of the Teutonick order, and prince ^ 
of the empire. As this prince was a native of Hungary, it 
.was thought that he would not be fufpe£led by the nobility of ^ 
thaukin^oin ; bu^ fhe change of government, far from ap- 
peafing the troubles, only augmented the number of ,raal-

He 
dying during the fiege, his fon Etnertcky then fifteen years of 
age, feeing the garrifon about to furrender, faved himfelf in 
the night with fome of his fliends, and afterwards fled to Po- 
landy believing the king might procure his pardon with the 
emperor ; but being foon undeceived, he retired into TranfyU 
vanidy and fo difttnguifhed himfelf by his merit, and the wif*

intentions to the Hungarians that remained faithful, .who 
might inform the malcoments< 


During 
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INURING this negotiation, the imperial general^ having Tekeli 
received fome troops that he expelled, refolved to attack tht takes tki 
malcontents $ and having firih taken poiTeffion of the pafles city 
in the mountains, to prevent the Turks from joining them, he troc, and 
marched againft Tekeli and Bahnm^ whom he found near Alu 
ftly in order of battle. Towards the end of the engagement, ^ 
the Impprialifts receiving a reinforcement obliged the^malcon- 
tents to retreat under the cannon of Altfil^ having paffed the 
mountains in good order, notwithftanding twenty fquadrons^^”^* ! 
of the enemy undertook to cut off their retreat. Next day 
TekcH^ having received a reinforcement of one i^oufand men, 
returned to the plain, and encamped under Carpfen, The 
city of Bujiroc having broke the* neutrality, and fired upon 
his army, he attacked it fo vigoroitfly, that in a few hours he 
made himfelf mafter of it, and caufed the heads of the prin- 
cipal citizens to be (truck o(F, as a puniQimeht for their infide- 
lity. After this expedition .he agreed upon a truce for fome 
months with the imperial generaU 

Such was the fituation of the aflriiirs of Hungary^ while 
the powers of Europe were negotiating a peace at Nimeguen, 

In the month of April the French king had declared the con- A. D* 
ditions upon which he would conclude a peace with theem- 1679. 
pire. He dtmsinded Franche-comte to be annexed to 
for ever, Wlewife a part of SpanIJh Flanders^ and the city of Fri^ France 
burg in the Brifgaw^ upon condition of leaving Philipsburg and 
all its dependencies to the emperor K He obliged himfelf 
alfo to reflore Lorrain to prince Charles^ but under fuch con- 
ditions as were never accepted of by that duke. The 
general being very defirous of peace^ and, by the favourable 
offers of the French, being inclined to ^el^rt the allies, the ° 
emperor was at laft obliged to confent to the demands of the 
plenipotentiaries of France the treaty of pe^e Was figned 
on the fifth of February, and afterwards ^tilled by theem^* 
peror ^ ,

Containing the Wars between the Empire France 
to the Peace of Ryfwick. 


D uring the negotlatipns of peace zX. Nimeguen^ Van 
Gale the bilhop of Munjler died, at the age of feventy* 
one, after hae/ing reigned twenty-eight years. His death was 
the occafion of new difputes among the allies in the North, 
who, negle&ing his fucceiTof, thought only of feizing hjs part of 
the dutchy of nremen ; the ele£lor of Brandenburg complain- 
ing to the court of Vienna of the invafion of the duke of 
nenburg^ who thought be juftified himfelf by faying, he only 
prevented the king of Denmark.f^ The emperor, difpleafed 
with the condu3 of the duke of Lunenburg^ obliged him to 
reftore to the fucceflbr of Van Gale what he had taken from 
him : but He did not long enjoy the new conquefts ; for foon 
after, making peace with France and Sweden^ he was obliged 
to reftore to the laft all that his predeceflbr had t)olfell*ed in 
the dutchies of Bremen and Verden. The emperor likewife 
concluding a peace with that crown, it was agreed, that the 
pacification of WeJifbaliaVtiQ\M be the rule and foundation of 
the treaty ; and that all a£b, decrees, and commiflions, 
daring Swrt/irn an enemy of the empire, and depriving it of 
the advantages of the peace of Munjier^ Ihould be null and 
void 

The cledlor K>f; Brandenburg and the king of Denmark^ 
feeing themfelves thus abandoned by their allies, protefted 
againft thefe particular treaties. The eledlor hearing that 
7he fixteen thoufand Swedes^ under the command of general Hern, 

Swedes had invadedePr^^, burnt the fuburbs of Memel, made theih- 

invade felves mafters of Tilfe and Injierhurg^ and over-run the greateft 
Pruffia, part Qf country, leaving Berlin on the tenth of January, 
W/v P'^tVng himfelf at the head of nine thoufand men, he 

tbe r rijlula on the fifteenth. The Swedes, confounded 

.e e or. approach, haftily retired •, and Gortz, the eleflor's ge- 
neral, purfuing them, harrafled them in their march, which 
diforder ruined almoft the half of their army. The elefior, 
advancing to the gulph of Frifch, drew his infantry over the 
ice in fledges; and arriving at Labiaw on the gulph of Cour^

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land^ he fent five thoufand horfe to interrupt the march of the 
Swkei \ and ufihg fledges likew.ife upon the gulph of Ceur* 
land^ he.arrived within three miles of the Swedijb quar« 
ters> on the nineteenth of January. He learned the ^me day 
that his horfe bad defeated two regiments of the enemy ; and 
that, upon the news of his arrival, Swedes had abandoned 
Tilfe^ and retired tovizxA^ Courland. Gortz^ purfuiqg them 
toviZxA^ Cuadjucj fell in with their rear, and intirely\rQuted 
them, returning to the elector with much booty, and a great 
number of prifoners. * The reiflains of the Swedifl) army that 
returned to Livonia fcarce amounted to three thoufand \ 

These fuccelTes were of no advantage to th^eleftor ; for 
the time of the cellation of arnr>s,dwhich was prolonged to the 
firft of May^ being expired, Lewis the fourteenth, rejecting all 
propolitions made by the minifters of the eIe£tor for a parti* 
cular accommodation, inflfted upon the intire re-eflablilhment 
of iht Swedes \ and ordered general Calno^, with the troops 
that were in the countries*of Cleves and JuUers^ topafi the ' 

Rhine^ and enter the principality of Minden, The general of 
the eledor, not being in a condition to oppofe them, had a 
conference with the marquis de CrotJJy^ ana procured the ceC- 
fation to be again prolonged to the niifeteenth of the month* 

Mean while, his ambaifador at the French court, ftill hoping 
to negotiate a particular treaty, delayed figning the peace till 
the day after the ceflation expired ^ ; fo that the marchal Cre- 
qui had advanced to the gates of Minden^ and beat general 
Spaan^ who, at the head of three thoufand men and fome 
cannon, oppofed bis pafling the Wejer^ before the news of the 
peace had reached his camp. The treaty of Wejlphalia ferved A peace is 
as a foundation for this peace of St. Germain ; only, to avoid concluded 
future differences about limits, the king Sweden ceded to het^veen 
the eleftor fome lands beyond theO<&r, and the property of ^ 
all the cuftoms of the ports in Further Pomerania.

This decree was followed by another, dated the 
feventeenth of Septernhery giving power to the commiflaries 
to judge of all difficulties th at (hould occur upon account of 
thefe inquiries ®. T^e archives of the churches and abbeys 
of the dutchy of having been examined, it was found 

that formerly many bifhops, to oblige their relations, had fa- 
voured tKfem with grants of their bifhoprics, which were in 
their gift., Thefe prelates had, indeed, received others in ex- 
change; but the council of thought it probable, that 
the value received was not fo confiderable : and, befides, they 
pretended that the dependence of^ the fief was unalienable ;

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transferred ; to otlwrs for feveral centuries, yet no prefcrlptlon 
could juftify a fijlfc right, and that the immoveable pofief* 
fions of bilhoprics were unalienable in their nature ; therefore 
France had a right to claim all that had been withdrawn and 
ufurped. . • 

The fovereignty of France over all the fiefs of Alface ftill The duke 
met with more difficulties. The king of Sweden^ as duke o^o/Beux-. 
Deux-paitSf and the cle<9:or- palatine, as count of KeldentZy powts, and 
refufed to pay homage to Lewis the fourteenth. Th6 court 
of France^ being infojrmed of t]iis refufal, ordered the fove- ^ 
reign council of Alface to judge of the affair. They decreed 
the dutchy of Deux-pants and the county of Veldyitz to be re- 
united to the crown of France^ if, within a limited time, the 
two princes, poffeflbrs of them, did not pay homage to Lewis 
the fourteenth. As this decree likcwife regarded the ten ci- ^ 
ties of the prefeflure of Alface^ they, in conjundlion with the 
king of Sweden^ the counts of VeldentZy JNaffkuy &c, com- 
plained of this proceeding to the diet of Ratisbon. 7'he em- 
pire, exhaufted by a long war, contented itfelf with writing 
to the king of France^ and to Charles the fccond of England^ 
who had been mediator of the congrcfs at Nimcguen. In their 
letter to Lewis the fourteenth they affirmed, that, by the 
treaty of Munfievy only the landgraviate of Upper and Lower 
Alface was granted to him ; and that the ten cities of the 
prefeflure were not comprehended in that ceffion ; but, to put 
an end to the differences, they prayed his majefty to determine 
thefc claims by the arbitrators that had been formerly agreed 
upon. 

The king of France replied, that what he claimed was A. D. 
only in confequence of the rights ceded to him by the treaties i68i. 
of Munjler and Nimeguen ; but, rather trouble the peace 
of his neighbours, he would confent to a revifal of what his 
courts had decreed. The ftaces of the empire, hiving re- 
ceived this anfwer, prayed Leopold to communicate to them 
the negotiations of his ambaffadors at Nimeguen^ and thofe of 
count Mansfeldy his minifter at the court of France, They 
were fent to the diet to be examined, which afj^rwafds agreed 
with France to appoint a congrefs at Frankfort to terminate 
the difference about the {ovQxexgniy of Alface. The* minifters 
of the Germanic body being perfonally obliged to, Leopold,, he 
prevailed on them to prolong the negotiations, that he might 
have leifure to provide for war. The king of France^ to 
ffrengthen the frontiers of Alface^ cut off the Germans from 
paffitig the Rhine betwixt Bvijack and Bafsl ; and to awe the 
Sw^Sy who had piromifed not to grant the Imperial ifls a paf-

Wed within a few leagues of Strasburg i and haromTJsfeldtj 
taking pofieffion of the ground betwixt the Rhine and the 
city, and the redoubt which covered the bridge, told the ma- 
giftrates, that the French only took poiTeffion of thefe polls tp 
prevent the Imperialifis, who had a defign of feizing them ; 
but that the city had nothing t(t fear, fince the king would 
take it under his prote61ion. The twenty-eighth of Septem- 
her the baron de Montclavy at the head of an army, fpoke a 
different language : he fummoned the town to furrender ; 
adding, that, if they pnade any refiftance, they would be 
treated as enemies. While the magiftrates and people, 
alarmed at this propofition, were deliberating what courfe to 
take, the marquis de Louvois arrived at lllkirhy and told their 
deputies, that the king his mafter being informed that they 
had defired the Germanic body to fend a garrifon into their 
town, he wanted to prevent them, and therefore required 
the city to be put into his pofleffion •, not that he defired to 
deftroy their privileges, but rather to load them with his fa- 
vours : that they iright draw up articles of capitulation ac- 
cording to their defire, which would be granted them, if they 
were compatible with the fovercignty granted to France by 
the treaty of Munfer. The magiftrates and people, feeing 
themfclvcs without refource, drew up articles of capitulation ; 
by which the inhabitants were confirmed in their privileges ; 
the Protifianis were allowed the, free exercife of their re- 
ligion, aijd the pofleifioh of all their ecclefiafiic property^ 
artd the churches which they then ufed, excepting the cathe- 
dral, which was given to the Catijiolics : but it was regulated^ 
^hat the cannon, military ftores, and arms in the public ma- 
gazines* ffaould be put into the hands of the French. Thefe 
hrti^es being ligned by Louvoh on the thirteenth of Septem^

Mean while the count deCreJjy prefTed the diet of Ratis^^ 
bon to come to a determination, with regard to the fovereignty 
of the king of France over Alface The dift aflembling 
on the twenty-fecond of January^ it was refolved tej examine 
the treaties upon which his^moft Chriftian majefty founded his 
right to the fovereignty of Alface. After two months de- 
bating on that fubjeA, the emperof being threatened with an 
invafion from the Turks^ pjopofed to the count de Crejfy to 
conclude a truce with France for thirty years, which Lewis the 
fourteenth confented to, and accordingly, on the thirty-firfl: of 
Augujl^ a truce was agreed to by them without either regulating

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7 he Hun- ' Whi^E the negotiations were carrying on at 'Frankfort and 
garian R^iisbon^ the Hungarian malcontents had broke the truce 
malcontents concluded at Oedemburg. Count Teieli being joined with 
hre^ the fou|f thoufand Turks^ furprifed the caftle of Zathmar^' and put 
truce^ and the garrtlon to the fvyrord ; afterv/acds, marching to Caffivia^ 
count he made himfelf mafter of it, the fourth day after he had 
Keli>r- ojpened the trenches * i Eperies fubmitted to a body of janifla- 
ries, cofnmanded by the bafliaw of Eada^ who likewife took 
a mar, the forts of Zipt and Zendre, and entered the county 

of Scepus. While the Turks *vere befieging7<?/ft?/ and FiUk^ 
Tekeli went and ravaged Silcfta. I'he grand vizier, to re- 
ward the fenwees he did to the Porte^ caufed him to be de- 
clared king of Upper Hungap^ and fent him a veft, a fabre, 
and ftandard, with the patent of the Grand Signior. 

The fultan, in the midft of his conquefts, made propofals 
of peace, which were rejedled by the emperor, fince he could 
not agree to them without opening a palTage for the Tmkt 
into the dominions of Aujirta. Leopold hearing of the great 
preparations made by the Turks on the frontiers of Hungary^ 
and not doubting but they were defigned againft Germany^ 
made a league offenfive and dcfenfive againft the Turks with 
fohn Sobieski king of Poland^ who engaged to march in per- 
fon to the afliftance of Vienna in cafe it were befieged y. He 
likewife addrefled the princes of the empire, who engaged to 
furnifh him with a certain number of auxiliary forces, and 
prince Charles of Lorrain was ordered immediately to join the 
imperial troops at Preshurg. That prince leaving his govern- 
ment of TVr<?/, arrived 2 XViennaon the eighth and fet- 

ting out from thence on the twenty-ninth of the fame month, 
he arrived at Kitfee^ where the imperial troops were en- 
camped. * t 

Immediately he befieged Ncwhaufel^ and pufhing the 
town vigoroufly, he had already made himfelf mafter of the 
fuburbs, when bei*g informed that the Turks were on their 
march, and •threatened to enter Stiria^ he raifed the ficge, and 
retired to^wards Comorra^ to watch the defigns of the enemy. 
Soon after 4 )eifig informed that they intended to march towards 
Albe-Royole^ oxtVeiJJemburgy hequitted his camp at Comorra^ and 
paffing the Raab^ entered •the ifland Schut^ having fent four 
regiments to reinforce a body of Hungarians at Neuira^ under 
the command of the palatine, ana ordering general Schultz to 
mai^h to Schinta, in order to cover the frontiers of Moravia^

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The grand vizier arriving at Belgrade^ marched from thence 
to W^hnhurg^ at the head of fifty thoufand janlflarie.s, thirty 
thoufand fpahis, and two hundred thoufand men, drawn from 
diflFe.rent garrifons, with artillery and baggage proportioned to 
fuch a multitude ; and encamping betwixt WetJJhnh^rg and 
the mountains of Raah^ detached a great number of Tlrr- 
tan to ravage the country, from whence the imperiaj army 
was to dfaw its fubfiAence. Afterwards advancing the 
mountains of Raah to take poflcflion of them, he was re- 
pujfed with confiderablc lofs, and likewife oppofed in at- 
tempting to pafs the river of that natne. In the mean time Tekeli 
count T^ekeli arriving at his camp, publiflied a mj^nifefto, de- publiflma 
daring, that the fultan would take under his proteflion all tnanifefto 
thofe who ftiould embrace the parfy of the malcontents ; and infan)our 
that he would maintain them in their privileges, liberties, 
goods, laws, and religion, but thatno quarter would be 
to thofe who refufed to fubmit. 

This manifeftohad fo great an ^fFecl, that the cities of 
Papa^ loty and Vefprin^ immediately opened their gates to. 
the malcontents : which example the emperor fearing that 
Neutra would likewife follow, he ordered count de Schultz^ 
the governor, to withdraw the heavy cannon, arms, and ain- 
munition, and to abandon the city. The fame orders having 
been given to the governors of the towns in the mountains, 
the cities and counties of Hungary declared to the comraifla- 
ries of the emperor, that they fliould be obliged to open their 
gates to count Tekeli^ as they did not think that they ought, 
upon the bare hopes of alTiftance, to expofe themfelves to fire 
and fword. 

The grand vizier having pafled the Raah over the bridge of 
Kirmcdedy which was abandoned by the Igiperialifts, entered 
the country, and put all to fire and fword : having afterwards 
pafled the Rabwiiz, he continued every where the fame de- 
vaftation. Prince Charles^ having oi\Iy tw^ty-four thoufand 
men, was not in a condition to refill fo great an*armyi and[, 
fearing that they would cut off his retreat to Vienna, and the 
hereditary countries, he rethed towards Berant »to ^bver the 
river Leithe, and watch the motions of the Tartarsy^who ra- 
vaged the country between the Raai and that river.

Mean while all was in the utmoft confternation in that 
city. The emperor, with all his court, had abandoned it 
on the feventh of July^ and retired to Liniz Great num- 
bers of the citizens followed the court, and the roads were 
crowded with fugitives, and carriages loaded with furniture 
and vaKiable effects. The firft advice of the flight of the re* 
giments had made fuch an impreflion, that they believed all 
was loft ; but the prefence "of the duke of Lorrain had, in 
fome meafure, removed their fears. As the defence of the 
city was of Very great importance, they, with all di/patch, 
repaired the fortifications ; ^and count Staremberg^ who com- 
manded the garrifon of eight thoufand men, forefeeing that, 
the fiege would be long, appointed the different quarters of 
the city to different general officers, and named fubalterns to 
give an account of all that paffed ; the citizens likewife, the 
tradefmen, and the mafters of the univerfity, with the ftu- 
dents, formed themfelves into companies to affift in defending 
the town. 

7hi grand AFTER the retreat of the duke of Lorrain^ the grand vi- 
zter leaving the bafhaw of Buda to befiege the city of Raab^ 
befiegts marched to Vienna^ and on the thirteenth of July appeared 
Vienna, before the city. On the fixteenth the trenches were opened, 
and foon after the city was wholly invefted. The duke of 
Lorrain^ being thus cutoff from all communication with the 
7he duke of azxx\{ox\i marched againft count Tekeli^ who was on the other 
Lorrain fide of the Danube^ and with twenty thoufand Hungarians^ 
reconms ^^d eight thoufand Turksj befieged the caftle of Presburg. 
^ having conie within fight of the camp of the rebels, he 

Tekef two hundred men to reinforce the garrifon of the caftle; 

^ and having obliged the malcontents to abandon the town, he 
afterwards defeated them entirely and burnt the wood and 
materials wh^ich tl!Pey had provided for building a bridge over 
the Danube^ in order to have a communication with the 
army of &he grand vizier. 7 ekeli afterwards marching into 
Moravia^ ana fummoning that province to pay contribution, 
the duke 'obliged him.todefift, by threatening to order the 
emperor's garrifons in Vpfer Hungary to make reprifals upon 
the houfes and lands of thofe of party : then marching to 
the neighbourhood of ViennOy he defeated the Hungarians, in 
feveiallkirmiflies, and prevented them from joining the Turh 
under the grand vizier.

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Mean while the fiege of Vienna was carried on with great John So* 
vigoi^r ; notwithftanding the bravery of the defendants, the bieski, 
7 urh had made a breach of fix fathoms in the body of the king of 
place, when "John Sobiejki^ king of Poland^ having joined the Poland, 
auxiliary troops of the circles, and pafled the Danube bvtx the ^^rives to 
bridge at Kremps, on the eighth of September^ gained the 
heights of the mountain of Calemberg with his army, and by ^ lenna. 
lighting fires informed the befieged that affifiance was aarived. 

The grand vizier having negle£led to difpute the pafiage of the 
Danube^ and allowed .the impedal and PoUJh armies to gain 
the top of the mountain, continued the fiege, hoping that 
the city would capitulate, before the allies could dbrce him to 
an engagement, and only fent a body of ten thoufand men 
to obferve their motions, and harrafs their march. On the 
eleventh of September the allies holding a council of war, re- 
gulated the order of battle. The Polanders had the right, 
and the duke of Lorrain the left ; the cleftor of Saxony drew 
up his troops on the righfr of the duke of Lorrain^ and the 
clcftor of Bavaria was pofted on the right of the Saxons ; while 
the king of Poland pofted himfelf in the Center of the army, 
which confifted of about fixty-four thoufand men In this 
order they marched down the mountain. The Turks ob- 
ferving them, extended themfelves from the Danube to the 
bottom of the mountain, and poffeffed themfelves of the hedges, 
intrenchments, and hollow ways, from whence they could 
harrafs them in their defeent. Towards the evening the king of 
Poland arriving at the plain at the foot of Camaldoli^ ordered 
count Lejlie to port his troops at the opening of a wood which 
extended to Vienna^ and to raife a battery to fecure the Defeats the 
pafs. Next day about five in the morning, the Turks fending grand mi - 
ibme troops to attack thofe who were woukiitg at the battery, sg/V, and 
the count de Fontaine oppofed them for fomc time, till the duke forces bis 
of Croy coming up to his afliftance with fome regiments, the camp. 
infidels were rcpuIfeJ, and forced to abandos their pofts. The 
grand vizier at laft coming out of his camp with thirty thou- 
fand horfe, the king of P^/(2;7Jhaftened his march, and about 
noon joined the right wing of the Imperialifts,^ andT attack- 
ing the Turks vigoroully, they retreated from mountain to 
mountain, while the duke of Lorrain on the left advanced to 
their camp, which he attacl^ed. Soon after the king of 
having received a reinf:jrccment, vigoroufly charged the 
body of horfe commanded by the grand vizier, and havijp; 
broke through it, put them into confulion The infiuc.:s

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tfjjg finding tliemfelves fo prefled by the king of Pcland^ and 
TurksT^ feeing^ their camp in dagger, were ftruck with a pani^) and 
•tuithpre- fled with precipitation, leaving adecifivc viftory to .the Chrif- 
€ifitaticn, tia'ns, with the lofs of only two hundred men, they them* 
felves baving lcarccly loft a thoufand : fo great was their ter- 
ror, that they left behind them the great ftandaid of Mahomet^ 
iheir tents, the greateft part of their baggage, th{ir provi- 
fions, 'the warlike Aorcs, and their artillery, which amounted 
to one hundred and eighty pieces pf cannon and mortars \ 
and their retreat was fo precipitate, that on the morrow after 
the action, ^the firft of their troops had already paflTed the 
"Raab. *

While the duke of Lffrrain^zs giving the neceflary or- 
ders to aft againft the Twrir, the emperor arrived at Vienna 
on the fourteenth in the evening ; and next day went to the 
Camp of the king of Poland to fee that prince, and teftify the 
obligations which he had to hiq;], for leaving his own king- 
dom, and coming to deliver Vienna^ and fave the empire. Al- 
though the grateful acknowledgments ought to have been 
above formalities, yet there were fome difficulties about the 
ceremonials, which were at lafl; overlooked, and the falutation 
was given on both Tides at the fame time. 

The king of Poland and the duke of Lorratn^ being able 
only to prevail with fome of the princes of the empire to con- 
tinue with the army, advanced towards Comorra by the ifland 
of Schut 5 and the king, being informed that the Turks had 
retired to Baicauj formed the defign of attacking that place 
before the imperial troops were all aflembled. The Turks^ 
having pafl'ed the Danube over the bridge of Strigonia^ had 
put a flrong garrifon into Barcan^ and had ordered feveral 
platoons of foldiers Into all the gardens in the neighbourhood. 
The king, having no information of thefe difpofitions, had 
marched within half a league of Barcan^ when the Turksy 
beginning tp comlf out of the gardens, attacked his vanguard ; 
and though few at firfl:, yet being infenfibly joined by other 
fquadrons and battalions, the king was drawn into an engage- 
ment, without having time to diaw up in order of battle. 
At firfl: Ke oppofed th-em yvith his horfe in one line ; but the 
number of the infidels Aill increafing, and by their motions 
threatening to flank his right and^left, th.e Polanders were put 
into diforder, and obliged to fly. At the fame time the duke 
of Xorraifty who had heard of the engagement, coming up to 
their afliftance, the Turks retired, not thinking it fafe to 
purfue. ^

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army, which ftill confifted of fixty thoufand men, Germans ne duke of 
and rolesy was fo difpofed, that the foldiers of both nations Lorrain 
were intermixed by equal numbers ; the king of Poland com- and the 
manding the right wing, the great general of the crcwn the king of 
left, and the duke of Lorrain the center. The infidels began Poland 
the charge upon the left wing of the allies with incredible 
fury ; but being fuftained with firmnefs, they loft a great many 
men, and the vizier of Silijlria and bafliaw of Caramania 
were taken prifoners. ^ The Turp ftill continuing the engage- 
ment with the fame ardour, the king of Poland^ on the right, ggnia. 
making a motion to flank their army, they gavje ground by ° 
degrees, and at laft fled towards Barcan ; whither the Chrif- 
tians purfued them, and killed a great number in the marfhes. 

After this victory the allies took Barcan by ftorm ; and in a , 
council of war refolved to htfitgt Sir igonia^ though the ofR- ^ 
cers of the Polijh army made fome difficulty of agreeing to it; ' 
defiring to return home, and alledging, that the war was now 
carried on more with a defign to deprive the Hungarians of 
their liberties, and fubje£l: them to the abfolute wiii of the 
emperor, than to make conquefts upon the Turks. But So-^ 
lieski affuring them, that the fiege of Sirigonia would not be 
of long continuance, it was at laft undertaken on the twenty- 
fecond of OSiober^ and the Turks capitulated four days after. 

Thus all Hungary^ on both fides of the Danube^ was again 
reduced under the power of the emperor, as far as Strigonia^ 
or Gran^ which place had been in the pofTcffion of the Turks 
for more than one hundred and fifty years 'K 

After the redudlion of Strigonia^ the eleclor of Bavaria 
and the marquis of Baden-Dourlach marched home with their 
troops ; and the king of Poland having propofed an accom- 
modation with the Hungarian malcontents, the duke of Lor^ 
rain and their deputies afl'embled in his tent. The vice- 
chancellor of Hungary^ after having ihewn the folid advan- 
tages that would attend a peace, demanded the ^confirmation 
of their privileges, and liberty of confcicnce ; the reftitution 
of their confifeated eftates, and the aflcmbling pf a free diet; 
a fufpenlion of arms during the negotiation of peace^; and the 
fovereignty of fome counties for Tekeli, which had^been of- 
fered to him the year before. The duke of Lorrain anfwer- 
ing, that he had no power' to conclude any article, but that 
every thing might be expedled from the clemency of the em- 
peror, the king of Poland immediately perceived that Leopold 
did not defire an accomrtaodation, wherefore he refolved to 

f , 
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withdraw with his troops Co his own kingdom. Nbtwithr! 
ftanding the duke of Lorrain prelied him "to take wiritir-’ 
quarters mJJpper Hungary^ he parted from himi after reci-' 
procal marks of the higheft efteem ; aiid, taking the route of 
Lubonia^ arrived at CaJ/ivia on the twenty-fourth of De-r 
ember, 

LEOPOLD^ feeing the fiege of Vienna raifed, and the 
great fUccefs of his arms in Hungary^ had hitherto ptev/^nted 
the diet of RatUbon from agreeing about the articles and time 
of duration of the truce with France \ and had even tranf- 
ferred the negotiations to the Hague^ under pretence of an 
univerfal pefce The eledloral college, offended at this 
removal, acquainted the eqjperor, that they accepted of the 
propofitions made by France^ and took no part in the congrefs 
’ aflembled at the Hague. They wrote in the fame terms to 
, the king of England and the ftates-general ; and forbad 
their minifters at the Hague to enter into any negotiation, the 
Germanic body having given them "no power. 

Lewis the While the cledlors complained of the arbitrary pro- 
fourteenth cccdings of the emperor, who wanted to regulate the af- 
feizes upon of the Germanic body without their confent, the mare- 
Laxem- chal de Crequi attacked Luxemburg^ and made himfelf maf- 
hxxxgand ter of it, after twenty days open trenches. He like- 
Triers. wife took poffellion of Triers^ which he difmantled. Lewis 
the fourteenth, after the peace of Nimeguen^ had demanded 
Luxemburg from the Spaniards^ in exchange for Aloji^ which 
he pretended belonged to him, as he had conquered it in the 
preceding war. Although the peace bore, that he was to re- 
ilore to the Spaniards all that he had conquered from them, 
and the town had really returned under their power, yet he pre- 
tended that he had Oily left the keeping of it to the Spaniards, 
and therefore abfolutely requiring either that city or Luxemburg^ 
had ordered the lart place to be invefted ; but the affair being 
referred to the me(Aiation of the king of England, the blockade 
was aftcrwafds raifed. That mediation producing no effefl, 
the fourteenth had recourfe to arms, which obliged the 
'hod general^'and the emperor to^ agree to the truce. Ac- 
manic dy they agreed, that for twenty years France fhould 

^trLe wttb peaceable poflcflion of Strajburg, the fort of Kell, and 

France, other polls on the Rhine between /,that fort and the city ; and 
th^t in all thefe places his mod Chridian majedy Ihould freely:

thereon depending^ without waiting for the decifion of the 
chanjbers oi Brifack^ and Befan^on ; but he Would not 

agree that his fovercignty over Alface (hould be the ikme that 
the emperor had formerly exercifed^ but only granted to the 
proprietary lords the revenues of their fiefs, and refufed them 
the advantages belonging to the fovereignty. The Protellants 
were allowed the liberty of their religion, and the enjoyment 
of the pofieffions belonging to the churches. 

TifE greateftpart of Hungarian lords being (truck with 
terror at the fuccefs of the duke. of Lorraines arms, were pre- 
vailed upon by him to return to their obedience to the empe* 
ror, and again to take the oath of fidelity to After* 
wards the duke, being informed that the Grand Signior had 
made extraordinary preparations during the winter, to repair 
all his lofles ; that he had caufed Kara- Mujiafha^ his grand vi-» 
zier, to be flrangled ; and given the comrnand of his army in 
Hungary to Kara-Ibrahim^ whom he had' raifed to the fame 
dignity, he left Lintz on the nineteenth of Alay^ and aflem- duke of 

bling his army at Karanitz^ marched to befiege Wijfegrade^ Lorra'n 
which capitulated after four days open trenches. Xhe^"^"^"* 
duke having likewife uken Fatz^ and defeated the grand vi- **^^*^w® 
zier’s army, pafied the Danube^ and on the fourteenth of 
encamped before Buda. His artillery having made a breach 
on the nineteenth, he gained the lower town by aflault, where 
he fortified himielf ; but the vizier marching to the relief of 
the place, he refolved, if. polfible, to bring him to a general 
engagement, before he attacked the upper town, and order- 
ed fourteen thoufand men to march out of the camp in the 
evening without noife. On the twenty-fecond he came 
within fight of the enemy, who were drawn up in order 
of battle on the declivity of a hill, arvl attacking them, 
drove them from their ground. Afterwards, ordering a body 
of Hungarians to take polTeffion of a rifing-ground , and to 
fall upon the right of the Turks^ they were^forced to retreat, 
having endeavoured in vain to affright the imperial horfes, by 
three hundred camels, mounted by men who held feveral (Ian* 
dards of various colours. The duke of Lorrain^ havjdg difor- 
dered the camels by his artillery, commanded all hiSshorfe to 
attack the enemy in their retreat ; which great motion obliged 
them to fly with precipitation to their camp, with the lofs of 
a great number of men ^ Two days after, the fiege of Buda 
was again refumed, but the Imperialifts were obliged to raife 
it, upon account of the ficknefs of the duke of Lorrain^ who 
being feized with a violent fever, committed the care of the 
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army to the elector of Bavaria^ and the generals Staremberg 
and Caprafa. Afterwards ftrong garrifons being put intq fc- 
veral places, the reft of the army was fent into winter-quar- 
ters in Silf/ia^ Moravia, and Bohemia. 

LEOVOLB, being informed of the great preparations that 
, were making at Conftantinople, and that the T^rks defigned to 
, prepared for a proportionable 

frotn rcfolved, if poffible, to prevent the iofiJels : he 

‘tlyeprbices rccourfe to the ftates of the empire, who engaged, by 
of the different treaties, to furni{h«him with thirty-five thoufand 
e?npire nicn : the pope likewife promifeJ to open the treafures of the 
azainfi the church, to ct>ntribute to the fupport of an army that was to 
Turks, fight againft infidels. The operations of the campaign were 
left to the condud^ of the 5uke of Lorrain ; only it was re- 
folved to give nine or ten thoufand men to count Schultz, to 
cover Moravia, and oppofe the malcontents on that fide ; and 
that count Le/lie, with fuch another body of Croatians, fhould 
aft upon the Drove. • 

The elector The elcftor-palatinc dying on the fixth of February, with- • 
palatine out ifl’ue, the fucceflion to his edates was the fubjeft of new 
h's difputcs betwixt the empire and the king of France. The 
having an only fifter married to the duke of Orleans, 
dijpuud. pretended to fuccecd to all his allodial pofleffions, and the 
gieateft part of his moveables s, in virtue of the will of her 
fiither ; in which claim fhe was fupported by Lewis the four- 
teenth. The duke of Neuburg, who was called by the will of 
the laft eleftor, took poflellion of the allodial ettates of the 
Palatinate, as of a male -fief, holding immediately of the 
empire. The king of France, though he allowed the duke 
of Neuburg to be the chief of the palatine branch, and neareft 
heir to the deccdfecr eleftor, yet he infifted, that the allodial 
ettates having bcen’left to the dutchefs of Orleans, by the will 
of her father, could not be comprehended under that article 
of the Golden Bull, which declares the eftates of eleftors 
unalicnable*from thofe who poffeffed the titles ; and was pre- 
paring tp make good the claim of the dutchefs of Orleanyhy 
arms, wlfcn^ the pope offering his mediation, the affair was 
left to be decided by his arbitration. The duke of Neuburg 
had likeivifc another corfipeiitor for the whole of the lliccei- 
iion. Lezvis- Leopold, count-pnilatine of Weldentx, being 
nearer by one degree in the collateral line to the deceafed 
eleftor, pretended that this proximity gave him a preference to 
tlie branch of Neuburg : but the duke being fupported by the 
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emperor, who had married his daughter fome years before^ 
and Jbeing calledi by the decifion of the dates of the empire, 
was put in pofleffion of the electorate, the palatine of 
nentx only having a liberty to proteft againfl his invedi* 
turc * 

During thefc difcuflions the duke of Lorrain^ it The duke 

of the imperial army in Hungary:^ had rcfolved to befiege New- Lorrain 
hfiufelK • On the feveAth of July he arrived before the town, ^^^"New 
and draining ofF the water that furrounded the place, on the 
night of the twelfth he opened the trenches : mean while the ^^l^defiau 
Turks advanced with an army of fixtythoufandmen, and 
ing furprifed the lower town of Wijfegrade^ whith they plun- ^ 
dered and burnt, they laid fiege toGran or Strigonia^ which 
they prefled with great vigour. The duke of Lorrain being 
informed when the Turks were preparing to give the affault, 
marched againd them at the head of thirty thoufand men, 
leaving twenty thoufand under the confmand of Caprara^ to 
continue the fiege of New^aufeL The Turks^ upon the news 
of his approach, left the fiege of Gran^ and drew up on a 
fmall rifing- ground, with a marfh before them, and the Da- 
nube on their right. The duke having put Xome troops into 
Gran^ feigned a precipitate retreat, with the intention of 
drawing the Turks from the mardi, and obliging them to an 
aCUon. He fucceeded in his defign ; and drawing them to ari 
engagement, after feveral attacks he defeated them entirely, 
forcing two thoufand into the mardi, and purfuing the red fo 
vigoroufly, that they abandoned their camp, in which was 
found plenty of provifions, with twenty-four pieces of cannon. 

The Imperial ids returning to Newhaufel^ three days after, took 
it by dorm, fparing neitiier age, fex, nor condition. In the 
town, bcfides one hundred pieces of canifbn, there were pro- 
vifions and ammunition for feveral months^. The duke of^^''^* 
Lorrain hearing that the vizier was at Buda^ refolved to befiege 
Ntyuigrade^ hoping thereby to draw him orer the '' h V 

hazard a new engagement. Before the arrival ^f the.Impe- 
rialids, the Turks had evacuated Novigrade and J^iJJegrade, 
and foon after the vizier fent an aga to the du?:e,»deliring ^rialids 
fufpenfion of arms, in order to negotiate a peace. fThe duke * 
of Lorrain fending the vizier's lettfr to the emperor, refufed a 
fufpenfion of arms ; and matching with his army towards k^aiz^ 
found chat the infidels, after having withdrawn the garrilbn, 
bad blown up the fortifications, and that the vizier had palfed 
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the Danube, over the bridge of Pejl, on purpofc to avoid an 
engagement. • 

The retreat of the infidels, and other circumftances fa- 
vourable to the Imperialifts, determined the duke to employ 
malcontents the reft of the campaign in reducing the rebels of Upper Hun^ 
fuhmit to gary^ who feemed now defpairingof the fuccefs of their arms, 
the emperor every day fome of them were coming into his camp, ask- 

ing pardon. A detachment of ten thoufand men,' fent to 
join the body commanded by general Schultz^ were employed 
in reducing the places which the rebels held in Upper Hunga- 
ry^ and the main body of the army, encamped in places con- 
venient for ^rovifions, with a defign of obferving the Turks, 
General Schultz having take/i poffeffion of EperieSj afterwards 
joined Caprara^ and marched to Cajfovia^ which he befieged. 
Mean while the emperor, offering an amnefty to all thofe who 
(hould lay down their arms, many of the Hungarians accepted 
Tekeli is of it, and left the army of Tekelu This defertion deprived 
maae a him of the power of executing any enterprize ; and the Turks ^ 
prifoner by fufpeSing that he had a private intelligence with the king of 
the Poland^ and the houfe of Avjirla^ the bafhaw of Waradin or- 

and put /«dered him to be taken prifoner, and put in irons, which en- 
tirely changed the face of the rebels affairs. Petherafi^ who 
had been lieutenant to Tekeli^ having obtained his pardon from 
the emperor, influenced a great number of the malcontents to 
fubmit to their prince. By offering rewards to fome, and in- 
timidating others with the power and refentment of the houfe 
of Aujlria,, and by reprefenting to all, that their obflinacy 
only expofed the kingdom to a general defolation *, he pre- 
vailed on the cities of Tokaiy Cajfovia^ and Filek^ with their 
territories, to return to their obedience to the emperor. The re- 
bels in the other places fubmitted at the firft appearance of the 
count Cdpraroy and the Turks furrendered without refiftance, 
upon being conducted to Buda, 

'riiE duke of Tuorrain having ftrongly reprefented to the 
emperor, that the taking of Buda would contribute to the fe- 
conquefts, it was refolved in a council of war to 
hefiege thTit city, after having taken Erla and Albe-Royale, 
Royal, ^ ajrembling in Hungary^ was commanded 

and the elector of Bavaria^^'zs the duke of Lorrain had fallen 

duke of fick at Oedeinburg. The cledtof began with invefting Alhe^ 
Lorrain Royale^ which foon furrendered ; and on the twelfth of June 
the oarmy marched along both fides of the Danube for Buda^ 
without waiting for the troops of Brandenburg and Suabia 
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The duke of Lorrain returning to the army, which was then 
at Peji^ immedfately detached two thoufand men to inveft 
Buda. On the twentieth at night count Staremberg began 
the attack at the lower town, Ibme field- pieces being ad- 
vanced to, defend the workmen : after a month fpent in ad- 
vancing their attacks, and pofleffing the batteries, the allies 
at laft ytacked the body of the place, and having made a 
large breach, the duke of Lorrain^ and the eleftor of Bava- 
ria^ agreed to give a general aflault, having difpofed all the 
neceffary preparations in the rnoft fccrct manner. But not- 
withftanding their precaution, the enemy havmg notice of 
their defign, reinforced their fecond and third retrenchments 
with janiflaries, and prepared f«r a vigorous defence. The 
fignal for the aiTault in three places being given at fix in the 
evening, in an inftant the grenadiers and heyduques, who 
marched fir ft, removed the gabions that were laid in the 
breach, and being fupporgsd by fufileers, and others with 
pikes and halberds, advanced to take pofl'efiion of the pallifa- 
does. The Turks^ on their fide, made a continual fire upon 
the Imperialifts ; and charging them with grenades, ftones, 
and bombs, they at laft appeared in a body upon the breach, 
and, fword in hand, repulfed the foremoft of the enemy, and 
obliged them to retire. The duke of Lorrain obferving this, 
and advancing to the foot of the breach to encourage his men, 
they, with new ardour, regained the ground they had loft, 
and made themfelves mafters of the paliladoes. Immediately 
the Turks fpringing a mine, the Imperialifts were^almoft all 
cither buried or wounded. New troops inftantly fucceeding, 
mounted the breach and took poireflion of the palifadoes ; 
but ih^Tttrks fpringing fevcral other minjs through the whole 
extent of the breach, thefe gulphs of fire deftroyed the Im- 
perialifts, and encouraged the beficged, fo that the women 
and children ran to the breach with ftones and grenades, to 
have part in the defence. • 4|| 

The generals of the allies, encouraging their men, re- 
placed the dead and wounded with frefli troops, jitho, not- 
withftandingche great fire <Jf the enemy, began to force their 
retrenchments; and having made, themfelves mafters of the 
whole extent of the breach, they made a lodgment upon the 
ruins. The attacks made by the troops of Brandenburg and 
Bavaria were not attended with fo much flaughter, though, no 
lefs vigorous. The lofs of the Turks in the whole atAck 
amounted to fifteen hundred janiflaries ; and that of the allies 
to abhve three thoufiind foldiers, and two hundred officers, 
killed and wounded "• The duke, being informed that ttic 
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grand vizier was marching at the head of forty theufand men 
to the relief of the befieged, refolvcd to incrcafe the fife of 
his batteries, that the place might be forced to furrender before 
the arrii^al of the vizier’s army, as his forces were not fuffi- 
cient to venture an engagement, having only ten thoufand 
foot fit for fervice. Mean while, three thoufand of the ene- 
my’s horfc appearing on the neighbouring hills, the duke de- 
termined to put all upon the iffue of a general aflault. ’ On 
the firft of September^ all things being prepared for the attack, 
towards the evening the troops marched into the trenches ; 
and tbc gene<i;als taking their polls, with a prohibition to the 
officers or foldiers to quit their ranks, next day, about five in 
the evening, the fignal was given for the alTault by fix pieces 
of cannon. Immediately the Imperialifts, marching to the 
different breaches, began the attack : though repulfed with 
the utmoft refolution by the janiffaries fword in hand, and 
expofed to the fire from the windows of the neighbouring 
houfes, yet they formed themfelves upon the right of the re- 
trenchment which the Turks had been obliged to quit ; and, 
charging the befieged, drove them to an entrenchment behind 
the breach, where, not having time to draw up, or oppofe 
their chevaux de frife, they laved themfelves by flight, fome 
into the houfes, and others over the wall of the covercd-way, 
hoping to fave themfeves towards Pejl. Thefe laft were taken 
by the ; while the Imperialifts, who had entered 

the town, made a dreadful flaughtcr, men, women, and chil- 
dren, being all put to the fword. 

T'/’ffTurk- being taken, after ten weeks fiege, it was refolved 

i\h nrmy march with the army towards the bridge of EJfeck^ to cut 
rnirv^^nnd the retreat o^^^Turkifl) army, which though fuperior in 
number, and within fight of the town before the attack, yet 
did not dare to give any diflurbance to the allies. But the 
of retiring prrjcipitately, the duke did not march till the 

orrain of September , and on the nineteenth encamped near 

v/ithin three leagues of the enemy, with defign to 
theiin in an afiion : but they, to fliun an engagement. 
Five repaffing. the Drave^ and retiring between Effeck and Walko- 
the duke undertbok -at the fame time the lieges of the 
Five Churches and Segedin, which, laft foon fur rendered ; but 
the Five Churches held out till the end of OSfober, The Im- 
perialills afterwards took Sichs^ DardUi and Kaproneza, with- 
out any oppofition ; being mailers of the whole country, on 
both fides of the Danube^ as far as the Drove. 

The allies having feparated into winfer-quarters, thcTuris 
rd(i.red towards from whence the grand vizier wrote 

to Vienna to make propofitiono of peace. Leopold^ having 
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confultcd V(ith the duke of Lorrain^ anfwercd, that he would 
confcnt to a peace, if the fultan would engage to pay fix inil-. 
lions of gold for the expenccs of the war *, if he would re- 
ftore all the places which the Porte^ ftill poficfled in Hungary^ 
and give full fatisfadlion to Poland and the republic 8f VinUe. 

Thefe propofitions being rejefted, Leopold prom i fed to mode- 
rate them, provided the Turks gave proofs of fincerely defiring 
peace, he himfclf defiring nothing fo much as to finifli a war 
which .had difpcopled the cities of Hungary^ Aujlria^ and Mo^ 
ravia^ defolated the -provinces; and exhaufted his treafurcs 
Befidcs, having confented with great reluftance to the truce 
with France^ he fought an occaiion to break k, in order to 
recover Alface^ whkh Lewis the^fourteenth had united to his 
crown ; and the duke of Neuburg flill retaining the allodial 
pofleflions of the late eledlor- palatine, like wife defired a war, 
to protedi himfelf, under a general alliance, from the arms of 
France. Therefore Leopold^ having privately concluded 2, A league 
treaty with the eledfor 01 Brandenburgs who engaged to fend 
feven thoufand men to the afliftance of the el cdlor- palatine, 
in cafe he fhould be attacked, afterwards prevailed upon feveral ,2^ 
ftates of the empire to conclude a league of alliance, on the ^fttperor 
ninth of fuly^ at Augjburg: The purpofe of this alliance was and fi^ve- 
to preferve the liberty of the Germanic body, as well in ge- ral ftates 
neral as particular; to guarantee the treaties of JVeJlphalia and efthe 
Nimeguen ; and to confirm the truce of twenty years con - pire. 
eluded with France two years before. The king of Sweden 
and the eledtor of Bavaria entered into the league : likewife 
the whole ducal houfe of Saxony confented to what the em- 
peror defired, and the eledlor-palatinc was the chief promoter 
of the alliance. The emperor engaged to furnilh fixteen 
thoufand men; the king of Spain^ for Ae’circle of Burgimdyy 
fix thoufand j the duke of Bavaria eight thoufand, and tw^o 
thoufand for the circle of Bavaria ; the circle of Franconia 
four thoufand ; the Upper Rhine an equ«l number ; and the 
houfe of Saxony two thoufand p. The contingent of the ktng 
of Sweden was not determined. For the fupport oj the troops 
magazines were formed, tand a common chelf wus refolved to 
be eftablilhed at Frankfort : and to be alTured that the troops 
of the league were in good condition, and fit for fervice, it 
.was concluded that the a^ny fhould encamp every year, for a 
.month or fix weeks, in a place appointed by the emperor. 

Mkan while, the king of France fortified Huningen\ and 
likewife caufed a bridge to be built there over the Rhiney and 
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a fort to be raifed for its defence. Thefe two works gave 
great offence to all Germany ; and, complaints being ma^ to 
the diet, the emperor wrote to bis ambalTador in Erance to 
reprefent^to the court, that this innovation was contrary to the 
truce. It was anfwered, that the bridge of Huningen had only 
been repaired, and the fort was only added with a defign to 
cover it ; and that the meafures his moft Chriftian ^majefty 
had taken for the defence of his ftates were but juft, as the 
treaty of Augsburg put it paft doubt that the Germanic body 
defigncd to make war upon hini, whenever the emperor fhould 
_ conclude a peace with the Turks.

The duke amufc the emperor ; for the Porte ftill hoping 

^Lorrain^® repair the lofl'es of the former campaigns by arms, the 
attacks the warlike preparations were carried on by the Turks^ during the 
fort oj the winter, with fuch diligence and afliduity, that their army was 
bridge of fooner ready, and much more nq.merous, than that of the 
Eifeck, erhperor, who could not raife above fixty-fix thoufand men, 
fourteen thoufand of which were defigned for garrifons of the 
cities, and twenty thoufand to ait feparately under the com- 
mand of the eleitor ot Bavaria : the reft were to be com- 
manded by the duke of Lorrain^ who arriving at Strigonia^ on 
the fecond of fune^ found only fixteen thoufand men. Soon 
after, having aflemblcd all his troops, on the twenty-fifth of 
the fame month he began the operations of the campaign, 
by attacking the fort which covered the bridge of EJfeck. 
Having taken it by aflault, on the firft of July he marched 
towards Otivar^ to fccure the pafl’age over the Drove. On 
the fifteenth, having joined the cleitor of Bavaria^ who was 
encamped on the other fide near ValpOy the two generals, af- 
ter a great many marches and counter-marches, on the 
twenty- feventh came in fight of the Ottoman army, which had 
pafled the Drave^ and encamped at Darda. The grand vi- 
zier, having fortified bis camp, declined coming to an en- 
gagement, and only watched the motions of the Imperialifts, 
fending outhis Tartars to interrupt their foragers, and fkirmifh 
with the advanced guards. The duke of Lorrahi^ feeing it 
impoffible fo attack the gran^d vizier’s camp, refolved to march 
forwards, in order to engage the Turks to follow him ; and on 
the twelfth of AuguJij having paflefi fome defiles, he put his 
troops in order of battle, and led them into the plain of Sklos, 
He hkd no fooner marched than he difeovered large bodies of 
the enemy through the openings of the woods ; but not think- 
ing it proper to attack them, as they only v^itended a fkirmifti, 
he continued his march ; which the grand vizier obferving, 
fent Our a great detachment of Tt^rtars to fall upon the bag- 
gage 
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gage of the elector of Bavaria. The duke of Lorrain im- 
m^liately fendmg fome regiments to the afliftance of the 
eleSor, the Tartars were repulfed ; but the whole Turkijb 
army advancing, and with their artillery beginning to attack 
the eledtoral troops, the duke marched with all His forces 
againit the enemy, who were pofted in feveral lines between 
two woods, extending their front about a quarter of a 
league.* The Impenalifts advancing very near to ^he enemy, ^ 
and- rejceiving their firft fire, immediately attacked them withqj^^^^ 
fuch fury, that theyrouted the janiflaries who guarded fome feau the 
redoubts, and purfued them to their camp. At the fame time Turks 
the eledor of Bavaria forcing their retrenchments, and at- hear Mo- 
tacking the quarters of the grqpd vizier % the diforder be- hatz. 
came fo general, that the whole army flying to EJJecky left 
their camp in pofl'eflion of the viflors. The grand vizier, af- 
terwards reviewing his army, found he had loll ^twenty thou- 
fand men, fome having deferred, the reft being killed or 
drowned. The duke of Lorrain^ feeing that the grand vizier 
could give him no more diflurbance, palled the Danube near 
Mohaiz^ and marched towards Tranfylvania^ to take up his 
winter-quarters in that province, in confequence of a treaty 
concluded between the emperor and the vaivodc on the 
twenty-eighth of June 5 by which it was ftipulated, that the 
emperor fhould not make any alterations in the province ; that 
the troops (hould evacuate the towns next fpiing ; and no in- 
quiry ihould be made after thofe who had favoured the revolt 
of the Hungarians : which treaty, far from being pundfually 
executed by the emperor, was only ufed by him as a means 
to get poflelTion of the ftrong places of that principality ^ 

The caufe of the malcontents being now 

tirely ruined, Leopold refolved to caufe •thfe archduke 
his Ton, a boy of nine years of age, to be declared king of^atesof 
Hungary. Having called an aflembly of the ftates at Pref Hungary 
burg^ he went thither with all his cour# on the thirtieth of declare the 
O£iober^ and propofed to the diet to confirm \he hereditary 
fucceflion of the kingdom of Hungary in the houfe of Aujiria.biereditarf 
The ftates confented to iledl the archduke Jofefh ; but dc- 
manded to be left to enjoy their antient liberty, without , 

pofing a hereditary fucceflion * ; ahd Tikewife prefented a pa- 
per, requiring their grievAices to be examined and redrelfed, 
before the coronation of the archduke Jofepb. The emperor 
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replied^ that though he could freely difpofe of a kingdonit 
which he had reconquered from the infidels, at the expenc^ of 
much blood and treafure, neverthelefs he defired to.preferve 
their ant^ent laws, as far as they were agreeable to the royal 
dignity ; and that though the fucceilion belonged to him al* 
ready by fo many different titles, yet it was proper to confirm 
a-ne>V, by a folemn convention, the hereditary fucceflion of 
the crown to the princes of the houfe of Auftria \ an*d in the 
coronation-oath to repeal the claufe of king Andrew the fc- 
cond, in the year 1222, by t^hich eveiy private gentleman 
had a right to take up arms againft his fovereign, il he at- 
tempted to vfolatc the liberties of the nation, which only 
ferved the malcontents with a pretext to revolt. The ftates, 
being obliged to comply with the emperor’s demand, con- 
firmed the fucceflion of the crown to the male defeendants of 
the houfe of Aujiria in Germany i and, after their extinction, 
to the males of the Spanijh branch ; having obtained only, 
that the king (hould refidc in Hungary^ or in a neighbouring 
province : and, that in cafe of the extinction of the two male 
branches, the ftates ftiould be at liberty to eic6t a fovereign of 
another houfe. The claufe of the oath o*. king Andrew .the 
fecond was lilcewife revoked, upon condition that the new 
conquefts in Hungary (hould be incorporated into the king- 
dom : and, as a redrefsof their giievances, it was refolved to 
fupprefs the criminal chamber of Eperies^ which had been 
eftabliflied in the beginning of the year for the trial of the 
rebels, and had ftill continued, condemning great numbers 
without diftinClion, who were executed with barbarity ^ It 
was likewife agreed, that the quartering and payment of the 
national and German troops (hould be directed by Hunga- 
rian and German commiiTaries ; and that a chamber of finances, 
compofed of perfons of both nations, (hould be eltablifhed at 
Buda, 

The arch- The cmppror Having given his confent to thefe articles, 
duke]o^ the archduke ^ofeph was crowned on, the ninth of December 
feph is with pomp anq magnificence, all things fucceeding to Leopold^ 
crooned dcfires, cveA beyond his hopes ; fot\ befides this happy change 
of governAient in Hungary^^ the Turks^ by reafon of their in- 
teftine divifions, retiring before the king of Poland^ were 
1688* bombarded by him in Caminiek : the Vefietians^ having 

beat their fleet, had. made themfelves maftersof Patras^ Le- 
fantdy Cajiehornefe^ and Mijitra^ anticntly Lacedemon. Agria 
alfo, in Upper Hungary^ having furrendered, there only re- 
mained Moncatchy which was defended by^the countefs 
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ieli.^ That princefs being in want of provifions and ammuni- ne coun- 
tion* and feeing all Hungary was prevailed upon to/^Tekeli 

fubmit to who promifed to preferve to her all htj/wreuders 

cftates, and the fame rank (he formerly held in the kingdom, Mont- 
and to caufe her children to be educated at Vienna^ according catch, and 
to their rank and birth. The capitulation being figncd on the 
feventegnth of January^ the princels was condudted to Vienna^^^^^

All Hungary being now reduced, the emperor dire£led his 
arms againft the Turks^ who, having dethroned their fovereign, 

Mahomet the fourth, and put his^brother in his placed 

were making great preparations for the enfuing campaign. 

The duke of Lorrain being feized with a dangerous ficknefs, 
and the eledtor of Bavaria refufing to take the command of 
the troops, the Imperialiffs afted in feparate bodies, count 
Weterani taking Crcnijlat on the twentieth of May ( Illocky 
PeUrwaradin^ and Titel^ furrendering to prince Lewis of Ba» 
d£n\ and the city \{\ Bojhia, being furprifed by count 

Hcfkirkih, At length the elector of Bavaria^ having the pro- 
mile of a feparate body to adt by itfelf, in cafe the duke of 
Lorrain (hould recover his health, was prevailed upon to take 
the command 5 and on the twenty-eighth of July arrived at 
the army, which was encamped near Peterwaradin. 

That prince, eager to fignalize himfclf by feme enter- 7 ^^ elr ^ ot ^ 
prize, refolved upon the fiege of Belgrade^ and ordered 
bridge to be laid over the Save. The bridge being completed 
on the eighth of Augufty on the fixteenth they marched in or- 
der of battle to force xhtTurksy who were intrenched near^^^^ 
Belgrade^ ; but were agreeably furpriTed to fird the camp^^^^* 
abandoned, and abounding in provifions and forage. The 
eledior having viewed and examined the city, and the heavy 
artillery being arrived from Buda^ it wastcfolvgd to attack the 
upper town, becaufe, the houfes of the*fuburbs being lefs da- 
maged by the fire, the foldiers might approach within three 
hundred paces of the coflnterfcarp under (belter.* The Impe- 
rialifts laboured with fuch diligqice,, that on the*twenty-rixth 
of Auguft all their artill^y was ready to do execution ; and 
ufing thirty pieces of heavy cannon, and five mortars, they 
ruined fevci al quarters of the town, notwithftanding the great 
(ire of the befieged, which only animated their courag^.

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The duke of Lorraln having now recovered his health, 
and the elector not teftifying any repugnance to the divlfion 
of the command, but rather declaring his impatience to fee 
him, he; left Vienna^ and arrived at the camp. Afterwards 
vifiting the trenches with the eleflor, who demanded his ad* 
vice upon the meafures to be taken for the future operations, 
he complimented his higbnefs upon the . progrefs of the fiege, 
and gave his opinion of the manner of pafling the ditch; and 
Belgrade giving the aflault. On the fifth of September the mines being 
taken by j-eady were fprung ; and imiAediately after the Imperialifts 
njfault^ gave the aflault, but were at firft repulfed; returning a fecond 
time to the charge, they forced all that was before them ; and 
having entered the town made a dreadful flaughter, without 
diflindiion of age, fex, or condition. The baihaw who com- 
manded the caftle, defpairing of afliftancc, immediately fur- 
rendered upon condition of life and fafety for himfelf and the 
garrifon. Some days after the new^s arrived at the camp of a 
vidlory gained by prince Lewh of Baden over the Tnrks^ near 
7erven in Bofnia. 

The king The Imperialifls were prevented from making any further 
^^France progrefs in Hungary this campaign, the eleflor of Bavaria be- 
commences obliged to leave the camp to manage the affairs of bis 
aainTth ; and the duke of Lorrain^ not being able to bear 

emtire ^ fatigues of the campaign, by reafon of his bad health ; 

^ ’ befides, the king of France^ in breach of the truce, having 
begun hoflilities on the Rhine, the attention of the emperor 
was chiefly engaged to put a ftop to the progrefs of his arms. 

The reafons pretended hy Lewis the fourteenth, for his in- 
vading the empire, were to procure the public repofe ; to fup- 
port the pretenfions, of the dutchefs of Orleans to the fuccef- 
iioii of the late eledtor-palatine, altho’ (he had renounced all 
right to thefe bailiages by her contrad); of marriage ^ ; and 
lafliy, to aflert the right of William Egon of Furjlemherg^ to 
the archbiflioppc anfl eleftorate of Cologn. This deflorate 
having become vacant on the third of January, by the death 
of the late eleflpr, France, by its intrigues, procured the ma- 
jority of the votes of the chapter, irt favour of the prince of 
Furjlemherg\ but nekhet of the candidates having the quali- 
fications requiiite for an eleflion, they could only fucceed by 
a population, in which cafe two-thirds of the votes were ne- 
ceflary, befides the confirmation of the pope, and the invefti- 
turc of the emperor. The pope preferring prince Clement of 
Bavaria, gave him a difpenfation for his want of qualifica* 
dons for an eleflion, which being obtained^ his poftulatibn

became a legal eletSlion, tho* he had the minority of votes, 
bec^ufe the other candidate had not fully two-thirds ^ 

The king of having prefented a manifefto to the 

ftates-general, and the diet of Rati/bon^ declaring that ht quisle 
would look upon the enemies of the cardinal of Furftmherg as Bouflers 
his own, foon after ordered the marquis de Bouflers to march Phi- 
with fome troops towards Cologn, The marquis having palled hpsburg, 
the RJhine on the twentieth of September^ took Keifer-Lauter^ 
afterwards Oppenheim^ with feveral other towns ; and on the 
fixth of O^ober ihveftcd Philipsburg^ which furrendered to 
the dauphin after fome days of open trenches. Lewis the 
fourteenth then publilhed a manifcfto, offering ^ reftore Phi- 
lipsburg and Friburg^ after having difmantled them, provided 
the cardinal Furjiemberg was put in polTefSon of the deflorate 
of Cologn^ the truce changed into a perpetual peace, and 
all the places which he had re-united to his crown by the 
treaties of Munjler and Nimeguen^ granted to him by a good 
treaty. The emperor refining to confent to convert the truce 
into a peace, upon the conditions propofed by the king of 
France^ bccaufe that would be to yield for ever the fixth part 
of the empire, which France had taken poffeflion of, the 
French , immediately entered the Palatinate^ put a garrifon 
in MentZy took Manheirriy Frankendal^ and made themfclves 
m afters of Trier Sy Spire y and Worms, 

These rapid conquefts of the French alarming all Germa- -A* 
nyy the eleftors of Saxony and Brandenburgy the duke of 
Hanovery and the landgrave of Hejfey affembled at Magde- 
hurgy where they refolved to declare war againft France, The 
prince of Orangey who was now king of Great Britainy de- 
termined likewife upon a war ’with for invading the 

empire, in breach of the treaties guaranyed by Englandy and 
giving alliftance to the Papifts of Irelandy that refufed to fi|b- 
init to the government then eftablilhed. The preparations of 
the allies were interrupted by the difpute Jpetween the king of 
Denmark and the duke of Holjiein-Gottorpy with»regard to the 
fovereignty of fome territories, which was at laft determined 
by a treaty' concluded at ^tenay on the thirtieth gP June, 

Some troops of the cfe<ftor of Saxony^ of the, landgrave 
of Hejfey and the duke of Hamyer^ had marched towards 
Frankfort ; the emperor fe%t fix regiments of horfe, and four flates of 
or five of foot, towards the Rhine, The elector of Branden* the empire 
burg repaired to Wefely where his beft troops were alTeinUed ; into 
the bilhop of Munjier promifed to throw eight hundred men ^ tiUiance 
iiMojCohgn \ and the marquis of Brandenburg to fend two

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thoufand. The ftates of Holland caufed feven or eight thou- 
fand men to march into the country of yuliers-^ and lent others 
to take poflefliion of the places in the eleftorate of Mentz^ 
which the French had not yet conquered. At the fame time 
_ 1 1 eight regiments of Hanoverians advanced towards Triers^ to 

Holland* CoblentZy and the country round. The emperor befides 

g . ' having engaged thefe princes, with England and the ftates of 

Denmark had like\^i(e prevailed with Spain^ Denmark^ and 

Swe- * to enter into the alliance ^ The diet Ratisbon^ 

den accede aher having in a decree menticned, that Lewis the fourteenth, 
to it, in breach of the treaties of Munjhr and Nimeguen^ had 
feized upon rtiany places belonging to the empire ; that he 
had raifed forts, and built bridges over the Rhine^ cut down 
woods, and appropriated to himfelf entire countries, under 
pretence of re uniting them to his crown ; on the fourth of 
March declared him an enemy to the empire, and fent their 
declaration to the emperor at Vienna. 

The duke of Lorra'in immedfately leaving and 
arriving at Vienna on the firft of Aprils confulted with the em- 
peror upon the operations of the campaign. The command 
of the troops in Hungary being given to prince Lewis of Ba- 
den^ it WMs refolved to aflcmble three armies on the Rhine ^ 
namely, thirty thoufand men on iX'iQ Lower Rhtne^ command- 
ed by the clc(Slor of Brandenburg ; thirty thoufand men like- 
wife on the Upper Rhwcy to allemble at Hcilhron^ under the 
command of the elector of Bavaria ; all the reft of the troops 
of the empire were to form the third body of forty thoufand 
men, to affemble near Frankfort^ and to be commanded by 
the duke of Lorrain. 

The duke afterwards arriving at Frankfort j \vas furprifed to 
find that many of ilic troops were but ftill on their march ; 
that the magazines were but poorly furniflied with provifionsand 
warlike (lores ; and that there were no boats at Coblcntz in or- 
der to build a bridgt : the heavy cannon likewife were not yet 
arrived ^vom Hungary and Bohemia^ being detained by the 
overflowiqgs of the rivers. The French^ more vigilant and 
better rerv 4 .d,‘'had taken all pofTi^-^Ie precautions to prevent 
the Imperialifts from paffing the Rhine j and having added (e- 
vcral new works to the Tortffications of Alcntz^ had left a gar- 
rifon in that place, confifting of tw^dve thoufand men, among 
whom were two thoufand officer?. 

The French having alTembled feveral fmall camps upon the 
Mofelle^ with a defign of attacking Coblentz^ the duke of 
Lorrain reinforced the garrifon of tl^at ijjace with fevera] re-

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giments ; and fotne days after, the electors of Saxony and Ba^ 
vari^^ and the Jandgravc of Hejfe^ arriving at the camp, ic 
was refolved in a council of war to befiege Mentz^ as the ar- 
mies* then, by their fituation, were fo encamped as to be 
eafily united. The ceremonial of rank among the [Ainces of 
the allied army being regulated, and fome officers of artillery 
being arrived from the camp of the eledlor of Brandenburgs 
who had taken Kaiferwert and Nuts \ the duke of Lorrain 
decamped from meyens and paffing the Na^e^ encamped at 
Binghen. A few* dgys after the eleflor of Saxony^ and the 
landgrave of Hefe^ advancing with their troops, and taking 
poffeffion of the pofts in the neighbourhood of -Mentz, on the 
fixteenth of July the town was inverted. 

Six days after the trertches vvere opened in three different 
places ; the eledor of Saxony^ the landgrave of HeJJii and 
the duke of Lorrain^ dividing the attacks. The Saxons and 
Auflrians laboured at the trenches for feveral days, without 
being much difturbed by ibe French ; but on the thirtieth the 
marquis dVxelles^ who commanded the garrifon, ordered 
five hundred men to make a fally, who at firft put the be- 
fiegers into diforder, but were at laft, after an obftinate en- 
gagement, repulfcd. On the tenth of Auguji the befieged 
making another Tally, killed upwards of two hundred foldicrs, 
with feveral officers ; and fix days after, two thoufand of the 
beft troops of the garrifon Tallied out at mid day, and falling 
upon the Saxons^ in a moment cleared the trenches ; but the 
duke of Lorrain coming up with a reinforcement, the French 
were repulfcd with the lofs of twelve hundred men. On the 
eighteenth the befieged, having made two fuccefsful Tallies 
within two hours of one another, they came out a third time 
with three thoufand men, drums beating and colours fly- 
ing. The allies being fatigued with the two former Tallies, 
and not expefling this third, French fell upon five hundred 
men, whom they put to thefword, naile^ two pieces of can- 
non, ruined the works of the allies, and ported the grand 
guards of the cavalry at the place where the trenches had been 
firft opened. But the duke of Lorrain and the, other gene- 
rals, having rallied theipmen, repulfcd the Frensh, killing a 
great number of them, jyid regained* their former pofts. On Mentz 
the twenty- fifth the befit^ers, having fprung a mine near the furrsndrs 
covert-way, made a lodgment in that place. The thUor to the Im- 
of Bavaria having made two lodgments upon the gl^is, it penalijis 
was refolved to attack the counterfearp ; and having gained after a 
the pallifadoes of the covert- way, they finilhed two good lodg- fage tf fir

counterfcarp, with the lois of two thoufand men, killed^and 
wounded. Afterwards fending for a reinforcement of foot 
from the eIe£^or of Brandenburgs they extended their lodg- 
ments thecovert'Way i but the befieged did not wait til! 
they were hnifhed, demanding to capitulate on the eighth of 
September ; and on the eleventh they marched out of the town 
with the honours of war, and bxpieceaof cannon, ^jiid four 
mortars*. 

The eU&or The princes having quitted the neighbourhood of Mentis 
^Bran- the duke ot Z.orrtfi« repaired to the camp of the elector of 
® ^who had invefted Bonn for fome time, and was 

iakesBonn carrying on the attacks with vigour. On the fifteenth of 
Obiober the town capitulated, and the garrifon marched out 
with all the honours of war. "['he duke of Lorrain propofed 
afterwards to befiege Traerbach j but the allies declining any 
new a£lion that campaign, the camp broke up, and the troops 
retired into winter-quarters. ^ 

In Hungary the arms of Leopolds under the condu£[ of the 
prince of Baden^ were like wile fuccefsful. In the month of 
fuly he h^d advanced to the river Morava ^ to oblerve the 
urkijh ariify j and finding it confifted of fitly thoufand men, 
he returned towards PajJarowitZs in order to reinforce his 
army, which only confifted of about thirty thoufand men, and 
to furnifh himfelf with provifions from the magazines at Se* 
mendria. The Turks finding that he retreated, marched after 
him, and Tent out a large detachment of cavalry to intercept 
his convoys. This detachment being defeated on the twenty- 
ninth of Augufls the next day the prince marched his army 
againft the Turks j who were drawn up in order of battle be- 
The prince yond a wood. "I'he Imperialifls having pafi’ed the wood, by 
€f Baden the favour of a thick fog, were attacked by the Turks^ who 
defeats the obfervcd them till they were forming their lines. Af- 

engagement had continued an hour with doubtful fuc- 
cefs, the cavsiJiry of the Imperialifis falling upon the flanks of 
the infidels, broke them, and pufhed the whole army as far 
as their camp. The prince of Badcn^ porting himfelf within 
half a league of the enemy, afte*- fhort repofe, ordered the 
camp to be attacked, which ^the Turks immediately abandoned, 
leaving one hundred pieces of ca^^,non, with their baggage, 
warlike ftores, and provifions. On the twenty-third of Sep^ 
Umber the prince defeated the Turkifh army a lecond time near 
VtdiHy and iikewdfe forced their camp. Next day he entered 
Nifjas without any refiftance; and having defeated the Ti/rir 
a third time, made himfelt mafter of ViL.i ; where leaving a 
garrifon, he palled me Danube^ ^md marched into fyalachia : 
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leaving fix regiments there, under pretence of protcfiing the 
hoffJbdar. from the incurfions of the Tartars^ and ordering the 
reft ^o march into quarters xnTranfyhania^ he himfelf re- 
paired to Aug%burg^ to be prefent at the elefloral diet, • 

The elcftors being arrived, the emperor propofed to their ^ 
contideration two, points; the firft concerned the fecurity of 
the empire againft the defigns of Lewis the fourteenth ; the ^ 
fecond, regarded the eleftion of a king of the Romans^ which ""'7 
he prefled with great warmth, as neceffary to difappoint the 
expeflations of the Ff'ench^ andV^Pof®^ his fon JcJeph^ king 
of Hungary^ to be defied, with theprovifo, that if the.em- mans, 
peror {hould die before the defigned fucceflfor had attained his 
eighteenth year, the vicars of the empire Ihould govern in his 
name until he arrived at that age. After fome objeflions to 
this difeourfe, as tending to render the imperial crown here^^ 
ditary in the houfe of A^ria^ Jofiph was at laft defied on the 
twenty-fourth of January^ jnd crowned two days after. The 
eleSors then renewed the league of Augsburg^ y and left the 
determination of the fuccellion to the dutchy of Saxe^Lawem* 
burg^ till the princes pretenders had produced their mani- 
feftoes. 

The Germanic body was now in a condition to march with 
all Its forces againft France 5 and on the fixtccnth of March a 
general aflembly being held at the Hague^ at which the en- 
voys of the confederate princes were prefent, it was refolved 
to fend two armies upon the Rhine ; the firft confifted of the 
troops of the emperor, the elcflor of Saxony^ the houfe of 
Lunenburg y and fomc other princes ; of the king of Sweden^ . 
for the fiefs which he pofleffed in the country of Bremen ; and 
laftly, of the declor of Bavaria^ who commanded the whole 
army in chief, in the room of thejduke ol%orrainy who died 
on the eighteenth of Aprils in the forty-eighth yeai of his 
age, much regretted by the v^ole empiie, but particularjy 
by the houfe of Auftria. This army was®to a^ upon the 
Rhincy near Philipsburg ; while the fecond, compofed of the 
troops of Neuburgy Munfier^ and the eleiflor of ^randenburgy 
who commanded them in perfcn, was to encamp in tfie neigh- 
bourhood of CoIogn> f * 

The troops which /V*<7«r«ppofea fo thefe being very con- 
liderable, and commanded oy the dauphin, great exploits 
were expefted from two fuch fine armies. Neyerthclcis, as 
the ftrength was nearly equal on both Tides, each army wanted 
to pieferve the advantage of its poft, and only watched the 
motion! of the other.t^witl)put venturing to hazard a battle.

of Odlober the trenches were opened before the town, which, 
though weakly fortified, having only palifadoes in the old 
breaches, yet wa^ taken by an accident fooner than was ex- 
pe£ted. 0n the lixth day of the fiege, a bomb falling into 
the magazine of powder, it blew up with u dreadful noife, 
overtufn'ng a great many houfeg in the neighbourhood, and 
fetting rfire to others. The TK\ksy taking advantage of the 
diforder, attacked the , palifadot^ with fuch vigour, that they 
carried the place, and put all to the fword whom they found. 
Kight hundred foldiers and officers who efcaped, fled to EJfecky 
tp endeavour to preferve that poft, and were immediately be- 
lieged by a body of Turks from the grand vizier's army ; but 
the Imperialifts marching to the affiftance of the town, the 
detachment of Turks retired with preupitation, leaving their 
. ^nnon and part of their baggage.

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T*iE prince of Badtn having received a reinforcement, » 
tendered his army fi^rior, advanced againft ' 
with a deflgn of drawing him to an a^ion ; but that count 
chofe* rather to retire to the frontiers of Moldawa than ha- 
zard an engagement, and Auguftut of Hanmer, at the head 
of one thoufand horfe, liarramng him on his march, he at- 
tack^ the Gtrnumst killed the prince of Hanavery and cut 
in pieces, the gieateft ■ number of the men, the reft javing 
themfelvm Iqr fl^t. The^rand vizier, inftead of join- 
ing Tehliy in order to oppofe tn^ prince of Badtny and make 
himfelf mailer of ^rmjyhaniay contented himfelf with 
taking UppOy and putting provifions into Giuk^ Tmefwaery 
and Waradin. The rigour of the fealbn not permitting TikeJi * 
to inmrove his late advantage, he retired into winter-quarters 
in Walachia ; and the Imperialtfts being cantoned in TranJ^l- 
vania and ibmgarjy the prince of Badm repaired to ^r- 
tHtna. 




The duke of Savey, who had hitherto obferved a neutra- 7he duh 
lity, had this year acceded to the grand alliance, in confide- of Savoy 
ration of the emperor’s allowing his claim to the kingdom of accedes to 
Cyprus^ and giving him the title of royal highncfs ; and like- 
wife to be freed fiom confenting to the imperious demands 
the Frenchj who delired to put a garrifon into the citadels of 
Turin zxAVirceiL^ the fourteenth, fufpefting that he 

had abandoned his friendihip, fent Catinat to Turin to expof- 
tulate with the duke, while, at the fame time, an army of 
eighteen thoufand men marched from Dauphiny into the duke’s 
territories. The duke openly profeffing bis engagements, Ct- 
tinat left Turing and advancing with his army, on the eigh- 
teenth of Jlugi0 defeated the duke near Salujis^ and foon af- 
ter made himfelf mafter of Saluffis^ SauiUana^ and feveral 
other places. On the tenth of September* prince Eugene ar- . 
riving with the German auxiliaries, the allies marched to at- * 
ux^ Catinat % but he, by a feint, declining the engagement, * 
made himfelf mafter of Sufa^ and afterwaNs put his troops 
into winter- quarters \ 

The emperor being informed that the Turks yere*making 
great preparations, orderedj^ri to be fortified \ and that he 
might oppofe them with gi&ter vigour, .be left the war upon 
the Rhine to be carried onf^y ^^^ermanic body ; and pre- 
vailed with the eled:or of Bavaria, to reprefent to the diet of 
Ratisbon the neceffity of this proceeding, who likewife of- 
fered to furnifh the greateft part of the troops promifed to the 
duke of Savoy, and to go and command them in perfon.

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The having Turprifed the duke of before he 

was in a condition to refill them^ determine, d^ if poffibl^, to 
force him to abandon the alliance, and leaving only-fufficient 
forces upon the Rhine to prote^ Alfaci and horr<iiny they 
puflicd'^ihe war in Italy with great vigour; and Caiinat^ taking 
the field early in the fpring, made himfelf mailer of Nice^ 
Villa franca^ Su Aufpice^ Montalban^ Villana^ and Carmagnohj 
which, encouraged him to befiege 6W, .a place fitu^ed on a 
craggy hill, and defended by ^ garrifon of fifteen hundred 
men, one half of whom jwere Protellant Vaudm and 
French refugees. Thefe rapid conqueils of the French^ were 
chiefly owing to the flownefe of the Germans and Spaniardsy 
who had not yet arrived, and to the embezzling of the money 
allowed by the king of England and the ftates of Holland^ for 
the payment of the Vaudois and French refugees : but the 
duke of Schomberg^ arriving -at. on .the eighth of June^ 
though he found affairs in a defperate fituation, the court re- 
moved to Verceil^ and *Turin itfelf apprehenfivc of a bom- 
bardment, yet he fooii gave life and fpirit to the army, by 
fending the officers often upon parties; and having relieved 
Coni^ by a convoy under the command of prince Eugene^ he 
obliged the French to raife the fiege, and retire to Villa Nova 
iAjVt, Soon after the German auxiliaries arriving, to the num- 
ber of eighteen thoufand horfe and foot, under the command 
of the elector of Bavaria^ and Caraffd^ the allies, by this 
reinforcement, being fuperior to the French^ endeavoured to 
biing Catinat xo engagement; but he, retiring under the 
cannon of Salujfes^ fought only to preferve the conqueils which 
he had made . The allies, therefore, thought of recovering 
fome of the places which they had loll in the beginning of 
the campaign ; and^orince Eugene^ invclling Carmagnola on the 
fevcntcenth of September^ carried on the fiege with fo much 
vigour, that in eleven days the governor was forced to capitu- 
. late. After this conquell the allies going into winter-quar- 
: ters, Cla/zW believed the caftle of Montmelian\ on thefeven- 
teenth of November the trenches were opened before the place, 
and aftef a moll vigorous fiege, wherein they had to difpute as 
well with the rigours of the feaftjn, as with the defperate de- 
fence of ihe garrifon,. thatifortref^' was at lall, on the twen- 
tv-firft of December^ furfendered tn the French upon honour- 
able conditions. 

LEOPOLD^ chiefly intent upon oppofing the Turks in 
Hungary^ had fent the prince of Baden with upwards of forty 
thoulaiid men to watch the motions of the grand vizier, who. 
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at tl\e head of fiyty thoufand ^urks^ intended to pafs the Savet 
and befiege EJJick. On the tenth of Auguji the prince ap- 
peared before their camp, and offered them battle ; but the 
Turks would not hazard an engagement, detaching ^nly a 
a body of horfe to harrafs the rear of the Imperialifls. Some 
days after, polling themfclves upon the rifing-grounds near the 
Danube^ .with a dcfignof cutting ofF provifions from the prince 
of Badeny they intercepted a &nvoy of two hundred waggons 
with provifions, cutting in pieces ^ regiment of dragoons who 
efcorted it ; and likewife falling upon the guards that con- 
ducted another convoy from ^ecky they rouccA them, and 
made themfelves mailers of the waggons. 

These aClions, which were tlfe moil prudent the Turks 
had done during the war, made the prince of Baden and the 
other generals perceive, that they had to do with a vizier who 
underflood how to conduCl an army ; wherefore, feeing them- 
felves abfolutely dcflitute of provifions, they refolved to force 
«the camp of the infidels, fincc otherwife they mufl perifh 
with famine. On the nineteenth of Auguji they marched to 
attack the Turks^ whom they found ftrongly intrenched : ne- 
verthelefe, at three in the afternoon, the imperialifts, having 
regulated their difpofition, began the attack with great fury ; 
and though they were repulfed feveral times by the Turks with 
great refolution, yet at laft, with the lofs of a great number of 
men, they forced the intrenchmetus towards evening, when 
the janillaries retreated in good order, notwithflanding the 
death of the grand vizier, who was killed in the aClion. The 
prince of Badeny marching afterwards to Peterwaradiny re- 
paired the fortifications j and dividing his army into two bo- 
dies, the one, commanded by the duk<i<^/(f Croyy took the 
road of EJfeck ; the other, conducted by himfelf, pafied the 
Danube in the beginning of Septembery and marched to befiege 
Grand Wdradin : but the attacks having little cfFeCl, by rcafon 
of the vigorous fallies of the befieged, and tRc Tunki likewife 
opening the fluices and laying the country under water, the 



prince of Baden left a fufficient body of troops to goqttnue the 
blockade, and put the reft iifco winter- quarters. ^

On the Rhine the allies had two fmall armies, that a£ted 
feparately, undeV the command of the landgrave of Hejfe* 
Cajfel and the margrave of Bareith. But the duke of Lorges 
advancing towards the Rhine with thirty-fix thoufand French, 
and a great train of artillery, it was refolved, in a council of 
war, that the two armies mould join, which was accordingly 
done : but the landgrave, marching afterwards to befiege 
renburg, was informed, by an expreft from the margrave, that 
The duke the French were moving towards him.

^^Lorges four thoufand dragoons to his affifiance ; and the duke of

But Lorges, taking 
advantage ot a great fog, furprifed the duke in bis camp, 
Wirtem-^ and, charging fo^rifkly that the Germans had not time to put 
berL and themfelvesin a pofture of defence, he took the duke, with feve- 
tahs the officers, and about four hundred foldiers prifoners, and killed 
duke pri- ^bout onc ttioufand of the enemy upon the fpot.

Stutgard, the capital of ^Wirter^erg, laid the country under 
contribution, and obliged the l^idgrave to raife the liege of 
Eberenburg, and repafs the Rhine above Binghen.

*• The elciSlor of Bavaria^, who was how governor of the’ 

Spanijh iJetherlafidf^ had put thefe provinces in a better ftate 
than fornjerly ; yet he could not hinder the king of France 
from attempting the fiege of Uamur. Lewis the fourteenth 
invelled the town himfelf, and purfued the fiegc with fuch 
vigour and diligence, that in four days he made^himfelf maf- 
ter of all the outworks ; after which the garrilbn furrendered 
the. town upon articles, and retired into the citadel. - ,The 
encouraged by the prefence of . their fovereign, pufhed 
the (lege with the utmoll activity ; and refolving to carry the 
place at all adventures, by repeated aflaults they drove the be^ 
fieged from their pofts^, and on the twenty -Urft of fune 
obliged them to furrender. All the attempts of the prince 
of Grange .and the eIe£lor of Bavaria to relieve the place 
were inefFedual ; the marechal of Luxemburg^ at the head of 
an army of feventy thoufand men, having orders to cover the 
fiege, and the great rains that fell at that time preventing the 
allies from paffing the Mehaigne to attack Luxemburg^ army. 

When the citadel of Namur furrendered, the allies lay en- 
camped at Melle : from Melle they pafled over the StetUf and 
were joined by twelve thoufand Hanoverians. On the fecond The allies 
of Augujl the allies being informed of the difpofition of marc- attack the 
chal Luxembur^^ army, which pofleiled fome polls near S.tein- 
kirk^ they attacked the French infantry, before they had time ^“xein- 
to put themfelves in a pollure of defence. The duke of Lux- s 
emhurgy trufting to the intelligence he had with the eleiSlor of 
Bavaria's valet- de-chambre, was furprifed at this attack; but obl/^Zt& 
the treachery of the valet having been difeovered, the allies ^ 

forced him to give the French general falfe information, to 
conceal from him their real defi^n ^ Luxemburg^ galloping 
to the right, found the brigade ae Bourlmnoh drove from the 
heighth in great diforder, and the allies mailers of their ground 
and artillery. After two attacks without fuccels, he put him- 
felf at the head of the brigade of guar^, and forced the 
prince of Orange to retire. The duke of JVirtenlberg came to 
the ainilance of the prince, and fullained the attacks of the 
French for a long while ; hut the dragoons of the marquis ele 
Boujlers coming frelh to Jthe engagement, the a 4 iies were 
^^bliged to retreat. 1 * 

In Italy the allies were luperior to Catlnat ; for the French j 
chiefly regarding the war in Flanders^ defired only to defend 
what they had gained on this fide ; but the duke of

Here he found 
ilons in twenty pieces of cannon, and one hundred thoufand livres, by 
Dauphiny feizing the pay of the French king’s troops, and laying the 
city and neighbouring villages under contribution. From 
Ambrun the army marched tp Gapy a qity upon the frontiers 
of Provence^ whofe inhabitants opened their gates, and readily 
confented tg, pay contribution, to preferve their houfes from 
being pillaged and burnt ; a treatment which near eighty 
caftles and villages receive& from the Germansy in retaliation 
of the barbarities committed by the French in Palatinate. 

But the duke of Saxony falling lick of the fmall-pox, a 
fpirit of divifion breaking out among the generals, and winter 
approaching, the allies thought proper to abandon their con- 
quers; and having burnt and plundered the country, they 
retired before the mountains Ihould be Ihut up by the Ihow.

1692. ened, by the creation of a ninth elecSlorate in favour of the 
A nwth duke of Hanover. That duke, who had been long in the in- 
ekaciate tereft cX France y had now entered into the grand alliance; 
enSlcdin promifed great fupplies againft France and the Turky if he 
toe impirey made an eledior of the empire. K\T\gPFilliam con* 

^^*'^**^ 2 *® matter at the court of Viennoy the emperor 

^ lian- ^ agreed to it, under pretence that the number of eledlors ought 
o- to be unequal, to prevent the inconveniences of an eledlion, 
where the votes might be equally divided*. The duke was 
fupported in his claiyi only by the eleflors of Saxony and Bran^ 
dnibnrg\ the other eledlors, both ecclefiaflic and laic, and 
the college of the cities, oppofing it with great warmth 
T heir deputies at the diet of Rati^on reprefented, that it was 
with great aljonifhlnent they heard that the emperor defigned 
to ( redt a new eledtorate, without the participation and con- 
sent of the gates of the empire : ncverthelcfs, they hoped 
that, regaj^ding the antient cu(loi|\s and confiitutions of the 
empire, he would fufpend^he inv^^iture of this ninth elcdlo- 
rate till the refult of the deliberations of the three colleges 
fiiould be known. 

LEOPOLDy without having regard to thefe remonftrances, 
on the nineteenth of December gave the invelliture of the new

. Brunfwick^' and great marflial of the empire. The deputies 
at being informed of the invcftiture, immediately 

drew up a manifefto, reprefenting to his imperial m^efty the 
grievances of their mafterSi and complaining of the invefti- 
ture as contrary to the Golden Bull» and fevei^l capitulations 
confirmed by fucceffivc emperors ; therefore they declared the 
inveftitftre given to the duke of Hanover null ^ ; and that they 
would not acknowledge him as an elcd^or^ refolving to adhere 
to the Golden Bull, .the treatits of TVeJiphalia^ and other fun- 
damental laws of the empire. This difpute continued for 
fome time in terms of negotiation with the princes oppofing 
the inveftiture, who contented themfelves to renew their pro- 
tefiations afterwards in the conferences held at Ryfwick for the 
general peace. 

The emperor, finding his cities difpeoplcd, and his trea- 
furcs greatly exhaufted, had, during the winter, made propo- 
fals of peace to the Ti/rifr, which were by them rejedled ; 
therefore he refolved to begin the campaign early upon the 
Rhiney and in Hungary : and raifing the militia of Bohemia^ 
Aujhiay the Milanefiy and other hereditary countries, he 
prefled the princes and cities to haften the march of iheir 
troops. But many of the ftates of Germanyy diffatisfied witl^ 
the war, and the new eleilorate which Leopold had erefted.

were not much difpofed to obey ; fo that they afled flowly, 
and with little vigour, and were likewife retarded by fome 
private difputes about the command. 

The French army, being aflembled Little Holland neary^^ 
the Rhiney on the feventeenth of May pafled that river near French 
Philipjburgy without oppofition j and the marquis Hei- 

with twenty thoufand French^ encampad before Heidelberg j delberg, 
while the duke de LorgeSy at the head of thirty tnoufand men, 
crofled the mountains to oppofe the prince of iBadeUy who was 


encamped under Heilhron with a very fmajf army. The mar- 
quis de Chamillyy finding that the prince of Badtn was not yet 
in a condition to a£l offenfively, prefltd the fiegc vigoroufly ; 
and having gained the fuburbs, and killed five iautidred of the 
garrifon, he entered the tywn by the fort of theSiary which 
the befieged had abanda|icd. governor of the caftle, 

feeing the French mafters %f the town, where they put all to 
fire and fword, ofFeredrto capitulate; and the articles being 
ligned, the garrifon marched out on the twenty-fourtji of 
yfey, with two pieces of cannon, and all their baggage, and.

in attempting to pais that river, he was forced to abandon his 
enterprize, with the lofs of near one thoufand men^ The 
dauphin afterwards, arriving with a ftrong reinforcement; re-

into Stutgardy and ient a detachment of twelve thouiand men 
into Piedmonty and another of ten thoufand into Flanders^ he 
returned in Auguji to Verfailks. After the departure of the 
dauphin, the allies obliged the Frericb to evacuate the dutch/ 
of WirtenAergy and then put their troops into winter-quar- 
ters. 

In Flanders the French were prevented from entering Bra^ 
lant by the diligence of king Williamy who had encamped at 
Parke near Loufuain ; but the duke of Luxemburg took Huyy 
and defeated the allies at Landen. 

The duke of Savoy being recovered from his long indif- 
polition, put himfelf at the head of the allies in Italyy and 
refolving to drive the French out of his territories, he began 
the campaign with the attack of Fort St. GeorgCy which com- 
pleted the blockade of Cafal ; afterwards the army marching 
to Ptgneroly bombarded the town ; but while they were deli- 
berating about the fiece, Catinaty who had received a rein- 
forcement of twelve tboulhnd men from the Rhine, defeended 
into the plains, and gave the dukefuch apprehenfions fof7«- 
riny that he drew oir from Ptgneroly and encamped at Mar^ 
faglia. Catinat approaching, the duke, contrary to the opi- 
nion of prince Eugeney and the duke of Schomberg, refolved 
ne duke hazard a battle. _ On the fourth of OStobery about nine in 
of Savoy the morning, fhe two armies engamd, and, after a defperate 
defeated by on* both fides, the honou^of the afiion fell to the 

Catinat at French. The duke of Schtn^erg di^( foon after of his wounds 
Marfaglia.at Turin : the allied army having encasnped under the cannon 
of that place, while the Frenchy after faifing great contribu- 
tions; repafled the mountains, and took winter-quarters in 
Dau^inyy Provenccy and Languedoc. 

In Hungary the Imperialiils did nothjpg confiderable^this 
yearj for the duke de Cray was obliged to raife the fiege of 
Bel^ade after thirty-two days open trenches, the grand vizier 
‘ ^ coQiing 
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doming to the. relief of theplace» with an army of eighty 
thoafand men 2 . The duke de Cray having only eighteen 
thoulland men, fitted his camp, and intrenched himfelf undet 
the cannon of Peterwaradin^ while the grand viiier^arriving 
at Belgrade^ fent out his Tartars to pillage the country, who 
every day . had fmall fkirmiflies with the Imperialifts. After* 
wards thirty thoufand-Tirrifr marching into Tranfylvania^ and 
the bafliaw who commanded them, leaving the heavy bag* 
gage at Giula^ with ^ree or fpur thoufand men, count Hof* 
kirken^ who defended the frontiers, put himfelf at the head of 
lix regiments of ' dragoons, and attacking tl^ Turks who 
guarded the baggage, killed about one thoufand of them, and 
returning with his booty to the Feyjjt^ pofted fix regi- 
ments of foot, and feveral regiments of horfe, along that ri- 
ver ; by which difpoiition, the Turks being prevented from 
fucceeding in their defign, retreated, and afterwards put their 
troops into winter-quarters. The imperial camp being then 
very fickly, foon after broke up, and the duke de Cray re- 
paired to Vienna^ and reprefented to the emperor the great 
neceflity of augmenting his troops, as the threatened to 
return in the fpring with greater forces. 

Bv the perfuafion of the prince of Baden^ it was refolved 
to have a fleet this year upon the Danube ; but the emperor’s 1694.- 
finances being 'greatly exhaufted, to remedy this AtficvtntyThe em- 
commiflions were given to private perfons, who being peror fre* 

dulged with particular privileges, deftrudtivc of commerce, « 
fitted out fome faics ; and to fupport the expences of the war/^^^ ^ 

in Hungary^ a new tax was raifed of three crowns upon eacb^" 
meafure of fait. The difficulty of raifing money occafioncd’^'^”®* 
agreat flownefs in their proceedings, fo tjiat the army could not 
aifemble in Hungary till towards the month of Auguji, It was 
expeAed that the depofition of the grand viz'er would have 
delayed the progreis of the Turks ; but his fucceflbr redoubling 
his efforts, had given exprefs orders for ^he fppedy march of 
the troops, the Tartars threatened an irruption into Tranjylva^ 
may and the feraskier of Belgrade^ having pafjed <hc Danube 
with an army, had invefhd TitouL 

The court of Vienm^z% ^ime greatly embaiYafled 
for want of money to pay the itbops, who demanded with 
• great earneflnefs, thfi^^Mfiears of two or three months which 
were due to them. The people refufing to pay the taxes, 
fome lords, faithful fubjedfe of the houfe Aujlria* bor- 
rowed confiderable fums upon their private credit, to pay the 
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.^garrifons of Peterwaradin^ and the neighbouring cities. 

negotiations of the emperor likewife, with ' the princes of* 
Germany^ advanced very flowly j for as his coffers were ex- 
hauftedy the minifters of the other courts did not exprefs fuch 
an ardour for his fervice : but George eledlor of Saxony^ <3ying 
on the feventh of -A&y, Fredertc-Augt^m^ his brother, who 
fucceeded him, confcnted to continue the Saxon tjroops in 
Hungary y and to augment thofe who were to march for the 
Rhine, 

The duke de Cray having refufed the command of the 
army in Hungary^ the emperor gave it to count Caprara^ who 
left Vienna on the twenty>ninth of Ju^y^ with the promife, 
that in a (hort time the mon/:y necellary for paying the troops, 
The grand other expences, ftiould be fent to him. Mean while the 

grand vizier, at the head of an army of ninety thoufand men, 
palled the Save^ and invefted Peterwaradin, Having en- 
camped within a league of the plaqe, and polTellcd the rifing- 
grounds upon the banks of the Danube^ he advanced his fleet 
of one hundred and ten veiTels within cannon-lhot of the Im- 
perialifts. The German army, with a defign of aflilling the 
befieged, had continual Ikirmi&es with the Tartars^ and the 
cannonading was continued every day with upwards of live 
hundred pieces of cannon, from bo|h the fleets, and the batte- 
ries at land. The prefence of the count Caprara^s army, hav- 
ing prevented the Turh from making great progrefs in the 
liege, the heavy rains in the end of September obliged them 
at laft to abaridon it, and go into winter quarters. 

FRANCE having fufered greatly by two fuccelfive bad 
harvefls, the common people were reduced to mifery, and 
great multitudes perilhed for want. The extreme poverty of 
the kingdom obliged ^Lewis the fourteenth to try all poflible 
methods for bringing about a general peace, or at leaft a fe- 
parate peace with fome of the confederates. In the beginning 
of this year he ma^*e fome offers to the duke of Savoy., who 
did not hearken to them : he likewife employed the^ mediation 
of the kings of Stueden and Denmark^ for a peace with the 
emperor and German princes; but the preliminary propofitions 
appeared fo 'unfatisfadlory to the allitW that they could not be 
perfuaded that he llncerely^efired[ peace, ot at leaft fuch a 
one as they defircd for their comrooK^afety p ; therefore, as 
there was no profpedt of a juft peace, the allies made prepa* 
ration', for the campaign. 

The death of thebilhop and prince of Liegey gave the 
French a fair profpeft at this time, of embroiling the aftairs'iof

j^e Confederates on that fide : but the cardinal Bouillon^ who\ 
fupported by the French^ being rejedled by the chapter,^ » 
the major pi»rt of the capitulars chofe the ele6lor of Cologn^ 
and "the -reft the grand matter of the Teutonic order, for their 
jitince and biflxop : both the candidates fending to the pope and 
the emperor to have their refpe£live ele£lion confirmed, it was 
ftill feared that the eIe4$ion would not be quietly concluded ; 
but whilft both parties- impatiently expelled the decifionof the 
fee of Romcy the conteft was determined by the death of the 
grand matter ; fo that the elector of Cologn^ in fome time 
after, obtained the peaceful poiTeffion of that bifhopric and 
principality. o 

The prince of Orange^ and the eleftor of Bavaria^ at 
the head of the confederate atttiy in Flanders^ were en- 
camped at Tillemont^ whilft the French army, under the 
command of the dauphin, were advanced as far as TongreSy 
where they were joined by the troops of marechal Boufters» 

Both armies continuing for«fome time in their potts, the allies 
at laft formed a defign of patting the Scheld at Pont d* Ef 
piens. With this view, on the twenty-fourth of Jluguft^ 
they detached a body of troops, commanded by the ele£tor of 
Bavaria^ to endeavour to take poiTeflion of the bridge : but 
the dauphin, fenfible of the danger of allowing the allies to 
penetrate into French Flanders^ ordered four thoufand dra- 
goons, with each a footman mounted behind him, to march 
with the utmoft difpatch to take pofleifion of the bridge, and 
throw up fome intrenchments to oppofe the enemy. The 
ele£lor of Bavaria^ upon his arrival, finding ihe French 
ftrongly intrenched, did not think it prudent to purfue his en- 
terprize. 

The prince of Orange^ finding it impqflible to attempt any 
thing on that fide, refolved to difpoflefs the enemy of ^Orange 
mu^ and Huy. This laft place, though well fortified, and dc- takes Dix- 
fended by a good garrifon, furrendered on the twenty-feventh muyde 
of September^ after eight days open trenches. By this con- and Huy.

On the Rhine the Imperjjalifts, commanded by pripce Lewis 
of Baden^ lying encampd^ near^^«74r^», the marechal de

the Germans^ he detached the, marquis d'UkelleSy that march^ 
ing behind the mountains he might atttck their rear, whilft 
he himfelf at<^acked them with the reft of the army : but the 
prince of Baden fufpe£)ing his intention, ordered his army to 
repafs the Rhiney which thdn beginning to fwell, immediately 
after overflowed its banks fo much, that it was impoi&ble for 
the French to follow him.

^hey found them fo limited, and the preliminaries fo high, 
tthit the negotiation was foon at an end, or rather never be- 
gan : and the allies depended upon the fuccefs of their arms, 
as they had made great preparations in Flanders. 

The .prince of Orangey in the LowCountrieSy invefted Na^ 
‘which he reduced after an obftinate fiege, while VilUro^ 
reduced Dixmuyde and Denfey {ind bombarded Bruffih. 

There was not any action this year upon the both 
armies being fo equal in ftrength, tiiat they coi,*]d only lie on 
the defenlive. In the month of May the French raifed fome 
redoubts alon^ the Fhimy and the Germans ordered the fortifi- 
cations at Hetlhron to be repaired, and a camp to be marked 
between the Rhine and the Maincy from whence their huiTars 


might harrafs the French foldiers and workmen. 

In MontferraU the duke of Savoy and prince Eugene had 
ordered iix thoufand Imperialifts, and as many Spaniards and 
Piedmontefe to march in the beginning of Aprtly with twenty- 
four pieces of cannon, to attack Cafal : but after the liege 
was well advanced, there feU fuch a quantity of fnow, that 
the allies were obliged to go into unnter-quarters again. In 
the month of June their army again taking the field, encamped 
before Cafaiy which capitulated a few days after the trenches 
were opened. It was agreed that it Ihoiud be reftored to the Calab 
»duke of Mantuay after all the fortifications were deftroyed i 
that the demolifhing the out-works fhould be at the expence 
of the allies, while the king of France demolilhed the reft. 

A truce being agreed to during the difmantling of Cafaiy the 
work went on fo (lowly, that the whqle fummer was ^ent 
before it was finilhed. 


In Hungary the Imperialifls were obliged to remain upon 
the defenfive, the Turkijh army being upwards of one hundred 
thoufand men, exclufive of the TartarSy ^id commanded by 
the Grand Seignior in perfon. Befides the power of their 
enemy, the court of Vienna had to firuggle wi^ doinefiic dif- 
ficulties ; for, notwithftanding the heavy taxes upon jhe people, 
they were dill in great f^ant of ^npney for the neceflary ex- 
pences. The fleet upon the' was unferviceable for 
want of Tailors ; and^^g.eat many qmcers delayed joining their 
regiments, till they had aflurances of being payed their ar- 
rears. The reinforcements likewife of Saxons and Brahden^ 


burners were yet upon their march, though the fummer was 
for advanced. In 'the beginning of Augujl the elector of 
Saxonyy who was to command the German army in Hungt^ryy

7he Sultan who guarded the frontiers of Tranfylvania. But the Turks^ 
defeats having 'the advantage of feveral days march, fent a*detach- 

Imperiaf ment of twelve thoufand men to take polTeflion of ^itoul ; 
likewife carried Ltppa by aflault; and afterwards attacking 
terani^ intirely defeated him, though with very great lofs to 
themfelves. The remains of his army, to the number of 
three thoufand men, under the command of general Truchfesy 
retired to lYit Iron-gatey one of the principal pafles on the 
frontiers of Tran/ylvania. At laft, after thirty days hard 
march, the Imperialifts, under the command of the eleftor of 
SaxQftyy encamped within a fqw leagues of general Truchfes. 
The fultari, being informed of the eleflor^s arrival, on the 
fixth of Ohober repailcd the Danube with bis troops, and, 
taking the route of Adrianoplcy left the grand vizier to order 
the preparations for next campaign, which he refolved to 
begin early. 

The emperor, feeing the neceffity of having a ftrong army 
in Hungaryy engaged the German princes to augment their 
contingent; and treated with the king of Denmark for fome 
regiments ; but that prince, having then fome difference with 
the duke of Holjleiny would not confent to part with his 
troops Fredericy duke of Holjleiny having fucceeded his fa- 
ther, >ho died this year on the fifth of Januaryy propofed to 
call an aflembly of the ftates, that the clergy and nobility of 
the two dutchies of Holjtein and Slefwick might pay him their 
ordinary homage ; and wrote to the king of Denmarky joint 
fbvereign of the dutchy of Holfteiny for his approbation. As 
Frederic had not n^med the regencies of the cities of Luheck 
and Hamburg among thofe who ought to pay homage, and 
as this omiflion had been pradlifed during the laft duke’s reign, 
againft wftich^the Danijh deputies had protefted, in order to 
preferve the rights of their mafter, ^he king of Denmark dc- 
fired the duke to defer the^^>?^nit)r^of the homage, affuring 
him, that the delay {houli^*%e no ptnudice to the common 
rights. 

The duke, not hearkening to the reprefentations of the 
king of Dtnmarky had entered into an alliance with SwedeUy 
and taken fome troops of that crown into his fervice, defign-

^regaS-d to the’ of Denmark* The king being informed of ^ 

/ this, ^d^Mfl^flco the duke, that, notwithttanding the irregu- 
?^ity of his cSnduft^ he would ftill obferve mildnefs apd mo- 
deration, and not oppofe the exercife of the a£ts of common 
government \ provided that he firft communicated the tefta- 
ment of the duke his father, renewed the antient unions, 
which odght to be done at the beginning of each reigfl, and 
difmifled the troopa which he had taken into his fervice. The 
duke refuling pofitively to comply with thefe conditions, the 
king immediately prohibited the exercife of the ad!s of com- 
mon government ; and was preparing to have rccAirfe to force, 
when the princes, mediators of thg treaty Altena^ prevailed 
with the two parties to terminate their difference in an ami- 
cable manner in a congrefs held at Pinneherg \ but the treaty 
was not faithfully obferved by either of the parties. 

The allies, though weary of the war, yet hoping, {lomThe allies 
the late fucceft of their arms, to oblige the king of France to kunt the 
to offer more rcafonablc conditions than thofe already propofed french 
by him, they made great preparations for the campaign ; and 
on the thirteenth oi March forty fquadrons marching from 
Namur^ the greateft part of them inverted Dinant ; while the 
reft, under the command of lieutenant-general Coehorny burnt 
the French magazines at Givet* Marechal ViiUroy having 
taken the field, the prince of Orange foon after appeared at 
tlie head of the allies, and encamped near Wavre* After- 
wards quitting that port:, and marching towards Gemblours^ 
he obliged marechal Bauflers to decamp, and pafs the Sambre, 
to cover the places fituated on that river, and on the Maefe* 

Both armies feemed to have grand defigns, yet they executed 
nothing ; but fatigued one another by matches and counter- 
marches betwixt the Maefe and the Schelde. The generals on 
both fides praftifed all the ftratagems of v/ar, and fought the 
advantages of a viftory without the cffufion ^f blood. 

On the Rhine^ as well as in Flanders, both armies continued 
on the defenfive. About the twenty-third of June tlje French 
pafled the Rhine, and encamped within a league hf^ppingen^ 
where the Imperialifts were^intrcnched. Towards tl>e end of 
the campaign the prince of Badet^yl^]^ ihe Rhine in his turn 
Vit 2 LT Mentz, and advance^to againrt French ^ 

wMle general Thungen ^is to have palled the Rhine near Phi^ 
lipjburg, and attacked them in rear: but French, haviag 
notice of his defign, detached the marquis d'UMelles to oppofe 
him. ^}\oGerman5, therefore, after having raifcd great con- 
ktributioQS, repaffed Rhine in the beginning of Otioher, and 
then marched into winter- quarters. * 
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This year the duke of off from

were d^firous of fending the Germans out of Irnly^ and 
of the increafe of herefy, by the encouragement given to the 
Vaudois and the French Proteftants. As the duke could not 
conclude the treaty ziTurin^ being narrowly obfervcd by the 
lord (dalway^ in the beginning of the yeat he weht, .with a 
fmall retinue of his own naming, to our Lady of Loretto^ un- 
The duke der pretence of a religious*vow. There having concluded 
of Szvoy the treaty, by the mediation of the agents of Rome and Fenice^ 
concludes a returneefto his capital, and, in conjundtion with the allies, 
feparaie made great preparations for the campaign. In the mean time 
Uace njsith marechal Catinat marched towards Turin with an army of fifty 
ranee, ^houfand men, with a pretended intention of bombarding that 
place ; but in reality to fupporc the duke, when he Ihould 
publifh his acceptance of the treaty. On the twelfth oijuly^ 
the French army threatening the town, he concluded a truce 
with them for a month, which was afterwards continued to 
the fifteenth of September^ The treaty was at laft publilhed 
on the twenty-third of Augufl^ under the title of the Neuira* 
lity of Italy ; when the duke wrote to the emperor, and the 
cleffors of Bavaria and Brandenburgs dcfiring them to accede 
to the neutrality ; otherwife he (hould be obliged to join his 
arms with thofe of France^ to force the Germans to obferve the 


peace, or to retire from Italy. 

In conformity to the treaty, the king of France made a fo- 
lemn refignation of all pretenfions to Savoys and the duke’s 
territories " ; Pignerol was demolilhed ; four millions of livres 
were to be allowed to the duke for reparation of the damages 
fuftained during thfe war ; and a marriage immediately treated 
of between the duke of Burgundy and the princefs Mary- Ade- 
laides to be confunimated as foon as they (hould be of age. In 
the mean time, tfhe allies began to retire out of a country 
where they were already looked upon as enemies ; and march- 
ing iii^o the Milanefes were followed, at the expiration oi 
the truce, •by the duke of Savoy at the head of the French 
and his^own troops. Thus, by adventure not to be paral- 
leled in hiflory, the'faflft^eral commanded two contending 
armies in one campai^FTour dgys a fter the duke’s arrival 
he befieged Falentius iif order to ooTlle the allies to evachatc 
balys or to accept of the neutrality. After the fiege was fa: 
advanced, the allies at laft confented to accept of the neutra- 
lity, upon condition that three hundred thoufand crov^tfis were

Being informed attacks the 
that the Turks advanced with a defign to force his retrench- Turks, 
ments^ he marched himfelf towards them, in order to give 
them battle The grand vizier was then encamped in 
plain of Tetncfwaer^ vfrith the ri^er Beghe in his rear, a marlli 
on his left, and in his front three rows of waggons, failened 
together by chains and ropes. The elcdor, refolving to fall 
upon the Turks before they had fortified themfelvcs better, 
ordered fix battalions, fupported by two regiments of dragoons, 
to begin the attack. But the Turks^ fending out twelve thou- 
fand chofen horfc, repul fed tfie Germans \ and forcing the 
chevaux de frife, which cohered their infantry, they pene- 
trated to their fecond line, cutting in pieces all that oppofed 
them. The janiilaries alfo advancing, put the Germans into 
fuch diforder, that they were obliged to retire, with the lofs of 
fix or feven thoufand men, killed and wounded, and twenty- 
three pieces of cannon taken. The Imperialifts foon after 


repafled the Beghe ; but were attacked on their march by 
one thoufand Turks^ who put them in diforder, killed many 
of their men, took a hundred cattle, and fevcral waggons 
laden with baggage. For eight days together the Turks har- 
raffed the march of the Germans^ who were extremely fatigued. 


having had no reft, being in great want of provifions, and 
tormented with thirft : at length, by the great care of the 
eledlor of Saxony^ they arrived on the thirtieth of Augujl at 
Ollafch^ where they found refrclhments. *

at ^iolhoJf The two armies^ afterwards lay feveral days 
within fight of each other, but* declined coming to an en- 
gagement ; and the French marching towards Sty^asburgf the 
marquis of Eaden palled the Rhine^ and ordered major-gene- 
ral Ogilvy tobelicge Eberenburg^ which furrendered after eight 
days. 

The French having withdrawn their forces from Italy^ fent 
Catinat into Flanders^ who, at the head of forty thoufand 
men, laid fiege to Aeth^ while VUIeroy and Boufers^ with two 
other armies, oppofed the allies, who made fome motions to 
fecure the place : but as they mult have hazarded a battle 
againft an army much fuperior to theirs, they refolvcd, in a 
council of war, to entrench themfcives in an advantageous 
pod, in order to fccurc Brabant, Acth furrendering to the 
Frnjch^ they afterwards propofed to take pofleffion of the poft 
of Anderlachy by means of which they could have made them- 
fclvcs mallei s of Bnijfeb zviA Filvord y but finding the allies 
fo advaniagcoufly fituated, and the prince of Orange having 
fent a gi cat reinforcement to Brujjelsy they thought proper to 
alter ihcir dpfign.*

^-^The plenipwentiaries of the allies being arrived at the 
Hagucy while thofe of France refidcd at Delfty it was refolved 
to hold the conferences at a palace of the prince of Orange^ 
fituated betwixt thefe two places, and clofe by the village^of 
Ryfwick ;*and the'preliminarics being fettled, baron Lillierooty 
the mediator, appointed the firft conference to be held on 
the ninth of May. Some days after the imperial plenipoten- 
tiaries delivered to the mediator their demands in the name of 
the emperor and empire ; and foine of the GermHn minifters, 
at the fame time, gave in the pjirticular prcienfions of the 
princes their mafters. The French^ in their turn, propofed 
the conditions according to which they were ready to make a 
peace, and declared, that if the allies did not accept of thefe 
offers before the twenty-firft of Septembery they would reckon 
themfclves free to propofe n*cw articles *. The imperial ini- 
nifters made a tedious anfw'cr to the plan propofed hy France y 
as the emperor fought all means to retard the peace, and de- 
fired the continuance of the grand alliance, to afTift him in 
the defign he had of placing the archduke Charles^ his youngeft 
fon, upon the throne of SpaiUy in cafe of the death of his 
Catholic majefty, who was at prefent in fuch a declining ftaie 
of health, that the imperial court thought he had but few 
months to live. The fame reafon that made the emperor de- 
fire the continuance of the grand alliance, obliged the king of 
France to haften the peace ; for he likewifc intended the fuc- 
ceilion of that monarchy for the duke of Anjmy the fccond 
fon of the dauphin ; therefore, dcfiring chiefly to fatisfy the 
reft of the allies, he made large offers to t4ie ftates of Holland 
and Spain. The day fixed by France for the termination of 
the conferences being at laft come, the EngUpy Spanijhy and 
Dutch plenipotentiaries figned the treaty, Ayhilc the imperial 
and ele^oral minifters, who were prefent in the h&ll, entered 
a proteftation againft the proceedings of the allies. ^ 

Nevertheless, the Imperialitts thought proper to agree 
to a ceffation of arms ; an^i exprefles were difpatcht^ to the concluded 
refpedfive armies upon the i?/^/^^’-!^v^d(fcontinue all adls of bcn'jtcn 
hoflility. The plenipoteptiaries o/iHie empire and France^ the empe- 
tlj(6n refuming their conferences, endeavoured to fettle the re- 
^naining points in controverfy ; but the French now feeing the frar.ee, 
el^ire under th^* neceflity of accepting the conditions propofed 
by tbj^, il^^utcly refufed to part with Strasburgy but ceded 
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tides being agreed upon, the treaty was fignd on the thirtieth 
of OM^r, and ratified by the emperor on the feventh of De^ 
cember, in his own name, and the pamc of the empire. 

By the treaty Lewis the fourteenth engaged to reftdte to the 
emperor and the empire, the fort of Kelly. Philtpsburgy Frt- 
hurgy and all his other conquefts beyond Alface ; and likewife 
that all the re-unions made by the chambers of AletZy Befan- 
fotiy and Brtfack^ fince the treaty of Nimeguerty Ihould be 
made void : that Lorrain {]|}ould be reftored according to the 
conditions of that treaty ; only, that the fortifications of Nancy 
Ihould be deftroyed y. On the other fide, Strasburgy and all 
depending upon it on the left fide of the Rhingy were ceded tq 
France ; the duke of Neuburg was re-cftabliftied in the Pa^ 
latlnate j the pretenfions of the* princefs, which were dif- 
puted by the duke, were referred to the arbitration of the pope, 
and till the difierence was decided, the elector was obliged to 
pay every year one hundred thoufand florins of the Rhine to 
the dutchefs of Orleans. 

During the negotiations at Ryfwicky the ambaffadors of 
the Proteflant princes delivered a memorial to the mediator, 
demanding, that in Slrasburgy and all the other cities of Al- 
face to be ceded to Franccy the Lutheran religion fhould be to- 
lerated, and enjoy all the rights and privileges fecured by the 
treaty of JVcJlphaUa '^. The dcfiring fome time to an- 
fwer, afterwajds, in concert with the imperial plenipotentia- 
ries, negledlcd this reprefentation, and inlerted in the treaty, 
that the Rornan Catholic religion, in the places to be delivered 
lip, fhould remain in the fame ftate in which it was at 
that time. 'Fhus, no notice being taken of the Proteftants, 
feveral churches^ were to be left to the Papifts, which, ac- 
cording to*thc laws of the empire, and the preliminaries of 
the treaty', ought to have been taken from them, and reftored 
to the Prtttoflants. The minifters of the electors, and other 
Proteftarft princes, rcfuftcl to figi\^the treaty till this claufe 
was altered j and pul^ijjjte a memorial juftifying their refufaJ, 
and flievving, that thisf^iclc in^he treaty was contrary to

CHAP. XXIII. 

Containing the P/ogrefs of a new Alliance againft 
France. . 


E cleftor of Saxony being engaged in quieting the tu- Prhjce 
mults in his new kingdom of Poland^ Leopold gave the Eugene 
command of his troops in Hungary to prince Eugene^ who had command^ 
already become famous by bis aftions upon the Rhine ^ and the armj 
in Italy, The prince repairing to Pirifmarton, in Upper Hun- in Hun- 
garyy put himfelf at the head of the imperialifts, and or- gary- 
dered prince Vaudemont to difperfe a body of malcontents, who, 
commanded by one of Tekel't's captains, ravaged the country, 
took Tokai and fevcral other places, putting to death all 
who offered to rcfifl: them. Upon the approach of prince 
Vaudemont^ the malcontents retired into Tokai ; which place 
was attacked with fo much vigour by the Impcrialifts, that 
they carried it by aflault in a few days, putting moft of the 
malcontents to the fword : thofe that remained having fled to 
Potacky the prince purfued them, cutting to pieces all that 
rcfiftcd, and forcing the reft to deliver up their captain, and 
lay down their arms. 

In the mean time, the Turkijh army^, which was three Sultan 
times the number of the Impcrialifts, and commanded by the 
Grand Seignior, marched from Belgrade with an intention of 
befieging Peterwaradin^ while the fleet, coiTJ|>ofed pf one hun-

The ground was covered with twenty thoufand dead, and 
ten thoufand more were drowned in the Theyffi. The lofs of 
the Imperialifts was very inconfiderable, having only four 
hundred and thirty men kdled, and fifteen hundred wounded. 
There was taken from the infidels nine hundred waggons, fix 
thouflind camels loaded with provifions, feven thoufand 
hoifes, feventy-two heavy cannon, feven horfe-tails, fifteen 
thoufand tents, with that of the Grand Seignior, and his 
chariot, in which were ten women of the feraglio, the mili- 
tary cheft, in which were found three millions, and the ar- 
chives of the chancciy of the fulfan ^ 

That prince had fled to Belgrade mHa a fmall body of 
horfc, and left the remains of his army intrenched on the op- 
pofiie bank of the Theyjfcy while prince Eugene marched into 
Bofnlay took* Seraglio^ the capital, by furprizc, deflroyed 
the fortrefles of Doiayj Magloy^ and Brandacky and loading 
his army \^ith 4 lbooty, led them back into winter quarters, re- 
turning hiqufelf to VienTia.

Tranfylvjinia and. Vpper Hungary ; but the place was fo well 
provided with every thing for a fiege, and the Ottoman army 
was now fo ftrongly ijeinforccd ^y the junction of the Tartars^ 
and the garrifons of 1‘everal towns, that it was thought proper 
not to undertake that enterprize. Prince EugOY^ afterwards 
hearing of a great convoy that was preparing for Temefwaer^ 
made all the necellary difpofitions^o intercept it ; but his dc- 
fign being betrayed by a huflar that deferted to the enemy, 
the convoy u’as flopped, and the Imperial ills obliged to return 
to their camp. Thus the whole campaign having pafled over 
without any a£lion, both parties now waited the ilTue of the 
conferences for peace to be held at Carlowitz^ a fmall town 
upon the Danube near Pderwaradin, 

The emperor, tho’ he was now delivered from the war ^ 
with France^ yet, as his revenues were quite exhaufted, he very conJuded 
willingly hearkened to propofols of peace ; and the Grand hetwen 
Sci.;nior, feaiing a revolution upon his bad fuccefs, had pre- the e/npe^ 
vailed with the king of Great Britain^ and the flates-general undths 
of the United Provinces, to adl as mediators in negotiating a 
peace. The firft conference was held on the fiift of Novem- ^f*”*^* 
ber^ and the preliminaries being quickly agreed upon, the 
treaty was figned on the twenty-lixth of ^January in the year 
following, between the fultan on one parr, and the houfe of 
/iujhia, the Veueiiam^ Polandy and Aiujeovy^ on the other : 
Traiifylvania was ceded to the emperor, with the C')nquefts 
which he had made in Hungary y and a truce was agreed to

Yhe clc^lor-palatiifo, under pretence of not being fully re- 
cftahliflied in all his rights, refufed to pay the one hundred 
thoiifand florins to the dutchefs of Xfrhnns^ •according to his 
agreement. To prevent this refufal from troubling the peace 
of the empire, both parties cojifentcd to/efer their reciprocal 
pretcnfions to the arbitration of the emperor’s ininiflers at 
Frankfort. • 

ERNEST- AUGUSTUS^ duke of Hanover^ on the 

^ twenty- fourth of with^out ever having been admitted 

into the electoral college, his fbn Gcorge-Lewh^ who fucceeded 
him, met likevi^ife with the fame oppofition ; for though he 
received the inveftiture of the eleftorate from the emperor in 
the month of January following, yct the cle(5lors and princes 
oppofing him, prefented a memorial to the kings of France 
and Sweden^ guarantees of the Xxft^Xy oi Wejlphalia^ \ (hew- 
ing, that the creftion of that elcdloratc was contrary to the 
Golden Bull, and other conftitutions of the empire. The 
two kings laid thefc complaints before the court of Vienna^ 
who did not much regard them, hoping that the oppofition 
would infcnfibly drop, when the fear of the tendency of the 
emperor’s proceedings was abated. 

Mean while, the king of England and the dates of Hoi- 
land took mcafures to preferve peace between the houfes of 
Aujlria and Bourbon. As the king of Spain^ whofc life was 
now defpaired of, had no children, and the young cledloral 
prince of Bavaria^ \yhom he had appointed his heir, was 
lately dead, it was thought prudent, in order to avoid a war, 
to regulate the fucceflion to his eftates by a treaty of parti- 
tion before his death. The only pretenders to fucceflion, by 
birth, were the dauphin and Jofeph king of Romans, The 
dauphin, being the fon of the cldeft daughter. Teemed to have 
the beft tillp > but Maria-Fherefa^ his mother, having re- 
nounced alVright to the fucceflion of Spain, the emperor juftly 
infifted upon a preferably: ^y m. Lhbis the fourteenth, from 
a pretence of moderation^nd love of peace, did not infift 
upon the whole fucceflion ftr the dauphin^*but acceded to the% 
partiyon ; by which the dauphin was to have the kingdoms of \ 
Naples and Sicily y with their dependencies, the du^chy of 
rainy the marquifate of Finals 
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Lo^ ft^^fis to have the MUamfe% and th« | 
■^•“'flie reft of^ the Spanijh monarchy. The i 
appeared fatisficd with the partition, 
and bouhaTtlvS^felves not to accept any will, teftament, or 
donation, contrary to the treaty. Ncverthelefs, the greateft 
pari of the troops of France moved towards Spain ; and if!S 
minifters of Lewis the fourteenth, at that court, having gained 
over.thd c:kr 6 \n^V Portocarrero^ and many of the grandees, 
who had an aver.fion to the Germans^ they perfuaded their 
king to (ign a will, upon his death-bed, in favour of the duke 
of Anjou^ fecond fon to the dauphin. The emperor, who 
had all along refufed to accede to the treaty partition, as 
being rightful heir to the whole, now likewife declared againft 
the will. He protefted againft all that had been done as null 
and void ; and that he might not give apprehenfions to the 
princes of Germany^ by claiming the fuccefiion himfelf, he 
declared the archduke Charles^ his fecond fon, king of Spain^ 
and only claimed the Mil^nefe as a fief of the empire. The 
king of Spain dying on the firft of November^ Lewis the four- 
teenth immediately accepted of the will. He fent the duke 
of Anjou into Spain, ordered French garrifons into the Spanijh 
Netherlands and the dutchyof ATilan^ and a fquadron of fhips 
to the JFeJl Indies. 

The French, by fending garrifons into the AAilanefe and 
Flanders, greatly alarmed the emperor and the Dutch. Leo- 
pold, claiming the dutchy of Milan as a fief of the empire, 
devolved to him by the death of the king of Spain without 
iffue, ordered prince Vaudemont, governor of the Milanefe, 
and likewife the cities of that dutchy, to fwear allegiance to 
him ; but Philip the fifth, the new king of Spain, had pre- 
vented him, and received the homage of the governor and 
the ftates before the arrival of the emperor’s meftenger. Leo- 
fold, then refolving to have recourfe to arms, ordered a body 
of twenty-nine thoufand men to march into Italy under the 
command of prince Eugene, and negotiated alliances with the 
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pther powers in Europe. The kings of Denmark, Sweden, 
and Poland, refufed to engage in a league agair(l^/Vtf»r^ ; and 
the Swifs cantons, and the republic of Venice, duclared that 
they would obferve an exa6l nwjtj^hy : but the elcdlor of fibster 
Brandenburg having for a long^’-^iine been ambitious of IrBran-^

declared thcmfelves ; but the French^ uneafy ^hcfir prepara* 
tions, endeavoured to amufe them, by fending coun| d'Jvaux 
^ihc Hague. After many conferences, the negotiation >Vas 
at laft broke up, the French refufing to evacuate the Spanijh 
Netherlands^ or give any fatisfadlion to the imperor. / 

Prince Eugene^ having arrived in Italyx made a feint of 
paffing the Po\ near Ferrare^ Having thus amufed the 
FrenJ}^ he parted the Adige near Carpiy and advanced to Alha^ 
roy within two miles of Verona. Upon his approach Catinat 
decamped, and ported five thoufand of his men at Carpiy and 
the reft at OjUglia, Prince Euge.ie attacking the forces ported 
at Carpi y after a brifk engagemetit drove them from their 
ports, took one hundred prifoners, and the greateft part of 
their baggage. In fevera! other tkirmifhcs the Germans having 
the advantage, Lruuis the fourteenth fent Villeroy into Italy^ 
with orders to march againft the enemy. Prince Eugene^ 
having then no place of defence to retire to, in cafe of a de-» 
.feat, had fortified his camp at Chiari with ftrong intrench- 
ments ; and, being informed of the dcfign of the enemy, dif- 
. pofed his army in order to receive them. On the firft of Sep- 
tember the Frcnchy having palled the Oglloy attacked the Ger- 
man camp with great refolurion ; but being received with firm- 
nefs, after an engagement of four hours they were repulfed, 
with the lofs of five thoufand men. Afterwards, their army 
being attacked with ficknefs. they quitted the field, and re- 
tired into vvinter-quaitcrs. Towards the end of the campaign 
the Germans laid all the Mantuan under contribution, except 
Mantua and Goiis; ariid, continuing in motion all the winter, 
they took fcvcral places on the Oglioy which greatly enlarged 
their quarters. 

As the war between the emperor and France did not diredl^ 
Iv regard the empire’, but only the fucceflion to the crown of 
Spairty fcvcral princes of the empire artemblcd at Heilbrony 
and coricludcd^a treaty of neutrality. I'he eleflors of Bava- 
7 liy Cobgnu and MentZy and the circles of Suabia and Fran- 
crmuiy engaged to takeex^art in the prefent war. But the 
emperor having prevailed Mth the greateft part of the princes 
to lake part with him in war, the dufeis of Hanover and 
/b'il marched with their troops into the territories of the duke 
oi fyaifcmbuttley and made thcmfelves mailers of feveral places, 
which obliged that duke to quit his engagements With Fra^^ 
the eleolor promifing to take into his fer^ice thofc*ttooj ^015 
had raifed to ferve Lcu.is the fourteenth.

being informedTfist tl.e elector of Colegn defircd fomc French 
ti'^ops to, enVevbls country, marched into his territories, and 
poflTedion jjf feveral of his towns. Reprefenting to the 
king' of' Agl^el, that the French had put formidable gar- 
rifons into tne firohg towns in Spanijh Flanden^ were drawing 
a line from the Schelde to the Macfe^ were making great tffit- 
gazines in Brabant, Guclderland, and Namur, and building 
forts uneJ^r the caBnon of ‘the towns belonging to the ftates, 
that prince concluded an alliance with them and the emperor, Analhun-c 
which was figned at .the Hagut^ on the feventh of September, concluded 
and known afterwards by the name of the triple Alliance. By bct'Vjccti 
this treaty it was ftipulated, that if, in the dpace of two the empe- 
months, the French king did not give fatisfaflion to the dc- ror, hng- 
mands of the allies, the parties 'concerned fhould mutually land, and 
aflift each other with their whole flrength. Holland. 

Marechal Villeroy, having left his head-quarters ztCre- 
mana, and repaired to Milan with feveral of the officers of the 
garrifon, to be prefent at* the diverfions celebrated in that 
city in the month of "January, prince Eugene fortned the dc- 
fign of furprifing Cremona. Having ordered prince Tltomas 
to march fiom the Parmefan with eight thoufand men, to 
be ready at a certain time to take polTcffion of the bridge 
up^ the Po, he himfelf marched fccrctly on the other fide 
ofthe river towards the town ; and fending in a fmall body 
of men, thro’ the ruins of an old aquedufl, who quickly made 
themfelves matters of one of the gates, he entered the city 
with four thoufand men, before the garrifon had any appre- 
henfion of his being near them I'he Germans were op- 
pofed by one regiment at firtt, till the reft of the garrifon put 
themfelves in a pofture of defence ; then the ikirmifties be- 
came very warm, the Imperialifts ftill jpufliing forwards to 
the other fide of the town, wanting to make themfelves 
matters of the gate of the bridge. Villeroy, who had re- 
turned from Mian the evening before, awaking with the dif- 
turbance, ran out into the ftreet, and wis taken prifoner by 
the Germans'. The garrifon, by this time, being thoroughly 
alarmed, had fecured the gate of the bridge, the body 
of troops, that marched from the Parmefan, comi*{g too late, 
had no accefs, which d6iaV obliged orince Eugene to think of 
a retreat. Finding it impoffible Iteep polleffion of the 
town with the few troops he ijid, after Ikirmiffiing the 
whole day, he retired at night b/the gate of St. Margaret, 
carrying marechal Villeroy, and feveral other prifoners, withhim.

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The French^ having then no other eneiSj^to crjptenJ vult^ 
but prince Eugene^ in the beginning of Martff^^nt twentv- 
fivc thoufaiid men into Italy^ under the comm^d cf the (kiw 
of Vendome^ who was to fucceed marechal yUfVoy, The 
,diikc having marched thro’ the Venetian territories, to avoid 
(jrTnee Eugenes pofts upon the Oglio, arrived at the French 
camp, and began with the relief ol^Maniuq^ which had been 
blockaded by prince Eugene for eight months. In»*tho- be- 
ginning of the French army encamped wirhin a league 

of the Imperialiits, with the ctefign of offering a battle ; but 
they were greatly fuperior, prince Eugene declined an en- 
gagement, tiR he (hould be reinforced by the junftion of fc- 
veral garrifons. Hearing tljat the French had a dcfign upon 
the caftle of Luzara^ the prince marched on the fifteenth of 
Auguji with a defign to attack them : at five in the evening 
the artillery began to play upon the t nemy, and foon after 
both armies engaged ; the battle continued for two hours very 
defperate, and night putting an end to the engagement, both 
fides claimed the honour of the vidiory the Germans having 
poflefled the field of adlion, and the French afterwards making 
themfelves mailers of Luzara and Guajlalla* 

Queen Anne^ who fucceeded to the throne of England 
after the death of king William^ fupported the engagements 
which he had entered into, and on the fourth of May de- 
clared war againft France and Spain. The Dutch having fent 
fomc troops to the fiege of Kaiferwert as auxiliaries to the 
emperor, followed the example of queen Anncy and became 
principals in the war. Kaiferwert having been put into the 
hands of the by the eledlor of Cologne and endangering 

the circle of IVeJiphaliay and the ftates of Hollandy the em- 
peror ordered the prirce of Uajfau-Saurhrugy to bcfiegc the 
place. The garrifon being frequently reinforced by count 
"lallardt who was encamped on the other fide of the Rhine^ 
the allies did not ipake themfelves mailers of the town before 
the fifteenth 6f Juhey after fifty-nine days operi trenches 
The duke of Burgundy arriving at the French camp on the 
tenth of yctitey marechal Boujlers decamped privately with a[ 
defign of if'jrprifing ; but /he earl of Athloncy who 

then commanded the cT^nigderatc army, hearing of his inten- 
tion, marched immediately to prevent him, and arrived at the 
Outworks of the place halt\an hour befor^’‘hini. The Frenchy^

I'he allies having taken 
Icveral fmall places without any refinance, endeavoured to 
bring the French army to an engagement ; but flie deputies of 
the itates-general, who followed the army, having reprefented 
to him that it was much more for the advantage of Holland^ 
to difpoirefs the enemy of the towns they held in Spanijh Gucl^ 
derlandy he detached fevcral parties, who took Fenloo^ Mafeick^ 
Steve^ifwart^ and Ruremond. Marechal Bovfien fearing that ^he afUes 
the allies had a defign iipofi Liege^ went and polled himlclf at 
Tongresj with a view of fccuring that place ; but the confe- 
derates advancing, obliged the city to capitulate, and after- 
wards took the citadel by llorm. 

The emperor having prevailed with the grcatcll part of the^ 
princes of the empire to abandon a neutrality, employed thofe 
troops that were railed for the prefervation of the peace of the 
empire, in the war againll France ; and having alicmbled a 
powerful army, gave the command of it to the prince of Ba- 
den^ The troops being encamped between Spire and Worms^ 
began the campaign by laying fiege to Landau, Some days^^/,^ 
after the opening of the trenches, the king of the Romans takes 

rived at the camp, in order to make his firlt campaign but Landau* 
with fo large a train, and fo fplendid equipage, that the 
cxpence of it threw all the emperor^s affairs in d forder, the 
moft necelfary things being neglcfted, while the ^reafure W'as 
wafted in fupporting this ncedlcls pomp. The fiege was flop- 
ped for fome weeks for want of amminiitlon, Nut at laft the 
citadel was taken by ftorm on the ninth of Septcmbjr^ and on 
the twelfth the city furrendered. > 

After the taking of Landau., the king of the^Romans en- 
camped at Bifchweiller*^r\QVLX Streahurx^ with a delign of at- 
tacking the French army commanded by marcchal Catinai ; 
but feeing the Erthcb ftrongly ir^.renched, and always upon 
their guard, he quitter the army, 'deaving the command to the 
prince of Baden, Afterwards, the imperial army being greatly 
weakened by fcvjral detachments, which the neighbouring

These proceedings of the elector of Bc^aria alamedthc 
diet at Rathhon : the credit of the emperor teTiig very 
great in that affembly, it was refolved, by a decree of the 
twenty-eightli of Septe^nher, to declare war againft France ; 
and a memorial was prefented to the emperor, requefting him 
to proceed againft the cleftor accordhig to the conftitutions of 
the empire. Mean while, the French army being now fupe- 
rior to the prince of Baden, took poUcflion of Neuburg on the 
Rhine, over which river they laid a bridge, notwithltanding 
the great fire of the Imperialifts ; &nd marechal Catinat fent a 
detachment of ten thoufand men, under the orders of count 
Guifeard, and the maiquis de Villars, to march towards /&- 
ningen, in order to cut off provifions from the prince of Baden, 
The prince being informed of the motion of the French, de- 
camped from FricUingncn, on the thirteenth of October, in or- 
der to go into winter-quarters ; but being obferved by the 
. marquis of Villars, who was encamped x\^2X Huningcn, the 
Villarrjf paffed tht Rhine, and attacked him on his- march. After

LFJVIS the fourteenth being aflifted by the eleSor of Ba- 
varia^ rcfolved to carry the war into the empire ; and appre- *7^3* 
bending that the duke of Lorrain ^ouU declare for the houfe 
of Aujiria^ he obliged him to receive French troops into Nan* 
ciy and his other fortilied towns. He likewife defired to con- 
tinue the alliance with the duke of Savoy ; but that duke be- 
ginning to refleil, that if the French king drove the Imperial- 
ifts out of Italy^ and became mailer of the Milanefe^ he muft 
be expofed to his mercy ; and finding that the emperor was 
willing to make him large offers, he abandoned the interefts 
of France^ and concluded a treaty with the emperor, on the 
fifth of January^ Leopold having ceded Montferrat to him, 
with fome cities of the Milanefe, Lewis the fourteenth being 
informed of this treaty, ordered the duke of l^endome tofeize 
and difarm the troops of Savoy that were in his army, and de- 
mand the fortrelles of VerceiU Verjur^ and Sufa, The duke, The duh 
inftead of complying with this demand, publilhed a manifefto ^Savoy 
againft France ^ and fent envoys to England and Holland^ to concludes 
folicit alliftance, while count Staremberg received pofitive or- ein alliancei 
ders from Viennay to endeavour to join him with fifteen ^*^1^ 
thoufand men.

Whilst the emperor was thus overpowered in Germany 
by the French and Bavarians^ the affairs of the confederates ^ Marl- 
upon the Lower RJjinej and in Flanders^ were in a more prof- borough 
perous fituation. Count Letiunty general of the Pruffiansy takes 
having taken RJnmhregy blocked up Gueldresy and the duke Bonn, 
of Marlborough having invefted Bonn^ opened the trenches in 
three different places, on the eighth of May^ and carrying on 
the fiege with great vigour, obliged the city to furrender on 
the fourteenth.

fiinr^ iime, general Coehorn attacking ihem*^at tiu point of 
Calio^ after a fliort refiftance broke through with fcry incon- 
fidcrablc lofs. Next day baron Opdhm^ whtrS?S5^ftJ:ed neareft 
Antwerp^ marched to Kckeren^ with defign of appearing be- 
fore that city, and preventing.thcm from fendiiT^ aii^r detach- 
ments over the bridge into Flanders. He remained two days 
without feeirfg any enemy ; but on the thirtieth of fune^ ma- 
rechal Bouflers and marquis Bedmar^ appeared at the head of 
thirty-two fquadrons and thirty-two battalions, and ufing the 
advantage of their fuperiority, immediately attacked the allies: 
the a(Stion was very warm on both Tides, and the French pufh- 
ing on within piftol-fhot of the place where general Opdam 
was, cut him off from the army, upon which he fled to 
Breda with thirty horfe ; but the Dutch^ tho* forfaken by their 
general, rallied again^ and maintained their ground with fuch 
hrniners, that the French were obliged to retire. As the lofs 
was pretty equal on both Tides, each party claimed the vidory. 
The allies foon afterwards joining all thek forces together, 
took Limburg and Huy ; and Gueldres at laft furrendcred to 
the PruJJians on the feventeenth of December. 

On the Upper Rhine^ after marechal Villars had joined the 
Bavarians^ the elector marched into Tirol^ reviving his antient 
claims upon that province $ and having taken Infpruck the ca- 
pital, and raifed great contributions on the other towns, he 
marched towards Trent to meet the duke of Vendome^ who 
was to join him Wji Italy ; but count Staremberg detaching a 
body of troops to fecure the pafles and cables upon the r^ad, 
and the boors of Tirol rifiiig againft the Bavarians, the eledlor 
was obIi^/;d to^liiie-otirol the country, before the duke of 
V could Aiikhim.

About the end of this month Charles king of Spain ar* 
rived Vienna^ in order to embark from thence 

for Lisbon^ the king ^ Portugat having now made an alliance 
with the emperor, upon confideration of having ^everal places 
in Spahj and the country beyond Rh de la Plata in America^ 
ceded to him. Leopold^ who in thp beginning of the war had 
ceafed mentioning his claim to the crown of Spain^ and only 
inflfted on his right to the Miknefe as a fief of the empire, 
judging, that the Germanic body would not confent to his add- 
ing that monarchy to his hereditary dominions, this year ceded 
his right to the Spanifl) monarchy to the archduke Charles^ 
who was proclaimed at Vienna^ on the twelfth of September^ 
king of Spainy by the name of Charles the third*. In 
England he was received with great' magnificence ; and the 
queen behaved towards him in a very noble and obliging man- 
ner. Orders being immediately given to fit out the fleet with 
all expedition, he failed foon after for Portugal^ where he ar- 
rived on the ninth of March^ with about nine thoufand men, 
raifed by England and Holland for his fervice. Charles^ upon 
his landing at Lisbon^ publifhed a manifefto in Portugal and 
Spain, promifing a pardon to all thofe who fhould abandon the 
party of Philip duke of Jnjou. This prince, on the other 
fide, publifhed a manifefto, which hefu|morted with a ftrong 
amy, and entering Portugal took feveiril towns, which the 
Pirtuguefe retook at the end of the campaign. The prince 
of Darmftadt foiled wfth the 

combined fleet to Gibraltar, wh icli Tie^edujped in^he montl;^ 
of Augujl, and furrendered into the hawMmVhe Wl^Jh.

,)eror ordered a deep ditch to be for3leiyLj^om;he moun-- 
tains to the Danube, and defended by ftfonj^rcctetIl|s5 mpunt- 
ed with cannon. Three years had no^ pap^, fince tl^ court 
had arrefted Ragotjki ; about ^his time ke maJe" Kis^ efcape, 
and no fooner found himfelf at liberty, than he fomented a 
rebellion in Hungary^ in defence of the religion and privileges 
of that kingdom. The allies apprehending the difiurbances 
in this quarter might occaiion an unfeafonable diverfion, and 
draw the emperor’s attention from the affairs of Spain, and 
the more immediate obje£f of the confederacy, offered their 
mediation. They pleaded fo warmly the general intereft of 
the empire, that the Hungarians donfented to fend deputies to 
Vienna to reprefent their grievances. They demanded, in 
confequence oi the royal capitulation, that all civil and mill-* 
tary employments (hould be given to natives ; that the prin- 
cefs Ragotjki fhould be fet at liberty ; that the fentence pro* 
nounced againfi the prince (hould be revoked, and all his pof- 
feflions reilored. The imperial court was unwilling to accept 
thefe conditions ; but fearing they could not obtain better by 
force of arms, they propofed, that the kingdom of Hungary 
fliould be eledlivc at the death of the king of the Romans ; 


that this prince (hould renounce the hereditary a£f paflfed in fa- 
vour of his family, provided the nobility and people renewed 
their oath of fidelity to his perfon that the Catholic and 
Proteftant religions flkould be mutually tolerated and relfored tp 
their former privileges ; that the emperor and king of the

he .eiTcouncered Vendome^ the beft general of France^ at the 
head of an aihi^ ^\^ed with conqueft. Even his repulfe at 
Caffano was lefs mortifying to the great foul of Eugene^ than 
the conflant checks and mortifications he fuflajned from the 
unfteady meafures of the imperial court, 'fludfuating from one 
refolution to another. Already the piinces of the empire be- 
gan to teftify their averfion to a war, which, though fortunate 
for the laif campaign in Germany^ produced nothing but ufe- 
lefs vi^fories, defolation, and (laughter. The republic of HoU 
land raifed various difHcul^es about furnifhing her quota of 
money and troops. She made frefh demands, and propofed 
feveral alterations in the new levies, in the pay, cloathing, 
and quarters of the army. The prince of Hcjfe refufed to 
fuffer his troops to be commanded by Dutch officers ; and 
prince Lewh of Baden would not acknowledge that fuperiority 
which had long been granted by the other inferior princes of 
the empire, as due to the republic. To thefc difficulties 
others, more immediately relative to the empire, were fuper- 
added. The circle of Suabia^ to avoid paying the ftipulated 
contingent, reprefented, that the country was ruined by the 
heavy contributions levied by the Fremhy by furmfliing winter- 
quarters to both armies, and by the marches and counter- 
marches of friends and enemies.

^ H E emperor Jofiph fuccccded to the imperial crown of 
^ his father in the flower of his age, after having fome 
years before been folemnly acknowledged king of Hungary 
and Bohemia. It was univerfally believed that this change in 
the fucceffion would contribute greatly to terminate a war, 
which had defolated Germany^ and impoverUhed Europe \ but 
the opportunity that offered of recovering Lorrahy and pene- 
trating into Francey was loft. The Englijh were obftinately bent 
againft all terms of accommodation ; and Lewis was not fuf- 
ficiently humbled to grant fuch conditions to Jofephy feparate- 
ly, as he could with honour accept. It was certainly intended 
to compromife the differences with the Hungarians ; but their 
fpirit and invincible love of liberty puQied them on to demand 
fuch a barrier for their freedom, as would wholly have de-

However, all his remonftrances pyi 
duced no < ledt^: all.his efforts ferved only to reduce fom^n- 
confiderab^e places, and were infufficient to prevent t^e elec- 
tor's bocomli:g nailer of Dis/l. 

Altercations 'how arofe, between the confederate ge- 
nerals. Marlborough^ not unjuftly, reproached the prince of j 
Baden with dilatorinefs ; and, in fome meafure, attributed to ^ 
his bacicwardnefs that the different members of the empire ^ 
had not yet furnifhed their contingents. The prince replied, ; 
that he had never doubted the duke’s courage or ability ; but ^ 
he did not imagine he would have prefumed to infult a prince 1 
of the empire, who had hitherto commanded not only the i 
refpedt of his equals, but, in a particular manner, the efteem 
of every officer of candour and merit in the army. Not fa- 
tisfied with the farcafin implied in this rebuke, he complaihed 
of Marlborough to the courts of Vienna and London : he even 
wrote to the diet at Rattjbon in terms full of refentment, fay- 
ing, that the haughty carriage of the Englijhman refledled dif- 
honour on the whole German body, if they tamely pafled the 
infult. He alledged, in bis own juffification, that he only 
waited to be joined by his detachments ; and that the jundtion 
with Marlborough was foon enough effedled, had not that ge- 
neral imprudently involved himfelf in difficulties, from his ig- 
norance of the country, and the enemy’s fituation : that he 
now was defirous of throwing upon a prince of the empire an 
. error confequent on his own prefumptirn. The iffue of thefc 
difputes was, that the allied army feparated, and by that 
means fuffered M. Villars to reinforce the ele^or of Bavaria

, garrifons. The accufation was falfe, and, indeed, t^ abfurd^ 
to gain credit; but it was urged to palliate thei^feverity^^ 
The Bavarian nobility demanded of the commiflar^ a lift of 
we nafties of the confpirators ; they promifedLfwi^ve them 
pl|ai(hed agreeable to the laws ; but the conlffnllarili gave only 
a g^eral reply, refufing to enter into a detail. ISome days 
after iW^al private gentlemen, wh<5 hadventilred m*inakethe 
fame reiT|rtnftrances, were arrefted, and their jjftiiwesTEonfif- 
cated :f&us all were deterred from interpi^iTiig in behalf of the 
innocent viflims to the Aujlrian avarice. 

WHkw it^was prefumed the fuirit of the Bavarians was 
fufficiently fubdued, the counts/? LowenJIein^ governor of the 
province, pubiiflie'd an ediEt, enjoining all the young men 
from the age of eighteen to thirty-five, to appear in certain 
places fpecified, in order to be draughted for recruits to the 
regiments in Italy and Hungary^ This ordonnance y^as 
thought beyond meafiire oppreflive ; it was not only a diredl 
violation of the treaty with the ele^reft, but the grolTeft in- 
fra(5fion of the laws of nations, and of the eleAorate in par- 
ticular. The peafants hid themfelves ; and their evafion was 
conftrued into an ad of rebellion. In a few days all the jails 
in Bavaria were crowded with the unfortunate inhabitants, 
dragged out of churches and monafteries, in which they had 
taken refuge ; and where the culprit could not be found, the. 
imperial vengeance was reeked on the heads of his mother, 
children, and relations. Their houfes were pillaged, and the 
Hide magazines of provifion they had for the fupport of their 
Arevolt families, burnt and deftroyed. Terrified with rhefe violences, 
Bavaria, and fainting under the prelfure of extreme want, the peafants 

lied in the night to tl)p woods, in fearch of food to appeafe , 
their hunger. Thither they were pur fued by the barbarous^- 
Aujlrians^ and driven to fuch defpai r, that they united agaiaffT 
the common e:T^.y, K^d^'^ig tricliialcon tents of Bohemia^ 
foon becany-Vornr^filib^e. Above twenty thoufand took the 
field, an^ fuddejjvy reul^ed Burkhaufm^ Kelheim^ JVHJhoven^ 
HilsgarsUrg^^J^^nnan^ dL^’^harding. A defign was formed 
to furprfpC f^uyL but|their trck'os being federated in detach-

bited from purfuing her journey, without any reafon afligp'M. 

Her complaints, of wolation of the treaty of landau 
availed noihing ; (he was even deprived the poor fa^sfadion 
of mingling her tears with thofe of her faithful fubjetSi^, and 
bewkiling in confort the misforriines of her country . 

Such was the deplorable fituationof the houf^ o( Bavaria^ 
when the death of the duke of Zell occafioned fome difputes 
between the family of Hanover '^.nd the king of Denmark^ 
which were happily accommodated under the mediation of 
the emperor Jofeph and the queen of England. The deceafe . 
of the biftiop of Lubic had iikewife almoft kindled a ftorm in 
the north, by renewing the feveral pretenfions of the crown 
of Denmark^ and the houfe of Holftein-Gotterp to that fee* 

The duke took pofleffion, and the prince of Denmark de- 
manded the decifion of the aulic council. The former was 
fupportcd by the Swedijh monarch, and the king of Denmark 
refolyed to maintain the right of the prince his brother. By 
the interpofition of the queen of England^ and the ftates-ge- 
neral of the United Provinces, the affair was for a time com- 
promifed, juft as the parties were upon the eve of hoftilities. 

Charles of Sweden was at this time engaged in Lithuania^ and 
king Augujius of Poland^ relblving to profit by the opportuni- 
nity, allembled an arnw near Grodno. The Swedcy apprifed 
of bis defign, quitted Lithuania^ flew like lightning to Poland^ 
appeared with his army before Grodnoy offered battle, and was 
refufed. Augujius waited to be joined by ihe army from Saxo^ 
ny \ but Schulembergy the Saxon general, was defe'ated in his 
* m:;rch by RerJchildj quartered with a body of Swedes on the 
frontiers of nrandenhurg. Next year, after Charu: bad driven Affairs of 
the RjuJfians out of Lithmniay he profecuttv\ with *edoubled Saxony, 
vigour, the quarrel with Augujius^ transferrin^' the £>^tof war E. D. 
into the heart of the eledorate of Saxony: ii. J'ism nner a ^7^^* 
difpute between two norther*' p.Ii'>ces bec^ ne a 'oiuern of the 
empire. His arrival overwhelmed *the Saxons Wi h c mlterna- 
tion ; all the (Princes of the empire dreaded the ' icimty of fo 
enterprifing and ar.ibitiou$ a monarch. They ofleri d their 
mediation to aqcjmplilh a icace; Charles gave audit icc to 
their ambalfadors and the de* ^ti^ from cne ftati s '^f Saxony y 
at Ah^Rimffadt. At leng treaty viras condu ed, in Wi 'ch

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tirere a great variety of articles kept fecrct from 

princes. The treaty was ratified by Stanijlaus^ thp^compeii- 

tor for the crown of Poland^ and afterwards fent tS JVarfaw^ 

. for tbt approbation of Augujius ; during which an armiftice 
for ten weeks was publifiied in the Swedi/h^m\i. The Po- 
lijh envoy Pfingjlen^ being fent with the treaty, Charles in- 
trufted him with an order for general Mardeveldt^ and the pa- 
latine df Kiovia^ to refrain from hoflilities for the tin^e fpeci-^ 
fied ; but the envoy committing this oc^er to another'hand, 
it was never delivered. In'confequence of this negfril a 
battle was fought, in which the Swedes were defeated ; upon 
which the peace was again broken, and Charles determined *to 
punifh, with the utmott 'rigour, the fuppofed perfidy of his 
enemy. Saxony was loaded with cxa£lions, and the people re- 
duced to extreme mifery. In the end, Augujius^ to fave his 
hereditary dominions, was forced to renounce the crown of 
Poland ; to confirm it to his rival Stanijlaus ; to renounce alt 
his engagements with the czar, and other enemies of Sweden ; 
to reflore all the jewels and archives of Poland^ which he 
brought into Saxony ; to maintain in Saxony and Lufatia the 
Pjotefrant religion, and to furrender all the Swedtjh prifoners, 
deferters, and particularly the famous Patkul^ who was broke 
on the wheel and quartered, though his merit, courage, pa- 
triotifm, and public character, ought to have exempted him 
from fo ignominious a puniflimcnt, however obnoxious he 
7heelec- might have been to the monarch (A). The allies, ap-

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_ ;,conArme:1 to the councihan authority before difputed After 
ro extraDr''wary a precedent, it did not become the inferior 
princes of the empire to conteft this extenfive jurii'didtion, 
tho’ we have fince beheld it proftituted to the worfl puFpofes 
of ambition and policy. 

No fooner was the decree of the aulic council gaffed, than 
the emperor aflefAbled a-"gi^Rit number of nobility. Seated in 
his imperial throne he heard read the a6fs by which Leopold 
had ^efted the two proferibed jyinces with the eledtoral dig- 
nity He then tore them in pieces, thiew them on the ground, 
^TlLir^ifnpled upon ihofe folemn decrees. Th<f heralds at 
arms took up the fefaps on the points of their lances, and 
flung them into the flreet. Then pronounced the decree 
of the aulic council, by which the princes were proferibed ; 
after which the fentence was publicly proclaimed by the he- 
ralds in all the public ftreets of Vienna. A pritfe was fet on 
the head of the eledtor of Bemaria^ and the fame would have 
been done to the elector of Cologn^ had not his ecclefiaflical 
charafter exempted him from fuch feverity. Even the children 
of the elecSlor of Bavaria were deprived of their titles, and or- 
dered to be called only the children of the count de fVitelfpach. 
Moft princes in German'^ blamed the emperor^s inflexibility, 
and the rigour of the fentence ; they likewife declared, that 
the form was not agreeable to the ufual method of proferfb- 
ing the members of the Germanic body. The conflitution 
indeed requires, that the accqj|gd fhould be cited before a full 
diet, be permitted to plead their own defence, again examined 
before the three colleges, and, if found guilty, three feveral 
times fummoned to comply with their obligations, and make 
ample fatisfadlion. If the delinquent fhould flill perflff in his 
fault, the three colleges then aflemble, and publifh the ban 
of the empire. It was therefore concluded, that as thofe for- 
malities had not been regarded ia this inflance, the proferip- 
tion was void and of no effedl. ' • 

The electors, however, refted their caufe upon a furer 
foundation : they hoped that M. Villarsj backed by i^ume- 
rous army, would reflore their affairs, and demom^te the 
injuflice of their fentence. He advanced >v#h great rapidity 
along the S«r, and obliged the prince of Baden to abanA)n his 
camp and retire towards Drufenheim. This fituation likewife 
he quitted precipitat«ily on the defeat of his advanced guard, 
who difputed the paflage of the Moter with|lie French forfbrn 
hope. This retreat extremely affected the reputatj.ort* the 
prince of Baden^ as he le/t all hn tents flanding, baggage, ,

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Acres, ammunition, and part of his- cannon, a pr;y toHhe v 
enemy, repaffing the Rhine before a body of irrey/Hars, witn 
an ex^icion which had all the appearances of a^ flight. In 
confequence Lauterburg fell an eafy viAim, and the Impe« 
lialiAs were driven from poA to poft, without the credit of 
Ariking a blow, or making the leaA ftew of refiAance. In 
a word, M. Vilkin profited fo m'uch* ^ this gdneraUconflerna- 
tion, that he foon occupied all the polls and fortrefies fr 9 m the 
river Mot^ to Spirebach. Hext he reduced Haguenauj^y a 
detachment under the fame Perry^ who had lately fo bwely 
defended it againA the ImperialiAs : after which he was\)0 
much weakened by draughts made from his army, to enter upon 
any confiderable enterprizC;. 

Prince Lewis of Baden was in much the fame circumfian- 
ces : he was forced to fend Arong reinforcements to Hungary^ to 
oppofe the progrefs of the malcontents, who had forced the 
lines at Morave^ defended by general Boskai^ and made an ir- 
ruption into Aujiria^ whence they returned with booty of im- 
menfe value. Guy de Staremherg^ who imagined he lay in fe- 
curity behind the lines of Oedernberg^ had likewife the morti- 
fication of being forced, while the Hungarians ^ after defiroy- 
ing thirty villages, and defolating the whole country, returned 
with rich plunder to NewhaufeL Afterwards Ragotski harraf- 
fed, for the fpace of a month, the army under Siaremberg, by 
perpetual marches, counter-marches, skirmilhes, and alarms : 
both pradifed every finefle of war, and exhauAed the whole 
military art, in endeavours to gain feme decifive advantage ; 
when at length Ragotjiiy by a fiidden manoeuvre, appeared be- 
fore Strigonia in Lower Hungary^ which he took by aflault. 
Staremberg retook this place foon after, though he found him- 
felf unable to Aop the ravages of the enemy. Ragotski was 
at the head of forty tboufand men, and bad left confiderable-. 
detachments with the generals Forgats and Osiai^ to penetrate 
into Auji^ia and Moravia, They paffed and repalTed, pillaged, 
plundered, defelated all before them, and returned untouch- 
ed, l^^^n with booty. A corps of Hungarians had near fur- 
prifedjriri. emperor, and feized his perfen, as he was bunting 
in th^'' foreA of Eberdorf. The fcheme was well laid, and it 
only/mifcarried through accident. 

In Italy affairs were not more profperous : the enemy, un- 
der M. Berwick^ had reduced Nice^ and the ImperialiAs were 
diminiflied at lerA four thoufand in number, fince prince £«- 
genoii^iA (quitted the command. Such was their (uperiority, 
^^that the ^^reneb were meditating the conqueAof all Piedmont ^ 
^ nor could :the remonArances of Eugene animate the coqp* 
cils of Vienna^ or quicken their*^ meafiiiwo. Money was want» 
3 ' in& 
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ing, and the emperor was advifed to fupply the deficiencies by 
» impofitioiis on the Bavarians ; but Eugene^ touched with 
the misfo'tunes of the electorate, propofed a fcheme more 
generous and noble : it was to mortgage to the EngliJJi the re« 
venues of Silejia for the fum of twenty- five thoufand jfounds 
fterling. Thepropofal was embraced ; Eugene intrufted with • 
the negotiation, the rnonev^rrowed, and the utmoft expe- 
dition exerted ih levytng^uodps for the fervice in Italy. As 
foon as the levies were complete, the prince prepared to re- 
pafs^e Alps ; but before his arrival he was informed of the 
ui]/&tunate action at Calcinate: before he could coiled the 
nains of the fcattered army, the enemy had invdfted Turin 
le capital was on the verge of deftrudion, when Eugene^ 
by the moft aftonifhing march, dhvironed with danger, and 
hemmed in on every fide by enemiesj appeared before the 
French camp, forced their intrenchments, obtained a com- 
plete victory, relieved Turin^ and recovered all the conquefts 
made by Lewis the Greats with a rapidity which will tranfmit 
his memory with glory to the lateft pofierity. 

In Flanders the duke of Marlborough rivalled the fame of 
Eugene^ by a victory equally glorious and decifive as that at 
Turin. Villeroy was defeated by an inferior army at Ramillm^ 
with the lofs of his cannon, baggage, and an infinity of killed 
and prifoners. Ghent^ Bruges^ Louvain^ Mechlin^ Brujfels^ 
Oudenardej and a variety of other places, furrendered at the 
fummons of the victorious confederates. Covered with glory 
Marlborough fet out for London^ and from thence proceeded 
to found the intentions of his Swedijh majeity, who was fup- 
pofed to have a bias in favour of Lewis and the eleCtor of 
Saxony. Here he approved himfelf as able a (latefinan as his 
repeated conquefts had ihewn him a general. 

While Marlborough reMcd at the^ court kA Charles the 
twelfth, the emperor difpatched the count de Wratijlaus to 
Leipficky to accommddate the differences between the Swedijh 
monarch and the houfe of Auftria. Charles deqianded fatis- 
faction for the injury done him, by granting a pafls^e through 
Silejia to a body of Ruffians. With refpeCt to houfe of 
Holjiein^ he required that right of primogenitii^*lhould be 
eft^lifhed, and the fee of Lubec confirnftd to the (irefent pof- 
fellbr : he infifted, that his contingent againft France Ihould 
be excufed, on account of the war againft Poland and Muff 
coFuy^ in which he was engaged : he farther expeCted, that li- 
berty of confcience ihould be allowed thf Proteftants in SHeJia^ 
and jthe count Zobern fent fo> apologias in the Sv^fffkjh camp

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for the difrefpcflful terms in which he fpoke c*f him and his 
ally king Stanijlaus, The count replied, that his inftru£tioffti 
were too limited to grant thofe demands : he refufed reftoring 
to the Proteftants any of the churches of which the^y-were de- 
prived* previous to the treaty of Ryfwick\ but the king infixed 
and extended his demand to that of JVeJiphotia, TVratiJlaus re- 
turned for frefh inArudfions to Vienpajy^T^A during his abfence 
the Englijh andZ)tt/fA minifters laBoiffecT to perftiade the king to 
march without delay againft the Ruffians, They offered their 
mediation to terminate the affair with the emperor to hV fa- 
tisfadfion ; but Charles well knew that his prefence wwd 
have more iifflucnce. In fadf, the emperor was forced to ^ 
cede to all the propofitions made by the Swede^ who, at thiii 
critical jundfure, was courttd by all the potentates of Europcyf 
who equally feared and admired a young prince fo fierce, ac- 
tive, ambitious, and warlike. 

1'he long duration of a war, in which all Europe was em- 
broiled, intirely drained the provirtces of money, and deprived 
them of the poflibility of furnifhing the ufual contingents. 
The people ardently wifhed for peace ; but the imperial and 
Britijh courts, and the flates-gcneral, were not yet fatiated 
with conqueft. The circles of the Upper and Loiuer Rhine^ 
of Suabia and Franconia^ complained of the impofiibility of 
defending their frontiers againft the enemy, unlcfs the ftipu* 
lated forces were regularly levied : this gave birth to the af- 
fembly which met at Heilhron^ where it was refolvcd, that an 
army of forty thoufand men (hould be raifed for this purpofe, 
and augmented by a certain number of Englijh and Dutch 
forces. A fufficient fum of money for the maintenance of 
this army was voted ; magazines were to be formed at Philips-^ 
burg ; Landau was to be fortified, garrifoned, and well pror 
vided ; and recruits fufficient to complete all the regiments 
to be fent early in the fpring to Savoy : but the execution of 
thefe refolutions met with numberlefs difficulties. 

Negotiations w'cre likewife on the carpet, to engage the 
emperor to invert his brother, the archduke Charles, with the 
dutchy m\J!rltlan, He had long waved this requeft, and 
thereby jealoufy in the Italian ftates, who dreaded the 

cftablifliment of th^mperial power in Italy^ and the vicinity 
of fo forrfiidable a potentate. At the fame time the Englijh 
and Dutch were labouring to procure the extenfion of the duke 
of Savoys territories. He was detached from the French in- 
tere'il by a promifet^f the late emperor, to cede to him the 
Jtowris oi’fValencia and Alexandria^ with their dependencies.

rerhaps the treaty which the emperor now figned with the 
court of Ffance was the lead politic of all his late meafures. 

He confented that Lewis (hould withdraw his garrifons «ut of 
Jtafyj with all thei^b baggage and artillery. They mud have 
necedarily fallen into the hands of prince Eugene^ who now 
carried all before hirh ; arrJl'the French army va Flanders re* 
ceived by this means a reinforcement of eighteen thoufand of 
the^d troops of France^ veterans, who had ferved during the 
wajr in Lombardy, Had the >^ole imperial army in Italy 
h^vi likewife recalled, it would more than h)ve counter* 

Iplanced this advantage gained by France ; but the cafe was 
•therwife : that army was almod wholly taken up in garrifon- 
ing the towns evacuated by the enemy. It is true, a dircdl 
path was now opened to Provence^ and a feheme on foot for 
penetrating into the heart of France ; but as thefe extenfive 
projedls never took efFeft, it may reafonably be prefumed that 
this treaty was on the whole prejudicial to the alliance. The 
imperial generals propofed laying fiege to Toulon ; accordingly 
the duke of Savoy and prince Eugene encamped at la Valette^ 
where they edabliflied their head-quarters. On the twenty- 
ninth of fuly they attacked the enemy poded on an eminence 
near Su Catharine, and ftrongly intrenched : they were twice 
repulfed, but returning a third time to the charge, they at- 
tacked with fuch impetuofity as carried the intrenchments 
fword in hand ; upon which they ere£fed batteries on the ■ 
eminence to play upon Toulon, M. Teffiy who commanded 
the French army perceived, that the fafety of the town de- 
pended upon difpodeding the Imperialids of an eminence that 
intirely commanded the befiegcd. He refolved upon the en- 
terprise, and executed it with fo much vigour, that the whole 
allied detachment was put to the fword, and above four batta- 
lions cut in pieces. This difappointment, the fcarciry of pro- 
vifion, and the difficulty of forcing a drong town weW gar- 
rifoned, provided and covered with an army, determined the 
duke and prince Eugene to raife the fiege, and undraw the 
imperial forces.

expedient by which both partiescould be united for the common 
intereft : yet did the dire£tory of MtfHz oppofe this coalittOh^'*' 
becaufe it was difliked by feveral of the Catholic pr^ices of the . 
Germanic body9 who wanted to engrofi all preferments. The 
emperor had taken fome meafures to fatisfy the directory, 
which fo enflamed the Proteftants, that hf was now obliged 
to appeafe th^m, by appointing prXn|e Eugene and the margrave 
alternately to the command. As the former was wholly occu* 
pied in Italy^ this regulation gave the Proteftants full fatiis&c- 
tion. I'he margrave no foonsr entered upon bis new app&nt- 
ment, than he wrote to the feveral circles to folicit their cob- 
tingents, an^ his remonftrances Were fupported by thefiat^* 
general of the United Provinces, who wrote to the diet, re* 
preaching the circles witfi backwardnefs, and with having' 
taken no meafures for the defence of their frontiers and the 
campaign on the Rhine. Their letter, which was exceedingly 
bitter and fpirited, became the fubje£l of debate in the diet. 
Several of the members took offdnee at the acrimony of the 
ftile, and the miniders refufed to adi, until they were empow* 
ered by frefb inftrudiions from their different courts. 

Mean time, the margrave was at the head of an army on 
the Rhine ; but, inffead of the forty thoufand men voted by 
the aflcmbly at Heilhxn^ it did not exceed twenty-eight thou* 
fand men, newly levied, ill armed, and worfc payed. With 
this force, be was embarrafled how he (hould adi againft M. 
f^iliarsy and be able to defend the lines at Siolhoff'eny which 
covered the territory of Baden- Dourlachy and extended to the 
impaflable mountains of the Black Forejl^ Thcfe lines were 
indeed impregnable, had they been fumciently guarded ; but 
Villan knew the ftate of the imperial army, and refolvcd to 
profit by the opportunity. Condudied by the count deBroglioy 
who was perfedlly acquainted with the country, the ftrength 
and weaknefs of the lines, he made divers feints and falfe at- 
tacks, as if he intended penetrating into the marquifate, 
while Ite was afTembling twenty battalions and forty-five fqua* 
drons und^r Broglio at Lauterberg, Filling fixty boats with 
grenadier^he dropt dowj? to the ifle of Newburg : he chafed 
The mar- from thence the Im^erialifls, after a fhort refiftance. As he 
granfe flies was preparing to attack the lines, they were abandoned by the 
b . the margrav^ who retired under cover of a thick fog, not ima- 
French, gining he ftiould be able to ftand the allault. Thus, with* 
out fcarce ft ri king a blow, ViUars got poileiSon of the ftrong 
works at Siolhoffeny^ zW the tents of the Imperialifts, great 
part of t^.eir artillery and baggage, the cloatbing of feverfil re- 
giments, a variety of copper pontoons^, an intire bridge of 
boats, twenty tKoufand facks of cosri, a prodigious quantity of 
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forage, ammanitton, ami ftores, and the intire command of 
ihh marquifate of BaJlK: Terrified at this unexpected lofs, 
the marchionefs-dowager fled precipitately with her family 
from the caftle of RafaJi $ but Villars fent after her tq requeft 
file would Teturn, promifing her the protection of his mailer, 
and all the refpeCYdue to her fex and quality : (he relied upon 
the marechaVs word, rej^ur^ed to Rajladty and. found all her 
efleCts tftitoucKed, arid the greateft order obferved ; only cpn- 
tri^tions to the amount of one hundred thoufand crowns were 
Ic^^d in the marquifate. VUlan then penetrated into the 
/.'^tchy of Wirtemhirg^ which he taxed at the rs^te of two mil- 
lions of Itvres. His approach gave the alarm to the margrave, 
f encamped at Heilbron^ who did not believe himfelf in fecurity 
I here, notwithftanding his army had been augmented by conft* 
derable reinforcements. The truth is, he was forced again to 
weaken himfelf, in order to fecure Landau^ Frihurgy and Phi* 
lipshurgj by fltong garrifons. Vill^n-Sy however, had too much 
difcernment to wafte his time in fieges. He found it more to 
the king’s and his own advantage to fpread conftemation over 
Germany^ drive before him the little fugitive imperial army, 
and fupport his own by contributions levied on the enemy. 

The misfortunes of the campaign were wholly charged 
upon the mifconduCt of the margrave : they ought, perhaps, to 
be imputed to the backwardnefs of the circles in contributing 
their contingents. Certain it is, that fo difpleafed was the 
emperor with all the margrave’s proceedings, that he offered 
the command of the army to the eleCtor of Hanover^ under 
pretence that Bareith was too old and infirm to fupport the 
duty. His true motive was to engage the eleCtor to join his 
forces to the Imperialilts : this the eleCtor perceived, and de- 
clined the compliment on account of ^is bad flate of health. 

It was obvious, that he chofe not to declare himfelf, until 
he was certain the j)rtnces of the empire would fulfil theit 
engagements, and afliired of the meafures of the king of Swe* 
den. To raife money fufficient to augment *the army, the 
next Itep taken by the imperial court was to ^nfifeate the 
eftates of 9II the minillers and officers in BenJ^Oy who had 
(hewn the leaft attachment to their ^overeifnP^ a procedure 
that was followed by the neceffity of depriving them of the 
power of revolting *. * ' 

All this time the circles of Suahia and Franconia^ affifted 
by the deputies of feveral imperial cities, remonRTZioi^to the j^ranus to 
diet at Ratishon upon the dangers which threatened all Ger- fhe diet. 
and their territories ill particular. The rcaionftrafices 
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were followed by a declaration of their deputies, importing, 
that if fpeedy meafures were not takcaikfer their defence, they^ 
Ihould be under the necefCty of accepting the proffered neu- 
trality with France. At the fame time it was whifpered, that 
the piinces of IVirtembergy Baden^ and the (fates moft expofed 
to the enemy’s incurfions, had come to a reMution of ftriking 
up a feparate pacification. In thefe circumftances, the diet 
exerted the utmoft vigilance to pre^fft fo dangerous a breach 
in the alliance and the ftates of the empire. No method n^re 
effectual could be found than iiTuing orders to the margnWe 
of Bareiih to join with all poffible celerity the troops of JVefk 
fhalia and othtr circles, aflembling in the neighbourhood o\ 
Mentx^ and after this jun<Slion to proceed to the Rhine, This * 
refolution had two importanf objedls in view, one of which, 
it was imagined, might neceiTarily fucceed. M. Villars only 
advanced into the heart of Germany^ becaufe the imperial 
army retired j but fliould the margrave return to the Rhine^ 
the marechal muff infallibly take the fame route to watch his 
motions. On the contrary, if the French meditated the re- 
covery of Bavaria^ the Imperialifts might pafs the Rhine^ 
force the lines at Lauterberg^ penetrate into Alface^ and reta- 
liate all the injuries the empire might fuftain from the lofs of 
the elc£iorate, and the heavy contributions levied in other 
diftri£ls. The emperor approved the refolution, and the or- 
ders were immediately difpatched to the margrave. He palTed 
by Heitbrony xhxou^ Franconia ^ with fuch rapidity as baffled all 
the endeavours of Fillars to obftrufl his progrefs : upon which 
the French general Tent a detachment of four thoufand men 
under the count de Bourg to fuftain the lines at LauUrberg^ in 
cafe they (hould be attacked. Another detachment, under 
the count de Broglio^ feized upon Lauffen on the Necker ; 
while the marechal in perfon ciofled that river with a pait of 
his army, and arrived on the fourth of yidy at Dourlach. His 
approach broke the defign of the Imperialifts upon Alfacc^ and 
enabled liim to lay under contribution all the ftates of the 
Palatinate, J 

THauGirtoc margrave was reinforced by the troops at 
MeniTo^ and t6^flying camp of general Thungen^ He was ftill 
unable to make head ^ainft the marechal. The neceffity of 
augmentin^is army, occafioned a motion in the diet to take 
into the pay of the empire a body of eight thoufand Saxons ; 
but to this the circles of Suabia and Franconia objeifted, on 
account of the heavy opntributions levied upon them by the 
enemy, wl^ch had already impoveriflied the country. They 
propf)red the nectlfary fupplies Ihould be bprrowed of England 
and Holland: henc®' the emperor p^r^ived the backwajdnefs 
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of the circles to enter upon frefli expcnces, and the danger 
.left they might clofe \BiitbiihP propofals of France, ftould any 
conftraint be laid on their inclinations. For thefe reafons the 
propolitioh was dropt, and he a^in fought the afliftance of 
Hanover. The more ftrongly to induce the eleflor t# ^cpt Thedukeof 
the command of army, it was propoTed to inveft him with Hanover 
the. title of veldt- marcchal : the margrave complained of is appointed 
injuftice^done'him, andihc indignity offered, by fo declared general of 
a preference. He vindicated his own condudl ; and, with Imps- 
^ gre/t truth, fhifted the blame on the circles of the empire, 

" tte infufficiency of his army, and the want of every neceffary. 

/fowever, the emperor perfifted, the margravci refigned the 
^command, and it was beftowed, with the title of veldc-mare- 
t chal, on the eleflor of Hanover.m 

In the month of September the cleflor repaired to the camp 
Etlinguen^ attended by a body of Hanoverians. Imme- 
diately he vifited all the ports; and, having examined the 
fituation, formed the defign of running a line along the Elbe^ 
for the greater fecurity of the country. He fent a (ketch of 
his proje<Sl to the diet ; and, while he expefted their fenti- 
ments, was preparing to furprize the marquis de Fivons^ en- 
camped at Ojfemburg. With this view he detached two thou- 
fand cavalry, and an equal number of infantry, under the 
conduct of count Merci and prince LobskoiviiZy under cover 
of a thick fog, to make the attempt They approached fo 
near to the French camp, that the feheme muft have taken 
effeft, had they not been difeovered by foraging parties, who 
fpread the alarm, and gave the French general time to with- 
draw and evacuate his camp, with the lofs of three hundred 
foldicrs and a few officers. With this tranfaftion ended the 
campaign, both armies going into winter-quarters. 

Affairs in Spain bore a very unto\ytfrd afpe6l. The battle Jlffairs u 
of Almanza was loft ; the allies every where foiled by tho vigi- Spain and 
lance, adlivity, and* fuperior genius of marechal Berwick ; Naples, 
and the kingdoms of VaUntia and Arrogon forced to fi^mit to 
the conqueror. But thefe Ioffes were in fome meafure re- 
paired by the happy revolution in Naples^ effcfle^{»y cardinal 
Pignatelli the duke de Monteleon. Here co^i^ Thatm was 
appointed governor, and the archci'uke (iharles declared fove- 
feign of the whole kingdom. At t|ie fame time tjje nuptials 
of this prince, with Elizabeth-Chrijltna of JVolfetiihutile^ was 
celebrated with great magnificence at Vienna. This reverfe of 
fortune, however, in Spain^ prevented his attending thecere- 
fX}ony in perfon, which was performed iy his 
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A. D. During the recefs from hollilities produced by the winter, 
1708. the diet was plied with remonftraiicw^rom the allies. The*- 
ftates-general reprefented, thSt as the war was undertaken in 
defence, of the liberties df Europe in general, and of the 
dates In particular, they were refolved to profecute it with the 
utmoft vigour and alacrity : the fame meafares they expedled 
from all their allies $ yet hitherto it unfortunately happened,' 
that in proportion as they augmented 'their forces, the^mperor 
and princes of the empire diminilhed their army, and feemed 
to throw the whole burthen of the war upon their alHes. 
A variety of other grievances were reprefented with great free - 
dom and energy, which fo embarrafTed the diet, that thre^ 
Re/hluti':ns months were fpent in difputations. At length the colleges 
tf the i/iet. agreed to raife three hundred thoufand florins, to fupply the 
deficiences of the preceding year, and a million of crowns for 
the foie ufe of the military chefl : befides, three thoufand 
Saxon horfe were to be taken into pay, the army to be aug- 
mented to one hundred and twenty thoufand efFedtive men, 
for the defence of the frontiers, the ^arrtfons, and the purpofe 
of facing the enemy upon the Rhine ; the ele£lor of /ftf- 
nover was authorifed to enforce by military execution the de- 
cree of the diet, and the contingents of the feveral members, 
either in men, money, or artillery. Yet did not this precau- 
tion produce the efled. The princes and cities alledged va- 
rious excufes for evading this extraordinary expence. They 
infifled upon recalling the army from Itafy^ as a mcafure pre- 
ferabhi to new and oppreffive levies. 

Oltje^ltons Besid!es thefe difficulties, another occurred of a more rc- 
rcifed by fined and political nature. By the partition of the one hun- 
:hs circle of ArtA and twenty thoufand men, and two million eight hun- 
Burgundy. dred thoufand florins made by the diet, a certain proportion 
was affigned to the Sparijh Netherlandsy under the name of the 
circle of Burgundy, In this divifion were included a great 
number of towns belonging to the republic of the United 
Provinces, who highly relented that they fliould be taxed by 
the empire at the fame time they were contributing to the 
fupport or'i^e war as fubjedls of the ftatcs-general. They 
remonflratj^d ^o the diet, refufed to pay the taxes, and by 
this means introduced amew feene of difeord and confufion. 
Ruje?nonde\ f^enloy Niniiguen^ Tielt^ Bommelt and the whole 
barony of Breda^ fent their deputies to the diet, and to the 
Hates- general. It was on the prefumption of their having a 
voice in the frand co^mcil of the empire, that they were taxed 
as fibjeAs of ihe empire ; it was becaufe they were thf ac- 
knowl^^ged fdtgefls of the republic they refufed to pay them. 
They pieced tk? im^i!>offibility^being fubjed to two leparate 
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indtendent (latest thought it unreafonable they 

ihould maintain the privtleges^f members of this aflembly, 
without contributing to the es^nce of the government 
However, the cities carried the debate, and in conle^itence 
the whole decrer^of the diet was rendered fruitlelL^becaufe 
^atULdditipnal expence rouft fall upon the other meip^rs, 

DuVNcr thefe ajteications, the crowa of the 
archduke Charks^ the duke of Savoy^ prince Eugene^ the duke 
of ^Wirternherg^ and the prince of Heffe-Cajfel^ were all cla- 
morous for monev, troops, t>rovirions, and neceflaries. All 
/Were in want, and difappointed. The prme^s of the duke 
of Sffooy^ prince Eugene^ and the eledlor ot Hamver^ were at 
9L ftand, and the troops in a moft deplorable iituation ; but 
nothing could haften the dilatory proceedings of the Germanic 
body. Without England^ the confederates muft have been 
ruined, and all the glorious vidories of Eugene and Marlbo^ 
rough rendered abortive*. The Britijh parliament kept firm 
not only to their engagements, but greatly exceeded the pro- 
mifed fupplies, and became equally the fupporc and the cement 
of the alliance. Through the invigorating influence of this 
wealthy date, always proud of taking the lead, the principal 
in every quarrel, and the prey of every confederacy, the com- 
bined armies were at length put in motion. In Flanders the 
battle of Oudenarde was gained, under the aufpices of Mark 
borough and Eugene^ though the enemy were headed by a 
prince of the blood, and the philofophic Vendome^ one of the 
firft generals in Europe^ and now, with marechal Villars^ the 
prop of Lewises declining glory. Lifle^ Ghent ^ and other ci^ 
ties, furrendered to the conquerors, and nothing feemed ca- 
pable of ftemming the impetuofity of the confederates. On 
the Rhine no confiderable tranfaff^nr occurred : both fides 
diredled their chief ftrength to th(' Netherlands ; and the af- 
fairs of Hungary liiill bore an unfavourable afpe^I. 

Though the malcontents had been frequently defeated, 
they were far from being conquered, obftinitely refufing the 
terms propofed by the court of f^ienna. Thej^ttered them- dffairs of^ 
felves vwi the hopes of fome happy revolutyv# which fhould Hungary, 
induce* the emperor to fecure xheir-j^privilegd^ They even 
wilhed for nTurkijh war, hopinAthat, between^ rival powers, 
they might acquire independent* Ragotski^'zni the other 
chiefs, loudly complained of the violence ofiered to public A diet fits 
liberty ; and to filence their clamours, and r^Iefs their, ^grie- at Pref- 
vances, the emperor convoked 'adidt at Prjburg. TJns was burg, 
certainly a prudent meafuie, kkd it be^n rightly ; but

conceffions were made to footV>‘ or 'propofals offered j fatisfy 
the difaffeSed. The diet |?'Twered no other purpoie than to 
(hew th^t the kingdom fwarmed with malcontents ; only a 
fmalF]^ jnortion of whom appeared in arms, «and to draw up a 
rcmonftr^^ce of the grievances of the people. 
manded a putllic r.'^tification, in full di^t, of the Jafe etppcror’s 
declaration, th^'c no attempts fhould ever be made on the pri- 
vileges of the kingdom : they alfo demanded fecurity that ’his 
imperial majefty fhould never bSqueath the crown by will or 
teftament ; and that, at his death, the antient right of eleftion • 
of a fovereign fhould revert to the people : that no Hungariaji 
gentleman fhould be condenfned for treafon, before he was 
legally proved of having appeared in arms againft the fupreme 
authority : that the nobility fhould be exempted from having 
foldiers quartered upon them : that no taxes fhould be levied 
without the confent of the ftates, a.nd all conrtibutions upon 
any other authority be abolifhed : that the general diet be af- 
fembled every three years : that the imperial council, relative 
to the kingdom of Hungary^ confift wholly of natives of that 
country : that all employments in the kingdom be filled up by 
Hungarians^ whether civil, military, or ecclefiaftical : that all 
foreigners fhoidd immediately refign their places, except the 
Saxe-Zeith^ primate of the kingdom, who, in confi- 
deration of his extraordinary merit, fhould continue in pof- 
feilion of all his dignities : that the officers of the treafury 
fhould be wholly directed by the laws, with refpeft to the con- 
fifeation of the eftates of noblemen : that liberty of confcience, 
and the public exercife of religion, fhould be^ reftored to the 
Proteftants: that, however, the Catholic faith fhould be the 
eftabliflied national rcKg’or!, and the other tolerated only, for 
the fake of peace : that offices of palatine of the kingdom, 
judges of the king s court, c f the thane of C, j rf/V?, &c. fliould 
be reftored on the antient footing, and their fallaries regularly 
paid out of tbebublic revenue ; that the revenues of the king- 
dom fhould e adminiftred ^by an Hungarian treafurer, inde- 
pendent of th^^mperial cou t : that foreign troops'^3jould be 
obliged to ottitrve exa^l ditjipline, and intircly to quit the 
kingdom before the feffion the next diet : finally, that his 
imperial maje*ly fhould cofimit the whole diredhon of affairs 
to his Hungarian council, affifted by four other counfellors of 
his owr} eledfroi^ 

Sii^H was thd bill of fcmoaftragce, prelented to the court; 
fever 2 f]*‘pf tfiie (fcm.:'ids were' *»ntirely new, and others the 
fame wh^^haJ bceiV'-epcatedly ur^ed, to little purpofe. 
Hitherto the fuccef^jf itf T ic' Von**.nts had confide- 
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enough fe^n ducc tlj g^jemperor to grant all their de- 
nial 1*0 owever^ ‘tPeftWfflhd difappointments could not 
break tnwr fpirit ; they even rfe with misfortune. Nor did 
the fitting of the diet prevent th^ malcontents from^^making 
cxcurfions into the hereditary domiilt&n^ of the houfi^ot AuJ^ 
trioy which they overwhelmed with terror. They^^icgcd a 
vSfidlSy'of^pl^ccs, and,^mong others, the^ror.g^ortrefs of 
which they reduced to great extremity. General 
Heijkr^ informed of the wretched fituation of the garrifon, 
marched with feven thoufand cavalry, and a body of infantry, 
to their relief ; his approach obliging Ragoijki^tfindi the count 
• Bireccini^ to retire beyond the river Trenehin. In their re- 
^ treat he attacked the enemy’s rear with fo much vigour, as 
put them in confufion, and obliged them to relinquifh the 
ilege, with the lofs of a confiderable number of men and mi- 
litary trophies. 

While rejoicings were making in Vienna for this trifling 
viftory, the court was alarmed with advice that the rebels had 
crofled the Danube^ forced the lines of Petronelle^ carried 
fort Ruji by aifault, and plundered the towns and villages 
within forty miles of the capital of the empire. Intelligence 
likewife arrived, that the enemy had forced a paflage over the 
Meuer^ taken Legradt a town fituated on the confluence of 
that river with the Drave^ furprifed Chackihurn and Petaw^ 
cut oft’ the communication between Sclavonia and Tranfylvaniaj 
and reduced general HeiJJer to the neceflity of raifing the fiegc 
of NewhaufeL With this news vanilhed all hope of reducing 
the malcontents: their armies, their courage, their refent- 
ments, and their profpefts, were dailing augmenting. They 
had fortified Newhaufel^ razed the works of the befiegers, aug- 
mented the garrifon with two thoufand men, and put this 
place out of all manner of danger. ^^Ragotflii had aflembled 
the chief difeont ente d generals, am obtained from them a 
refolution to continue fo juft and neceilary a war, i^ith the 
utmoft vigour and alacrity. They ^highly extolted his valour, 
activity, and patriotifm, and rewarded his zeal fo^he public 
liberty witlyrtie chief command. IThen they Ji'jjied a new 
affociation^hereby they agreed to ^fend theirpit^ileges with 
their lives and fortunes, to obey the «re 6 Fions of RagoUki^ and 
to fuffer every extremity for the fpac^f fix years, /rather than 
renounce their pretcnfions ; at the expit acion of ^is time the 


aftbciacion might be renewed 
The court of Vienna^ however 
firnv, refolutions of the Hungart^ 
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which the pontiff refented the conduft. He 

now thundered exconiinunic^;yns'i4a^ ioine officer' U^'tiie 
imperial army in Italy^ be^fe^ in paffing throiigh^lhe terrw 
tories of the church, theyhad committed fome irregularities^ 
and dAr£led contribKXibns from the cler^ of Varma^ and 
other dia<:iAs. The pontiff had firft complained to the em- 
peror, biWi not fipding redrefs, he proceeded toJ»^djgine?.'c'wi£h 
great rigour, atid feized this opportunity of wreaking his ven- 
geance for the late infult offered his authority. He likewife 
refufed' to acknowledge the *archduke’s pretenfions to the 
crown of Sp£ifn^ and thereby widened the breach between the 
papal and imperial courts. In the month of July the count 
de CaunitSi auditor of the^rota for the empire, diftributed 
circular letters in Rome^ fupported by an imperial manifefto, ^ 
whereby Jofeph annulled the pontifical cenfures, alledging, for 
a reafon, that Parma and the towns where his troops had lived 
at free quarters, were fiefs of the empire. He added his re- 
folution to fupport the imperial rights in Italy^ without other 
exception, than of thofe towns which could prove their immu- 
nities by authentic deeds, figned by former emperors, and 
ratified by the Germanic body. In this menace he had an eye 
to the pontiff, and the dukes of Tufeany and Parma^ whofe 
neutrality, during the war that raged in Italy^ gave great of- 
fence to his imperial majefty. 

JOSEPH pufhed his refentment ftill farther. The cardinal 
Grimani, viceroy of Naples ^ publifhed a decree fiippreffing the 
nimciatory tribunal, and forbidding the clergy to pay the an- 
nates to the chancery of Rome, He infilled, that the king of 
the Two Sicilies did not require the inveftiture of the pontiff, 
becaufc thefe provinces were not fiefs of the papal fee, and 
the eftates of jdvi^^f,n Benevento reverted by right to 
the crown of Naples, ^Fo fupport thefe decrees the Impe- 
rialifts commenced ho(li*^.tie8 : they feize^^on Comachio^ Mag* 
ftavaca^ L'igo, Cevali, .md other places, commodious for 
throwing fi'.ccours into Fqrara^ over which they ad^rted the 
right of duke of Mo<^£na. At the fame time the dukwS of 
Mantua a'nri/ Montferrat tj^ere put under the ban cf the empiiCv 
and their efiates con^fcat d, becaufe they had prelbmed to tax 
the imperial juftice.

This event made no alieialion : the emperor purfued his refo- 
lution of eftablifliing the imperial rights in Italy on the an- 
tient footing 5 and he ordered the duke of Parma to prove his 
rights in fifteen days, or pay homage to the empire, upder 
pain of confilcation of all bis dominions. All Italy was 
alarmed at the. high tone in which exprefled him felf.

the confcquences of the battle of nUa I iciofa weie as fatal 
to Charles as thofe of SaragoJJa might have proved to Philip. 
T'his fingle vidlory, improved by the abilities of PeudGmcy re- 
ftored the affairs of Philip^ placed him fecurcly in tiic throne, 
and railed him from a fugitive pi ince to a triumphant mo- 
narch. The following note to him from Vendome the night 
fucceeding the battle, is memorable. ‘‘ Sire, I have prepared

taken from the enemy, in which the king fiept ibr five hours. 
The revolution in Spain gave the utnioft uncafuicrs to the al- 
lies ; and a great man told the duke of ILmcvcr^ that the 
union of two crowns in the houf? lyB^Wiyhon was a goruian 
knot, which future ages muft untie b'* the fwoni.. The pre- 
diction, however, has not been Vj^ified in irs/full mean- 
ing, as Frr.ALC has hitherto deduceSlrcaree a fin^'la^/aiuage 
from the fucceffiojj of a prince oJ the blood foAhe Spanijh 
monarchy beiyicyl^hat would nailirally have refjlkcd from 
the fituatioii of both kingdoms, hJi not that cve^^t ever hap- 
pened.

Without regard to the convention, 
the Proteflants were opprefled, and the number of their 
churches diminilhed. They were befides compelled to ob- 
ferve the feftivals of the RomiJI) calendar, and to bring their 
complaints before the chancery. The elector of Cologn pro^ 
mifed to examine their grievances ; but he died. I'he Pro- 
teftants remonftrated to his fuccejlbr to no purpofe \ upon 
which they carried their complaints before the chamber of 
IVezlar^ where they obtained a decree in their favour : but 
the decree being difregarded in Heildejheim^ they applied to 
the circle of Lower Saxony^ and particularly to the houfe of 
Brunjwiek* As the fee of Heiidejheim was at that time va- 
cant, the eleflor of Hanover wrote to the chapter, exhorting 
them to pay the due regard to the convention of 1643 ; but 
his letters producing noefFe^f, he feized upon the revenues of 
that diocefe in the deflorate. The canons carried their com- 
plaints to the emperor and the diet; but receiving no favor- 
able anfwer, they promifed to redrefs all the grievances ; and 
upon executing their word, the cleflor reftored their reve- 
nues ^ Such was the iffue of an affair which had almoft

In confequence he made an irruption into Schonen^ which 
alarmed the duke of Holjiein-Gottpp^ obliged him to put the 
militia in arms, block up all the pafles, and take mcafures 
for his own defence ; his minifter, the baron Fabricius^ re- 
ading at this very time at the little court maintained by the 
Swedijh monarch 2 tBender^ Had Pomerania^ and the dutchy 
of Holflein become the theatre of war, fome inconveniencics to 
the Germanic body were apprehended, which might weaken 
the emperor’s efforts againff Lewis the fourteenth. To zntu A trearj 
cipate danger, his imperial majefty, the princes of the empire,/^'’ 
the queen of England^ and the dates* general, figned a treaty 
for the fecurity of Holffein and Pomerania. In this treaty ap- Germany, 
peared one very lingular article, infer ted at the requeft of the 
czar Peter and Augujlus of Poland^ without which they rc- 
fufed to accede to the meafures taken by the allies ; it was, 
the fourteen thoufand Swedifls troops, quartered in Pome- 
rania^ (hould not be permitted to return for the defence of 
their own dominions, or to draw their fwords in Pojnerania 
in behalf of their natural fovcrcign. Nothing could be 
more infolent than a claufe, ‘"*pjacady fuppofed thena 
prifoners of war "" ; yet the ''onieuerates gave thi*^ agreement 
the appellation of a treaty or' rc^Srality, and ./rcfolvcd to 
raife an army in its fupport. The jSiojedl howev^- ne^er took 
effeift. It became tjie fubje£l of evity converfai^o!^; it occa- 
fioned much fpycaeStion ; but none of the parties ^8hered ts^ 
their engagements, and the princes of the North were left at 
liberty to^dcTpoil the unfortunate k.ing^f in what

Cmtaining NegnPititions for a Peace wfth Firtuce ; Re- 
evolution in fthe Englifh Minijtryr\'> th Heath of the 
I'mpercr \ the JDifpoJition e^^//&?’"tjermanic 

Body relhive to Peace the Election of the Arch- 
duke to iihe Imperial Diadem:, the Protejtation of 
the Elelicrs of Bavaria and Cologn againfi their 
Profeription ; the Ceffion of the Sovereignty of the 
Netherlands to that Prince \ the Emperor Charles 
profeciites the War againft France •, he is defer ted 
by his Allies^ and at length forced to accept of the 
Terms propofed by Lewis at Raftadt. 

T N the beginning of the new year, letters addrefled to the 
^ emperor arrived from Peter the Great and Jugifus king of 
Poland^ demanding the execution of the late treaty, as they 
expeded being attacked by the Grand Seignior. Divers coun- 
cils were held upon this fubje^l ; and the whole politics of the 
court of Vienna were direfled to prevent the Turks from en- 
tering Hungary^ and aflifting the malcontents. It was at 
length refolved to acquaint the northern monarchs, that Vl. . 
treaty would be executed as foon as the rebels in Hungary 
could be reduced to obedience; and that, in the mean time, 
it anfwered one very important purpofe, that of detaining the 
Swedijh army in PoithraTua, From this reply it was apparent, 
that the w-j had greatly diminiflied his flrength ; a circum- 
ftance of rfhich the French monzTch did not fail to make his 
advantii^*^^ though he entertained ft ill greater expeftations 
from the^app'loaching reA>liition in the Fnglijh miniftry. It 
was well known that influeritt'^occafioned the 

duration cf- the war, and that his enemies, the Tories, were 
equally ftr^nuous fot* peace, as the only means of clipping the 
wings of^aat hero, and /etting bounds to his ambition. At 
length they gained theii' ends, by an artful application to the 
\oaffions of the queen ; the friends of the Britijh general were 
turned out of the adminiftration ; his power greatly limited ; 
but he was ftill continued at the head of the army, from an 
apprehcnfion of alarnffing the allies, particularly the t^utch^ 
who pl,acechtiA:‘greateft confia ncq in i 'e abilities and good 
fortune? of Md)%Qrougb^ ’

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This great event was fucceeded by another no lefs impor- T)cathof 
tant to the peace o^-\w'Gpe. The death of the emperor fj- the em- 
who expired at f^mna on the feventcenth of Aprils Aror, 
aiKjtt turn to the politics of Chriftendom (A). It wai^novv '■ 
obvious^that the balance of power, the objedl of a bloody 
war for ther^'fpace of nine years, would be daftroyed, if the 
archduke annexeii tr, the imperial diadem ^he Spunijl) mo- 
narchy. This nrcumftance, together with the continual fo- 
licitacion of the new miniitry, and the general inclinations of 
■ her people, impoveriftied by a* long and expenfive ftruggle, 
determined the queen of England to accommodate matters 
with France^ and, if her allies were obftinatc, to ilrikc up a 
feparate pacification. , 

The emperor’s death was announced to the princes of the 
empire, by circular letteis from his mother the emprefs-dowa- 
ger, and difpatchcs were immediately fent to England and 
landi where the imperial rnir]jilers laboured to demonltrate, that 
this event ought to eliocSt no change in the views of the con- 
federates, as it could not have any influ'jnre on the equili- 
brium they were dclirous of cfrabliilimg in the fcale of Eif 
rope. The argumenis advanced in foppori of this piincipi'e, 
were rather fpecious than true ; yet they were embraced by 
the king of PoriiigaU the duke of 6V/t/5y, and fever al princes 
of the empire, who found their advantage in prolonging the 
war, and hiring out their forces indeed, the Itatcs-gencral, 


The emperor fell 

a martyr to the fma;i-po:;, and 
the unskilfulnefs oi' his phyfi- 
ciaiis, ill the prime ot life and 
vigour of youih. lie wa*; 
crowned king of Hu'ig.xjy in 
1687, and three years ai'tcr he 
was elefted kino; of the J^omnns. 
In 1609 he married the daugh- 
ter of the duke of 
Lunenhurghj by wlfom he had 
three children, Leopold-Jofcph^ 
his only mate ilTue dying in his 
infancy. As to the character 
of this emperor, it is varioufly 
reprefented; Icfs gentle, mild, 
and affable than his father Lco~ 
poUt he pofTefled fire, fpirit, 
and apibition.

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the Porfugue/e, and PiSldr Amadeus^ ho^d to fhare in the 
fpoils of the Spanijh monarchy. This 'had hitherto main- 
trin^d them faft in the confederacy, ^nd induced them 
ftrenuoufly to labour for continuance. 

As the queen of Great Britain had no fuch expectations) 
and had fuppoj^ted the chief expence of the alitauce, from rc-^ 
gard to the general intereft of Europe^ (he now, from the 
fame motives, figncd preliminaries of a pc'vce with France^ 
which (he fept for the approbation of her allies. Without 
count Gal- hefitation tm court of ^^««iz'reje<Slcd them, and the count de 
I 2 LS irt Gallasy the imperiarminifter at London^ laboured to give the 
Ixindon. preliminaries an invidious turn, and render them unpopular. 

In this he was fupported by the whole weight of the Pf^hig 
fa£Hon. He carried his refentment fo far as to fpeak difref- 
pedlfully of the queen’s perfon, and was, for that reafon, for- 
bid the court ; upon which he broke out into the bitterefl; in« 
ve6lives, taxing the queen and minidry with perfidy, and a 
breach of faith. He accufed the latter of corruption, and 
offered to prove juridically what he advanced ; nor did the 
archduke Charles abfolutely condemn the condud of his am- 
baflador. He declared he would adhere to the propofitions 
made ztGertrudenburg ; and in this refolution he was fupported 
by the eleflor of Hanover y who declared he would never de- 
tach himfelf from the interefts of the houfc of Aujlria. 

It was otherwife with certain princes of the empire : the 
king of Prujfia was, at this very time, fccretly negociatiinj 
with Lewis ; however, fome differences about the conJ’ki. ',s 
broke oft’ the treaty, and determined his Prujftan majefty to 
continue his forces with the combined army. Notwithfland- 
ing England had figned the preliminaries, her forces ftill afted 
under the duke of Yefar/birough in the Netherlands y where the 
^ . confedcrales reduced Prince had now with- 

drawn thd Aujirians from the combined army, in order to 
• ftrike frme^blow of confequence on the Rhine \ but no op- 
^ portunity offered, and tWe feafon was fan-jidvanced before his 
arrival. -Befides, the members of the eihpire had been ex- 
tremely deficient in advancing their contingencies, and the 
military cheft was quite exhaufted. The prince 'complained 
in a lert'ifr to the elcftor of MentZy and he tranfmitted the 
writing to the diet at P^aiishony where it was perufed and dif-* 
regaidcd. It was univerfally believed in Germanyy that the 
conciu(fI of England muff oblige the houfe of Aujiria fo Ilffen 
to propoials : they I'herefore thought it prudent to withold 
their luppties. As to the campaign in Dauphinyy k was 
equally ffet'S hf great events thofe the Rhine and in the 
Netherlands. I'he duke of lavoy tiM** * ^perior m ^orces to 
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the enemy but marechal Berwick pofted his army with fo 
much addrefs, as undered abortive all the duke’s motions 
and ftratagcms \ ta^^pain the French king, and 
gKandfon; maintaineA'thc fuperiority gaih^ the *p.*ev>,dinV 
campaign ; and, indeed, the vacancy in the imperial throne ^ 
fell out f£vV(x»bly fave the honour of tho archduke, who 
was in a fair way of being driven out of tjife Spanljh domi- 
nions, as the duke of Argyle^ commaijder in chief of the 
Briiijh forces in Portugal^ had ordeiS not to enter upon 
adion. - J 

No fooner was the campaign finifhed, than me princes of 
the empire redoubled their endeavours to perfuade the impe- 
rial court into the necel&ty of terminating a war, which had 
wholly drained the empire of reiburces : ftill, however, the" 
miniftry at Vienna proved obdinate, and the emprefs-regent 
of the Aujirian dominion fent prince Eugene to the court of 
London^ in hopes that' the prefence of this hero, and the 
flrength of his arguments, might have fome weight with the 
queen, and animate the people againft the intended pacifica- 
tion with Lewis. Eugene was received with all the refped 
due to his merit and quality. He had conferences with the 
miniftry ; he was admitted to an audience of the queen ; 
but all his endeavours proved fruitlefs : the arguments of the 
court of Vienna were no longer in behalf of the balance of 
power in Europe : her intereft was changed, and fo were 
the maxims of the court of London. 

'Mean time the cledor of Mmt% convoked the diet 
for the eledlion of an emperor, at Franefort. Letters 
were addrefied to the eleflors of Ttiers, Saxony j Palatine^ 
Brandenburg}}^ Bohemia^ and Hanover j bui thofe of Bavaria 
and Cohgn were not invited, 'l:;pcauf7 of their late pro- 
Icription. The eledbor of Saxony certified to th/J archduke 
the fettling of the diet, and he replied, that be entrufted 
all his affairs to the emprefs his mother. ThL.:;: princefs 
had already made application to king Augujius^ -.or his in- 
tereft in procuring a feat foi her ambafladors in tjiie elefto- rd ettUett 
lal diet, as fovercign of Bohemia ^ but Ihe was ^anfwered, 
that her powers were infulncient, and the amb».fi’adors in- 
ftru£bions muft be figned by the archduke. 'I his reply 
they founded upon a fundamental maxim of the imperial 
conftitution, that the eleiSloral dignity was an office purely 
mafeuline, and incapable of defeending to the female 
line ; thertfore a regent couM not exe-cife the full powers, 
^ow/j^cr, the emprefs,^^ifi<{i{>ointed in this applicauon, did

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not defpair of fucceeding with the other eleflors: She en- ^ 
deavoured efpecially to gain the eledlpf Palatine^ as he 
nyed p articular obligations to the emp^or yofeph ; but here 
(ooin«r^iied, for the eledor replies, that her Tequjjl' 
was diametrically oppofite to the conftitution^ whiplili^e 
in a particular ^anner^ as vicar generiff, wac bzrfind to 
preferve. Percen^ng that the eledlors were^inflexible, the 
court of Vienna acciuainted the archduke of what palled, 
and he confirmed, as of Bohemia^ the inftru£lions given 
to the ambafTa/iors. • 

Now the electors of Cologn and Bavaria hoped for a 
favourable turn in their aAairs, as their profcription was 
entirely an a£t of the late cmpeior, without ever confult- 
ing the Germanic body. A'faiiy of the princes had refented 
this exertion of power, and complained that the fentence 
palled upon them was illegal, and a violation of their pri- 
vileges. Finding, howeve**, that their names were omitted 
by the ele£ior of Afentz as arch^cliancellor, they entered a 
protett againll the decree, whereby they were proferibed, 
and the eledlion of the prince chofen king of the Romans. 
When this protelt was pubiilhed, the eleftor of Bavaria 
refided at Namur ^ in quality of fovereign of the Nether-^ 
landsj which were ceded by Philip V. on condition that 
he was placed on the throne of the Spanijh monarchy. 
As to the archbilhop of Cologn^ he relided at Valenciennes^ 
in a fplcndor not ulual with a fugitive prince, and libe-* 
rally' fupportc'd by the court of France, It was believed t 
that large fums of money were employed, in gaining' 
over the minifters of the electoral princes j but the event 
ihewed either the falfity of the report, or the mifapplica- 
tion of the money. ^ ^No PCgard was paid to the remon- 
itrances of tcither of the proferibed eleSors, and they were 
reduced to the necefliiy of protefting againll all the pro- 
ceedings of r^ediet. 

THK^irrfR bufinefs of the diet w'as to examine the 
powers ^ tnt feveral amballkdors, wh'i^ reprefented the 
abfenc elc*£lors. 'rhen they proceeded to regulate the 
ceremonia^' t<T obviate the protelcs of the two pr'>fcribed 
electors, iff fatisfy^the complaints made by the imperial 
^ fiates, concerning the Jmperial capitulations ; and lallly, 

* to anfwer the remonltiances fent by the diet a^ Ratishon 
dpon the neceffity of forming a perpetual capitulation, 
whereby the privileges and lil^rties of the Gev'tiianic body 
might Ik fecured and prote£lelPc^-^infl: all injulUce. 
laft article^ hatfi repeatedly been ^'’xamined at former 
dict3, Sind the ^eledlor^ had agreed w^.li the other mem- 

■ . bers 
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fcv.rs of th\?mpire upon a perpetual capitulation. How- 
ever, as it was iilipo^fiblc to provide cxprefly againft all 
iiiftances in which tj^e emperors mr^ht abufe" tl^pir 
fity, the eiedtors cbimed a right of enlarging, r^Ct-ench- 
ing, oc altering the form, as they fouiid n^ffary accord- 
ing to clv\:drrhftaiices. Now the other yiiembeis of the 
Germanic body^prefented certain articles^vhich they de- 
fired might be inferted; but as the ^edlors would only 
admit of fome of the articles, t^^ther members pro- 
teUed agair.ft the whole capitulation. Th^y complained 
of the condudl of the eleciors, pretending that they vio- 
lated the rights of the Germanic conllitution, by declaring 
that the emperor’s will, av»d t[ie confent of the elcdtoral 
college, were fufHcient authority for declaring war, con- 
cluding peace, or forming alliances. They admitted* 
that when the diet fit but a few months, there might hap- 
pen certain conjunctures^ where it would be dangerous 
to wait for the confent of the ttates ; but this could never 
be the cafe^ while the diet coiiftantly met, as was now 
become a ncceflary pai t of the conlfitution. Thefe rea- 
fons could not perru:idc the clecfors, who unaniinoufly 
agreed in their farmer refolution, provided they acted in 
nothing contrary lo the golden bull, the treaties of 
Mimjhr and Ofnabrugy and othei conllitutions of the 
empire. 

Another article which gave great offence was, that 
»tA? elcctois had ftipiilarcJ with the tmporor, that their am- 
bafladois fhould take place in the diet of all the other 
Gcnnan princes ; a claufc vi hich pit]u,.d the priv^e of the 
ancient families, who looked upon themfelves all ref- 
peffcs upon a footing v/ith tlie clectori, To fatisfy them 
this article was explained, the eiccti, d eel arm:*; that it 
only rcfpciSfed thofe perfons lately Vaifed to rhe dignity of 
princes, who acted in certai*T emplo\inent5 at^he^, imperial 
court. f 

Tjie next bufinefs of the diet, was to eT5ft?r:ii'\^ the pro- 
tefls efHjy ed by the profenbed Mofl: o£ the ftates 

were o^^-cpinion, that the fufFrages ofpthe piir.ccs would 
be wichout effect, and the vaiidity of iheir p:i)rcriptio!i 
left to >0 detes mined by the uict^ at Ratijlon. But the 
BrandenbNrgh ambafiador inlifted, tliat thefe cle\ 5 tors being 
clofely ^ied to France againft the empire, had thereby 
violate drTfifIr oath of fid^y, whcn.ie they forfeited the

H .* rt?G ^neJ himlLlf who’iy to the 
management of tne prince LiAtenJiein^ and the count lid- 
Icrjhin'y and from their counl/s j^iolc all his objcilhons to 
peace. In his heart he chimed in with the fentimems of

JJ-^lides, his 
counfdlors had fo firongly inculcated t!:e Ic dtimicv of 
his claim, that he believed he could not renounce it, with- 
out injultice to his poftcrity. 'I'liii aloii' appealed a fuf- 
ficient reafon for continuing the war; bu. ne could not 
flatter himfelf with fiicccls, without ihc liberal affiir inre 
of his allies, whofe maxims fince his accellion to the im- 
l^^rial throne appeared wholly changed. From the fteps 
already taken by the allies, it was plain they determined 
to accommodate matters with Lavis^ and take the lead in 


the negotiations for peace, in the fame manner they had 
done in the operations fijr war. ' CIj'mXs wanted their 
afliftance, but he would not fuller xh*:>n to be jiidgti of iiis 
right. It was with this view he infhl d ui on the preli- 
minaries given in at Gertraydenberg^ and fought yon tliofc 
::erms the alliance of England and HdlufJ, in y ppv/C of 
lis claim to the Spanijh monarchy ; while at thy^famc time

On the notification of his clcftion, the emperor 
ook fliip Barcelona^ and arrived at the port of Eado^

When the conference ;brpkc up, Charles fet out for 
Mikm,^ where, accordinjf tO(^forne v/ritcrs, he received the 
firlt advice of his - clc£lion. Now he received the con- 
gratulations of nil the Italian powers, w’hich at laft indu- 
ced the republic of Getna to compliment him with the 
title of king of Spain, In his journey to Geiinany he rc- 
ccivt^d the nomage and oaths o'F the ftates of the Tyrolcfc^ 
and next day he appointed forty five c njiifcllors, to form 
different boards at Vienna^ for the examination of all im- 
portant affairs. Finding he was fo far advanced on his 
way to the empire, the elc£loral college baftened to con- 
clude all the forms previous to his coion»uion, which they 
imagined would give weight to his negotiations ; and on 
the 19th of Dec^vihcr^ Charles entered Fiancfwt, 

The day after his ariival, he fwore to obferve the imperial • 
capitulation, in the manner it was propofed by the cledlo’^^. 
The diet thought they fliould, in confequence of the articles 
they inf^rteJ, be rcftoiedto all the privileges of which they 
were depiivevl by the late emperor j but the manner de- 
jlroycd the intyUtion uf their allegations, as plainly ap- 
pears ty confiilting the capitulation (A). Here ihe pro-

He farther engaged to 
aflemble at Icaft every ttn years a gtiieial diet, to whidi 
all the pjinces of the empire might carry their giiovanccs ; 
to leave the imperial chamber the free ex^rciib of its 
ancient jurifclidlion ; to ic.lorc to all the princes, prelates, 
and members of the empiic, wliutever had been violently 
extorted from them ; to admit none but peribns of ap- 
proved probity, and natives of Gnma?iy^ into the council ; 
and to beftow all the principal employments on high born 
I'ubjcbts of the empire. 

Besidi^s thefe, and a variety of other Icfs important 
articles- it was added, that notwithftanding this capitula- 
tion fliould be perpetual on the fide of his impcri*il ma- 
jefty, the elecloral college (hould, on proceeding to a newr 
eledion, be at liberty to ruake% additions and alterations, 
provided they did not counteiadl: the intcnti^uis of the 
golden bull, in any of the articles eflential to the GVr- 
7 iianic conftitution. Moreover, a claufe was fuperadded, 
that the college fliould never proceed to thy eledtion of 
another emperor during the life of the prefi^t, #xcepc in 

the following cafes ; When the emj^ror Diould fix 

his rejj^nce out of Germany^ or make too lf)ng*a flay out 
of the iimperial dominions. In thefe* inftance^ the em- 
peror n^ht be regarded as d’ad, and the electoral college 
would bljuftified in proceeding to i new clcdlion. • 

Fro]\I a number of articles which we have not £peci- 
fied, it Aj^ared that the dedfors bv no means approved 
of t^jj^^ndudi: of avith rc^)ccl to 

France^ and the elefir^^'of Cologne and B(n^rla\ thxt they 
were defirous of^ i eventing any future evils of ikc fame 
nature,* that^th .y cofidennicd the excefliv\ complaifance 
x..‘ ■ .

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paid to the will of the two late emper^jrs, the preju- 
dice of the rights and liberties of the Germanic body, and 
tl*Tr'fl\Q^^^rolved to limit the im[:J|rial authority ■within' 
c.'^rtain bourr^irics. On the 29th of December the cere- 
mony of the^'oronation w'as performed* great mag- 
nificence, and '^vcral gold medals wciy^ifiributed among 
the cle£tors, the fences of the empire/ and" the foreign am- 
bafladors, who atte'itd' d. Charles /tatn received the homage 
of the inhabltans of ?v<7?/£/^/j{,/and then fet out dire£ily to 
Vienna. ^ J 

By lliis time the queen on England \\?iA acquainted her 
• parliament w.tli her pacific iiSu'ut ons/ and obtained their 
confent to the picliifiijuu iifo. \-lGlland was likewife upon 
the eve of concluding a Icpai ate treaty with France and 
Chari'S faw himfclf under the necefiity of fupporting a war 
agaiiilt France and or of accepting the terms of- 

fered bv Lezvis: As the dilcuibSnccs in Hungary ncce^- 
farily divided hi^-' force?, the emprefs regent had befoic his 
arrival determined to give ru:j:e fatisfacB n to the male- 
contents. I'he empeior yofiph had jult before his death 
appointed conferences at Dclrazim ; and the Hungarian in- 
fantry demanded as preliminaries, the abolition of the ar- 
ticles of Prijburgh^ whcieby the crown was made here- 
ditary in the p.oufc of Aujiria'^ the reformation of all the 
imjx'iial decrees relative to the affairs of Hungaiy^ and 
full rcftitiuion of tne libenics, prerogatives, and ancient 
Jaws of the kingdom, and Iccuiity, that the fublequent 
treaty fliould be better obferved, than any of the fuccccd- 
ing. It was the advice of the count de Falji^ and all the 
difinterefted honeft nobilityi about the court, that the de- 
mands of the Himgarians fliould be gratified. They re- 
prefented, that tir.vingij the malecontcnts to defpair, was 
the fure method of obliging them to throw thcmfelvcs into 
the arms of the grand fignior, who would joyfully em- 
brace aryf conditions.

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if matters *U?re accommodarcd ; they, therefore, infinuated 
that the conceflidlis required would prove injurious to the 
emperor’s honour ; that fubjet^ts, who had takeajmrjs 
the+Movereign, weid unworthy of his clcmeneyfuiat Icniry 
towards rebels would only encourage feditidri iythe other pro- 
vinces; that apprehended from Kiv^Turks^ aiulkinr 

of Sweden^ wss. rmrdy ideal; that thef^wo powers were 
lufRciently emplojed ih^upporting a wayCgainft Rujjia^ Pj- 
Uindy Demnark^ and without^^'jSrching for more ene- 

mies; and, upon the wholA that it would bedtime enough 
to trcjt with the rebels wheXthe inlinictions of 
aiTibailador, now arrived at colrt, ihould be knriwn. 

The aga obtained an aud^neg of prince Eugene. He told 
him, he was fent to afihre the imperial court of the friendfhip 
and afFeclion of the grand fignior; to acquaint the emperor, 
that his highnefs had declared war againft the czar of Alufco^ 
vy^ for realbns known tc^ the whole world : but that, with 
relperS to the empire, he would fcrupuloufly obferve the treaty 
of Carlo'wiiz. 'I'he lame he requefted of the emperor. No 
gicat ftrefs, however, could be laid on fuch general promifes, 
which aflbrdcd fufpicion they were intended as a blind to 
fctccn Tome fecrct dofign, as a fairer opportunity could not 
have happened tor talcing the Huttgariam under the proteftion 
of the Porte. Tliefe were the fentiments of the empicfs- 
regent, who laboured, in conjunftion with count Palfi, to 
procure at leaft a ceffiuion of hoftilities. At laft, in derpitc 
of all the intrigues of the miniftry, they carried their point. 

An amnefty w.is figned at Zathmar^ and afterwards ratified by 
feveral of the Hungarian nobility. This treaty imported, that 
Ragoiski fliould have full pardon, and reftitution of ^all 
his eilates, provided in three wefles he i#ok*an outh of fide- 
lity to the emperor, as king of Himgary ; that, if he chofe it, 
he fhould have liberty to retire lo Poland ; thit religion (hould 
be maintained on the footing eftabltlhed by law ; fhatthe peo- 
ple ftiould have the liberty of Veprefcntingthe^gri^ances to 
the diet ; and that, if prince Ragotski did cJTiDrace the 
amnefty jpithin the time limited, all the refr^f tbc nobility 
{hould entitled to the advantages fpeci%d in the treaty.

they thcr ore difavowed his conduft by a folemn aft*difperfed 
in all th _alatinates of Hungary: however, they were Ijna- 
ble for j^-_i^f troops to em/r upon »£lion, as twenty-two 
Hurti regiments had^-iiirmediately after fi|ningth!^treaty, p , ^ ^ 
taken an oath of fidoKfy to the emperor.

Ragotsklf witlLut nioney» 
troops, friends, or a retreat, wandered a vagrant 
roiina*Prf^«^^ fome time, whence he pafTcd into 
and thenlto S^land, to enjoy the bleflings of freedom and 
philofophical fi^irity. Many of the oihhffltirrgnrtan nobi- 
lity repaired to tnk little court at Bender^A\nd in this manner 
ended the revolt irii^x^^ry, which mi^ght have produced fatal 
confequenccs to the nb^Je of Aujb^^ had the projedts of the 
elector of Bafaria provea lefs a^rtunate. 

Now all the views of the yurt of Vienna centered in the 
A n vigorous profecution of the wJj* againft France. Prince Eu- 
gem was the foul of the imperial councils, and peace was 
^7^^' equally op pofite to his intereTt and inclinations. His negotia- 
tion in England^ however, produced nothing. The queen, 
and her miniftcr the lord Oxjord^ were infiex'bly bent on 
peace, and the difgrace of the duke of Marlborough. In 
the conference with lord Oxford^ the prince demanded in 
general, that the queen would not detach herfelf from the 
interefls of the houfc of Auflria., and her engagements 
to her allies ; and the Engiijh miniftcr replied, that her 
majefty had already furnifhed her plenipotentiaries at 
Utrecht with the necellary inftrudtions: that Utrecht^ and 
not London^ w^as the place appointed for adjufting the in- 
terefts of the empire and Great Britain, liy this anfvver, 
he thbught to embarrafs prince Eugene, and prevent his 
folicitations, though it did not fucceed j for he fo repeat- 
edly prclfed his requeft, that a conference was granted, 
and Mr. fecretary St. John, afterwards lord vifeount Bo^ 
linghrohe, appointed to canvafs the fubjeft with the imperial 
minifter. Bugene^^ermnStd that fume expedient ihould 
Eugene’s be found, f by which the emperor might fend ambaftadors 
negotiati- to Utrecht \ yet was this contrary to the emperor’s former 
in Eng- declaration, that he would fend no plenipotentiaries to 
tend, any conerefk which Ihould ‘be held in that city. Not 
fatisfied with^Mr. St. Johns anfwer, he continued to prefs 
memorial^, upon the court, in which he magt^ified the 
vaft efforts made by the houfe of Aujiria, in the^.S^ommon 
caufe; nvtwithftanding, hefaid, the revolt in Hunf^ry, flic 
conflantly maintained great armies in Italy, on c Rhine, 
in Sfatny Md the Netherlands •, now being eafeafrorp the 
burthen of that civil war, his imperial majefty f ad given 
orders for augmenting all hf; forces in above

He requcftcd her majefty to conlider 
that the feafon was far advanced ; that no preparations were 
madc'fb'r opening ihj campaign ; that whether or peaSfe 
was preferred, there was not a moment to lAe ; fince, in 
the latter cafej Vii* good difpofition of the ajjines would pro- 
cure more advantageous terms ; and in yic former ea rly 
preparations infiire ftsc^fs ; that the ftjites general had de- 
termined to fend to SpaS^Q four IwiSlions promifed the 
preceding year, where the qTiperor‘would maintain an army 
of 30,000 men ; that of tin expcnces of the Spantjf) war, 
amounting this year to four rlillions of crowns, his imperial 
majefty was willing to pay yourih, in ordet to render the 
burthen eafier to England \ fhat^with the vigorous afliftance 
of the maritime powt rs the war might be brought to a 
fpeedy ifllie, perhap.*^ duiing the fcflion of t|ic congrefs ; the 
prince concluding his memorial with befecching Mr. fe- 
cretary St, yohn to obtain him a fpeedy anfwcr. 

As prince Eugene found by the indir^d anfwers of the Prince 
Englijh miniftry, that all his endeavours to prevail on the Plugcne 
queen to refume the war would prove fruitlefs, he took his repairs tg 
leave, and fet out for the Hague, where he conferred with tl^e 
the penfioner Heinfus, and the chief members of the repub- Hague, 
lie. While he was here, the counts Zin7^enc!orf and Conijburg 
arrived in quality of plenipotc 'tiarics from his imperial 
majefty, v/ith whom, and the deputies of the other allies, 
the prince held a variety of confultations on the operations 
of the enfuing campaign ; or if peace was the objtdt, what 
tci'ms fhould be demanded of Lewis, The empcrc^ required ' 
that France fhould be ftripped of all her acquifitions fince 
the treaty of Munfter j that flic ftiould i^ftore to the duke of 
Lorrain all that Charles IV. had ceded, and qjbfolve him 
from the oath of fidelity and horftage ; that the emperor 
fliould be put in pofleflion of the entire SpaniJIj mqnarchy, 
except what was granted by treaty to Portugal, and the 
other allied powers. To this was fubjoined^hatAis impe- 
rial malefty would have no objeiiion tp/treaf with the

Nevkr, upon any occafioii, was beheld fuch a number 
of memorials ; it appealed as if nothing mere was wanting 
than to a(k and obtain ; and it may he fafcly affirmed, that 
all the rt’ver.il demands feemed cah ulaicd rather to prolong 
the war, than to obtain peace, the proicflbd objc£l of their 
purfuits. I'he duke of Savoy made lar.c demauLls ; and the 
queen of Cheat Britain^ though the moll: inveterate as well 
as formidable cncmj^ of Pfance, was not without her pre^ 
tcnlions, foific of which proved cxtiuricly iikfome to Lewis; 
particul.iily, the ceffion the icquircd of c^'utionary towns in 
Amerh'a^ Upon the whole, liovvcvcr, France might have 
complied with every thing required, had the emperor and . 
ftatr< gerfcral ^en lefs exorbitant in their demands, which 
had all thc*appeVancc of a delign to iiifult misfortiyie, and 
triumph over tht low condition to which the grand ^^''narch 
was rcduoicd. Had*they intended to deftroy the Frei::h mo- 
^narchy, and divide the il|)ods, they could not have/Oi£fatcd 
in a more arbitrary manner ; but they ought to hat^ confi- 
deredf that re-uniting Spain and the Indies to thalfluftrian 
dominions, was no loipgcr the ci^fign of the prifhif^^^f the 
allies, who thought the cmperol^rfiiMl^dy fufficiently pwiuit ; 
and that now thfir high demands amHt.ered no other pur- 
pofe thati fliewiijg how important was to the^confe- 

deracy, 
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dc»'acy, anjjl how^untquiil, wirhout her, they were to extort 
their preteniions. The impLiiui miniit is expatiated upon 
the nioderaiion of the emperor; but iii 
it was faid that no ifiancU of the houfe ot /Iftiia was e\er 
void of ambiliotj, •This family had always g;/uped .it pnwjr, 
and wherever the)t gained a fuperiority, xerted it with a

Spanijh monarchy on Chdrk\ the danger was tviJent ; as to 
giving it to Philips it was oniy pwdihle. In the former cafe, 
the ballaiice of power iniift Zieccirnily bedeflioyed 5 in the 
latter, it M^as improbable i'l' cvtfr Ihould, as Philip had now 
but a diftant proipcdl: of ever fuccccding to the crov/n of 
Friuice, 'I'hele were the fentiments of the parliament, 

when the congrefs was firft opened iu Utrecht^ 

Bj?toR£ the con^iitfs ‘had regulated all the formalities, . 

the bilhop of Brijtol made a laboured fpccch, demonftrating 
the expediency of abridging the negotiations j which was notiaikns 
fccoiidcd by the abbe Polhmc in that elegant and mafterly ]j. 
^ile for which he was fo eminently diflinguiflicd. It was trccht. 
propofed to fix the day for conclu ling the treaty, on the 
i'amc footing fettled before the opening of the congrefs ; but 
the Dutch deputies defired t!n\e to acquaint the Hates gene- 
ral with the propofition. A courier was dilpatcheJ to the 
Hag ucj and their high niight'neflcs did not appear averfe to 
the propofal, before they had conferred with the imperial 
miniftcr. Count VAnzendorf aflembled at his K)df’^ings all 
the ambaffadors of the empire, to uhom he (•on.numii Mted 
the propofition made by the b flv^p of Brificl^ and the ibbc 
Polifnac. Thofe who wiflied to fee prficc elfablilhcd, coh- 
fented to it without hefitation ; but ^0 othcis oppofed it ve- 
hemently, under pretence of fcrupuloufiy examining the fe- 
veral interefts of the allied powers ; their real motive was 
to raife difficulties, which might retard or bwlc ojf the ne- 
gotiations. Notwitiiftanding this, TAinzendom made a Inert h 
in the /ongrefs, filled with the ftrongeft atfuratices of his 
imperiatmajefty’s fincere intentions to oiultivaie peace ; but 
contradKted his profeflions by his demands. In aniwer to 
the claiiA of the emperor, the Flknch monarch offered to • 
oblige hi grandfon to renounce all pretenfions to the king- 
doms of jj^g^es and Sardinia^ and the duchy of Milcm^ pio- 
videc^fe archduke would df/ift fiom*’his pj;efQnfions to the 
Span^ monarchy. The other articles inipyed, that, with 
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refpeft to the empire, the frontiers on tl\5 Rhii^e fliould be 
put in the fame condition as before the war; that the 
cle^Elors ofCologne and Bavaria (hould be rcitored to thejr 
dominions\nd honours, and that the^* moft chrillian king 
fliould rcTumt all the titles he poflefie^ ^n^Gerniany at the 
treaty of RyfuHck. The plenipotentiarips of the allies fent 
the French propo^ions to their feveraj^ourts; and upon re- - 
ceiving an anfw^ count ZinzendlSrf gave in a memorial, 
which •he called the'^ fpiccifical /remands of his maftcr, and 
delired an anfwer in writing, V hopes of raifmg fome diffi- 
culty to the negotiation. Of 'this the court of Verfaills was 
aware, and therefore adhcrel^ to the former propofitions, 
without the trouble of rcplyir^ to the fpccifical demands. 
Zinzendorf waited with impatiencj for the expected anfwer, 
ar.d was at lad told by the maiefchc^l d'Uxdles^ that as they 
had reciprocally exchanged propofitions, that was fufficient 
foundation for entering upon the* negotiation, without the 
formality of written replies, which would only excite dif- 
putes, and fpin out the conferences. Zinzendorf fired at 
the difappointment, anfwered, that if the negotiation did 
not take a more favourable turn, he was determined to 
withdraw from the congrefs. He foon kept his word, and 
had the addrefs to draw off wdth him the other allied pleni- 
potentiaries j but ftill the French minifters adhered to their 
firft refolution. The difpute was of more confequence than 
it might at firft appear. It was the bufinefs of Zinzendorf to 
enfnare and puzzle ; plainnefs and perfpicuity were equally 
the intereft of Lewisy who had ardently wifhed for a general 
pacification. He defired to treat civilly the allies jn general ; 
but the emperor and jD^rrA^infifted upon a feparatc difeuffion 
of their fevcral claibis. 

Meant‘ime the EngUJh and French minifters exchanged 
vilits, which gave great olFcnce to Zinzendorf and the 
Dutch deputies. They held confultations on th{-‘ir fide, and 
omitted ^othmg in their power to fruftrate the effcfls of the 
congrefs. Put^cir final refolution was, to pufli the war with 
vigour, in,ho|]/\- of obtaining fomc fignal advanta^L which 
would induce the qncen of England to break off hcrihngage- 
ments to f^ezvis, and leave France to her deftiny. for the 
Dutch, they fet no bounds to their pretenfions ; iticfc they 
left to be determined by the fword. rigorouirights of 

conqVicft they regarded as legitimate, and th^;::^lvcd to 
consolidate w'ith thcii^’republicjjJiatever they ftioulOTjfi able 
to wref( violentfy from the Frenci^klng* With thisview 
they tc^ok their meafures for opening the campaign. Prince 
Eugene feconde/t their defigns with ak his ability, afid made 
^ ‘ ‘ . fcveral 
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feveral motions to fruftiate the cfFcfts of the enemies aftl- 
vity and fj^perionty. I'he earl of Albemarle^ at the head of 
the Dutch forces, had orders to burn the vaft magazines 
vformed at Arras ; however, he was prevented^ k* his defigns 
by the vigilance of Snarfhal Vtllars. / 

Happily foi** Frame^ the fufpenfion of/arms with 
land was now figned ; but as they had agreed to keep the 
tranfaclion a profound fecrct until the (>impaign opened, the 
quoen was under the rtveeffity of joliling her forces to the 
allied army. It was gcneialiy believed, that, tired out with 
the clamours of her allies, and the obftriidions to a genera! 
peace, ibe had relblved up)n the vigorous profecution of 
the war, than which nothi ig was more remote from her in- 
tentions- Eugene^ more f>enctrating and fagacious than the 
reft, entertained (lifpicions. He difeovered fomething myf- 
terious in the condudt of the Englijh^ and wanted the op- 
portunity of an interview with the duke of Ormond. The 
allies pafled the Scheldt and encamped oppofite to the enemy. 

Eugene held Icvcral councils of war, and propofed blending 
the troops in the Brh’ijh pay with the Aiijtrians ; but the 
Engl:J]o general declared that he would command in perfon 
all the forces eritrufted to his care by the queen his miftrefs. 

In another council it was propofed to attack M. Vlllars \ 
nut the duke of Ormond produced his orders not to a£l of- 
fenfively. This immediately difeovered the views of Eng^ 
land^ and made the imperial and Dutch generals declare they 
v/ould profecute the war -without the queen's concurrence, 
and demonflratc to her, that England was of lefs confe- 
quence to the alliance than llie imagined. Her majefty, 
they fair!, was rniftaken, if Ihc propofed fetting bounds to 
their conqu|fis, and didatinrmtheir c^ndudt. 

'Tw confequence, they undertook*' the fiegc of The allied 

which was invefted by general ¥agcl\ and two days after /^yf^Quef- 
thc trenches were opened, the diike of Ormond demanded a noi, 
conference v/ith prince Eugene and the Dutch deputies. 

Here he acquainted them with his orders putiifh a gene- 
ral atmiftice for two months in his ^my, ?and exhorted 
the.rjiLto embrace the fame ^meafurcs. Tfcy d'dmandcd time 
to tpnfmit the propofal to Vientia ahd the Hague^ and the 
dukeVgranted eight days for this purpofe. During this time, 
he prtfpofed to the foreign gen^als in the Englijh pay, io 
follow the example of his forces, under pain of fprfeiting 
theiR^^^^ and arrears. They lik^^wife defired time to dcli- 
b^'te on the propofal, r.hd a few days after thev feparated 
from the EngHJhf declaring their rcfolwtion tofupport the 

emperor 
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emp**ror In the profecutuui of the war. Only one Isattalion 
and four fquadrpns of the Halfteia troops, imcl^r general 
IValef remained with the duke of Onnond, Their condu£t 
extremely embarrafled the Englijh minillry, who now pour-^ 
ed out repr^hes and men icls \ Mr.^.^iecretary Si* 
declared, that Vic queen would regiird tlv^ir refufal as an 
open rupture ; however, they ftill perfifted 

While mutudl rfcriminations pafle^^etwfeen t\\Q EngUJ/j 
and the auxiliaries ir^tlic pay of Gt/at Britain^ the duke of 
withdiew his anh-y ; and, affured of the evacuation 
of Dunkirk^ took pofltilion of that important town and 
haibour. The Dutch beneld with jealoufy the motion of 
Englijh forces towards their Ironticis, and they faw no re- 
medy but entering into the famq pacific meafurcs. How- 
ever, the fiege of ^tefnoi was puflied with vigour. 7'he 
befiegers haviiig go: pofleilion of the counlcrfcarp, were 
preparing to give the alTauIt, when the garrifon beat a par- 
ley, and furierdcred at diferetion. 

While engaged the chief attention of the allies, 

they fent a det/ichment of cavalry, accompanied v/itli a great 
jnimbcT of volunteers, to make an irruption into the very 
bowels of France, it is inconceivable the confternation 
which fo incoiifiderable a force fpread ; from the terror that 
appeared in every countenance, and the panic which feized 
the whole French nation, one would have imagined that the 
whole confederate army was at the gates of Paris. After 
all, this detachment returned without performing any thing 
memorable \ their whole purfuit was plunder, in which they 
fucceeded. Now the allies enicreJ upon moic vigorous 
mcafures ; they inverted Landreci^ and the direclion of the 
ficge was committed to the prince of Jlahtili Dejfau^ general 
of the Prufjuin forcesV I'hirty four battalions and thir'y 
fquadrons inverted the pla^e, while prince Eugene with the 
remainder of the army covered the liege, and neg!c£lcd no- 
thing to infurc fuccefs. He fortified his camp, and fo 
ranged his^iorces, that it feemed impoffible to relieve the 
garrifon. Pdlar^oti the other hand, was no lefs vigilant 
ior the proteiiioiv^ a town, the poflellion of which vould 
open the enemy a paflige into Champagne and Picardy!^} He 
rcfolvccl to force the pofts which covered the navigatiim of 
tkc Scarps and the Scheldt Mid to attack the enemies lifaes at 
Denain^m which he fucceeded by an admirable ftratagert’, and ' 
thereby Ifixed the return of the epoch of good fortiijj;^ after 
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it had lonj^ been unpropitious to the arms of* Leivh, What- 
ever merit* Jvc mflil: allow prince Eugene^ it was obvious 
fiom this tranf.iition, that he was no longer affifted 
by the counfels of A^rlborough.

fpifed his menaces ; but was ^forced to fuirender prifbner o{ ibe alhes. 
war in the fpace of four days after the trenches were open- 
ed. The lofs of Marchunne determined the fate of Landreci \ 

Prince Eugene^ deprived nf his magazines, and the commu- 
nication by water with AntAjer^ and Tournay^ was forced to 
relinquifh the enterprife, in a manner tfiat enabled the 
French general to f: rm enterprifes which otlierwire would 
have been impraflicaWe. ^ Hempefeh^ governor of Donate 
hearing cf the fate of Denain and Adarchienne^ made no doubt 
blit he vvouM foon be befiegeJ. To make the moft vigorous 
rcrillance his firuaiion would admit, he recalled all his de- 
tachments, and flren thened his garrifon with three batta- 
lions dravv'n from Lljle and Bethuiie. He was invefled on 
the 8th of Aiignft ; and notwnthftanding the rnoff vigorous 
defence, the number of the garrifon, the ftrength of the 
place, and the endeavours of prince Eugene to relieve the 
bcfieged, they were forced to furrender by ilie eighth of 
September^ prifoners of war. Upon thefe reiterated difgraccs 
prince Eugene aflemblcd a council of war, wdicre the chief 
officers advifed occupying the plain ^ueveraiv^ and form- 
ing the fiege of A'ltnihcgc^ in cafe M. Vtllars entertahneJ de- 
fign^aqainft Bouchnine or l^efnAj in wj^ich the iinpciialills 
had formed magazines, to repair the late dllafier at Adar^ 
chicmie. This opinion was embraced, and the prince of 
Hc£d detached before, to prepare the .way for the army. 

Villats difeovered the intention of the allies, and took mca- 
fures for anticipating their defign. He advanced' a large 
body of yroops, who took polTeffion of jbefore the 

allies h/i fcarce crofl'ed i\it Scheld. At^theYam*e time he 
blocked iip ^Jtefnoi fo cJofely, as rendered it impofSble for 
prince Eugene to withdraw his artillery, and great maga- 
zines ofjftores and ammunition. He then invefted the 
place, arA^ kept up fo inceflant a fire from his batteries,*that 
Ivay^ ^^r'erCch refugee, raifed to the rank of major-general, 
and JS(le governor, furrendered upon horiourable jcondi- 
tions. Thus fell the imperial artillery and faagazines into 
# .2 % the 
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the hands of the enehiy, which produced more i^?al advah-^ 
tage to Villars^ than if he had gained a be^tcle 

In every attempt this great general, ' the pydfe of the em- 
pire, the terror of the Turks^ and the faviour of Italy^ was 
foiled by the French marefehaU who UVt no occafion of pro- 
fiting by his fuperiority, Befida?jtfiliging prince Eugene to 
evacuate his camp at Malplaquetj to retire between the 
Sambr^ and the Hqifne j belides forcing the garrifon of fort 
Knoquesj he now formed the fiege of Bouchaine^ the reduc- 
tion of which place had mad^ aconhderable'addition to the 
laurels of the vi<ilorious Marlborough. It was at this time 
defended by the celebrated Grovejtein^ and illvefted by the 
marefchal in the beginning of OSiober. A fortnight after the 
trenches were opened it forrcifidercd, notwithftanding the 
moft (pirited refiftance ; and thus Villars recovered all the 
conquefis made by the allies in three fucceffive campaigns. 
With thefe expeditions the armies feparated, and retired Ho # 
winter-quarters ; upon which Villars^ loaded with glory> 
repaired to court, where he was received with that peculiar 
regard due to his merit, and to a general who had firft ftem- 
med the torrent of misfortune, and retrieved the honour 
of Lewis. V 

Prince Eugene fet oui (f r the Hague to concert the ope- 
rations of the enfuing caUipaign with the Hollanders^ a' vt 
the means of repairing the. late dilgraces fuftained by tht 
allies. He held fevcral conferences with count Zinzendnf. 
on the fubjefl: of the Spanijh Neiherlafids^ of which the em - 
peror conceived a violent define of being in poffeffion. This 
meafure the Dutch oppofed, becaufe the conqueft of thefe 
provinces was made chiefly at their expence. They could 
not, the/aifirmed. aflTent to the emperor's pretenfions before 
the barrier grantea by tht emperors Jofeph and Leopcid was 
. confirmea to the rcpuWic ; belides a part of their expences in 
the war repaid. They requefted the imperial minifler to 
lay their reafons before .the emperor, and demonflrate to 
him thzt it was his interelt to aft in concert with the United 
Provincefi fincp the leaft mifunderftariding mufl; encreafe 
the misfdttuiT^s of the preceding campaign, an^ turn the 
Charles wl^olly in favour of their common enemy " *
